when the Bill for excluding ihe Duke of Tari from the i74»- 
Crown, was brought into the Houfe of Commons, in the 
thirty-third Year of the Reign of King Charlii the Sacond, 
and ihe Fourth Parliament had been dilToIved by the 
King to prevent the Progrefs of that Bill, the Lord Mayor, 
and Citizens of ioB^Dji, fent up Inftrudlions to their Mem- 
bers, requiring them to infill on the palTing it ; and Sir Ro- 
btrt Clajion gave it as one Reafon, in his Speech • upon that 
Occafion, that hi'a Duty to his Eleftois obliged him to be for 
the Bill. 

And the fame Praftice was again repeated from the Citi- 
zens of Lsndon to their Members, upon concluding (he Trea- 
ty of Utrecht in the latter End of the Reign of Queen Anne.

at that Time, have been fo readily and elFti^ually done, as 
by his Majcfty's fending a Body of his EleiSoral Troops, 
together with tlie HeJJian!, to join the Erilijh zwi. Auptian 
Forces in thofe Parts; and tliat this Houfe will chearfully 
and effeilually fupport his Majefty in all fuch ncceffary Mea- 
fures ; to congratulate his Majelfy on the happy Turn of 
AiFairs in the North % and to declare, that we are fully con- 
vinced, that it is owing to the Spirit and Vigour, which his 
Majelly has Ihewn in the Defence of his Allies, that the 
King o( SarJinia has been enabled to aft a Part fo ufcful to 
■he common Cure, and that the Queen of Hungary has been 
encouraged to beat up amidft extreum DifHculties, and no t- 
withitanding the numerous Enemies fent againft her ; to af-

Yet no Iboner have chofe Gentlemen got into 

fPower, and I believe but a v;ry fmall Share of it, than they 

tquite alter their Tone, anu propofe to us a much longer, and, 

[I think, a more paraliiical Addrefs than was ever propofed 

Iby any of their PredecelTors. 

' Surely, Sir, they mull have a moll contemptible Op in i- 
[ on of thii Houfe, if they expei^, (hat we fhoiild plunge 
I into high Encomiums upon Meafurej which we know no- 
' thing of, and alTeit Fafts which it is not polSble for u» to 
tell whether they be true or not. If we comply with fuch a 
Requeft, I muft fay, they or their Succefibrs, for 1 fore fee ' 
their Reign will not be long, will have Reafon to cry out 
with the Roman Emperor, they are Ihock'd with the flaviih 
Complaifance of the Bruijh Senate. When I fay this, Sir, 
every Gentleman mult fee, that I point at thofe HxpreHiona 
in the Motion, which propofe our declaring that we have a 
grateful Senfe of the early Care his Majelly took, in forming 
fuch a Force in the Lami CountrUs, as might be of Service to 
the Support of the Houfe of Aufiria, and reftoring the Ba-

' ForGodfake, Sir, what have we now before us, that 
can give the leali Authority for any of thofe iliicering De- 
cIara.iions ? His Majelly'a Speech, indeed, feems to give 
fome Sore of Authority, bucic is an elt.ibliihed Maxim in 
this Houfe, to look upon chat as the Speech of the Mini- 
(lers i and Minifters, we know, are noc very fcrupulous in 
alTerting Fafls, which, chey think, may tend to a Jullifica- 
tion of their Condufl, as is manifeft from many Speeches du'^| 
ring our late Adminiliration, and particularly from that^l 
Speech made by our Minillers in the Year 1726-7 * which 
is, perhaps, one of the longelt and mcll IlufF'd with bold 
AITcrtions, that was ever attempted to be palTedupon a Bri' 
tip Parliament; and every one may now fee the Misfor- 
tunes

was intended to juftifj. The Fails aiTcried in th»t Speech 
were (ucb as have fince appeared to be falie, and, indeed, 
they were luch as ftom ihe very Nature of Things would 
have appeared rufpicious to an independent and unp'ejudiced 
Parliament; we therefore never ought, in our Addiefs, to 
repeat any of thofe Faits mentioned or referred to in ihe 
Speech from the Throne ; much lefs in our Addrefs, to de- 
clare our Satisfaflion with regard lo any Circiinillance that 
may probably, upon a ilri£t Examination, apear I'l be falfe, 
which is, 1 ihtnlc, the Cafe with regard to fcveral Citcum- 
fiances mentioned in this Propofition. Th«t his M.jelti, has 
fcni 3 few of his Britip Tronps tO Flandirs is certainly true, 
and, 1 believe, we (hall very foon find it to be fo, by the 
Demands made upon us for their Support and TranfporCati- 
on ; but how they can, in ihat Country, be of any Service lo 
the Queen of Hungary, or to the refto ring of the Balance of 
Power is more than I can comprehend, unlefs it could be 
laid, that the Dutch are to join with ur, in order to form an 
I Army for attacking France upon that Side; and if I am 
rightly informed, the contrary of thrs is true i for, I be. 
I lieve, they have declared to us, that whoever llrikes ihr fiift 
^^^ow in that Part of the World, they will look upon as 
^^heir Enemies, and will treat them as fuch. Bu; fuppofe, 
^^%ir, that the Force we have fent to Flanders could there be 
\ of any Service to the Queen of Hungary, or the Balance of 
Power, can we fay, it has been done early ? Early with re- 
^rd to what, Sir \ Surely, it cannot be fuid to have beett 
done early with regard lo the Seafon of the Year ; for the 
Time for Aftion was almnft over before they were fenc 
there. And with regard lo the War now carrying on a- 
gaioft the Queen oi Hungary, lam fare, it cannot be faid 
(o have been done early ; for if it had not been for the fur- 
prifing Fidelity and Bravery of her own Subjefl!, and the 
more futprifing ill Conduft of her Enemies, (he had ijeen o- 
bliged to fubmit to a Carte-Blanche long before we fent a 
Man into Flanderi, This Word, Early, can therefore be 
fuppofed to relate only to our new Minilters ; and id this 
Cafe it ODght to have a Confequeoce which 1 wifh it may, 
but it is fuch a one as ihey, I believe, do not wifh to fee.

polition I cannot therefore agree to, and the next is really 
futpnfing. To defiie this Houfe to alTert pofit^vely, that a, 
proper Force could not be formed in Flanrlers without ta- 
king Hammsrians into our Pay, before we have had any one 
Procf of the Faftlaid before us, is really a Piece of AfTiirance 
in our new Miniders, fuperior to any that was ever praftifed 
hy any of their PredeceiTors.

Erobable, that we could gel no Troops 10 hire in all Eurepe, 
efide thefe Hanoziirian! ; and if there were any other 
Troops to be had, in Europe, they might have been marched 
into Etandin Time enough for any Ufe we can make of 
them i for it is ceriain, we cannot now make ufe of thetn, ci- 
ther in Flanders, or any where elfe, till next Spring, before- 
which Time it is as certain, that Troops may march to' 
Flandtrs from the remoleft Corner of Earspe. 

' I fhall not articipaie the Debate, Sir, either upon oir 
fending our own Troops to Flandsrs, or upon marching the 
Hana'vsiiaiii and HiJJians thither ; but I mull obferve, that 
as Things appear 10 me at prefent, if we delign that our 
Troops fhould be of any real Service to the Queen of //bt- 
gar^, we ihould have fent our own Troops to Hanover, in 
order to have formed fuch an Army there, as might have 
prevented M. Maillihah^i March to the Relief of /'j-aj*?, 
or to have drove him and all his Ragamullins back to his own 
Country ; for if we had formed a fufficient Army in Hana- 
•uer, and had been ready to attack him, or follow him, I 
believe he would hardly have ventured to have marched his 
Army \ati3 Bohemia ; and if he had been forced to march 
b.jck to his own Country, I believe, all the French Troops 
(hen in Germany would foon have been at the Mercy of the 
Queen of Hungary, and the Enferar would have been oblig'd 
to come to an Accomodation with her, upon fuch Terms as 
we had thought fit to propofe. This, Sir, I fhall grant, is fo- 
reign 
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reign to the prefent Debate ; but it is, I think, a very good An- »*■ Cm. H. 

Keafon for our refolving to fajr nothing in our Addrefs *'+"■ 

either about fending our own Troops lo Tlaaderi, or about 

marching the Hanuiitrians thither. If our Minifters are 

fond of having Compliments from tliis Houfe upon their 

Meafures, I hope ihey will flay till thofe Meafures are 

brought properly before us, and then our Compliments will 

come with a greater, and, 1 think, a much more deiirable 

Weight. 

' The late Turn of AiFairs in the liorih, I fliall allow. 
Sir, to be happy both to this Kingdom and to Europe ; be- 
caufe it has difappoinied the Tools -of Franct in t'weien, 
and may bring fome of them to the Block. I wifh, I faw 
fome Frtmb Tools nearer Home brought into the fame Sort 
of Danger. Eut let that Turn be as happy as it will, we 
have no Bufinefs with congratulating his Majelly upon it, 
becaufe it implies, as if we thought it owing in Ibme Mea- 
fure to the Conduft of our MJnillers i whereas it is entirely 
owing to the Wifdom of the RuJJian Court, the Conduft of 
their Generals, and the Bravery of their Troops. 

' I ftiall likewife grant. Sir, that the prefent Conduft of 
the King of Sardinia is of great Ufe lo the Common Caufe i 
and that the Queen of Hungary has bore up in a very fur- 
priling Manner amidll the many Difficulties (he has been, 
and ftill is furrounded with ; but 1 cannot be fo complaifant 
as to fay, that either the Condud of the King of Sardinia, 
or the Courage of the Queen of Hungary, is owing to the 
Spirit and Vigour our Minifters have ihewn in the Defence 
of oar Allies, I fay, I cannot pafs fuch a Compliment, 
becaufe I do not think it is true. The Condu£t of the King 
ol Sardinia tmy, indeed, be partly owing to our Money, 
and the Neighbourhood of our Fleet in the Midiicrrenian ; 
but it is chiefly owing to his own Intereit, and to the Spirit 
which the Queen of Hungary has fhewn in her own Defence. 
And as to the latter, her bcarmg up under fo many Diffi- 
culties is fo far from being the EfFefl of Vigour Ihewn by 
our MiniHers, that all the Diftieulties flie has been brought 
into are owing to the Conduft of our late Minifter ; for if 
ite had made any one right Step upon the Death of the late 
Empirar, I am perfuadcd, the French would not have dared 
to fend a Man into Germany, nor would (he Duke of Ba- 
roaria have dared to attack the Qiieen of Hungary. 'Ti» 
vat, our new Minifters have made at leaft a Shew of a lit- 
tle more Spirit and Vigour than their Predeceflbr ; but as 
yet it is but a Shew, and before ihey made even that Shew, 
ibe QueCD of Hungary was extricated out of her greaieft 

Difikulty, 
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An, 16. Ceo. n. Difficulty, by the Bravery of her Troops, and the treachc- 
"74I- . rous Conduft of the French towards the King of PruJJia. 

' I have now. Sir, gone through this long complicated 
Motion. I fay complicated, becaufe it is evidently made up 
of ProfelTions of Duty and AfFeftion to his Majclly, and of 
Compliments to the Mirifters upon their Conduft. As to 
the former Part of it, I {hall be for making thofe ProfelTi- 
ong as Arong and exepjicit as you pleafe : I Jhall even be for 
enlarging them if it be defired ; but as to the other Part, I 
think, we ought never on fuch an Occafiun to pafs Com- 
pliments upon the Condufi of our Minifiers, and cfpecially 
fuch as appear evidently falfe. 1 hope I have fhewn that 
all thofe defired by this Motion are fucb, or at lealt highly 
improbable; therefore, I hope, the Honourable Gentleman 
will leave them ail out, and content himfelf with that Part 
of his Motion which coniains our ProfelTions of Duty aiii 
Afleflion to his Majeliy only.

Sir, 

' I hope I Ihall never be accufed of having oppofed s 
proper and dutiful Return to his Majefty's Speech from the 
Throne : I was always of Opinion, that when his Msjefty 
is gracioufly picaled, in his Speech, to defccnd to Particu- 
lars, and to give us fome Account of the State of our pub- 
lick Affeirs, we are in Duty bound to return an Anfwer. of 
fome Kind or other, to every Particular mentioned in his 
Majcfiy''s Speech ; and I do not well know what Gentlemen 
mean when they fay, this is contrary to the CuRom of on: 
Ancellors. I am fure. Sir, this Method of addreiTmg ha 
been a Cu/tom ever fince I can remember, and, I believe, 
has been the Cul^om ever fince oui Kings have been pleafei 
to give us any particular Account of our Affairs in the! 
Speeches from the Throne. This, it is very well known, 
was rot the Cultom in antient Times ; for in thofe Days 
the King made but a very (hort Spetch, perhaps a general 
Compliment to the two Houfes, ai;d left it to his Chancel- 
lor * to defcend to Particulars, and to give the Parliametit, 
an Account of the State of publick Affairs, and the Bcalb: 
for calling them together. 

' In thofe Times therefore. Sir, it was right in both 
Houfes to return a general Anfwer ; (or they couid not with 
any Propriety take Notice, in their Addrefs to the King, 
of any Thing that had been faid to them by the Lord Chait, 

cell 
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cellor. But it being now the Cuflcin, and a moll gracious An. 1 6. Ceo. IT; 
and refpeflful CulSom, I think, it is : I fay, it b:ing now '7**- 
the Cultom for the King himfelf, in his Speech from the 
Throne, to communicate to us a particular Account of the 
State of our AiFairs, we ought at leaA to be as refpefttul to 
him as he is to us ; and conrequendy, in our Addrefs, to 
take fome Notice at ieall, of every Thing he has been plea- 
fed to mention. Nay, as our Addrcfles upon iuch OccaAont 
arc never held to be an Approbation of any Meafure men- 
tioned in then), we ought to make fame Sort of Compli- 
ment upon every Thing he has been pleafed to fay, unlefg 
the Meafure be evidently wrong, and fuch as will certainly 
meet with a Cenfore, in that Seflion of Parliament. 

' This being the Cafe, Sir, I think, there is nothing pro- 
pofed by this Motion but what may be fafely, and I think, 
ought in Duty to be agreed to. We have not, 'tis true, as 
yet had Time to confider fully every particular Circumflancc 
in his Majelfy's Speech, and propnfed to be inferted in our 
Addrefs ; but, in my Opinion, there is no Meafure men- 
tioned in either, that appears evidently to be wrong. I am 
convinced, that upon a thorough Examination they will all 
appear to be right, and will receive the Approbation of thi» 
Houfe. As to our fending our Troops \o FlanJcrs, iho' I 
do not pretend to be in the Secrets of the Cabinet, yet from 
thofe CircumAances that were publickly known I mult con- 
dude, it was not only right but neceCary for us lo fend a 
Body of our Troops to the Continent, in order to Aiew to 
thofe who fecteily, perhaps, inclined to enter into an Alli- 
ance with us againft the ambitious Projefls of France, that 
we not only would, but were ready to protefl (hem againft 
the Refentment of that powerful and afpiring Nation. And 
if it was neecfTary for us to fend a Body of our Troops to 
the Coniineni, Flanders was the moil proper Place we could 
fend them to, for anfweting this Purpofe, not only becaufc 
it was the moil Centrical, but becaufe we could from thence, 
with the greateH Eafe, carry the War into France itfelf, 
in Cafe that Court fhould refolve to fend any more of its 
Troops into Germany, or to attack any of thofe Powers 
that might declare in our Favour. 

' This had accordingly. Sir, the intended EfFefl : It not 
only prevented (he Frnch from fending any more Troops into 
Gtrmanj, but it prevented tht;ir fending any Troops to the 
AfGllince of the Spaniards in Sa'voy. Would our fending 
our Troops [o Ham'ver have had this Efftft I Could we 
thereby have drove M. Mailkhoh back to hi:, own Country ? 
No, Sir, (he French being then fecure againll any Attack 
upon their own Domtmons, if M. M«illeb«ii fouod be w>iVd 
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II. not fafely march dire£ll/ into Bohemia, he would tavT 
matched up the Rhine towards Atfaet, ar.d alter being join- 
ed iliere by a frelh Body of Troops, he would have marched 
to Bohemia, and thereby have made that Countiy the Seat 
of War, which would have been dangerous for the Queen 
of Hungary, and extremely inconvenient for us. At the 
fame Time, and for the fame Reafon, the French would 
have fent a Body of Troops to the AlHllance of the Spani- 
ards in Savvey, which would have forced the King of Sari^k 
dinia lo defert his Alliance with the Queen cf Hungary, an«V 
to accept the Terms offered by Franct and Sfaia. Be- 
fides chefc Di fad vantages, Sir, there is another of equal_ 
Confequence, which would have attended our fending ou^| 
Troops to HanO'ver : It would have furnilhed the King'^^ 
Doraellick Enemies with a Pretence for faying, that England 
was going to be involved in a War for the Sake of Hani)<vcr ; 
and this Pretence, iho' very ill grounded, might have had 
a fatal Effeft upon the Minds of our common People, aii4S 
perhaps upon the Minds of our Soldiers. ^^ 

• From thefe Conliderations, Sir, it is apparent, that 
Ilanden was the only proper Place we could fend our 
Troops to ; and as they could not by themfelves, even after 
being fent there, have any^ieat EiFeft upon the Councils of 
Franct, it became neceffary lo increafe our Force there, byj' 
the Addition of Foreign Troops, hired from fomc Potentate 
or other. Whether we could get any other Troops to hire] 
befide thofe of Hanover, I ili:dl not take upon me to deter- - 
mine ; but I can fee no Reafoii why we Ihuuld not take the 
Troops of Hanoiier into our Pay as foon as any other ; and 
I In the prefent Cafe, they were certainly the raoft ready, be- 
aufc they were neareft, and becaufe an Agreement for caking^^ 
hem into our Pay could be much fooner concluded, than aniH 
(Agreement for fuch a Purpofe with any oiher Prince or Po-^^ 
'ltT\\^\.e in Europe. In the Circumftanccs we were then in, 
I the Seafon for Aflion was not in the lead to be confidered. 
IWe were to give Spirit to the Friends of publick Liberty : 
f We were lo give Terror to its Enemies, by forming a great 
FwArmy in Flanders ; and this was tO be done as foon as pof- 

fibie. m 

' This, Sir, was to be his Majefty's Care : Tt is this we ^^ 

are to declare our grateful Senfe of ; and this Care his Ma- 
jclly took as early as the Circumllances of the Affairs of Ew 
rope would admit. We need not therefore be at a Lofs to find 
out what the Word Early relates to. It neither relates to the 
War, nor to our r,ew MiniHers : It relates only to that Turn 
(he Affairs of Eui^it took by the Peace concluded be- 
tween 
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tween the Courtj of yitima and BtrlU. Whilil the Court An. 16. Ceo. II. 
of firnva continued obflinatt with Regard 10 the King of 
FrMjJia: Whilil that Prince continued firm to his Alliance 
witii Frame ^nd Ba-va'ia, WC could not To much ai thir.k of 
giving any Affillance by our Armies to the Queen of Uun- 
gitry, Ot of tbrming any Confederacy in her favour ; but no 
fboner did ihia become praflicable, hy tfaefe two Courti be- 
ginning to give F,ar to our Mediation, than hisMajefty be- 
gan to think of forming fuch a Force in (lie Lavi Ctuairiii, 
ai might be of Service to the Queen of Hungary, and to the 
Kftoring and fecuiing (he Balance of Power in Europi. 

' Now, Sir, with regard to the happy Turn of Affiirs in 
the North, as it is and mull be acknowledged to be a hap- 
py Turn with regard to Eurepi as well as this Kingdom, we 
Jiave Reafoo to congratulate his Majdly upon it, whether 
he had any Hand in bringing it about or no ; and therefore 
our Congratulation can be no [mplicaiion of our thinking 
tliat he a^ually had. But fuppole it were, f Ihould be foe 
agreeing to it, becaufe, I am convinced, it is true ; and froia 
the very Nature of the Thing ive mull bdiere it to be fo. 
His Majefty had a Miniller at the Sn'cili/h Court : He had 
another at the Raffian ; can we think, that thofe Minlllers 
had not Injlniflions to labour with all their Might to bung 
about a Recunc Illation between thofe two Powers? I Ihall 
grant, (hat the Wifdom of the Rujjian Councils, the Con- 
duft of their Generals, and the Bravery of their Troops, 
contributed not a little towards rendering his Majelty's En> 
deavours fuccefsful i but can we fuppofe, that the King and 
Senate of Swti^fi would, publickly, have madea RequiCrioti 
of his Majelty's good Offices, if they had not beforehand been 
infbnned, not only that his Majetly was ready to employ his 
good Offices in their Favour, but aifo ihat his good Offices 
would have great Weight at the Ruffian Court f I wonder 
how any Gentleman can doubt of this, and 1 much mere 
wonder how any Gentleman can objcfl 10 our congratulating 
upon an Event, which he himfelf allow) 10 be happy for 
ihis Kingdom as well as for Europe. 

• As to the Condufl of the King of Sardinia, it is fo evi- 
dently owing to the Engagements his Majcfty has entered in- 
to with that Prince, and to the vigorous Conduit of our Squa- 
dron in the Mniiurrantan, (hat 1 am furprifed to hear ihnt 
Part of (he Motion objefled to ; and as to the Courage ot 
Rcfoluii«n of the Queen of Hungary, I ihall grant it was fur- 
prifingly great, even before we thought, or could tbink of 
fending any Troops to her Affillance ; but tho' I would avoid 
u much as poGible, faying any Thing that might look like 
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Ad. iS. Geo. II. a ReReAion npon that JUolIriaiB Princef;, yet I mnS 
'?**• &y, that her CoodaQ with Regard to Pmffia was to be 
^ ^ called Obllinacy ratbet ibaa (^urageatid Reloluticn ; for if 

Ihe had continned lo hold the fame ConduQ with Regard to 
him, it would bave been impoQiblc for hci to extricace her- 
felf out of her Difficulties : It would have been impoini-.le 
for DS, or for any Power in Eiirtpt, to hare given her effec- 
tual AMance : But fioce her concluding a Treaty with that 
Prince, by Mcaiu of his Mijefly's Mediaiion, her Bearing 
up agaioll the aniled Armies of France and Bavaria, may 
properly be called Courage or Refoluiion ; and this is cer. 
tainly owiog to the vigorous Meafares his Majelly began to 
lalce upon her entering heartily into a Treaty with the King 
of Prujltt. 

' 1 hu!. Sir, I hope, I have fliewn, that there is no real 
FouadaCion for oljcding to any Part of the Motion now 
before yoa j and that it would be a Want of RefpeA in us, 
not to lake fome Soit of Notice, in oar Addreb, of every 
I'hing hii Majelly has been plealed to communicate to us 1^ 
hi* Speech from the Throne. This, I hope, you will avoid 
being guilty o> : If you conlider the prcfent Circumftanccs 
of Affairs, I am fute, you will avjoid it with the utmoft Cau- 
tion. Europe engaged in a ^^'ar which may end in the Over- 
throw of its liberty ; This Nation engaged in a War which 
niay end in the Ruin of our Trade and Navigation : In tbefe 
Circumftaoces would you do any Thing, would yoa neglect 
any Thing, that might be coc&rued as a Want of Rcjpefi 
to your Sovereign ? Would not thit diibearten our Friends, 
would it not encourage our Enemies I What terrible Confe- 
quencec Ihould we not then have Reafon to expefl ? I muA 
therefore befeech Gentlemen not to give thcrofelves up to 
cavilling upon this Occafion. If they think any Part of oor 
lilt Conduft wrong, there is nothing now propoled that can 
prevent their cenfuting it when it comes properly before 
ihem. Why [hen ihould they ot^'e^ to the moll refpeflful 
Addrefs that can be thought of upon this Occafion, when 
they muH be fenGble, that the more tefpefiful it is, 'the 
. mnre unanimouQy it is agreed to. the greater and the better 
VMcd it will liave upon oui ACiirs both Abroad and at 
Hume ? 

Mr SclwvD. Major Sil-v^n fpoke to the following Effcd : 

Sir, 
' I rife not up to enter minutely into the Purport of what 
is now moved and feconded, &n Undertaking, Sir, rather 
too delic^lb I'or or.e whofe Rciirement from this Place niay 
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be deemed a Misfortune^ and 1 look upon it as Tuc}], becsufe An. ifi. Ceo. Iti 
of chat laudable Spirit which was frequentl}' exerted in the i74-'- 
lail Parliament, much beyond what 1 ever knew, during the 
Time I formerly fat here. God be thanb'd, Sir, I have 
feen it again revived, wiihoui the leaft Innovation in our 
Parliamentary Conllitution. 

' in that Light I look upon the Motion now before yoa. 
Sir, with Refpeft to the Form of this Addrefs. But ala.% 
Sir, fond as we are of modern Frecedenis, yet ii were to be 
wiihed that fuch of ihem, and fiich only had been followed, 
ai were moll conducive to the Honour and Dignity of Par- 
liaments. The amiable Precedents left us by our moft 
worthy AnceHors, are the Ihongetl Inllances, that (hey in 
their greateli Exigencies of Stale, had nothing fo much at 
Heart as to gain the good Opinion of ail Mankind ; and 
this they happily cfi'efted, becaufe their Conduft in this 
Place fo juilly deierved it. As ihey weie always apprifcd, 
ihat Honour confifts not in the Power only of any ARembly 
whatfoever, but in the Opinion the People have of their 
Virtue; a Principle llriftly honourable, exalting the Mind 
above Hopes and Fears, above i'iivour and Difpleafure, be- 
caufe uniform and confilteat with itfelf; thctr AddrcITES 
were dutiful, tho' Ciort, ye: fuiLable to the Time ihcy ivere 
allovied to fit, where in ilruggling hard for the Liberties of 
the People, they (ometimes loft their own, and fome their 
Lives for only diring to be free. Thus gloried they in a 
a true publick Spirit, and had the Comfort to fay, Tonpori- 
tui mali> aufi J'umai tjfi Ban! ; therefore, their Names and 
MemoTic; are Hill revered, and fo ibey ought to be in all 
future Ages. They never held a long AddreFs crammed with 
a Volubility of Compliments, as effentid to Loyalty : No, 
(hey faid Loyalty well became the Dignity of their Houfe, 
but as for all fawning Complaifance, that they properly 
CO'ifined within the Boundaries of the Court of Rrqurfli, and 
would not lo much as fulfer it to inlinuatc, no nor yet to 
creep up the Lobby-Stairs. 

■ Sir, upon my Obfervation of this Houfe, I am thorough- 
ly convinced, that there is not one of us, but muH think it 
lequifite to fupport the Honour of the King, the Honour of 
the Nation, and his own Honour ; which having all but one 
and the fame natural Center, we cannot avoid being una- 
nimous in the moll cffential Proofi of our Loyalty, by giving 
Irue and faithful Advice, as the faithful Commons of Griai 
Briiain, purfuant to the Tenor of the Writ that calls ui 
here. 

■ Sir, I h»ve but cnc Objcflion to the Form of this Ad- 
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Ad. ](!. Ceo. Il.drefi, which is its Lrrgth, ard I cionot fee why a CL^mpofi- 
'74^^. (ion of To miay iii::ifitl ExprriBoni S-euld net fiand hj 
[heiiiri;!ves, by VVay oi Con-ratalatiun cnly, u-ithout a Pro- 
tnlfe or Grant of Supplies in the Tail of it. Thus the Mo- 
[ten S^nii at prereni. and this I cannot thick right ; btcaafe 
in our cri'.icai Situation [O rcfolve ptecipitatt'ty upon a Sup- 
ply, alcho' in geocral Terni^ I think is dangerous aod hn- 
meihodical. Such a R efolu tic n would be nmch more pro- 
per Tor the Work of another Day, when it mighc be attend- 
ed to with a mere mature Deliberatisn. I know it hath been 
often urged in this Place, that a Relblution taken and agreed 
upon the drCt Day of a SeOlon, for a Supply, ai a Part of 
our Addrefs, is a mete Matter of Form only ; but. Sir, I 
have fat long enough within thefe Walls to have feen Forms, 
and Figures too, molt etrentially mifapplied. It is, there- 
fore, to obviate fucb Inconveniences as may again arife by 
this modern Przftice, that I {hall lake the Liberty to end what 
I have yet to fay, with a Motion ; for I fliall never be kr 
this Houfc's coming precipitately to any Refolation with 
regard to Sjpplie;, notwithflandlng my being one of thofe 
that Iball never think our Lives or Fortunes too much for the 
Support of t.lis Staie : A State that can never be too fond of 
Its Freedom and civil Rights, which our Neighbours have 
long fince Iiift by their own Meannefs and Corruption, hold- 
ing iheir All in V^lT-ilage and bafe Tenure. 

* Sir, I have re-d that Cen^antixc tbt Great accounted the 
Purfe of his Subje^ as his Exthiqacr ; but we may jollly 
fix the Exihiqiiir of our Sovereign in a more noble Situati- 
on, even in the Hearts of his Sobjtfls ; and why ? Becaufe 
he has always found his paternal Care and Maintenance of 
' our antient Rights and Liberties to be the fuied Ba£i of his 
Glory : A Qlory doubtlef^ it is, to be at the Head of a 
brave and a free People : Brave becaufe we are Free : Peo- 
ple may be defperate and irrational ; biit none can be tnAy 
brave, unlefs [hey are free. Our People pay their Taxei 
and Impolls with ail that Chearfulnefs and Alacrity that 
bccomeih dutifat Subjefis, not doubting of their Moiley's 
b:ing well appIyM, and doubting ffill lefs of their having 
an Account of its Appropri^rion j for believe tnc.

Crafty Inventions 
ir.uy pick the Purfe of the People ; but nothing can legariy 
and taiily op:.'ii ir, but a Pailiatnent which le^s in the Eye 
tti Sliver I'ignty upon .nil the publiiU Calamities of tbc State, 
and Ibews a bccumirg Vigilance for the Prefervation of cur

Since ihen it is but naturj! to prefervc the Root of 
our immcdiaie Hsppinefs, how can iic enough admire [he 
glorious Bjanehes, nay even the lendereil Tivigf, which, 
with the Blefiing of Ptndderfte, and our hearty I'rayers for 
UieCD, rauft grow into fo beauiiful a Shade, by Nature 
formed lo Ihelter and prolefl you from the Violence, Oppref- 
Con and arbitrary Po*er which neither we nor our Fore- 
faihert we le ever able lo bear. 

' However, let ut enjoy the more immediate Profpeft of 
fuch Haltyon Days as ive may reafonably cxpefl dom the 
Condufl of the prefent Adminiiltation, and efpectally ico 
if we confider, Sir, how much the Change of Men and 
Meafgres hath already wrought 3 happier Change in ihe 
Face of Affairs upon the Conlincnl, where ihe DiiltelTn's 
of a great I'rincefs have prevailed upon you to undcjlake 
her moving Caufe; fo that I cannot help fl-itiering my- 
Jelf, that this Adminillralion will rot fo fltiflly follow the 
Tradl of their PreJecefTor* ; tho' one cannot recolleft or fi.f 
any Period of Time when this Nation ever was the Objtdt 
cf the Care of O'lr Minifters in the lirlt Inflance, a; il ought 
always to have been j or that even after the Revolution, 
there ever WBJ a Contcll among them, whicli fhnuld outdo 
ihc other in Afbof Refeniment for Injutieg done to ihiA their 
Mother Country. 

' Surely, Sir, if that had been the Cafe, yoo had not 
beard of fo many pernicious Treaties formed abroad, no, 
nor jet of fo many late Icandaloui Contrafls at home, 
to the Detriment of our Friend;, FtHow-SoIdicrs and 
Countrymen. NeverlheIef^, whalfocver may have been 
otheiwife fuggefted by fome without Doors, yet it ii 
to be hoped, that Time will convince them too, that it 
was impraifticablc to corrupt the Fountain, or to Urip the 
ijii/d Ellaie of ii.i Frecdoro and Independency ; and that it 
cannot be thought a Crime for ihc prefent Parliament to bear 
fome pefemblance of fuch as were once the Glory of this 
I^aiion ! for as Independency is the grcateft Comfort that 
on auend the Individual, fo it nencr centers in the Body 
Politick, but it imrai'diaiely becomes a National Benefit, and 
\n Return you will always be rewarded with ihe Appbufc of 
tlie People, t') whom, indeed, you owe no Imall Regard : 
For iiirely. Sir, it was high Time to IIilI clofe Pam/jru's 
Bat, at the Clofe of the laft SeSon, or fuch a Complication 
of Diflqmjvrs as were therein contained, mull have infefled 
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G, Ceo. II. 'lis very Air we lireailie, with (heir infernal V^ipours ; and 
1741. altho" I cannot allow that, Tirrai Afirsa reli^uit, is ap- 

plicable to us, yet I could never heat or rend of any Go- 
veroment whatfoever, that had for a long Series of Time 
bceu lupported by Corruption, but a Saying of my Friend 
//i)ro« always occurred to my Mind, Ci'vei, Civei, ya-r^ 
rinda Pecunia primum iji : yirtai jjp/i I^ummoi. Yet to pre-l 
vent fuch Dilalters as may beteatier happen again to afie£^' 
our State, why fiioiild we not revert to that antient and 
laudable Praflice of our Ancellors, in letting Grievances and 
Supplies go Hand in H^nd together, and like ihenn too, al- 
ways take Care to begin right, with a dutifu! and (hort Ad< 
drefs ? rherefore my humble Moiion is. That this Addreft 
may con&lt of Congratulations only. 
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After feveral Members had declar'd their OpinionJ, Sir 
yebn Barnard ipoke to the EffcS following. 

* As I fhall, I believe, give my Vote for the Addrefs pro- 
pofed, 1 think it incumbent upon me to give the Reafonj 
which prevail with me to do fo, becaofe they are very 
diftttent from thofc that have been infilled on by moft 
Gentlemen who have fpoke in favour of the Motion. It is 
not, Sir, becaul'e I now begin to approve of our making 
Cociplimetiis to our MiniHers upon every Pirt of iheir Con- 
duit, before we have exainined, or know any Thing about 
it : It K not becaufe I approve of every Step that has been 
lately taken, or becaufe I think the happy Change in the 
Face of the AfEiirs of Earspt is owing to the Spirit or Con- 
dad of our Minifters : But it is becaufe of the extreme Dan- 
ger to which I think the Liberties of Eumpi as yet expofed, 
and the Neceflity there is for this Nation to aft with the ut- 
moil Spirit and Vigour, in order to exlrieaie Europe from 
that Danger ; therefore I Ihall be againlt our cippoling this 
new Admjniftration in any Thing we can fafely agree to, 
leall it ihould furnilk chem with a Pretence for following the 
ExMnpIe of their Predeeefior. I wifli ihey had been a little" 
more moded in the Motion they have now made to ui : I 
wilh they h^d lliewn a little more Regard to what fome of 
them have (o often recommended upon the like OeealioDs i 
becaufe it would have been aTeliimony to the People, that 
they h-.ve not changed their Sentiments with their Situation ; 
and that their former Oppofiiion to fuch AddrelTes proceeded 
from Principle, and not from their having no Sha;e in draw- 
ing them up. Such a Conduft would have convinced the' 
People without Doors, that we within have til^aj-s afted 
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feom Moiiv.:s of a generous and publick Nature, and not An, 16. Ceo, 
l/rom corrupt or lelfifti Motives, eillier upon one Sidt or ihe '74i' 
bOlher ; /or in my Opinion, there it very little Dilftrenee be- 
veen a Gentltiiiau's voting always wllh the Court, for llie 
fSakc of aPenfion or ptcuniaty Gratuity, and aooiher's voc- 
j ing alwayi againft it, for the Sake merely of forcing himfelf 
Libio the Adrniniltfaiian. The latter mny have more Pride 
tor Ambition than the forqier, but iheir Motives are equally 
'corrupt, and when difcovcred, equally tend (0 overthroiv our 
Cooftiioiion, by deltroying that Principle of Aflion, 1 nicnn 
a difinterefted Love for the publick Good, upon which alone 
a free Government can fubfilt. 

' For this Reafoo, Sir, I muft deal plainly with our new 
Minillers by telling them, thai, fo far as relates to our Do- 
mellick AiTiiis, if they go on as they have begun, they will 
do more leiil Harm to our Conllicution, than our late Mjni- 
Ht! ever did, with all his Schemes, for Corrnplion and ar- 
bitrary Puwer ; becaufe they will make the People believe, 
Ihat our Contention here never was, nor ever will be, about 
the Prefervation of our Conllitulion, or the publick Good of 
our Country, but about Title!, Places, Penfions, and Pre- 
ferments ; and if this Opinion fhould ever pievail generally 
among the People, they will give over fupporting any Op- 
pofilion to the Adminiftration for the Time being ; Nay they 
will rejoice to fee Parliament! entirely laid afide. 

* I (hall g'ant. Sir, that wiih regard to Foreign Affairs, 
our ConduA feems to be a little altered : Our new Miniltcrs 
feem to aft with more Vigour, atid to Ihew a liille more 
Regard to the Prefervation of the Liberties of Ewope, than 
their PredecelTor ever did ; but I quellion much if this be 
owing to their Virtue or poblick Spirit, fo much as to their 
Complaifance towards the Crown. Ttic late haughty and 
inrulling Behaviour of the Treath towards a certain Foreign 
Court, \\i^, I believe, produced an Alteration in the Poll- 
(icki of tlial Court, and that Alteration may probably have 
hud an Influence upon our Court here at home. This Al- 
[etation, I fhall readily admit, is lucky for Cr-iat Britain 
as well as Europe; becaufe it obliges our Minifler;, or at 
Icafi leaves them at Liberty, to puriue the true Interelt of 
both; bu: I cannot ealily admit, that this Change in oar 
Meafurei proceeds from the hie Change in our Adminiflra- 
tioo, for the extreme Complaifance oar new Miniflcrs have 
(hewn to the Crown, with regard to Doraeflick Affairs, con- 
vinces me, that they would h.-ive flicwn the fame Complai- 
fence with regard to Foreign Affairs, and would have been

B Bias, But, thank God ! it has taken a righl Bias, at l»ft^^ 
witli regard to foreign AfFairt ; and as Fortune leems to^f 
favour that Bias, I hope ojr Miniftcrs nill make the beft Ufe"^^ 
of it ; I am fare, I (hall he a|ain(l our refufing any Thing 
we can with Safety comply Vi\ih, that may tend to encoijrage 
them in the Profecution of thofe Meafures they now feem re^ 
fol/ed to purfue ; And as the AddreTs propofed is allowed on 
all Sides to be nothing but a Matter of mere Compliment j'^ 
as it does not tie us down to approve of any Meafure tliat 
has been eonceried, if upon a proper Examination we ihoold 
lee good Reafon to find Fault with it, therefore, £Dce it ha3.i 
been pDted, I (ball be for complying with it. 

' But my Compliance in this Reipf£l does not proceed 
from my approving of oor making Panegyricks upon ejerj 
Part of our Minillers Cutiduft, in our Addrefs to our Sove- 
reign i and if this mull be the Confequence of his being fo 
gracious zi to communicate to us, from his own Mouih, a full 
State of our Affairs, and all the Particulars of his part Con-

' Whether we may have Occafian to remonflrate againft 
any of the Meafures mentioned in this Speech, is what can- 
not now, nor even in this Seflion, 1 think, be determined. 
If a proper Ufe be made of the Forces fent from hence, and 
from Hani'vcr to flanderi, I hope, we (hall not. It will 
give foreign Powers fome Reafon to think, that we are oow 
Cneerely rcfolved to affill the Qjieen of Hungary, to the uc- 
moflof our Power, and this, I think, we ought to do, if we 
givt her arty AlliHance at all.

ind folU Proof of our Sincerity in ihis Refpsft. 1 ftiall do( 
tfaeraFore pretend lo fisd Fault with our fending a Boiy of 
i9«r Troops to Flavden, till I fee what Ufc is miJe of them, 
1 hope, thofe who advifed putting tlieif Couniry to fuch an 
Expencc. were well afiuied of its being in their Power to 
rnate a proper Ute of the TioOps we have fent thither, be- 
fore ihcy advifed fending ihem. If it (boold afterwards ap- 
pear, that ihey had no iuch AiKirlnce : U it flioiild hereafter 
appear, that this Army has been fetK oat, as oar Squadroui 
have formerly been, only as a Rsree-Shew fur our Neighbour! 
to dare at. 1 moft now enter my Proteftation, that my ap- 
proving of this Addrefs Ibsil be no Argument with me to ap- 
prove of the Meafure. 

' As for the HanevrrT roops. Sir, we have as yet no Rea- 
fon to (uppofe, that they are to be taken into Briii/i Pay. 
The Eleflotate of Hancver h as much obliged, both in Hon- 
OOT and Intereft, as we are, to fuppon and ailill the Queen of 
Hangarj ; At leafl we know as yet of no Advantage it is lo 
reap by her Dellruaion ; and as no Addition has upon this 
Account been made to the Armies of that Ekftorate, we 
muft fuppofe it fuRicienily able to maintain thofe Troops in 
Flajidcn, or any where elfe, as well ai at home. The Peo- 
ple tbete have been lately relieved from fome of their moft 
bordenfome Tares, which is a Pleafute and an Advantage 
the People of this Country have never yet met wrih j there- 
fore if the ptefent Revenue of Ha<ia-vtr he not fuffieient for 
maintaining thofe Troops in a foreign Country, that Re- 
venue may be incresfed by a Revival of thofe Taxes.

* As this Motion was lafl Seffion agreed to, and ai liiesifWatkinWila 
Bill itfelf was brought in, and in every Step approved of, by lianu WjnoeJ 
tkis very Hotife of Commons, I Ihoiild with great Conlidence 
of Succefs rife up to fecond this Motion, if I did not from 
Experience know, that Gentlemen often change their Sen- 
timents with their Situation, and that a Gentleman, after 
he becomes a Placeman, begins to entertain Notions of the 
Prerogatives of the Crown and the Liberties of the People, 
very diiTi^rent from thofe he entertained whilft he was a 
plain, honell, Country- Gentleman. If any Thing !il;e thii 
fbould happen in the prefent Debate, it may lend to difap- 
point the Motion, but wi[h all thofe who are neither Place- 
men nor Pcnfionen, I am fore, it ought to be an Argument 
in its Favour ; and, I hope, it will prevail with fome Gen- 
tlemen, who in former SelTionj oppofed this Motion, to 
alter their Sentiments and their Way of voting upon thij 
Occalion, when they have fach a plain Proof before their 
Byes, that if a Place does not induce a Man to vote againll 
hu Honour and his Confcience, it at laft biaifes his Judg- 
ment, and makes him conclude that to be wrong, which 
lie before thought and declared to be right.

We have for neat thirty Years been in a Courfe 
of approving and fupporting almoil everv political MeaCurc 
the Crown feemed refolved 10 purfue : With regard to fo- 
reien AtFairi, we have appfored and fupporlcd every one

1741. Concern in this general unintermpied Approbalion : I have 

at the refpeflive Times publickly declared my Diflike of 
many of them, and yet I am far from thinking, that any of 
ihofe who approved, voied at any Time agamft ihe plain 
Diilites of their Contcience; but 1 am convinced, that many 
of them were biafled in their Judgments by ihe Fears of lo- 
fmg the Places they pofftfied, or the Hopes of getting the 
Titles, Places, or Preferments they expefted. In all Politi- 
cal Difpules it is very eafy to impofe upon Gentlemen, who 
have never made that Science their Study, and are never let 
into any Secrets of State urlels with a Defign to deceive 
them ; therefore in all fuch Cafes, I have great Charity fa^H 
ihofe who happen to diifer from me in Opinion. But whel^B 
the Wicltednefs or Folly of the Meafures begins to appear 
from the fatal Confequences they have produced, my Charity 
begins to ceafe with refpeft to ihofe who perfevere in their 
Opinion?, and refufe coming into any Method for prevent- 
ing therafelve^ or their Succefibrs in this Houfe from being 
deceived by the fame Bus towards a Court. 

' I have, Sir, as great an Opinion as any Gentleman 
can, as any Gentleman ought to have, of the Honour and 
Impartiality of thole who are Members of either Houfe of 
Parliament! but it is arguing againlt common Senl'e, con 
mon Reafon, and common Experience, 10 pretend, that . 
Member of this Huufe will be biaffed in his Opinion, 
influenced in his Voting, by joo or 1000, or perhaps 5000/.^ 
a Year. It has in all Countries and in all Age^ been held 
as an edablifhed Maxim, that no Man ought to be allowed 
to fit as Judge, or even as a Juryman, in any Caufe 
where he is to get or lofe by the Event of the Suit ; and as 
we fit as Judges, ahnoll in every Cafe that can come before 
us. between the People and their Sovereign, or thofc em- 
ployed by him in the executive Part of our Government, 
i'urely no Man ought Co be allowed to fit here, who is to get 
or lofc the Whole, or the chief Part of his Subllance, by the 
Judgment he pafTes upon any Aftiiir depending in this Houfe. 
' In fnrmer Times, Sir, when we had no Itanding Army, 
nor any Oificcra of our Army kept in continual Pay : When^^ 
ve hnd no Navy or Ships of War but fuch as were htted out^| 
when Occoiion required, and commanded by Officers 1 
appointed by thnfe that fitted them out : When we had 
no Exeifes, nor Excife Men ; When we had few or no 
Tail'?, and as few TaxGatherers ; it was not necef- 
friry to have any fisch L.iw ensiled i bccaufe no pub ick 
Officer then ever thought of getting liimfdf chufen a Mem- 
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ber of Parliament. Whilft he remained in Pay, he was Ad. i6. Ceo. II. 



obliged to attend the Dul}' of his Oflict, and conrcqucnily 
could neither attend the Burmefs, nor be chofen a Member 
of Parliauieot. This is the true Reafoti why the High Sheriff 
of a County cannot even now be chofen a Member of this 
Houfe ; and when thi^ Maxim wai lirit cilablilhed, 1 am per- 
fuaded, it was a Maxim obferved with regard to eveiy other 
publick Officer ; but as it was ellablilhed by Common Law, 
or, at the Lawyers call it. Common Rcafon only, it fell by 
Degrees into Difuie, and pnhlick Officers of all Ranks and 
Degrees may be, and are now chofen Members of Parlia- 
ment, except High Sheriffs, and fonie few others who have 
been difquahfii^d by exprefi Statute. 

' Thus, Sir, our Conllituiion Jlands at prefent, and as the 
Number of our pjblick Officers of all Kinds, and in all Sta- 
tions, has been of late Years vaftly increafed, and is every 
Day increafing, as their yearly Prohts and Emoluments have 
been vallly augmented, and as their Power is growing every 
Year more and mare extenfive, they have now a great Sway 
in all our Ete^ions, efpecially ihofe for our Cities and Bo- 
roughs, fo that in a few Years we may, nay we mull expcft, 
that a Majority of this Houfe will always conlill of fuch as 
hold or expefl Offices, Places, or private Penfions, at the 
Plcafure of the Crown ; and what Jullice or Mercy the Peo- 
ple can expeft from fuch a Houfe of Commons, common 
benfe, I had almofi faid, common Experience may irilrnd. 

' For this Reafon, Sir, if we have a Mind to preferve 
our Conflituiion ; If we have a Mind that Parliaments fhould 
ever be of any Life to the King or his People : If we have a, 
Mind to prevent a Parliament's being a eumberfome Clog to 
a good King, and a cruel Inllrumenl of Oppretlion in the 
Hands of a tyrannical one, we muft pafs a Law for limiting 
the Number of Officers in this Houfe ; and this we ought to 
be the more ardent co have fpeedily done, becaufe if we arc 
once caught in the Snare, it will be impoflible for us ever to 
efcapei for if a Majority of this Houfe fhould ever once 
come to confill of a Majority of Officers and Placemen, it is 
not to be fuppofed, they would pafs a Bill tor their own Ex- 
clafion. Upon the contrary, if they fliould entertain the 
leart Jealoufy of their not being able to get ihemfelves, or a 
Majority of fuch as themfelves, chofen at a new Elciiion, 
ihey would, by the Authority of a late Precedent *, continue 
ihemfelves, or they woold pafs an Excife Bill, or fome foch 
Bill, for giving the Crown an abfolute Command over a Ma-

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* As I have fometimes converfed with faine of oar yoong 
Lawyers, who are mote ready than the old ones to commu- 
ricate their Knowledge without a Fee. I have from them 
learned this Maxim, A'oluinui Legii Aiigliie mulari. This I 
take to be a good Maxim with Regard to Law, and I take 
it CO be DO lefs a good one with regard to Politicks. Wa 
Ictiow, we have for many Ages experienced the Happinefs of 
our prefent Conlliiution ; but no Man can foretet what will 
be ihe Confequences of any material Alteration ; for whicb 
Redfon I am, and Qiall always be againit an Alteration, or 
what the Projt^ors are always plealed to call an Amend- 
ment, unlefs I have very fenTibly felt the Inconveoience of 
what is propofed to be amended. In the piefent Cafe, per- 
haps my Want of Feeling may proceed !rom my Want of 
Experience ; but yoang as I am, as 1 have the Honour to be 
a Member of this Houfe, I think myfelf bound to judge for 
myielf, and not to pin my Faith upon the Feeling or Expe- 
rience of any other Gentleman ; and therefore, 1 hope, 1 (hall 
be excus'd if I differ from the two Hon. Gentlemen who ha?e 
made and feconded this Motion. 

' I Jliall readily admit it to be a right Maxim in private 
Allies, not to allow any Man to fit as a Judge in a Caufe 
where he has an Inierell in the Event of the Suit. This, I 
(ay, Sir, is a right Maxim in private Aitairs ; but in tbofe 
relating lo the I'ublick it is impoDible to admit it ; for everjr 
Man oi (he Society muU have an Intereft in every Thing 
th^r relates to the Society in general ; and beiides this general 
Intereli, there is hardly any Thing comes before us, in which 
the private Inrereft of many jmongft us has not a particular 
Concern upon one Side or other. In one of the nioll impor- 
tant Kinds of AiFairs that comes before this AiTembiy, every 
Man has a private Intereft in being againlt what is propofed 
by the Court, When I fay ihis. Sir, 1 believe, you will 
readily fuppofe, I mean tiie Bufinefs of granting Money for 

the 
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thepublrcfc Service. As ibis Money muK be raifed upon An, i6 



the Subjeft, every Subjefl, and conrequenily every Member 
of this Houfc muft have n private Intereft in refilling ihe 
Gtant i and it is certain, that nothing but lii; Regard for 
the publick Welfare, or his Expeftation of fonie Favour 
from the Crown, can prevail with him to confeni to a pjb- 
lick Grant, which muft occeilarily take from him fome Part 
of his private Property. 

• In paiTing of Laws, Sir, the Cafe is the fame. There 
-was never, 1 believe, a Law paffed in this Houfc, which did 
not fame way or other injure the Property, the Privilege, or 
Ihe Friends or Relations of fome of the Members ; ard many 
Laws have been propofed here, which were inconfiilent with 
the publick Good, but tended lo promote the Iniereft of fame 
of [he Members. In all fuch Cafes nothing but a fuperior 
Regard for the publlck Good, or an E:cpeftation of fome 
Favour from the Crown, can tempt Men to vote againd 
(heir private Intereft. And even in Cafes where private In- 
tereft can have no Concern, the Sacisfaflion of private PaKi- 
ons, fuch as Refentraent, (juft or unjuft, mattes no Difference) 
Malice, Envy, and the like, muft always become a Sort of 
private Intereft or Motive with many Gentlemen in thia 
Houfe, to oppofe what is propofed by Minillers, or to pro- 
pofe or fupport what may tend to dillrefs their Meafures ; and 
nothing bat a fuperior Regard for the puWick Good, or an 
Expeflation of fome Favour from the Crown, can prevail 
with fuch Men to aft contrary to what would give them fuch 
an exquifite Pleafure as the Gratification of any violent Paf- 
Con. 

' In all thefe Cafes, I hope. Gentlemen's Concern for the 
publick Good, ia generally fuch a prevailing Motive as to 
overcome every Motive of a private Nature ; but however 
generally this may be the Cafe, our ConHituiion has not 
irufted entirely to it ; and therefore it has provided the 
Crown wiih the Difpofal of all Honours, and many other 
Favours, to be diftributed as a Reward to ihofe who, in all 
their Aftions, iTiew a difinterelled Regard for the public Good, 
or 39 a Temptation to the Scllilh and Intercfted for drawing 
thena off from faftious Meafures, or for inducing them to 
join with the Government in fuch Meafure?, as are really 
calculated for the Service of the Publick. This, I (ay. Sir. 
lias been provided by our Conftitution, and in my humble 
Opinion, it is a moft wife ard necelTary Provifion ; for, I 
believe, it would be impoflible for the moil prudent and juft 
Adminillration, to govern fuch a numerous AlTembly, and 
to prevent its being often influenced by Faflion, if the Crown 
had DO fuch Favours to bcKow,

if the Nation were ruined, his private Ellate would be funk 
in the general Defolation ; or if an abitrary Government 
wa* fel up, his Property in his Eflate would became pre- 
carious ; and every Man of common Senfe will prefer an 
Ellate of 300, or 600/, a Year, fecured by the Laws of a 
limited Government to him and his Pofterity, I fay every 
Mnn of common Senfe will prefer fuch an Ellate to an E- 
flatc. Salary, or Penfion, of ten Times the Value, depend- 
ing upon the Will of an arbitrary Sovereign. 

' We have no Occafion therefore. Sir, to dread ihc In- 
troduflion of arbitrary Power, from any Number of Offi- 
cers being Members of this Houfe, as long as thofe Officers 
are poflefled, in their own Right, of Eftates of more Va- 
lue than any precarious Poll or Penfion the Crown can be- 
llow, and this wc have already provided for fufficicntJy by 
CKprefs StatuEe ; but if wc were to exclude all or the great- 
e(l Part of our Officers, civil and military, from having 
Seats in this Koufe, it would, in my Opinion, certalaly 
introduce Anarchy, which muft nectflarily be followed by- 
arbitrary Power in fome Shape or other ; for if the Crown 
hait no Power to reward any Member of this Houfe for 
Ihcwi^g a difintEfelied Zeal for the public^ Service, nor 
any Temptation to throw in the Way of tht Selfifh or Fac- 
tious, it would often be impofiible to obtain the Confint of 
fuch a numerous Aflembly, even to the moll ncccffary Mea- 
fiires of Government ; and the Wheels of Government be- 
ing thus entirtly llopp'd, a State of Anarchy wnuld enfue, 
in which Cafe we may fuppofe, that all our Officers, civil 
and military, would tank [hemfelvEs upon the Side of the 
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Crown ; and ilie Members of this Houfe being without Inter- 
ell or Cliarafler, either in our f'iccts or Armies, we n:,-!/ 
*sfily judge what the Confequenees would be ; for if the 
GentUinen cancerned in, the executive Pait ot our Govern- 
menc, ihould once perceive it lo be impoflible to carry on 
our publick Affairs, by the Authority of what fome Gen- 
tlemen are pleafed tn cal! an independeal Parliament, the/ 
would certainly join with rhe Crown in laying Parliaments 
CD ci rely afide. 

' Having mentioned. Sir, what forae Gentlemen are 
pleafed to call an independent Parliament, I mult obfetve, 
that Ihey fcem thereby to mean an AfTembly of Men, no 
one of whom h governed or biaffed in the leaft by any Re- 
gard to his own Xntetert or Aiivancemeni in the World, and 
tbac this Aflenibly fliould be chofe by Eleflors as diiintcr- 
eiled as ihemfelvcs ; fuch a Choice, Sir, us well as fuch an 
AlTembly 1 mult look on as altogether Uhl-ian and imagi- 
nary ; We may pleafe our Imagination with fudi Reprefen- 
tation, but no fuch Thing had ever any real Exillence. 
Therefore, I Ihall always call a Parliament independent, if 
DO violent or forcible Means are ufcd for compelling the 
EleAors, or the Members, to vote according to the Direc- 
tions of him that makes ak of fuch Means ; and it is by 
fuch Means only that our Conftitution can be overturned i 
for mercenary Con fide rat inns alone, without the Interpo- 
Jjtion of any campulGve Method, will never tempt Men to 
confent to what would render ihofe very Confiderations pre- 
carious, which would be the infallible Confequence of o- 
verturning our Conllitution and ellabliHiing arbitrary Pow- 
er i iherclore, 1 Hiall never think our Liberties in any Dan- 
ger, as long as the Crown neither has h in its Power, nor 
attempts to inaice ufe of any violent Method for direAing a- 
ny Man's Vote either at Eledlions or in Parliament. The 
ExpeAation of a Reward may induce a Man to vote tviilt 
the Court In Queftions that are doubtful, and where ii is not 
quite evident to him, which Side of the QucAInn is mofi (or 
Ihe Publick Good ; but when the Court Side of the Quellion 
it apparently inconfilleni with the Publick Good, or almolt 
dirediy tending to the Overthrow of our happy Conltitu- 
lion, tho' I have no very great Opinion of the Virtue or 
publick Spirit of Mankind. I have fo good :in Opinion of 
(heir common Senfe, that I am cotivinci^d, no mercenary 
Eicpeflation could prevail upon a Man of any Fortune or Fi- 
gure m his Country to vote with the Court 'n fuch a Qucl- 
tion. Nothing but the Fear of lofing his Life, his Liberty, 
or his pritaie i^lUle could in fuch a Cafi: prevail ; and as 
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iB. Geo. II. '""g 35 no fuch Method is attempted to be made ofe of, we 
1742. have nothing to fear from the Honours or Offices in the 
Difpofal of the Crown. By a cautious iti>d prudent Diflri- 
bmioa of thofe Honours and Offices amongft the Membeis 
of [his Houfe, ihe Ends of Fadlion may be difappointed, 
but the Conliilution can never be overturned. 

* I hope ic will now appear. Sir, that this Queftion is not 
of (o clear a Nature as the Gentlemen who moved it feem to 
imagine. It is a Queltion of fuch a perplexed Nature, that 
it is very excufable in any Gentleman to change his Senti' 
ments with regard to it 1 and therefore, if any Gentleman 
fhould now appear againll it, who formerly appeared to be 
for it, it would be very uncharitable to conclude, that this 
Alteration in his Condu^ proceeded from an Alteration in 
his Situation. We ought ia Charity to fuppofe, that his' 
Sentiments with refpe£t to it are really changed ; and I be- 
iieve, every Gentleman who is transferred from being t 
Country Gentleman to be a Minifler of State, will find mors 
Reafon far a Charge of Sentiments in this Refpeft, than he 
ever before fufpeAed he fhould. He will then acquire a 
Knowledge of Mankind, which he never could before ac- 
quire : He will then he able to penetraie further into ihe 
private Views by which Men arc aftuated, and he will fee 
how difficult it is, to get a Majority of this Houfe to unilt 
in the molt prudent and neceflary Meafure that can be thought 
I of. This may furnilh him with very fufficient Reafons for a 

. real Change in his Sentiments, and if any fuch Change ihould 

appear in this Debate, it ought, I think, to be a ftrong 
Argument with all thofe, who have upon former OccafiODS 
appeared againit this QuelUon, for adhering to their foriaer 
Opinion. 

' Then, Sir, as to the diflrefTed Condition which the 
Affairs of Eumfe, or the Affairs of this Nation are in, I (hall 
grant that the Affairs of Europe are in a very diftrefled Con- 
dition at prefent, but as to the AiTairs of this Nation, 1 can- 
not conceive them to be in any diflrefTed Condition ; and if 
1 did, Ihould avoid infilling upon it in fuch a publiclc AlTem' 
biy, at a Time when a good Opinion of our Affairs at Fo- 
reign Courts, is fo necelTary for giving Weight to thofe Ne- 
gotrjtioiis, we muit be fuppofed to be carrying on, for form- 
ing a Confederacy in Oppolition to the ambitious Views of 
L thole that have long been Enemies to publiclc Liberty. But 
thank God ! whatever may be faid by fome Gentlemen in 
this Houfe. no Foreigner who knows any Thing of this Na- 
tion can fiippofe, that oar Aftirs are in any Son of Diflrefs. 
Our publi^k Credit is fo well cAabliHied thic, inllead of re- 
ceiving 
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cciving a Shock from the prcfent Con fufions UtEurept, It has Ao.tG.Cta, 

ncber been improv'd i and ibo' our Trade may fufFer alUcIe 174*- 
JD oae Branch by our prefept War uith Spain, yet nottvilh- 
Aandiag the Inierrupiion it meets with from Spairi/b Priva- 
teers, II is certainly notv in at flourilhing a Condition as ever 
it was in any Time preceeding. We have, 'tis due, Aill 
raiiaiDiiig a great Load of pabJick Debts : bat this is not 
owing to any Mifmanagement at home, but to the many 
Broils we have been of late Years engaged in by the Ambiti- 
on of Foreign Courts, and to the great Tendernefs both bb 
bee and prefent Majefly have Ihewn towaids their People* 
•rpecially ihc Landed Incereft. 

• Our own Affairs therefore. Sir, can afford no Argu- 
ment for /hewing, that ever our Parliament has been pre- 
vailed on by a corrupt Influence to approve of any wrong 
Meafures ; and as to the Affairs ot Esrape, tho' they are at 
prelenc in great Confufion, I am fure, it can no Way be 
imputed to any Mifcondufl in our AdminiftratioD. Will any 
Gentleman pretend, that our War with Sfnia was provoked 
by any raih Step in oar Minivers ? Can it be faid, that we 
gave Encouragement to the King of PraJJla, or the EleQor 
QfSavaria, (o attack tbe Queen of Hungary ; or that we en- 
couraged ihe Frinch to fend their Troops into Gtrinany, or 
the Spaniard! to fend their Troops into Italy f Are not all 
the Confufions in Europe owing to the Ambition or Obflinacy 
of Foreign Courts, and not to any Mifcondnft of ours i Has 
not our Court tried all (be Methods that could be (bought of, 
for preventing or putting an End to tbofe ConfuCont ? The 
Parliament had therefore good Reafon to approve of all our 
Foreign Meafures, and confetjuently that Approbation could 
not be owing to their Judgments being biaJfed, ot. their 
Votes direfied, by any Favours enjoyed, or expefled from 
(he Crown. 

* Therefore, Sir, as we have never.fuffijred any Prejudice 
from the Number of OiHcers in this Houfe : As we have no 
Reafon to apprehend Danger from any Number that can be 
in it, in any fuLure Parliament f and, as I think, that the 
excluding them from Seats in this Houfe would be of the 
moft dangerous Confequence to our Conftitutioiii I tnufl be 
againfl the Motion.

' As we feem to improve every Day in thofe Doflcines Lord Strange. 
lliat are introduflory of arbitrary Power, the Doflrine of 
Corruption has (his Day been puflied farther than evtr, 1

It has been leprcfenied 
only 3S a harmlefs but a necefTary Implement of Gavertimtni >J 
and all the Lau'5 we have for excluding Penfioners, and jc' 
vera) Sorts of Officers, from having Seats in chisHoufe, mayjl 
ty the fame Sort of Reafoning, be proved to be fubveriive of 
our Conftiiution, and introduftor)' of Anarchy, Confufion, 
Sndarbiirary Power. If a Geniieman of a fmdl Ellate, ot ^M 
ofanBdate, however large, that cannot fupply the Wants ^| 
of his Luxury or Avarice, cannot be fuppofed capable of be- 
ing induced, by any mercenary Motive the Ciown can 
throw in his Way, to confent to Grants or Regulations, or ^ 
to approve of Meafures that tend towards the Introduflion' 
of arbitrary Power, or that appear to be inconfiftenc wiih (lie 
.})ublick Good, why ihould we exclude Penfioners, why fliould 
we exclude the Commi^ioners and Officers of our Cufiomi 
ftnd Excife, from having Seats in this Houfe ? It' the Power 
of granting pecuniary and mercenary Rewards to Members 
fce fo necelfary for the managing of this Houfe, and for an- ^ 
fwering the necelfary Ends of Government, why fliould we ^t 
in any Refpefl abridge that Power, which, if never fo exien- 
five, can do us no Harm, and which, if too mach abridged, 
may overfet both oar Government and Conlliiution ? Sure- h 
]y, no Man of common Senfe would make the leaR Ap- H 
proach towards a Precipice, if he could keep his Diftanco 
without the lealt Danger or Inconvenience ; therefore, if 
ViC admit this Doflrine, we mufl fuppofe thofe Parliaments 
^oid of common Senfe, in which the Laws we now have 
for excluding Pcnfioiicis and feveral Sorts of Officers were ^M 
agreed to. ^1 

' Eat l^xpeiicrce in sll Ages and all Countries, Sir, mufl 
convince us, that this Doftrine is falfe, deceitful and per- 
nicious, in all ConmrJcs where arbitrary Power ever was, 
or is now fei up, Corrupiion was the Foolliool upon which 
it mounied into the Throne. By Corruption Men are in- 
duced to arm thHr Magiltratcs. or fuprcmc Magiftrate, with 
fuch Powers as enable them to deliroy, firfl the EiTence, 
and afterwards the very Face of pubijck Liberty. Whilft 
arbitrary Power is in its Infancy, and creeping up by De- 
grees to Man's Eftate, no Doubt it will, it muft relrain from 
Afls of Violence and Compullion. it will by Unbcry gain 
the Confent of ihofe it has not as yet got Strength enough 
to compel i but when it Is by Bribery grown up to its full 
Strength and Vigour, even Brilicry iifelfwill be negleftcd, 
and iihoever tht;n oppoffs its Vi 



'lews will be ruined, either 
by optn Violence, or iaife In for ma I ion?, and cook'd up 
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• I ftial! grant, Sir, that if theQiiefiion were pinin plain An.ie.Ceo.n^ 
and dir«A TerniB, no Mart, or at leaft very few, would a- '742- 

gree la give up their Pro perty in theit Eftatcs, for the Sake 
of a much greater Ellate or Peofion, depcDding upon the 
Will of an arbitrary Sovereign. But fuch a Quellion never 
was, nor ever will be put by ihofe who aim at arbitrar)r 
Power. They always find fpecious Pretences for fome new 
Power, or fome Imle Increafeof Power, and then another 
new Power, or another I'tlle Increafe of Power, [ill at Uft 
ibcir Power becomes by Degrees uncontroulable j and Men 
of corrupt Hearts are, by meirenary Motive?, prevented 
from confidering or furefeeiog the Confequences of the new 
or additional Powers they grant. It is, I think, highly 
probable, that Julius C/ejar had laid the Scheme of en- 
llaving his Country, before he obtained the Province of 
Traas-Alpini Gaal. For this Purpofe he rightly judged, that 
it was necelTary to get a great Army under his Command, 
and by his Continuance in Succefs in that Command, to 
render that Army more attached to hitn than to the Laws 
and Liberties of their Country. For obtaining that Com- 
mand, and for continuing in it, he knew he muft depend upon 
the Votes of his Fellow Citizens ; and that for his ^ucceH in 
it he mull depend upon hia own ConduA. If he had told his 
Fellow Citizens that he wanted from them fuch an Army 
as might enable him to opprefe the Liberties of his Coim- 
try, they would certainly have refufed it : Notwith [landing 
the Avarice, Luxury, and Seififlineis then prevailing a- 
mongft them, he could not by all his Bribery have got tiiem 
to agree to fuch a direft Quellion. He therefore at Jirlt 
propofed to them only to give him the Command of Cis- 
Alplm Gaal, with Jllyria aiinexeJ, which by Bribery, and by 
baring inlinuated himfelf into great Favour with the Peo- 
ple, he obtained, and by the fame Means he got the Trans- 
Alpiiic Gaul added to :t. This gave him the Command of 
a great Army, and the People being blinded by his Lar- 
geffes arid his Succefles, they continued him in that Com- 
mand till he made his Army fo abfolutely his own, that 
it eftablifbed him in arbitrary Power, and fo effeflually de- 
llroyed the Liberties of the People, that they could never 
again be rtftored ; for the Ihort Interval between his Death 
and the Eftablifhment of his SucceiTor, Aagyfius Citjar, was 
BO free or regular Government, but a continued Series of 
Ufurpatior, Murder, ard Civil War. 

' If the People of Hume, Sir, had forefeen the Confe- 
quences of their Favours to Juhui C/rfar, they would cer- 
uinly have icfufcd granting him fo many j but they were 
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An> >£■ Geo, II, b blinded by their Corrupcioa, [hit thty did not con^det 
■ T41- the Conrequences. This dcArayed icrecoverably that glo- 
rious Republick ; and this will defltoy every Republick, 
where any one Man has Wealth or Power enough to cor- 
rupt a great Number of People. Let ua confider. Sir, in 
what Liberty and Property truly conGlls, and we fhall fee, 
that where any one Man has in his Power a Urge Fund 
for Corruption, both may be abfolutely deOroyed, and a 
arbitrary Power eftab!i(hcd, before People become generally 
ftnfible of their Danger. A Man's Liberty confiila in iti 
not being in the Power of aay Man or Magillraie, witkH 
Impunity, to impnTon or kit! him, or inilifl any perfanu^| 
Funifhmeni upon him, unlefs he has been formally tried, 
and juftly condemned by that Method of Trial, and by 
ihofe I.aws, which have been eflabliihcd, and are approvcd^^l 
of by the Majority of the Society to which he befongs.^l 
Property again conlifts in a Man's being fecute of en- ' 
joying, and tranfmitting to his Pofterity, what has been 
left to him by his Anceftors, or acquired by his own In- 
duUry, unlefs the Whole, or fome Part of it, be taken from 
him, in Purfuance of Laws that have been eftaWifhed, and 
are approved by the Majority of the Society to which he 
belongs. Whilft this is the Cafe, every Man of the Society 
enjoys Liberty and Property in their full Extent ; and this 
will be our Cafe as long as our Eleflions and Parliaments 
remain free from any Influence, cither compuliive or cof,^^ 
ropi. ^ 

' But roppofe. Sir, a Majority of our Houfe of Com- 
mons confilted of fuch as held lucrative Places from the 
Crown, and fuppofe a Judge were to be brought before 
them, who, for the Sake of fame corrupt Con fide ration, 
had, at the Defire of the Crown, illegally and unjuftly con- 
demned and imprifoned many of his Fellow Subjefts : would 
not the Crown, I mean the MiniHer; of the Crown, endea- 
vour to proteft fuch a Judge i Would rot ihcy give Hints 
to their Officers in this Hoafe, that a Difmiffion would be 
the certain Confcquence of ihejr giving a Vote againll this 
Tool of a Judge ? And can we fuppofe, that many of thofe 
OfHccrs would chufe to lofe a Place of 500 /. or 1000 /. a 
Year, rather than give a Vote in Favour of this Judge ? 
Sir, I have a very great Opinion of our prefeni Judges, but 
without any Refleflion upon them, I will fay, that it is 
upon ihe Independency and Iniegtity of our Parliamenis 
that we moil depend for the Integrity and Impartiality of 
our Judges ; for the Crown has many Ways to reward a 
pliable Judge, and aJ many to puoifli an obllinate one : Nay. 
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if Parliaments were once become depcDdent upon tie Crown, An. iS.Cto.U, 
an obllinaie Integrity would of itfell be Sufficient for getting '74^- 
a judge removed by the Addrefs of both Houfes of Par* 
[ionieni ; fat if the Majority of Parliament were fuch as 
depended upon the Crown for getting or holding ibme lu- 
crative Employment, they would be eafily perfuaded, chat 
fuch a Judge had done Injultice to the Crown, or had fo- 
mented Sedition by Ihewirg Favour to ihe Seditious, and 
under this Pretence, they would vote for addref&ng to re- 
move him, without confidering, that they thereby eitablifh- 
cd arbitrary Power, and made not only their own Eflates^ 
but their Lives and Liberties dependent upon the arbitrary 
Will of their Sovereign ; for by this Precedent all our 
Judges would be convinced, ihac they mult take DireQions 
from the Minifters of the Crown in all Profecuiions, Trials, 
and Caufes that might afterwards come before them i and 
what Man could fay, he had any Liberty or Property left, 
if the Minijleri of (he Crown had it in their Power to lake 
his Life, Liberty, or ElUte from him, whenever they plea- 
fed, by a falfe Accufation, and a mock Trial ? 

' Even after fuch a fatal Turn in our Conflitution, as long 
as a Spirit of Corruption prevailed among the People, and 
the Court kept within the Bounds of common Decency, there 
would be no OccaHon for any compulfive Methods either 
at EleAions or in Parliament, becaufe the MiniHers would 
always And People enough that would be ready to take their 
Money or their Favours, and in Expefiation or Return 
wou!d agree to voce as directed ; but if by the ridiculous 
Condu£t of the Court a Spirit of Liberty Ibould arife among 
the People, the violent and compulfive Methods ufua! in fuch 
Cafes would be made ufe of. Informers, or Dilaians, as the 
Remaii called them, would be found out and retained, snd 
fpread over the whole Nation, in order to bring falfe Infor- 
mations againll thofe who dared to oppofe the Court either 
at Elections or in Parliament i and in both, Men would be 
forced to vote according to the DireAions of a Minifter, in 
Older to preferve that Property by a Havilh Subjeflion, which 
they had before been endeavouring to encreafe by a viUainous 
Corruption. 

' After what 1 have faid. Sir, I hope, I need not particu- 
larly mention all the other Methods, by which a corrupt de- 
pendent Parliament may fap the Foundations of our Conlliiu- 
lioD : Enfnaring Laws may be made, or ilie Laws we have 
for fecuring our Liberties may be repealed or fufpended, up- 
on various Pretences, without a corrupt Man's being fenjible, 
that he is thereby cxpofing bii own Ellate to the precarious 
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An, i6 Ceo. 11. Tenure of Atbiltary Power. On Ptetence of a (tiam Plot ' 

»7t>- or a pretended Difaft'iition, the Haii/ti Co'pui Afl, [hat 
~ ~ Corner Stone of our Liberties, may be fufpendcd for a 
Tivdvemonih, and under the fame Pretence that Sufpcnfion 
may be renewed for another, and a third Twelvemonth, till 
at lalithe annual Sufpenllonof that falutary Law may go aj 
glibly down as the Mutiny or Malt- Tax Bill now does ; for 
tvhen thcfe two Bills were Hrft introduced, no Man CuppDred,. 
they would ever become Bills of Courfe, to be paffed with- 
out Oppofition in every fucceeding Seffion of Pariiamtot. 

' The keeping up a (landing Army in this Illand in Tir 
cf Peace, wai always till the Revolution deemed irconliftentl 
with our Conllituliorj. Since that Time, indeed, we have 
always thought, that the keeping up of a fmall Number of 
regular Troopi is neccflary for prcferving our Conftitution, or 
at leall the prefent Eftablitbment, How far this may be 
right I Ihall not pretend to deteimine, but I muftobferve, 
that the famous Scheme for overturning our Conftitution, 
which was publilh'd in the Year i6:g, required but 3000 
Foot for this Purpofc ; and if King Charles the Firfthad, in 
ihe Year 1641, been provided with fuch a Number of re- 
gular Troops, upon whom ht might have depended for over- 
awing the Mob of the Chy of Lob Jet, his Fate, I believe, 
would havebeen very ditFerenC from what it was. lam very 
far from thinking, that fuch a very fmall Number, even 
row our People are fo much difufed to Arms, would be 
fufficienl for overturning our Conlliiution ; but there is a cer- 
tain Number which would be infallibly lufficicnt for this Pur- 
pofc, and it is not eafy to determine how near we may now 
be come 10 that Number. Now fuppofe, we are come with- 
in z or jooo of that Number, and that a MJniflcr, in order 
to render his Succefs againft our Confliluiion infallible, 
fliDuId upon fome fpecious Pretence or other defire the Parlia- 
ment to confent Eo an Augmentation of 2 or 3000 Men to 
our Army ; can we fuppofe that fuch a fmall Augmpnlatior, 
upon a plaufible Pretence, would be refulcd by a Parliament, 
chiefly compofcd of Officers and Placemen ? Can we fup- 
pofe, that any Man would rifk his lofinga lucrative Employ- 
ment, by voting againS fuch a fmall Augmentation ? Some 
Civil Powers to be executed by Civil Officers, and feme 
Military Poivers to be executed by a Standing Army, 
or a Handing Militia, are certainly neeelTary in all Go- 
vernments ; I am afraid, it is impofiible to preferve a 
free Government, when all thofe Powers are lodged in one 
llngle Man : but when they are not only lodged in one 
lingle Man, but greaily incieafed beyond what is neceiTarf 
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for the Support of a free Government, I am fure tlic Free- An. iG.Gm. n^ 
dom of that Governmenc mult loon be ac an End ; and it is '74^- 
very Iiard to didinguifh between (lie Powers necelTary for the 
Support of a free Government, and thofc thai are fulHcient 
for eftablifhing an arbitrary one ; Ttie P^rCiiion is fo thin 
that it may eafily be iniftaken, and certainly will be mif- 
laken, by moft of thole who are under a Temptation to judge 
partially in Favour of arbitrary Power. 

' This. Sir, muH convince every true Lover of Liberty, 
how neceffary ic is, that no Member of ihia AITembly, or at 
leaA as few as poiTible, (hould lie under fuch a Temptation. 
I fliall grant, that in moft Things that come before this 
Hoofe, fome of our Members may have a private Interefl in 
oppoUng or agreeing to it, bat as long as this private Iniereft 
does no: proceed from the Favours they enjoy or expefl from 
ihe Ciown, it can never injure the publick Good ; bccaufc 
if fome have a private IntPrert in oppofitig, others will have 
a private Interelf in agreeing to what is propofed, and thofe 
whofe private Intereft is no Way concerned, will always call 
the Bilance in fevour of the publick Good. The granting 
of Money is the only Cafe where we can fuppofe the Mem- 
bers generally engaged, by their private Intereft, to oppofe 
what is neceflary for the publick Service ; but this Intereft 
is fo fmall with regard to each particular Member, that it can 
never be of any Weight: This is dctnonfttated, Sir, from 
the whole Courfe of our Hiflory ; for I defy any Man to give 
me an Inltance, where the Parliament denied granting what 
was necelfary for the publick Service, unlefs they were denied 
Juftice with regard to the Redrefs of Grievances, or unlefs 
they had well grounded Apprehenfions that the Money would 
be mifapplied. 

' But let us fee, Sir, how this Argument will ftand upon 
the other Side of the Queftion. It is certain, that the Parlia- 
ment ought never to grant more than is abfolutely neceflkry 
for the publick Service : It is likewife certain, that we never 
ought to grant even what is necelfary, till all Gtievances be 
redrelTed, and our former Grants regularly and llriflly ac- 
counted for. This is our Duty as Members of this Houfe, 
but Oiall we perform this Duty, if a Majority of us be great- 
ly concerned in Intereft to ncglef^ it ? And this will always 
be the Cafe, if a Majority of us hold orexpeft fome lucrative 
Office or Employment at the Pleafure of the Crown ; becaufe 
it will always be the Intereft of Minillers, and even their 
Safety may fomettmes be concerned, in our not performing 
this Duty, Suppofe, they alk from Parliament 500.000 1. or 
a Mil lion for carrying on fome whimfical, peihips pcrmci- 
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Aq. iG.GeD.II,ous Scheme of their own j will a Member of this Hon J<*, 
»7t»- who b to pay for his Share not above 50 1. of this Sum, rt- 
fufe granting il, when he i» Co get or hold 500 1, or loool. 
a Year by confcnting to the Grant ? Will a Member of tbis 
Houfe infill upon firft redrefling a Grievance, by which he 
fufiers little, perhaps no fenlible Prejudice, when he is to get 
or hold z or 300 1, a Year by letting it remain ? And finall/jl 
Sir, will a Member of this Houre call MiniAers to a flrioV 
Account, by which he can never expefl to put a Farthing 
into his own Pocket, when by negle^ng to do fo, he may gee 
or hold a good Pod or Employment, and perhaps preferve 
round Sum which he himfelf has purloined from the Pul 
lick? 

' Sir, 1 was for^ to hear a young Gentleman talk ftf 
much of Mens private Pailions and AfFeAions, and of ever/ 
Man's having a View to the Service of fonie favourite pri- 
vate Pailion, in every Vote he gave in Parliament or ai 
Eleflions. I hope the Cafe is far otherwife, but if it is not, 
we ought to endeavour to make it fo, by putting it out of 
the Power (ac Icalt as far as we can by fuch Laws as this) of 
any Man to ferve himfelf, by his Way of voting in Parlia- 
ment or at EleAions, any farther than may refult to hint 
from the general Good of his Country. If we can do this : 
If wecan put it outof the Power of theSelRfh and Mercenary 
to fell their Votes in Parliament, no Man will purchafe a 
Seat there at any high Price, and this will of courfe putaitH 
End to Bribery and Corruption at Eleflions ; for no met- ™ 
cenary Soul will purchafe what he cannot fell, and thofe who 
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e prompted Dy tneir Ambition to purchate, will never go _ 
any high Price, nor will they fubmit to be the Slaves of a H 
inifler after they have purchafsd. Even Minifters them- 



are prompted by their Ambition to purchafe, will never 

"1 they fubn 
MiniRer after they have purchafed. 
felves would ceafe their Bribery at Eleflions, becaufe they 
could not depend upon having their Candidate's Vote in Par- 
liament, if he had no lucrative OfHce depending upon his 
voting always with the MiniAei ; and if the Flood-Gates of 
[he 'Ireafury were not opened at any Eleflion, lam convinc- 
ed, we Ihould foon have little or no Bribery in the King- 
dom. 

' Whilft there are Purchafer% Sir, there will be Sellers : ; 
I am afraid there are at prefeni too many of both ; but if 
you can make it worth no Man's while to purchafe, you will 
put an End to the TrafSck ; and this is the Defign of the 
Bill itoti propofed. I have ihewn, that if you do not agree 
to it, there will be, there mull be a corrupt Dependency in 
[fitrliament ; that by fuch a Dependency our ConAItution 
■ "may be overturned, witiiout any compulfive Dependency 1 1 
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and that the latter may be made ufe of by an arbitrary Go- Aq.iG. Geo. II 
vtrnmeat, and certaialy will be made ale of, aa foon as it be- i74>' 
comes neudkty for the Support of its arbitrary Power. Up- 
on this Side, Sir, the Danger is certain and inevitable ; let 
U9 iheo confider the Danger pretended ta bg on the other. 
If we exclude OiHcers, or the greateil Part of them, from 
having Seats in this Houfe, it is faid, it will introduce 
Anarchy and Confulion, becaufe it will be impoITible to go^ 
vera fuch a numerous AlTembly as this, without a Power in 
[he Crown to reward thofe who appear zealous in its Service ; 
and ihit as foon as this Iinpoffibility is perceived, ail our 
Officers, civil and miiiiary, will join with the Crown in 
layiDg afide the Ufe of Parliarnents. 

' What the Hoc. Gentleman may mean, Sir, by govern* 
ing fuch a numerous AHembly, I do not luiow ; but accord- 
ing to the common Acceptation of the Word, 1 {hould be 
forty to fee it in the Power of Minillers to govern either 
Houfe of Parliament, by any other Method than that of 
convincing the Majority, that nothing is propofed or intend- 
ed but wtiat is for the publiclc Good ; for if either Houfe 
were to be governed by the Hope; of Reward, I am fure, 
it could be of no Service to the People, and of very little 
even to the Crown itfeif; becaufe the Defign and Ufe of 
Partiamenis is, that they may be a Check upon the Conduft 
of Minifters ; and no Man whofc Behaviour in this Houfe is 
governed by his Hopes of Reward, will ever fet himfelf up 
as a Check upon the Conduit of thofe who alone can bellow 
the Reward he expefls. We matt therefore fuppofc, thai Mi- 
nivers may prcvad with a Majority of (his Houfe to approve 
or agree to whac appears to be for the publick Service, with- 
out having it in their Power to give a Title, Poll, or Penii- 
on, to every one that approves of ihcir Meafures ; or other- 
wife we mull conclude, that no fuch Houfe ought to exill, 
and, confeigiiently, that the very Form of a limited Govern- 
ment oughi to be abolilhed in this felfilh and corrupt Nation. 
What E.Se& fome late corrupt Practices may have bad upon 
the Genius and Morals of the lower Sort of People, I do not 
know ; but, I hope, it has as yet had littie or no Effefl up- 
on the Generality of thofe thai have any Chance of being 
Members of this Houfe ; and unlefs ihey are become very 
much degenerated, we mull from Experience conclude, that 
when our Minillets purfue popular and right Meafures, they 
may depend upon the Affillance and Approbation of Pailia- 
menl. This, I f.iy, we mult from Experience conclude, for 
in former Ages our Miniflcrs had but few Rewards to be- 
Aow, and yet they never failed of having the Parliament's 
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An. 16. Geo. II. Approbation, when iheir Meafures were fuch as were agrec- 
'741- able CO the People. Nay, /rom ihevety Nature of the Cafe 
vie mull draw the fame Conclufion ; for a Houfe of Com- 
moDS freely chofen by the People, mult approve of what the 
People approve) of: If from felBlb Motives they Ihould dif- 
approve, or oppofe fuch Meafurcs, the oppofing Memben 
would be fore of being turned out at the next Eledjon ; and 
as ihe King has it in his Power to being on a uew£le£tion 
whenever he plesfes, his Miniders may caAly get rid of fuch 
fel£{h, mean fpiiiced Members, and may, confequently, if 
(hey delire it, always have a Parliament generally compofed 
of Gentlemen of t.ue Honour and publick Spirit j but the 
contrary is what molt Minilkrs defire, as has of late been 
manifell from the Characters of ihofe who were geneially fet 
up as Candidaleb upon the Court Inlerelt. 

• We can never therefore be in Danger of Anarchy M 
Confufion, from its not being in the Power of a Minifter to 
bribe a Majority of this Houfe into his Mcafures, nor can we 
fuppofe that the People will reciiufe a Majority of thofe who 
have, in a former Seifion, oppotcd what was agreeable to the 
greatell Part of Cheir Conllituents ; but when Bribery and 
corrupt Motives prevail within Doors, they will certainly pre- 
vail without, and then we may fee a Member burnt in Effigy 
one Year in the publick Streets of his Borough, and rechofen 
the Year following as their Reprefentative in a new Parlia- 
ment : We may fee the molt notorious fraudulent Practice) 
carried on by the Underlings in Power, and thofe Underling) 
encoutagfd by the Minllter, and protefted by 2 Majority in 
Parliament : We may fee the molt unpopular and dcllruAive 
Meafurcs purfued by our Minillers, and all approved, nay 
applauded by ParliametiE. Thefe Things we may fee. Sir : 
7'hefc Things we have feen within thcfe lalt twenty Years ; 
and this has brought our AfFiirs both at home and abroad 
into the melancholy Situation which is now acknowledged by 
all, and will foon, I fear, be Severely felt by the whole 
Natron. | 

' If the prefent DiKrefs of our domeftick Affair! were t ■ 
Secret, I fhould avoid mentioning it as much as any Gentle- 
man whatever ; but alas I it is no Secret either to ourEnemiel 
or Friends ; and this makes the former defpife us, and the 
latter fhy of entering in lo any Engagements with us. We 
may threaten, but our Enemies know, we are unable to carry 
our I'hreits into Execution ; We may promife, but our 
Friends IcnoM', we are unable to perform our Engagements. 
This Knowledge has mnde thofe who are the profefled Ene- 
mies of publicic Liberty more daring in their Attempts, aild, 
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I aro affiid, it will render it impoffible to form !iny Confe-An. i6.Geo.II 

dcracy lulficient for defeating their prefent ambitious Pro- 1741. 

jrib 1 and it is fa evidcoc tliat this MisfoiiuQe has been 

brought upon us and Europe by our bad OEcoQOmv at home, 

and our wicked, wrong-headed, or pufillaninous Conduft a- 

broad, [hat 1 am furprifed to hear the contrary afleried now, 

when the fatal Confequencs of oar ConduA are become fo 

glaring. 

' I ftiallgranc. Sir, that the Nation has been of late Years 
involv'd in many Broils, but I will aSrni, anJ ic has been 
fully proved at the rcfpeitive Times ihofe Broils happened, 
that every one we have been engaged in fince his late Ma- 
jetty's Aceeffi^ii to the Throne, has proceeded fiom fome 
Scheme of our own contriving, or from Tome wrong Step ia 
our own Adminiftraiion, I (liall not trouble you with 
talcing Notite of every Particular, becaufe it would be te- 
dious, and, I think, unneceflary ; therefore I (hall confint; 
myfelf to the three Wars now carrying on in Eurspe, I mean 
(hat between Spam and us j that between the Elector of Ba- 
varia aJIilled by the French, and the Queen of Hungary ; 
and that between the SweJu and Mufc/ruita -, and I Ihall 
fliew, that every one of them proceeded from the ridiculous 
Condufl of our Minillers. With regard to iheSpam/iWiT, 
if our Miniflers had, at the Time of the Treaty of SevUU, 
infilled upon an Explanation of former Treaties, which had, 
before that Time, been mifmtetpreted by Spain : If they 
had infilled upon Spain's giving up her Pretence of vifiting, 
fearching, or fei^ing, in Time of Peace, any Ships in the 
high Seas of Amtr'ua, on Account of what they called con- 
traband Goods, I am convinced, the Court of Spain would 
have agreed to give up that Pretence, in the moil explicit 
Terms, rather than lofe the Advantages llipulated for them 
by that Treaty. Even afier this falfc Step, if our Mini- 
llers had properly refented the Treatment our Commilla- 
ries met wiih at the Court of $paiii, and had perempioril^ 
inliJled upon immediate Sal is fadUon for tbetirfi Infult our 
Merchant Ships met with in the Seas of America, theSpa- 
nijh Court would have complied, rather than enter into a 
War with this Nation, at the very Time they were cngag'd in 
a War with the Emperor in Italy. But iniiead of this, our 
Miniflers, ever fince the Year 1720, appeared (0 complab 
fant in every Negoiiaiion with that Court, and fubroitted fo 
tamely to every Infuli, that the Court of Spain began to 
imagine, that we would give up the Point in Dilpnte, ra- 
ther than come ca an open Rop(u/e with (hem ; and this, 
I am petfuadcd, would have been (he Confequence of the 
£ 2 Uw 
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An. iS.Gea. Il.late Convention, if the Indignation of our People had not 
at lull got the better of the SubmilHoD of our Minillers. 
Our preier.t War wiEh Spain is, therefcre, evidently owing 
to the itl-timed CompUil'ance and FuHIIanimiiy of our Mi- 
niJlcTS, and yet this Co m pi al fa nee and Pufillanimity was in 
every Step apptoved by our Parliametiis, and has not even 
yet been ccnfured, notwiihlbnding ihe fatal Confequence itjfl 
ii as produced, and the Difappointment of all thofe Hopei,^l 
with which our Minillers lo conhdently flattered us, thit 
iheir tedious Negotiations would at tail end in an honoLira-^— 
ble and advantageous Peace. ^H 

' Then, Sir, with Regard to the War in Germany^ evCK^ 
the King of Fiii£iah invading Siltjla was owing to the bad 
ConduA of our Miniiiers ; for if they had infilled upon Sa- 
tisfaflion, with regard to his Claims upon Sihjia , befoie 
they guaranty 'd the Pragmaiici SaaSha, they might have 
cbiained a Stipulation for that Puipofe from the Court of 
Vienna, which would have prevented that Invafion. But 
even after this Neglefl, they might have prevented the 
War now carrying on in Germany ; for the King of PruJJi4ii 
offer'd fuch Terms as ought in Prudence, perhaps in Jl 
tiee too, lo have been accepted by the Court of fitma 
and would have been accepted by ihat Court, if we ba 
infilled upon it as the Condition ^ne jua nan of our glJ 
ving them any AlTiilance, If we had done this, it i| 
evident from Fafts and Dates, that the Elector of Bavariti 
would never have been chofen Enpirtr, nor would ho^ 
have atiack'd the Queen of Hungary, and in that Cafe no 
Frenchman would have entet'd Grtinsn-j in a hoftile Man- 
ner i for none of the French Troops eutpr'd Germany, doi 
did the Eleftor of Bavuria commit any tine' Aft of Hollility^— 
againll the Queen of Hungary, till the King of Pruffia wat^| 
drove into their Alliance by the Obftinacy of the Court of^ 
Vienna ; and that Court was encouraged in their Obllinacy 
by our Miniilera, which I need no: trouble you wiih de- 
mon lira ting, becaufe If is evident not only from the Papers 
upon our Table, but alfo from the Refolution of this Houfe 
in Favour of the (^een of Hungary, before Ihe had any 
otlier declared Enemy befide Frujjij, and efpecially from 
the violent Speeches that were made by foaie Gentlemen 
ujson that Occalion. 

' Having thus ihewn. Sir, that it was by the bad Con_ 
duft of our Minillers that the French and Baiiariani were 
encouraged to attack the Queen of Hungary, I need not ufe 
many Words to prove, that the War between Sf-eJiii and 
hlujcsiiy is owing to the fame Caufe ; for from the Time 
• ■ '■ ' ihar 
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that War was declared by 5it'fAa It is eviiien[, that if tficAn. i?. Ceo.ii. 
Frmch had not rcfolved to fend iheir Tioops into Cirmany, ' 74»' 

ihe Sti-edii would not have declared War againll Mujcovy ; 
and conCequently, if the Conduft of our Minillers was the 
Caufc of the French refoiving to fend their Troops into 
(ierm/my, it was chu ultimate Caufe of the Siuida declaring 
War agaioft Mafio'vy. 

• It is therefore evident. Sir, that not only the prefent 
DiltrefTes of this Nation, but all the" Diftrefles and Confu- 
fions in which Europe is at prercnl involved, aie owing to 
(he laie Meafurea gf our Adminidtation ; and tho' the Con- 
feqaences were not perhaps at firll To viCbIc as they are at 
prefent, yet it cannot be (aid, they were not foreioid ; for 
what we now fee has been often foretold borh within Doors 
aod without J and, appeared manifelt to a great M.^jorii^ 
of the N.ition, iho' to our great Misfortune it never ap- 
peared f> to a Majority of this Houfe, which t ?m not at 
all furpnfeii 3t, confidering the great Number of Placemin 
and Expefbnts we had always in this AlTembly. Tha: a- 
ny of thofc flacemeo or ExpeAants were wilfully bhtid, I 
fhall not pretend to fay : 1 do believe, that many, if 
not all of them, were impofed on by the fpecioui Pretenccj 
made ufe of upon each refpeilive Occafion ; and I the ra> 
ther believe fo, becaufe, 1 know how eafy it is to impofe 
upon Men, when their own private Interell is made the 
Harbinger of the Deceit ; but the Misfortunes we now la- 
bour under, and the Evidence from whence thofe Misfor- 
tDnes have all proceeded, ought lo be a prevailing Argument 
with US, to prevent any publick Deceit's being hereafter 
introduced into this Houfe by the fame Sort of Gcntleman- 
Uflier. That this Bill will be altogether efFeflual for thi* 
Purpofe, is what I fliail not pretend lo affert, but I. am con- 
Tinced, it will have fome Effefl ; and as it u the beft Re- 
medy I can ihink of at prefent, 1 am therefore for agtee- 
ing to (he Motion, 



Mr Piilipt fpokc next to the following Effeft ; 
Sir. 

• As I had the Honour to be one of thote that received 
the Commands of the Houfe laft ScQion, to bring in a Bill 
of this Natore, I can't fii llill, and not tcftify my Appro- 
bation of it now, — If ever there was a Time whcii it was 
Deceflary to preferve the Purity of this Houfe, and lo guard 
again(t ihe Infiiience that the Enjoyment of Poiver and Pto- 
iii is ti>o apt 10 have on the Minds of Men, this is thcTime, 
E 3 when 
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An. i6. Cso. II. when the Nation ij poor, groaning under the Burden of hea-"^ 
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vy Taxes, and yet luxurious and exiravagam in iliePutfuit of 
Plrafures. Nothing can fo eiFeftually pieferve this Na- 
tion from Ruin, as the maintaining of innate Freedom with- 
in thefe Walls, and nothing can fo eiteflually attack and get 
the belter of that Freedom, as the Allurements of Pbces and 
OSices, which infenfibly lead Men away from their lirll Re- 
folves, and at length, by CnHom and Example, quite harden 
and corrupt ihem. A Bill therefore of this Nature, that 

fo evidently tends ( if you'll give me Leave to ufe the Ex- 
preHion) to lead Men out of Temptation, muli neceflarily 
deliver them from Evil i therefote I heartily coocut in ( 
Motion.

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Upon this Occafion Mr Saniiys, Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer, fpoke to the following Purpole : ^_ 
Sir, ■ 

' As it is very well known, and, I doubt not, very weli^" 
remembered, that I had lall SelTion the Honour not only to 
be one of thofe that received the Commands of this Houfe to 
bring in fuch a Bill, as is now propos'd, but was alfo the 
Hill Mover for it, and as I ihall now be againit the Motion, 
I think myfelf bound in Duty to my Sovereign, to my- 
feir, to my Country, and to the Liberties of Europf.to give my 
Reafons for this Change in my Behaviour, which, without 
an Explanation, might, perhaps, by Come Gentlemen, 
prefumcd to proceed from Motives of a mercenary or ambi^ 
tious Nature ; and I mult begin. Sir, with alluring you, cha 
this Change in my Behaviour docs not proceed from anyl 
Change in my Situation, or from any Change in ray Senci- 
ments with regard to the Bill itfelf, butmerely from a Change 
in the Circum (lances of our Affairs both Abroad and at Home. 

* With regard to the Neceflity of our having fuch a Bill a 
this palTed into a Law.mySentitnents are rather conhrmed than 
altered by my Change of Situation ; but, I hope, there is no 
Gentleman in this Houfe fodelicienc in that Relp^fl: which ii 
due to his Sovereign, as to chufe to have his Mdjelty'a AlTent 
to any neceiTary Bill rather compelled than freely obtained. 
When I laik of his MajeUy, Sir, every Gentleman mull be 
ienfible, that my Duty as a Subjefl, and now as a Servanr, 
obliges mc to exprefs myfelf with the greatell Caution ; but as 
the great King William fometrmes altered his Sentiments 
with regard to Bills in Parhament, I hope, 1 may lay, with- 
out any Breach of my Duty, that the wilell of Kings are ia 
fome Cafes too much influenced in their Sentiments, with 
regard to Bills ofTered to them by Parliament, by the artful 
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Infinuations of chafe who have accidentally and unijerervedly An. i 
the Honour o( being in their Councils. I'ho' hh prtfent 
Majelly's Sentiments, with regaid to the Bill now propofed, 
were never pubiickly known : Tho' he never was brought 
under a NeceiCty to dechre them, yet we have great Keafon 
to believe, thac he was lalt Sellion prejudiced againil any 
fach Bill as was then palled by this Houfe. This, I believe 
[he Majority of us were then convinced of ; ba( we had then 
the Misfortnne to be convinced likewife, ihec he had no Man 
in his Councils who would attempt or prefume to remove 
ihofe Prejudices. This made it necelTary for the Parliament 
lo interfere, and by palling fich a Bill to endeavour to le- 
move thofe Prcjiidices, by ihewing him it was agreeable lo 
his fuprcmi:, however difagreeable it might be to his fubor- 
dinace Councils. But thank God ! our (Jircumllances in this 
Kefpeft are very much altered. I hope, we are all convin- 
ced, I am lure, I am convinced, that his Msjel\y has now 
fome Gentlemen in his Councile-that will take [he Liberty to 
endeavour to remove his Prejudices, by fliewing that I'uch a 
Bill as this, no Way incroaches upon his I'rerc^atjve, and is 
abfolutely neteflary forpreieiving the Libertiesof his People ; 
and as (oon as they have done this Piece of Service to their 
Country, I am convinced, they will themfelves propole the 
bringing of luch a Bill into this Houfe, which would certain- 
ly communicate a more exquifiie Pleafure to every Man who 
wi flies well to our prelent Royal Family, than can be com- 
municated by his Majeliy's bare Affent to fuch a Bill. 

' I fliall grant, Sir, that we are obliged, and ought to ac- 
knowledge our Gratitude to our Sovereign, even when he 
does no more than barely give the Royal Affent to an ufefut, 
neceffary, and popular Bill ; but the Obligation is certainly 
much greater, and will contribute more toivards gaining his 
Majeliy the Afteftions of his People, when fuch a Bill flows 
originally from the Crown itfelf, and is introduced here by 
thole who are the known Servants of the Crown : therefore 
as this Bill is an ufeful and popular Bill, it mult he the De- 
firc of every Gentleman who has a Regard for the prefent 
Royal Family, that it ibould come from the Crown itfelf i 
and as we have great Realbn to expttl thii from fome of 
thole who have been lately introduced into his Majeily's 
Councils, as (oon as they can gain a prevailing Influence 
(here, it is well worth our While to wait a Seilion or (wo, 
lot an Event which i' (b much ro be wilhed lor by every 
Irue Friend to the Proteflant Etl.ibiiflimem. 

' Thui, S.r. I have (hewn fuih a DifFtrencc lo the Cir- 
cunillaDECi of our AiTdiis at Home, as ought, I tbinli, m 

prevail 
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An. lE. C«ci. II. prevail wtlh every Genclenun to (afpeai, at leall for one 
'741' Seflion, his Dcfire of having i^uch a Law paiTeci ; and wiih 
regard to the Circumnances of our Affairs Abroad, there is 
likewife a Difference, which ought to be an additional Argu- 
ment for fufpending our Defires in Favour of this Bill. The 
Affairs of Eampevieie kit Seflion at fuch a Crifis as de- 
manded the molt vigorous Refolutions in our CounciU, but 
we had then the Misfortune to have a Perfon at the Head 
of our Ad in in itl ration, from whom we could cxpeft no fuch 
Refolution. From his Influence we could expeft nothing 
but an inglorious Peace, or a Iham War. In ihefe Ciicum- 
llances a Cornell with our Sovereign could be no Detrimeni, 
but might be of great Advantage to the Nation, becaufe it 
could produce nothing of worfe Confequence than fuch a 
Peace or War as was to be expcfled from that Minifler's 
ConduA, and it might produce a Change in our Admini- 
ftration. This was a Reafon for our pulhmg the Bill at that 
Time, even tho' known to be contrary to our Sovereign's In- 
clination. His Majelty's Wifdom and Goodnefs, and his Re- 
gard for the Cries of his People, at lail prevailed : The ob- 
noxious Perfons were removed from the Ad mini lira lion, and 
in their Stead have been put feme GentUmen, from whom 
we may expeft the molt wife as well as the moil vigorous 
Meafureswith regard toour Foreign Affairs. They have al- 
ready given us Teflimonies both of their Wifdom and Refolu- 
tion. From their Condufl, fupported by a perfefl Harmony 
between his Majefly and his Parliament, we may expeCt a 
glorious Peace, or a vigorous and fuccefsful War ; and there- 
fore, we ought to be extremely cautious of doing any Thing 
that may interrupt that Harmony ; becaufe fuch an Inter- 
ruption can now be attended with no Advantage either to this 
Nation or to Europe, but would certainly expofe both to a 
Suin which might otherwife have been prevented. 

' Now, Sir, let us confider the Circumllances in which, 
we fbnd at prefent. We have all the Reafon in the World 
to believe, that this Bill has been reprefented to his Ma- 
jefly, by fome of thofe that were lately about him, as an 
Incroachment upon the Prerogaiivec of the Crown, and a 
Step towards introducing a Republican Forin of Govern- 
ment, We have Reafon to believe, that by fuch Mrfrepre- 
fentations his Majelly has conceived fome Prejudices againfl 
it ; and we cannot fuppofe, that thofe who have fo lately 
been introduced into hii Councils, have yet had Time to 
eradicate thofe Prejudices. If this Bill fhould be c(1i:red lo 
him for hi; Aflent, whllfl he remained under fuch Preju- 
dices, he would look upon i[ as a moll luigtaielul Return 

from 
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fram a ParUsmenC to which he had made fuch a Sacrifice : An, 16. Geo, II.' 
Nay, he would look upon ic as an Attempt upon hh Crown, i74i- 
and an Afftoai to his Peilbn : and in fuch a Cafe, from 
his MajeAy's known Courage and high Spirit, mult we not 
fuppofe, [hat he would reje^ it with the utmoll Difdain ? 

■ This, Sir, would certainly produce a Rupture between 
his Majelty and his' Parliament ; and in the preient Cir- 
cumltances of Europe, I tremble to think of the Confequen- 
ces of fuch a Rupture. What has hitherto been the Sup- 
port of the Queen of Hungary, what has encouraged her 
ilubjefb to venture their Lives and Fortunes fo bravely, 1 
may fay, fo defperately, in her Defence, has been the Hopes 
that AlTillaDce would at lall come from afar, even from the 
remotefl Corners of the Briiijh Dominions. But if fuch a 
Rupture IhouJd enfue, what could fhe ur her Subjefls expeift 
from us ? Infte.id ot being able 10 alHll her, we fliould be 
involved in endlefs Difpuies, perhaps in a tediou; and de- 
flrn&ve Civil War amongll ourfelves: Thus that brave and 
heroick Queen would at lafE be obliged to fubmit to the 
Power of France ; and Polyphcmui's Favour, of our being 
the laft Morfel, would be the only one we could expe^ from 
that infolenc Nation. 

' For thefe Reafons, Sir, iho' I am as great a Friend as 
ever to the Bill now propoled, tho'' I Ihall be ready to em- 
brace the Jirft favourable Opportunity for having it pafied 
into a Law, yet I am againft pufhing for it at prefenr, ef- 
pecially as I have, I think, good Keafon to believe, that 
I {hall in a very Ihort Time have the Pleafure of feeing 
it readily agreed to by every Branch of our LegiQaiure.

Debate, I forefee, that if our Parliaments continue, in 
Time to come, as complaifant to ourMinillers as they have 
been in Time pafl, the Fate of this Quellion under this Ad- 
tnlniliiacion, will be the fame with (hat which was the Fate 
of (he Qaeliion about reducing our Army under the lall. 
The worthy Gentleman who was at the Head of our for- 
■net Adminiftration, and Is now fp defervedly Tent to the 
other Houfe, had, whiUl he was a Couniry Gentleman, To 
ftrenuoully oppofed * keeping up a numerous Handing Army 
in Time of Peace, that after he became a Minillet, tho' 
Excefs of Modeiiy could never be reckoned among his 
FoTbles, he had not the AlTurance dire£lly to oppofe a Re- 
<iu&ion. No, Sir, during the Aril Part of his Adminiltra- 
uon he always declared himfelf for a ReduAion, as loon as 
abvourable Opporiuniiy Ihould offer i but he always cq' 
deavoured to Ihew, that the prefent was not a proper Op- 
portunity, and at lait both he and his Friends gathered Af- 
liirance enough to tell us, that even in Time^ cf the moft 
profound Tranquility, a greater Number of regular Troop* 
was, 2nd always would be necellary, than that he had fa 
ftrenuoully oppofed in the Year 1717, when there was the 
higbeft Probability of our going to be engaged in a War 
both with Stiiidtn and fpain. 

' This, Sir, was the ConduEl of our former MiniEler, 
with regard to the annual Quellion about reducing our Ar- 
my, 

• la thf Year I717, the Sum of 68i,6igl, wliii,!i had been to ted, 
in the Commitlpe of Supply, fur mJmcairring the Lind'Turcc^, v.'ii upon 
the RcpQii ihercuf to tiie Hniitc, rcdiic'il to fij.-jOuo 1. Anrf this prin- 
tipilly thrnugh the Oppofilion of Mr K. Wsip '.e, v,ho liad kin.c little 
Time befare tffiBti'd hii Places, — Ste Cbandkr's Hiftorj, Anno *. 
Ces. ■' f '7a- 
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U.my, and this, I couM almoft lay a Wager, will be tlie 
ConduA held by our prefent Mtnitlers with regard to the 
bringing in aod pafling this Bill. They cannot direflly op- 
pofe a Bill which they have upon former Occafions fo often 
ind fo Rrenuoufly patronized ; but tho' lall Sefiion did, yel 
this Sefli on does not, it feems, afford us a proper pppo nu- 
llity for applying a Remedy to aji Evil, which, ihey them- 
felves allow, has brought Europt, as well as this Nation, to 
the Brink of Deliruftion ; and this, I am afraid, will be 
their Way of reafoning, as long as they continue MJnifters, 
or at iealt till they become as hardened as their PrcdeceJTor, 
ivhich they may probably do, if they continue as long in 
Power, and then like him, they will freely declare, that 
they have afiually changed their Sentiments, and that no 
fjch Bill ought ever to he paiTed. 

' I wouldnot have any Thing of what I have faid, Sir, 
applied to the Hon, Gentleman who formerly ufed to fit very 
near me, and whofe AfliSance I have often had in Miners 
wiiich I thought might tend to the Advantage or Security 
of my Country. As for him, I do not doubt his Sincerity, 
but 1 very much doubt his Inflaence, and therefore if his 
Majtfty hss been unjullly and wickedly prejudiced againll 
this Bill, I am afraid, we muli wait a very long Time, if 
we refolve to wait till thofe Prcjodices be removed by his 
Influence. But whstevcr be his Majelly's Way of thinking 
shout this Bill, it is what we have nothing to do with. As 
Members of this Houfe we ought to ag'ree to every Bill 
we think neceflary, without regard to oar Sovereign's Way 
of thinkirtg ; becaufe in Duty to him, we ooght to fiippofe, 
that his Sentiments will always be right ; and if he (hould 
refufe the Royal AITent to a Bill which we think abfoluiely 
neceflary for the Securi-.y of our Liberiics, we ought in the 
very ne« Seffion to take that Method for having it pafs'd 
intt* a Law, which was taken in King WiUianCs, Time with 
regard to the Triennial Bill. I tjuellion much if it was a 
Change of Sentiments that made King William pafs (hat 
Bill. On the contrary, I am apt to believe, both the King's 
and his Minifters Sentiments were the fame wirh what ihey 
had been the preceding Sefiion ; but as the Bill was pafied 
by both Houfes the very Beginning of the enfuing Sefiion, 
and belore this Houfe had granted the neceffary Supplies, 
that wife King foicfaw, that, in the Humour this lioufe 
was in, he could expcft no more Supplies if he refuted to 
pals tlinl Bill, and therefore he prudently complied with 
the Dilite of his Commons, perhaps contrary to the Advice 
bt fomc of his chief Minifleis. Can we luppol'e his prefcnc 
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Icfs wife, or lefs legatdiul of the DeAres of his An. iS. Geo. ir.' 
People! God forbid we Ihould. At leaft, I who am no ■74i' 
Miniltcr, but a faithful Subjeft, will not dare to piefuine 
any fuch Thing. 

' I niuJl therefore fuppofe. Sir, that if the Bill had been 
pafled lall Sellion by the other Hoafe, his MajcHy would 
have given his Ali'ent to it ; for he muft be fenfible, that it ia 
a Bill defigned againft the Miniilers of [he Crown, and not 
againft the Crown iifelf ; therefore, I think, wc ought al- 
ways Co be more apprchenfive of its not palling the other 
Houfe, than of its not receiving the Royal Affent, after it 
has pafled both Houfes ; and as, I hope, I may without 
Derogation fuppofe the other Houfe more liable to the Iri' 
floence of wicked MiniAers, than we can ever fuppofe a wife 
King to be, therefore, now is theonly proper Time forputh- 
ing this Bill, becaufe fome, I hope, of our prefent Miniilers 
will promote its being palTed by the other Houfe, which is 
a Favour we cannot, in my Opinion, expe£t front any of them 
a Year hence. We muK, I think, get fuch a Bill as this 
paired in the Infancy of an Adminiftraiion, or never. When 
Miniflers iirll enter upon their Ad mini It rat ion, they are in- 
nocent, they are fond of Popularity ; but very few of them 
long continue either their Iniiocence or Tondnefs.

' But allow, Sir, that it would be decent in us to fuppofe 
his Majelly prejudiced againli this Bill by fonie former I\1if' 
reprefen tat ions, and that he had not of himfelf Strength of 
Mind enough to lemove thofe Prejudices, without the AHi- 
fiance of fome of his new Minilleis, we mull fuppofe, (hat 
thofe Minilieri have already attempted it, or that ihey have 
not. If they have aitempted it, and have not fucceeded, 
we ought to interpofe, becaufe their Advice will certainly 
acquire 3 new Weight with his Majelly, when he finds it 
fecondqd by the Advice of both Houfes of Pailtament.

' To come now. Sir, to the Argument made ufe of for 
ITiewing, that we have not the fame Reafon for pulhioe che 
Bill this SelTioo, as we had in the lall ; they are chiefly found- 
ed upon a Suppofiiion, that we have not only changed Mea 
but Meafures, which, in my Opinion^ a a Sort of Ijegging 
the QueHioD ; and coolidering what a fmall Number of new 
Members have been introduced into the Adminiltration, and 
ivhat a great Number of the former Aill remain in the molt 
eminent Polls of our Government, it is a QiieAion which, I 
believe, very few will grant. But fuppole this Queftion 
were granted, and that our newMinillers are all fincerc 
Friends to this Bill, it is a llrong Argument for pufhing it 
during this Seflion, becaufe we do not know, but that thefe 
new MinlAers who are Friends to this Bill, for I much 
quenion if all of them are, may be turned out before next 
Seflion ; and fuiely we have more Reafon to expefl bis Ma- 
Jelly's Concurrence in this Bill, whilil there are fome Gentle- 
men in his Councils that will dare to advife him right, than 
we can have after all fuch are removed. 

' Thus, I think. Sir, vvith regard to our Domeilick ASairs, 
there is no Difference in their Circumltanccs, but what h an 
Argument for pulhlng ihis Bill, with at lealt as much Vigour 
in this SelTion as we did in the lall ; and with regard to Fo- 
reign AfTdirs, I Ihall readily grant, they now bear a much 
better Afpeil than they did a 1'welvemonth ago J but ibis, I 
think, is owing fa the uncxpcfled Succtfs of the Queen of 
JJungatys Arms, and to the bad Conduflof the French, much 
more than to any Change in our AdminiAraiion. The ridi- 
culous, I may fay, treacherom Conduft of the Frtuch to- 
wards the King of PruJJta, was the true and original Caufe of 
Jeiacliing him from their Alliance ; The Views of the HaH' 
o-i,£r Minillers being defeated, they became his Friends, fince 
they faw they could not with Safety or Advant.ige l>ecome 
his Enemies ; and the Succeis 0/ the Queen of Hungarji 
Arms having drawn M. MailUhaii away (rom their Frontier, 
left them at Liberty to concert new Piojeils. Thefe Changes 
our old Miniller, with all his Blundering, would, I believe, 
hava taken Advantage of, as well as the new, and might 
perhaps have done it with as great EfFefl, and perhaps with a 
Ul's £\pence to the Nation, than the new have done ; for 
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thd* we have alieady been put to a mocllrous Charge, it An. lE.C^.II,^ 
cannot be faid, that our new Minillers have as yet given any >742- 
Air;ltaiice lo the Qaeen of Jiungary, but what we may fup- 
pofe the former Minilier would, in the Tame Ciicumllaiices, 
have been as ready to give aj they ; Co thai we cannot jultty 
fuppofe oarConduft, urith regard to Foreign Afiairs, to be 
in the leall altered. 

■ But fuppofe. Sir, that our new Miniftefs are to afl in 
(he moll vigorous Manner : Suppofe they are (o involve the 
Nation in a War with France, is this a Rcaron for our de- 
laying to take Care of our owri Liberties } Shall we lacrilice 
our own Liberties for the Sake of preferving the Liberties of 
Eurapt ? Did fuch a Thought ever enter into the Heads of 
our Ancellors ? On the contrary. Sir, we know, that in 
Times of the greateft Foreign Danger, they took Care to 
vindicate their Domeftick Liberty, and never upon that Ac- 
count fcruplcd a Contelt with their Sovereign, if be rcfufed 
to comply with their jull Demands. The memorable Con- 
I tell in King Richard (he Ild't Time, when the French had 
an Army and a Fleet afiually ready to invade the Nation, 
will, and ought to be a Precedent for all future Parliamentd ; 
and the Triennial Bill itfelf was extorted from King H'illiam 
I in the very Heat of a French War. Therefore, the Foreign 
Danger we are In, were it much greater than it is, can be 
no Argument againll our palTing this Bill, even fuppofe we 
were fure of its being rejcfted by his MajeiSy ; but we are fo 
far from being fure of this, that we have no Reafon (o fup- 
pofe it. His Majefly has always (hewn fucb a Regard for 
his Parliaments, and has fo lately given us a Proof of that 
I 'Regard, that we neither can nor ought to fuppofe, he will 
x^eft any Bill which is thought neceffary for fecuring our 
Liberties, not only by the Parliament, but by a great Ma- 
jority of the People. 

' TheCaufeof the Queen of Hungary , Sir, which has 

been To emphatically recommended to us on this Occafion, 

I deferves, I ihall grant, our higheft Regard, I wilh the 

Caufe of her Houfe had been more regarded by us, than it

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lI.pcAces oF the Year, rhoft come to above Six Millions. The 
Nation i) in Delit 48, 915,0001, (which Debt is every Day 
inereaJing) and groans under a heavy Load of Taxes j and 
tho' many Getirlcnien in this Houfe niay not feel the Weight 
of theiti, the Poor daily do, and call aloud for Redrers. 
Thefe are ferioiis Things, and deferve the mature Conlidera- 
tion of Parliament. For my own Part, I ihall always ihinfc 
it my Duty, while I fit here, to oppofe laying on any of 
tny Feijow Subjefl; a greater Burden than ihey are able to 
bear ; and therefore (hall heartily give my Negative to the' 
maintaining fo great a Number of unneceflary Troops. 

Mr Sandyi fpoke as follows. 1 

Sir. 

' I lind. the Gentlemen who oppofe this Quellion care- 
fully, I (hall not fay artfully, drop the prcfjnt Neceffity 
ive arc nnder, and talk only of the Danger and Expence of 
maintaining and keeping up a great Number of Land Forcei, 
and the Inability of the Nation to fupport that Expence. I 
have a! great ati Averfion to a Dumeroun Ibnding Army, kept 
up in Time of Peace, as any Gentleman can have, and fhall' 
readiiy adintt of the Maxim, that a numerous (landing Army, 
kept up in Time of Peace, is abfoJutely inconfillent with the 
Liberties ofGieul Britain. But I h.ive no Averfion to a 
Handing Army in Time of War, however numerous it may 
be, provided it be no more numerous than is neceflary for 
potting a hrippy and fpeedy End to the War ; nor can I 
think, that a numerous Handing Army in Time of War ii 
any Way inconfillent with t\\e L\ben\ei of Great Britain, 
efpccially when a confiderable Part of that Army is fent 3.- 
broad to the Affillance of our Allies, or to carry the War 
into the Bowels of our Enemies Country, in order thereby to 
compel tiiem 10 fubmit fpeedily to reafonable Terras of 
Peace ; for as this is a tradfng Nation, it is our Bufinefs to 
put an End to every War as foon as pollible, tliat we may the 
fooner have an Opportunity to carry on our Commerce with- 
out Interruption. When we happen to be at War with a 
trading Nation, we may. 'tis true, by Means of our Fleet, 
put a fpeedy End to the \v'ar ; becaufc if we conquer them 
at Sea, we may put almoll an entire Slop to their Trade, 
which wdl of courfe ibon force them to fubmit to reafonable 
Terms ; but when we happen to be at War with a Nation 
that docs not much depend upon Trade, we rauft fome Way 
or other employ a Land Army agiinll ihcm, otherwife the 
War niav beetimc eternal ; for we can never do ihem fo much 
Ijarro at bea as they can do us, nor can ue letp any BeneKi 
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by the War, whereas they will be yearly reaping a Benefit An. i6.Cca. ir. 
front it by Means of Eheir Pnvaieers ; lb that unlefs we can 1741- 
fail upon Tome Way of atiacking ihem with a Land Army, 
ihe War mult endure for ever, or we muH at Jaft fubmit to 
purchafe Peace from them upon their own Terras. 

' I would not iherefare, Sir, have Gentlemen conceive 
fuch an utter Averfion to a Land Army, as to refolve never 
(o have or employ fuch an Army upon any Occafion what- 
ever J and if the Land Army now propofed be neceflary for 
Tcftoring Peace to outfelves as well as Europe, theMeafure 
mnft be complied with, however ejtpenfive it may be, how- 
ever unable we may think ourfelves 10 fupport the Expence ; 
for, I hope, we are not yet reduced to Inch Poverty as [o 
fubmit tamely to put on the Chains either of France or Spain. 
I ihall grant, Sir, the Nation ii incomber'd with 3 great 
Load ot Debts, and the People groan under the Burden of 
their Taxes ; but from whence arofe this Load of Debt ? To 
what is this Burden of Taxes owing ? Why, Sir, to the ve- 
T7 Spirit which now prevails, and, I am afraid, always will 
prevail : An univerfal Cry of Poveriy when any Contribu- 
tions arc defired for the publick Service. I believe, it will 
be grantfd, that our Aneeftors in King Williams and Queen 
Jinite^ Wars were as rich as we are now, and that the Na- 
tion was then able to raife yetily as great a publick Revenue 
as it does now. If they had done fo, we Ihould now have 
had no Debts to pay off, nor any Taxes but fuch as might 
be found necelTary for the current Service of the Year ; for 
(he Nation now ruiles more yearly than ever was expended 
in any one Year during either of thofe Wars, ai may eafily 
be computed by any one who confiders the prefent State of 
our publick Revenue. If we reckon the Civil Lift Revenue 
al Soo,oE;a /. the Land and Malt Tax ac z,70o,cico /. and 
the Funds appropriated to the Payment of the P/incipal and 
Intereft of our publick Debt! at about 3,;cio,ooo /. we (hall 
fee, that this Nation now raifcs 6,700,000 /. yearly, which, 
I believe, is equal to the whole publick Charge of any one 
Year of thefe Wars ; at lealt, I am fure, it is a great deal 
more than the publick Charge was d iring that Time row- 
Bianihiti Aims ; and therefore, if llie People in thofe Days 
would have agreed to raife yearly as much as they might 
have done, the annual Revenue would have anfwered the 
annual Charge, and we Ihould now have had neither Interell 
nor Principal to pay to any publick Creditor, and confe- 
(juently might have lieM the Balance of Power in Eanpe 
wiih more Eafe and Steadinefs than we cr.n do at prefent. 
' But fuch, Sir, is [he Humoui of the People in all Coun- 
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An. 16. Ceo. II, tiies and all Ages : Every one 3eCicei to live at Eafe and in 
'741' Safety, bat every one is avcrfe towards contributing his pro- 
portionable Share towards that publkk Expence, which is 
abfolutely neccflury for fecuring iiis Es.Ce and Sately. The 
Bulk of Mankind can (ee no Danger but what is dircflly be- 
fore their Eycj, and eonlequently are unwilling to comribute 
to the Charge of guarding againll a Danger ivhich tbey can- 
not fee ; and as it i^ at all 'I'imeir popular to appear againll 
(axing ut burdening a People, thofe uho fee the Danger too 
often prefer their Love of Popularity to the Love of ihelr 
Country. The D;inger we are in at prefeni is Co near, ihac 
I cannot think, ihtre is one Gentleman in this Houfe that 
Joes not fee it ; The Houfe of Aufiria is the Uialigen of 
Citae Eriiaia ; for if ever that Houfe Ihauld be deDroyed 
by the Flames of a War lighted up by Fraxce and Spam, 
Gteat Britain will certainly be the next, bccaufe we arc 
next in Power. Hdland may be at lall confunied, but thtt 
eld Spanijh Maxim, That the nnly Way to come at Hellaiid 
is to pafs through England, is now well Ifnown both at ihe 
Csurts of Franc! and Spain ; and both thofe Courts are f(D- 
fible, that in order to fubdue fn^/dsi/ they mult iirA reduce 
ihe Koufe of Aitjtria, fo s.% to render it unable to give [hem 
any Diverfion upon the Continent.

ought therefore to be, it is molt reafonably, the Cry all over 
Britain, and in every Mati's Mauih that is not blinded or 
bialTtd by foiiie private View^of Interefl, Ambition, 01 Re- 
I'entment. That this Nation will be the next Sacrifice to 
(he Ambition of France is apparent, no: only from the R«a- 
fon of Thing?, but from the Behaviour of Fraitct immedi- 
ately before the Death of the late Emperor. Can we have 
already forgot their fending their Squadrons to the U't/i-Ia- 
dies? Can we now doubt of the Orders thofe Squadrons had, 
or thac they would not have put thoTe Orders in Execution, if 
the Hurricanes and Storms ihey met wish, together with the 
excellent Difpofition made hy our Admiral then in rhe tftjl- 
hdiii, had not difabled them from attempting the Scheme 
they had proje£led ? Can we espefl ihat Spain will (ubmit 
to reafonable Terms of Peace with us, whilit (he fees us fo 
indolent or fo cowardly as not to dare to oppofe or interrupt 
her Schemes of Corqueft in Iiah ? Can ive hope that clie 
Frenih will not join openly with her againit os, after they 
have reduced tlie Qiieen of Unngaiy to their Terms, and 
modelled out Eun^e to their Liking ? Can any Man balacee 
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in tie lead which to chufe, to enter into a War with Francs Aa. t6. Ceo. It, 
and Spain, whim the Fate of Earopt is yet in Surpencc, and 
wc may depend upon the AlIillancB of many, perliaps moll 
of the Potentates thereof, or to enter into a War wiih thoic 
two powerful Monarchies after they have made thcnifelves 
Made rs or at leaft Arbiters of Eurefi ? Sir, it is not the 
Caufe of the Queen of Hungary alone I am now pleading : 
It h the Caufe oS Great Britain as well as hers. If it had 
not been for the Accident uf (be Emperor's Death, we Ihould 
have had France as well ai Spain a declared Enemy long be- 
fore this Time, We had fo much negieiled, deferred, and 
difobliged that Prince, that France thought (he might depend 
Upon his not giving us an/ Afliflance, and therefore ihe was 
preparing to declare War againll us, or lo aft in fuch a Man- 
ner as might oblige us to declare againlt her. But the Acci- 
dent of that Prince's Death made her fuFpend her Meafutes 
with Regard to us, and the Behaviour of theliingof/'i&^a, 
with the Obllinacy of the Court of I'icana, in which the/ 
were too much encouraged by us, foon convinced her, that 
flie had now got the long look'd for Opportunity of reducing 
the Power of her anlient Rival, the Houfe oi jiujlria. Thu ' 
Charaflet of our then Adniiniilration was fuch, that fhe had 
Renfon to think fhe might be able to cajole us, tjll Ihe had 
perfefled her Schemes upon the Continent of Europe, and 
that then fhc might with more Safety and greater Certainty 
of Succefs refume thole Mcafures with regard to us, which 
fhe had fufpended upon the Accident of the Emperor's 
Death ; I fay fufpended, for no Man in his right Senfes will 
fuppofe, they were either altered or laid alide. By the Isle 
Change in the Adminlltration, I hope Ihe will find heifelf dif- 
appoiniedas to us: ihe cannot now hope being able to cajole 
our Adminillration, and, I hope, Jhc will find herfcif as little 
able to cajole the Nation. So far as I am able, her molt 
fecret Views Ihall be laid open to the People of Great Bri- 
tain, and from thence, I hope, they will be convinced, 
that in fupporiing the Caufe of the Queen of Hangaty they 
fupport their own, that in alTilting to cAiii^guilh the Fire 
which now threatens Deftruftion to her, they may, and, I 
hope, will extinguiih thofe Flames which would certaitily 
next confume ihemfelves. 

' From what I have faid. Sir, the NecefTity of our enter- 
ing into the War mult appear. If the French and Spa- 
niardi do nOt depart from llteir prelent ambilioui Schemes, 
and efpecially, if ihe latter do not ag'ec lu do us Juliice 
with regard to our Navigation and Commerce in the Amc- 
Then Sea:> ive mult enter into the War, or we muA fub-

'74I' and the Eajl Indus ; and from Spain in the H'ejl Indiii. 

In a Cafe of fuch preffing Neceflity, I am furprifed to hear 
Gentlemen talk of the Poverty of the Nation, or iu Inabi- 
lity to fupport (uch a necelTary War. I hope there are no 
Foreigners in our Gallery, or if there are, that they may 
roc believe what fuch Gentlemen fay. Af leaft, I hope, 
it will not be believed at any Foreign Court in Euiofe ; for 
if it were, ic would encourage the Enemies of publiclc 
Liberty to perfilt in the Profecution of their ambitious and 
tyrannical Schemes ; and it would dilhearlen the Friends of 
publick Liberty fo as to prevent their entering into any Mea- 
furea with us for its Prsfervation. Therefore, if thofe Gen- 
tlemen have really fuch a contemptible Opinion of their 
Country's Ability, I with they would keep it to themfelves, 
becaufe, I am fure, they can do no Service by publilhing 
it ; for by endeavouring bravely to preferve the Liberties of 
Europe, and fuccumbing in the brave Attempt, we cnn be 
in no worfe Condition than we (hall be by fitting Hill, and 
lamely looking on till we fee them overwhelmed. If we 
.null becomes Prey to our Enemies whenever they fhall 
pleafe 10 attempt making us fo, the leaner we are, the lefs 
worth their while will (hey think it to m.ike the Attempt ; 
for few Conquerors ever thought of conquering a Country 
where nothing was to be expefled but broken Bones ; and 
therefore, 1 think, we do better, and lliall be in Icfs 
Danger by emaciating ourfdves ftill further in makings 
brave Defence whilll we have (ome View of Succefs, thaa 
by battening in Eafe and Tranquility till oi;r Enemies have 
put it out of our Power to defend ourfelves with any tolera- 
ble View of Soccef). 

• But thank God ! Sir, our Matters are not yet come to 
this Pafs : We have ftill many and great Refoorces : We 
have many rich Men amor.gli us ; and from the Nature of 
our Conftiiution, and the Regard that has always been Ihcwn 
to Parliamentary Faith, we Ihall have the Treafures of 
all the money'd Men in Europe at our Service. Thefe will 
fiill enable us to carry on a vigorous War for many Years; 
and I wonder to hear Gentlemen of many Hundreds, nay 
Thoufands a Year, who pay but Four Shilling?, perhaps but 
Two Shillings in the Pound, to the publick Service, for fecur- 
ing their Enjoyment of the oiher i6 or iS ; I fayi -I wonder 
' to hear fuch Gentlemen complaining of the Poverty and In- 
ability of their Country. Would not ihey, would not any 
Man of common Senfe give the [6 Shillings for tbc 
publick Service, raihei than fubjefl the Whole to the at- 
1 ' ■ ' hmuf 
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ijtrary wiii of a Frf neb Manatch ? [i 
grant, they would be obliged to difmih many of the Foot- '7i'- 
men. Coachmen, Cooks and other Men iiervanis ihcy now 
keep foi Pomp or Shew ; but fiich FelloKS could not wane 
Biifmers, far mol) of them would make excellent Recruits 
for our Army and Navy ; and if mounted upon their Ma- 
tters Coach Horfes, they would make good Dragoons, or if 
mounted upon their running, riding, or hunting Horfes, 
they would make line //a^ri for diltrefTing the Armies of 
our Enemy. Thefe Things, 'tia true, ace difmal for a mo- 
dern poli:e Gentleman to chink of, but ihey arc what, I 
hope, every Gentleman in Englaitd would frankly fubmit 
(0, rather than fee himfelf and his Country enflaved by a- 
ny foreign Power whadoever. 

* We ate therefore fat from being in fuch poor or def- 
perace Circumllancea as have been re'prefenled in this De- 
bate, and as to what wife Men may have faid, that if ever 
England Ihould rail'e above live Millions a Year Hie mull he 
ruined. Experience has fhewn the contrary ; for we have 
raifed above five Millions a Year for this forty Years, and 
are not yet ruined : Nay the Nation would have been in the 
mod flouriftiing Circumlhnces, if a right Ufe had been 
made of the Money raifed yearly, and proper Care taken to 
protcfl and improve our Trade. In a Country where the 
Laiul Revenue is reckoned to amount to twenty Millions a 
Year, and the Revenue of the trading and money'd People 
to at leaft three Time^ as much, it is, in my Opinion, ri- 
diculous to fay, chat fuch a Country cannot fpare to taife 
five Millions a Year for the publick Charge without ruin- 
ing itfelf. I am far from fuppoUng, that if our publick 
Debts were once paid oS, it would be iiecefTary for us to 
raife fuch a Sum yearly for our ordinary Expence ; but up- 
on extraordinary Occafions we might certainly raife that 
Sum, and a great deal more i and ch^reforf, ifthofe wile 
Men mean any Thin^, they mult mean, that England will 
be ruined by a bad Government, if it fhould ever be un- 
der fuch an un frugal one, as to make the raiGng of above 
five Millions a Year nectiTary for defraying the ordinary 
Expence of the Government in Time of Peace. In this I 
Ihail agree with thofe wife Men, becaufe fuch a ridiculous 
Government, if it continued for any Time, would ruin us 
by its bad Condufi, as well as by ili Prorufion of the pub- 
lic!; Treafure. But is this the Cafe at prcfent f Can it be 
faid, the Government defires five Millions a Yiar, or much 
above the Half of th.n Sum for its ordinary Occafions ? VVe 
are aSually engaged in one War, and like to be engaged in 
I ai)Qtber 
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An. i6- Cbo. II. another of a much more dangerous and expenilve Na- 
>'4!- tare : We mull provide for both ; and this makes fuch 
large Grants neceffary as are now required ; fo that thii 
Opinion, were it right in every Particular, is no Ways a 
plicable to the prefent Cafe. 

' I hope that Gentlemen are now convinced, that it ii 
nbfalutely neceflary for ui to interfere fo far in the prefen 
Troubles of Eurofi, as to prevent its being in the Power' 
of Frame and Spain to diAate to all the other Powers upo: 
the Continent ; and from what I have faid. Sir, I ho;^ 
Genilemen will have the Pleafure of being convinced, that 
we are not yet reduced to fuch a defpicable Condition as hai 
been reprefented, but that we may (bill make a Figure i 
Eumfii, and by a right Conduf) and vigorous IWeafures forci 
the moil daring to limit or defert their ambitious Schames o: 
Tyranny and Oppreflion, For this Purpofe it was ahfo 
lately neceiTary for his Majefty to form an Army upon ihi 
Continent, and it is neceffary to keep that Army there, til, 
we have accomplilhed thofe Views that are fo falLitar)^ for ourl 
own Prefervation. as well as for the Prefervation of Europe, 
and our antient and moll certain Ally, the Houfe of Au- 
Jlria. I fay moft certnin, Sir, becaufe there is no one 
Prince in Eurspi, whofe Intereft can fo eonftantiy and fo] 
ini'ariably coincide with the Iniercll of Great Britain, 
that of the Houfe of Anfiria. Even the Dutch we cannoi 
naturallj' be fo lure of; becaufe many Difputes may ari 
between them and us, about Trade and Navigation, or theyj 
may conceive Jealoufy of our naval Power ; but betweei 
the Houfe of Auflria and U! no Conteil of any Confequence, 
no Jealoufy can ever happen, uniefs one or other be influ- 
enced by foreign, weak, or wicked Counfels. Can we 
defert fuch an Ally in the Time of fuch Danger ? Is it not 
our Inierefl to prcferve her Power as entire as poflible ? Her 
own Arms has already dnne a great deal : Let us aflift herj 
to do the relL Hit Msjelly has refolved to do fo : In this 
he is ftconded by the Voice of his People ; and, I hope, 
upon this and every like Occafion, he will find himfelf fe 
conded by ihe Voice of his Parliament.

Sir, 
Mr Bar.cE. ' Tho' the Hon. Gentleman who opened this DebataJ 

was pleafed lo rcll u?, that the Number of Troops for each 

relpeiiive Service was the only Queflion that could properly 

come ihis D-iy before us, jet 1 muft beg his Pardon for 

. thinking ih.^t ilie Q^aii[um of the Suni di'Riatided for each, 

it 
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is a Qucdion which ought Itkewife upon (his Occafion to An. 
hive been biought under CoalideratJ^Jii ; and it (he ElU- 
males had been diA refeired to a I'eleA Committee, accord- 
ing to the Method which has been often ptopofed, and I 
wiJh ivere put in Praftice, I believe, fomc very material 
Objections might have been found to feveral of the Articles 
in each particular Ellimate. As this has not been done, it 
ii not to be e.xpefled that Gentlemeu fhould enter parti- 
cularly into this Queltion i but in general I mull obfcrve, 
(bat we have always had, and have now too great a Number 
of Oiiicei'S in our Land Army, and a much greater Number 
than is afual io any Country of Europe except Fraud, where 
their Officers coft them very little ; for their Colonels are 
generally Men of Fortune who fpend their own Ellares in 
ide Service of their Country, and the Pay of their Subal- 
lerns is hardly equal to that of our Serjeants and Corporals. 
Then as to our Maiines, tho' they are really- as properly 
marching Regiments as any other in our Service, the form- 
ing ttym into Regiments was at firlt abfolutely wrong, and, 
1 (cmember, was (Irongly objected to * ; but Gnce ihcy are 
lo remain a Burden upon us, 1 ihinLc, we ought to make it 
3s light as poflible, by ridding ourfelves of all the Field-Of- 
liccrs and Captains, and elpecially their particular Payma- 
fter, who has a Salary, which, I am furc, it is not neceffary 
for the Publick to pay, let them be concinu>:d in what Shape 
you will. It may be faid, that this Salary is paid out of 
the Deduflions ufually made on that Account fiom all (he 
Regiments in our Service ; but now we have fuch a great 
Number of Forces ori foot, I hope oor Miniilers are more 
frugal than to give the Whole to the Paymaller : I hope 
they do with him, as has been done, ever iince Cramiveiri 
Time, with (he Paymaller of the Navy, which is to allow 
him a certain Salary, and apply the Surplus to the poblick 
Service. 

• With Regard to our Maiine Paymaller, Sir, I really do 
not know whether his Salary be paid out of [hefe Dedufli- 
ons, or out of the 45CO I. charged in this Eftimaie for Con- 
tingencies ; but let it come fiom whence it will, it is paid 
by, and may be faved to the Publick. by having our Marines 
paid either by thcTrcafurer of the Navy, or the Paymaller 
of our Forces ; and as the Gentleman who now mail worth!* 
ly fills the latter Poll f , would not, 1 am fure, defire to fmk 
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fo.li. in bis own Pocket fuch a large Sum of publick Money a a 
tiitfe Dcduitions now amount lo, being above 4O,0po 1. a 
Year, I think an Account of tlvcm, if (hey are llill made, 
ought to be laid yearly before Parliamenc. As I am upon 
this Subjecl, I mull likewife lake Notice of the Saving that 
h»3 certainly been lately msdf, by the great Number of 
Officers and Soldiers that were kill'd, or died in the We/? 
Jadlti. In ordinary Cafes, Sir, ihi? Sort of Saving is not 
worth [tie while of Parliaments to inquire into ; but when 
Regitnenis ire, I may (ay, Occidiani acciji, and fuch a long 
Time before ihey are or can be recruited, this Saving mull 
become (o confiderable as to be well worth the Parliament's 
while to inquire into it ; ffpeci.illy confidering the dange- 
rous Ufe that may be maije by a Minifter, Of fuch large 
Sums, when left to hii arbitrary Difpafal, as mud be evi- 
dent ID every Gentleman who hnii read the Reports left laH 
Seffion • upon out Table. 

' Thefe Things I have thrown out. Sir, only to Ibew, 
that we ought to have another QacHion now under our Con- 
fideration, beftde that Tingle one, of the Number of Troops 
p tops fed ; and likewife to manifell to you, how neceflary it 
is to refer (he Ellimatea Ijid before us yearly to a feleft 
Commiiiee, before we take them into our Confideratlon in 
this Committee of the whole Hoiife ; for if we are obiig'd 
to enter into the War now carrying on in Ccinanj, as the 
uimoit OEconomy and Fnigility wi[i bencctfldry, [ hope 
this will be the Praflice of every future Seffion ; and if we 
once begin it, I believe, wc fliall foon find good Reafon for 
never laying it alide. 

' Now, Sir, with Regartl to the other Q;iellion, that, I 
mean, relating to the Number of Troops ptopoftd to be 
tept up f"f each relpcflive Service, I iliall firll confider the 
Queilion in general, and, 1 believe, every one will grant, 
that for carrying on the War againft ^/ai«, we have no Oc- 
cafion, nor ought we to keep up fuch a Number of Land 
Forces, even fuppofjng wewere in as free and as prafperous 
n Siiuation as ever this Nation coold boall of; therefore by 
fuch a great Number of Troops being propofed, and efpeei- 
ally by our fending a great Number of iheni ko F/anden, I 
muK fuppofe, that we are to become Sharers in the Wat 
now carrying on in Girmany, not only by fending our Mo- 
ney, but alfo by fending our Troops tiiither, and confe- 
q^uentljf the Matter now before us will turn chitfly upon

for us \o enter (o deeply into the War ? The Dttirminalion 
oF which ii not pretended, even by thofe wha have fpoke in 
Favour ot' the Motion, (:□ be fojnded upon any immediate 
and apparent Dinger, but upon ApprelKiiriaiUiof a Danger 
we may herealter be c.vpded lo. 

' Apprehcrifions, Sir, are of divers Soils : There are real 
and well grounded Apprehenfioni, there are imaginary Ap- 
prehenlions, and ihere arc vain and ndiculousApprchenlions ; 
■nd I very much fufpeft, that upon a llri£t anJ impanial 
Examination, (he Apprehenlions we are now terrified with, 
will appear to be of the laft Sort. Surely we do not ima- 
gine, that all the olhfr Nations of Europe, except this, are 
iond of putting on the Yoke of France, and therefore if 
none of them will join with us in fupponing the Queen of 
Hungary, roth Kitibu!, as we fecin rtiolv'd to do, we mult 
fuppofe, cither' that all the rell oi Europe are dull, or ihac 
we are mad. Ic is fomething amazing to fee the Mir.ds of 
fome amongft os lb very much altered in fo fiiorl a 'I'ime. 
When the late Emperor died, and the Queen of Hungary, 
his Succeflbr, was attack'd by the King of Pru'ff.a, we 
were fo bttic afraid of the ambi-uous Views of Fiance, that 
we feemed to encourage her in her Obflinacy with regard 
to frajjsa, in order to draw her into a Scheme, winch wan 
certainly formed fomewhcie, for llrjpping that young Mo- 
narch of a great Part of bis Dominions. Whereas, if we 
had at that Time been afraid of France, we lliould have ad- 
vifed, and infilled upon her giving Satisfaftion lo the King 
tX Prujjia, in order to draw him into a Confederacy, which 
be otFered, for getting the Duke of Lorrnia chofen Emperor, 
and for guarantying all the relt of the Jujlrian Dominions in 
the Terms of the Pragmaiid SanSiion. This would have 
prevented its beirtg in (he Power of Fr/zacc lo form any 
Schemes, and if it had been done. I am perfuaded, no 
French Army would ever have entered Germany, nor would 
ihc filcftor of Bei'varia either have been chofen Emperor, 
or have declared War againli rba Queen of Hungary. But 
by oor Schemes at that Time, we forced the King of Praf- 
Jia, contrary to his Inclination, into an Alliance with 
Fiar.ce, and thereby enabled and encouraged them to form 
s!l ihofe Deligns they have fiiice eoticavaured to carry into 
Execotion againft the Queen of Hungary axiA the Liberties 
ai Grrmanj : Nay, we joined with France in one of the 
■chief of them, which was that of gdtir.g the Eleflor of Ea- 
t/aria chnt'cn Enipcror -, and we gave no Obftruflion lo the 
Sfaniardi ia\ixa ^fA Attack upon the Queen ot Hungaiy 
in Italy. 
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. II. ' Thus, when [he Queen of Hungary was in the gfeate: 
Danger; When Eurepi wai in the gtCdlcit Danger, we 
feemed to have no Dread of the Defigns of Fravct ; bui now 
when the K'mgoi PmJ/ia has been provokud hi (he Haugh- 
tinefs, and I believe, che Treachery of ihe Freich Gene- 
rals, todefert iheir Alliance, and when the Queer of Wan- 
gaiy, by her good Condufl, both in Germany and Jla!y, has 
by he rfelf repelled her Enemies upon every Side, and oblig- 
ed them to oiTer Peace upon the moderaie Terms of uli pajji- 
4tlh, we have conceived moll terrible Apprehenfions of the 
ambitious Defigna at France. Sir, this Change in our Way 
of thinking, and thefe pretended Apprehcnfions, are lb evi~ 
dently without any avowed Foundation, that there muli be 
fomethlng in Petro, there mull be lome fecret Caufe which 
it is not fit the World, or at lead the Brlii^ World Ihould 
[le m^de acquainted with. The happy Events of thefe lafl 
i6 at [8 Months, and the Terms offered by the French laft 
Summer, have fo much altered the State of Things in Eu- 
rope, and have To clearly manifdUd, that the French bavv 
at prefiDt no Defignj againll the Liber ties of Earsjie, that 
whatever we do, or attempt to do now, cannot be laid to be 
for the Support of the Queen of Hungary, but for extending 
her Power and leflening the Power of Fiancs. I fliall gram, 
that both thefe Things are very defiraiile, but cunfidcring 
out Circumllnnces I cannot grant, that this is a proper Time 
for lis to make the Attempt, or that we can ri-afonably hope:, 
by ourfelves alone, lo fucceed in it. It may be laudable, it 
xmy be even prudent fora Man in good Health to undertake 
difiiciilt and dangerous Expeditions ; but after he has been 
emuciated by a tedious confumptive Fever, he ihould content 
himlelf with lltting at home, and thinking only of Self-de- 
(•■nce, till his Vigour be lellored, and his Health re-ellabliJh- 
ei. If we had done fo, we might have been both Ihong 
and healthful long before this Time ; but we have been play- 
ing the Knight Errant of Europe for many Years paft : Nay 
we have been doing whit tvtn Dan ^ixol hirofelf never 
thought of: We have been fettiiig up Windmills, in order to 
knoci; them down again. Prom the Year 1 7 14 to the Year 
tjjto, we put ourfelves to a monHious Charge, snd involved 
ourfelves in a War with Spain, in order to increafe the Power 
oftheHoufe o^ Aufiria, which we then fa id theTreatyof 
Vfrrnht had left too feeble in Italy : From the Year 1720, 
till very near the Time of the late Emperor's Death, we put 
ourtetves to a vail Ex^jcnce in pulling down the Power of the 
Houfc of Avftr':a, and raifing the Power of the Houfe of 
Bsiirhan, tho' one of the Branches of that Houfewas, during 
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whole Time of ih'u our Knight Errantry in its Favour, An. i'. Gro.ir. 

infulling and hiKting us in ihe moll lender Pan. By ihis ''*^.' 

Condufl the Pnwer o( the Houfe of Beurbon has indeed been 
raifed to a dangernus Heigh: ; and now wc are lo Involve 
ourfeives in new Evpence and Danger, in order to pul! down 
this Windmill we have railed, tho' like a reil Windmill, it 
can do ui no Damage, if we do not approach too near ii. 

' As the Power of the Houfe of BsurBan, cfpeeially con- 
£dering the prelenc Union of the two Branches, (which Uni- 
on was reitored and cemented by our late Deligns againU ihc 
Houfe of jfuflriaj is certainly greater than is confillcnt with 
the Safely of Eurcpt, it is very eafy. Sir, for a warm Ima- 
gination to raife that Power up into a hideous Phantom ; and 
when the War iirll broke out in Gcrmaiy, when the Queen 
of Hungary was forced to retire to Prrjbiiurgh, and her Ca- 
pital in Danger of being befieged, all the Terrors we have 
been frightned with in this Debate, had then fome Founda- 
tioo : At that Time we feemed to fit unconcerned, and even 
then we had more Reafon to be fo than any of our Neigh- 
bours ; for if Fraiff had taken that Opportunity, contrary 
10 her exprefs Declaration, to propofe any AccefTion to her 
own Power, either by the Ceffion of the AuOrian Neihtr- 
land:, or any of the Gcraan Principalities upon the Rbini, it 
would certainly have alarmed the 2)u/r4 and all the Princei 
of Germany : Even the Emperor himielf would have refenled 
fuch a Breach of Faith, and would have been ready to re- 
concile himfelf at any Rate with the Queen oi Huigary, in 
order to form a Confederacy with the Duuk againft Fraitci. 
They would then have been folliciiing our Affiiiancc, inllead 
of our being reduced by our Knight Errantry to the Ne- 
ceffity of folliciiing theirs ; for this will always be the Cafe, 
whilft we are the (it&. to take the Alarin, and to involve oar- 
felves in a War with France on Account of prcferving the 
Balance of Power. 

• For this Reafon, Sir, even at the Beginning of the War, 
vhen the Liberties of £«ri!p< were in the grfatell Danger, 
and the Queen ai Hungary in (he greatcH Diltrefs, it was 
rone of our Bufmefs to enter ai Principals into the War, un- 
lefs [he Dutch and others Powers of Eviofti equally con- 
cerned with us, iiad agreed to do the fame. And fuppofe, 
that they had been ail blind to theit own Inteicll and Safety, 
that Franct had thereby got an Opportunity to mode! out 
Gtrtnam and lla/t to her own Liking, and to lake the jfu- 
Jlrian Ntthrriajidi to herfelf : Supjiole thai the Dutih for the 
Sake of getting home their 'J'roops, had fubinilted, ard that 
all the Pi til CCS of G/r^anv and //ii^ had (or ;hat i loie at 
U 3 . IsHi 
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An, ifl.Gto. II. leaft found ihemfilwes under a NeceiSly of fubmilting (otitis 
i74i< new frc'ic/j Model i can we iaypoi't. tbey unuld all have 

been re:illy liitisfy'd with it : Can we fuppofcfihe)' wrmid not 
iinve taken the tiiH OpportuniC)' !□ fiee tliemftlves from the 
Yoke they had by their Blindnefi brought themfelves undet i 
frame mult then have kept Gairiibns and Armies both ia 
Germany and hah <o have piefervcd thia loiccd Subniiflian, 
or (he mull have left them at Liberty to tebel as Toon as ihey 
found an Opponunily. Jn cither Cafe, c^n iie ftppcfe, that 
ihe could have dilbinded her Land- Annies i.i order to en- 
creafe her naval I'orce, To as to render herfeU' fupenor to ua 
at Sea ? Can we fuppofc, that upon her iirii Breach with us, 
the Dutch, the Empire, and perhaps Spain itfelf, or alleaft 
molt of the Princes in lialy, would not hare tiiken that Op- 
portunity 10 Bnite together for freeing ihenilelvts from the 
Yoke: Sir, it is my Opinion, th.it the Ambiiion of /ranw 
can never deprive us cf a powerful Atli.mce upon the Con- 
tinent, if ever we lliould be uiijiilily atiack'd by her : It is 
our ovMn Coodud only can deprive us of fueh an Alliance : If 
upon one Hand we Ihould appear fo indoleiil or ur.lleady, 
that none of the Powers upon ibc Continent could put any 
Tiull in Qur Counfeis, tliis might prevent their involving 
themfelves in a War upon our Account : We might (hen 
have Reafon to coroplaio, as we did upon our Breach with 
Spain, of our having no one Ally in the World. On the 
Other Hard, if we Ihould (hew outfelves too bufy, and pte- 
tend lodiiftate to the other Powers ai Europe, in Affairs we 
bad really nothing to do with, or perhaps but very little, 
this might render them cool to our Intereft : They might 
even rejoice to fee us a little bumbled. Since] am upon 
this Subjefi, I mull mer.tion another Sort of ConduA, which 
not only may deprive us of AITillance from any of our Allies 
upon the Continent, but alfo tender our bell and moll na- 
tural Friends jealous of us, and that is our [hewing too great 
an Attachment to the Intereft of the Eltfloraie ol //antirr, 
and a Keadinefs tj enter into any Scheme for enlarging the 
Dominions or purf'jing the, Refentment of that Eleftorate. 

' J hope. Sir. ihcie is nothing ot this ac the Bottom of 
our prcfeiit Meafures ; but, I am afraid, fome of the Princes 
tii Qctmany, and perhaps the ZJu/f^ too, have aSufpicioQ of 
it t and this makes ihem fo fhy of joining with us in any 
Scheme for reducing the exorbitant Power of /Vii'.ff. This 
I am furc of, that unlefs the Dulcb and the Kinpjre, as a 
Body, join heariilv with us, we cannot in common Prudence 
propofe to undertake it. It is by much too dangerous for 
US, in QUI pr[|i:ntCirCHiiiiUiM:ESi to undertake fuch aScheme. 
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with thefole <^nillance of the Queen oT IlaHgary; anti as tliCAn, 
brtHcb have olFiTeJ (o witlidraw their Troops out of Get- 
many, and 10 leave ihe Queen of Hungary in Poffeffion of all 
the Dominions llie ^as poflciTeJ of at the Beginning of [lie 
War, except what Ilie has jitlded up by our Mediation and 
at our Requeft, I can fee.no Rcnfon we had for fending our 
Troops 10 Tlanden, much Icfj for keeping them [here, and 
Jlill a great deal lefs for taking fuch a Body of Haiio--vi! iam in- 
to our Pay ; for by the Eltimates prcfcnted to ui laft Friday, 
[ S« p. 35.] ive now fee, that tliofeW«TOi'«M'ni» Troops have 
neither been lent there, nor are to be kept there, at the Ex- 
pence of that Eleftotate. Nay, I cannot as y el find, that 
tlie Ele.lorate is, ai its own E.vpcnce, to give any Afiilknce 
either lo ua or the Queen of Hungary, no not even the 40CO 
Men which it Hands engaged to furnilli her wiih by the Gua- 
ranty of ibn PragmalickSanilio'i \ (», that if any War be 
earned on for inereafing the Power of ihe Houfe of Auftiia 
at iheExpence of franc:, it muft be almoli entirely at our 
Charge ; for confidering how the Queen o{ U angary i Do- 
minions iiave been exhauiled, wc cannot iinagine, that flieii 
able to bear any tolerable Share of it. 

' The Charge, Sir, will confequently fall fo heavy upon 
thii Nation, that, were our Circumllances much better than 
ihey are, nothing but the greatell and moil imminent Danger 
JhOLild tempt us to undertake it ; and this is far from being 
the Cafe as the Affairs of £ttic^c (land at prefent. I liave 
already lliewn, that had France fticceeded in the fondelt and 
highell WiQies die could have at the Beginning of the War, 
this Nation could have been in no great Danger from her ut- 
moll EfForls. fn the Reign of Richard II. ive defptfed her 
Aiiempts by Sea, tho' (he was then in Poflelijon of, or at 
lealt had in Alliance uith her, all the Seventeen Provinces of 
the Ncikerlandi, and we no one Ally upon the Continent to 
make a Oiverfion in our Favour. In Queen Eiiaabtlh'i 
Time, we withlliiod the Attempts of France and ^pain, tho' 
ihe latter by itfelf alone was at that Time really fupetiorrous 
in naval Force ; and can we now be fa lerrily'd with the Ap- 
prehenfions of the French, when we have fuch a naval Force, 
lh%t France and Spain together could not, with a ten Yeats 
uninterrupted Preparaiion, ht out fuch a naval Force a^ would 
be fuperior to ours. But fuppofe we ever had Reafon for 
fuch Apprehenfions, they are now removed by (he Offers of 
Peace which Frann has made, and the Way to renew them 
will be by undertaking a Scheme which neither the Queen of 
IJwgary nor we can execute ; for it we Ihould fail in the 
Kxecuiion, efpecinlly if out Armie; (hoald happen to meet 

with 
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An. i6. Gto. Il.wlih a fignal Defeat, it will rekindle tht Waj mGirmatiy 
1741. „it]) greater Fury than ever, and if Fraici never had before, 

(he will ihen begin to conceive Hopes of beirg able to modri 
Eatape to her own Liking, and to lake whai Part of it (he 
pleafes to herfell. This may be ihe Confequence of Pur en- 
couraging the Qneen of //Hn^ary to refufe the Terms that 
have been oiFer'd ; and after our being exbaiilted by a bloody 
and expenfive Wnr upon the Continent, it would be more eafy 
for Frizn^ Co get iheSuperiority ofusacSea, than Ic could 
have been had we never engaged in any fuch War. 

' In my Opinion therefore. Sir, the greateft Danger we 
can have at prefent, is that which may arife from our engag- 
ing either as Principals or Auxiliaries in the War, and there- 
by encouraging the Queen of Haa^ary 10 refufe the Term* 
that have been offered, and to form Projefls of making Con- 
quells from France by the Aflillance we are to give her. It 
may be true. Sir, that before the late Emperor's Death, the 
Frenih had refolved 10 declare in favour of the SfaniarJj a- 
gainjt us, or to behave in fuch a Manner as to provoke us, if 
It was then pofTible, to declare againA them. It may be true, 
that the Squadron! they fent to the ll'ifl Imlhi had Orders to 
join with the Spaniards in an Attack upon our liland of 
Jamaica ; but 1 have a Sufpicion, they had Encouragement 
from Tome People here to make that Attempt, and an Aflu- 
rance that if they could make ihemfclves Madera of that 
Hand, the Nation would rot be at the Experce of carrying 
on a War againll the joint Power of Franci and Spain for its 
Recovery. I believe, both they and their Friends here 
would have found themfelves difappointed in their Expefla- 
tions i and the Difappointment and Difiionour they met with 
in that Expedition, muft convince them, how vain it will be 
for them to form any Defigns againll us, till they can render 
themfelves fuperior at Sea, which, I am perfuaded, they will 
not attempt for feveral Years to come, becaufe, 1 believe, 
their CofTcrs have been fo drained by the prefentWar, that they 
will not be able, in many Vears, to fpare fuch vail Sums a) 
will be neceffary for preparing a Navy fuperior to the Navy 
C^ England \ and if they had the Ships and all other Ma- 
terials, they would iind it difiicult to man them, either with 
Sailors or Soldiers fit for the Purpofe. If they fhould attack 
us before their having fuch a Fleet ready, and we (hould con- 
fine ourfelves to our own Element, without wafting our 
Strength in romamick Expeditions upon the Continent and 
maintainirhg numerous Land Armies, we (hould be Gainers 
by the War, by dcftroyiog their Plantations and palling an 
entire Stop to their Trade, and theieb/ ridding ouifelvei of 
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our greatell Rival in ManufaAurcs and Cominerce ; Co thaC An. leoeo. 
I don't know, but it would be one of the gtesteli Fawoun '^4*- 
ihe FrtBch could do u! to provoke uj to a Sea- War, and one 
of the grcatert Injuries we can do ouffelvei, is, to engage 
without Necefiity in an cxpenfive Land one ; and as the 
French want nothing now, bat to be quiet, we can be order 
DO fuch Neceffity at prefent. 

■ Having thus. Sir, direufTcd tbc Point of Neceffity, nnd 
ftienn, ihai all the ApprehenCons wecin, with any Shadow 
of Reafon, be ffightned with, mull aiife from our engaging 
in the War, and not from our firting ilill, give me Leave to 
fay fomething with regard lo our Abilities. I dial) readily 
admit. Sir, that if it were abfolutely neceflary Jbr us to en- 
gage in War : If Arms were of one Side and Chains of the 
other, I Hiould be for flying to Arms, let our Circumllaticei 
be never fo deplorable : I Ihould be for our pawning or part- 
ing with every Thing but our Arms ; but this is far from be- 
ing the Cafe, and as our People are already fo burdened with 
Taxes, and all thofe Taxes mortgaged for the Payment of 
old Debt), we ought not to engage in any War without an 
apparent and immediate Neceffity. To guard againl) lemote 
Dangers, and fuch as can be fnggefled only by a «ery fruit- 
ful Imagination, i^, in my Opinion, very far from being a 
good Reafun for our engaging in any War under our prefent 
Circumftancei, We have, 'tis true, as yet many Rcfources, 
but iroft of tbem are fuch as we never ought, nor, I hope, 
ever will have Recourfe to, unlefs wc be obliged to £ghc 
fra jirii £3" Facii. 

' I am far from fuppofmg, that we have not yet many 
Refources for carrying on a oeceffary War, and for profecut- 
ing it with Vigour for fevetal Years, if it were to be carry'd 
on hy Sea, or in a Country where we could from hence pro- 
vide our Armies with all Sorts of Necefiarics, Even the 
War we now feem inclined to engage in, at Icalt we have 
put ourfelves to a monftrous needlefs Expence, if we are not ; 
I fay even this War we might find Credit and Fonda 10 fup- 
port, if this were our only Confid era lion. As our publick 
Credit is yet in a flourifhing Condition, I belitve, we might 
find Money to borrow, and might find Funds for fecunng 
the Repayment of that Money ; but in the pefcnt Cafe thia 
is not our only Confideration. As al! our Troops, both Nati- 
onal and Foreign, muft be provided for in a dilUnc Coun- 
try, wemuft fend out fuch vail Sums of Money, ihac, lam 
L aliaid, our Balance of Trade will not anfiver our Draughts, 

I and if ic does not, the Deficiency mud be made good out of 

I our National Stock of Gold and Silver, which may in a few 

r Ycari dtain us fo much of our tcady Specie, that we (hall 
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An. iS. Coo.n. cot Iiave enoDgTt to orculace the va(l Sums of Paper Cred 
'74^- we have now current aiimiigll us ; and as ioon as this happeni 
ic will put an End lo our Credit bolh publicic and piivaie^ 
This may happen before we can put an End to ihe Wa 
upon any honourable Terms, and wherever it docs, \ve mu^ 
put an End to the War upon any Terms, at Icall Mcniuft cajj 
home ourXroops, and difinifs our Mercenaries, for want ■ 
Money ID pay them, vih'ich would be a fatal Con fcquenccJ 
and the moic fatal, becaufe ofourpublick Credit's being lolK 
and not eafily recoverable ; fo that our Coui.try might 
expofed to the Danger of an Invsfion, when ogr Govero'i 
merit had neither Money nor Credit to raifc an Army or 
out a Squadron ; and, I am afraid, our People would nc 
be very ready or hearty in fuppotting a Government that ha 
brought them under fuch DifHciilties. 

• In Ihe W.ir during the late Queen's Time, we were e; 
pofed to no fucK Danger. Our Balance nf Trade was mucll 
greater than it is at prefent. As Fraice had then no Trade 
we exported a great many more Goods than we do, or can I 
fuppofcd to do now ; and we had not then near fuch a lars 
Sum to pay for Inierell growing due Yearly lo Foreigner* 
who have Money in our Funds. Befides, a great Part of th| 
Proviiions lur our Army in FlauJers was bought up here, an^ 
conveyed to them by the Way of Hdland or OJttnd. Even 
our Armies in ^fflJH, were mod ly provided for by what i 
bought for ihem in their own Country. Whereas, if 
iend our Armies lo Germany or the Vfpir Riint, which vn 
mull do, if we refolve they llionld aiTiil the Queen of ff««- 
gaiy, we can fend them Irttle or nothing but Money fron 
hence. This I thought neceilary to mention, becaufe 
might not perhaps otherwifc have occurred to Geniiemen whe 
do not underfland Trade ; " and, I hope, our M millers will 
think ferioudy of it, before they involve their Country in . 
War which muft be attended with fo many Difficulties, anij 
which ferms, from the late Turn the Affairs of £«r's/£ hava 
taken, to be quite unnecelTary. 

* I lliall grant, Sir, that ii has been a popular Cry, eve 
fince the Death of Che late Emperor, Co fjpport and zl 
the Queen of Hungary; but among all reafonable Men, 
was upon this Condition, as was exprelTed tn our Addrefs lafl 
Sf)!ion, f that (he other Powers of EutopCt equally coOi 
cerned with us, (hould join in giving her fuch Aflillance ai 
might be eiFefiual. And fince we find, that none of ths 
Powers of Europe will join with us, that even the EleiloratB 

• Tiiii ClenllPinin 's^a) one of the Di«flon of iheEinli.

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til Ha»avtr refufes to join ivith as, or to aflill us with any

believe no teafooable Nlan in £n^/flwrf exptfls or defires, we 
I flioiild afltH her any other Way than with our Money ; efpeci- 
I ally as Ihe does not now (land in iietd of our Aililiance, un- 
{ his it be to make Conquejls. Gentlemen will therefore Und 
■ Ihemielves very much difappoiiitett, if they expedl the Ap- 
probation of the Pcopli; in luch a romantick Scheme as that 
I oi making Ci)nquelb upon France aflilled by Spain, without 
■ny one Ally but the Queen of Hungary ; and if they Ihould 
I fell in this Scheme, asthey probably may, they will find them- 
jftlves cxpofcd not only lo the Derifion but to the highell Re- 
l.feniment of the People ; thereloie for their Sakes, if I had 
DO other Reafon, 1 mult beagainfiiheHon. Gentleman's Mo- 
tion. 

• Before I have done, Sir, I muft fay a Word or two in 
relation to the great Number of Troops to be kept at home. 
I was really furprifed to hear the Hon. Gentleman iay, his 
Majeliy defired no more than were allowed him the firii Vear 
of his iteign, and not To many as were allowed in the Year 
I7JJ. When the Hon. Gentleman faid fo, he certainly for- 
got the Marinet, which being all regimented are as regular 
Troops, and very near as expenfive, as any marching Regi- 
ment in oar Scrvke ; and tho' it would be proper, if they 
are ever to ferve as Marl As, to have thein on board our Men 
of War, and fomttfflies fenctoSea, in order to feafon and 
breed them up to the Service, I believe, all or moli of them 
now lie a Burden upon the Country People. I miift there- 
fore loolc upon thefc Marines as Land Forces, including them, 
as will appear by the £l!imaCcs, we are to keep at hoine a- 
bove 3;, coo Men, and that at a Time when we are to take 
Foreign Troop? into our Pay at a nion ft rous Price.

Might not we out of 3 5, coo have fparcd to fend 16,000 more 
of our own Troops to F/anden !> Will it be faid, that la 
TImeofWarwe inuft always keep 35,000 Land Forces in 
this Ifland to proteil us againft fudden Invafions I Are we to 
fuppofe our People fo much difafFefled in any Part of the 
llland, that itioll of them woald join an invading Enemy, if 
not immediately prevented by the Arrival of a large Body of 
regular Troops ? God forbid. Sir, 1 (hould make a Suppofi- 
tioD fo injurious 10 his Majefly and oar prefent Royal Family. 
The Danger of a fudden tnvafion and the Difsffetlion of the 
People hai-e always, I know, been made a Pretence for keep- 
ing up within the Iflsnd a greater Number of regular Troops 
I than 
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An. 16. Geo.ir. th»n we had any Oecifion for, but it was never cartied 
■ 74^' fuch aa extravagant Height as now ; and I am foiry thi 
fbould happen under ihe Adminilhation of Some Genilemen,^ 
who have for fo many Years been exclaiming againll numei- 
ous Handing Armies. 

' But we are raid, tiow it ii Time of War, and a landing 
Army in Time of War is not inconfilleni with our Conftituti- 
on. Sir, War or Peace, a numerous (landing Army kept 
tvithin the ]f1and, when we are not at War antonglt ourfelves, 
I fay, is inconfillcnt with our ConlUtulion. If we are to fend 
an Army abroad, let it be raifed, bullet it befent abroad as 
loon as poffible ; and when ihe War is over, and the Army 
called home, let it be difbandcd as foon as pollible. This 
was our antient Method : Thi;, and this alone is agreeable to 
our Contlitucion. If it were olherwife, it would be eafy for 
an ambitious King to keep the Nation always at War, in or- 
der to have an Excufe for keeping up a numerous Handing 
Army at home, not for fubduing his Foreign Enemies, but^ 
for fubduing his People: Therefore more of our Land Force^H 
ought [o have been fent abroad, or not fo many of thent^^ 
raifed ; and if any more Troops are deli gned for Flandtn, 
they fhould have been put in an Eltimate by ihemfelves, in 
order to avoid a Precedent for keeping above 3;, 000 Men in 
the Illand at aTime when there is no Rebellion, nor fo much 
as the Appearance of an Infurreflior^n any Part of it ; there- 
fore when the Queltion comes to be put upon the Number of 
Troopi for Guards and Garrifon% I jhall, I believe, be a- 
gainll it, as heartily as I am againft the Quellion now under 
your Conhderdtion.

coincided with each other ; and becaufe we were certain, 
that the fecond Enemy would have joined the firft, with her 
whole and an irrefillible Force, when Hie had hnithed her 
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Wfe in Gtmany, and that then we lliould have ha^ to An.xS.Gm.ir. 

dwl with both thefc Powers, without any one All/ in the ''+*■ 
World; whereas, by joining againft (he fecond, at ihe Time 
we did it, we were able to ait in Conjun^ion with Jome of 
the gteatell Powers in Ewapr, and a reafonabk Expeftation 
«f the Aid of more ; becrtuic the ralh Attempts of the Grit 
Power, partly to gratify her own wild Ambitian, and part- 
ly to aiTiH the Plan of the fecond, had afforded us the Means, 
if we engaged againil the fecond, of raining the Armies of 
the firtt, of confining her Fleets from any PoUifailrty of do- 
ing us any Harm, and in fine, oF diCappointing her tnoH 
favourite Views, of exhaulling her Revenues, and of throw- 
ing her Government into Confufion in one Campaign, more 
than by any other Way of waging War with her to the 
End of ihe World.

it could not be faid we had nothing to gain, v^hen we had

.tian. As long as our Minilfers nileljr endeaToured ra pre* 
vent a War, by taking every peaceable Method forobrain- 
ing SaiLsfaAion for ourlelvM, and Security for our Alli^^s, thofe 
Gentlemen exclaimed againft oui pufillanimous Mcafures, and 
endeavoured lo ridicule our Negotiations : War and Btood' 
Aied was then iheii favourite Cry, and notliing would fatisfy 
Ihem but an immedia[« Declaration of War, let the Confe- 
quence be what it would. Our Negotiations at lall proved 
ineiFeilual ; Our Minillers were forced into a War, and one 
of our principal Allies has been attacked, and Is now in Dan- 
ger of being fwallowed up: The moll effeflual Meafutea 
have been concerted by our Admin iliraiion, and are now 
purfuing in the molt vigorous Manner, both for dillreBing 
.our Enemies and fupporting our Allies. Upon thii, ihofe 
Gentlemen have quite altered their Tooe : The dillrelfed 
Condition of our Country is fet in its Rrongclt Light, the Si- 
tuation of our Ally is faid to be defperate. and the Power of 
our Enemies irreliltible ; from ivhencc they conclude, that 
our prefcnt Meafuresare romantick and chimerical. Thu), 
if OHr IVIiniflers endeavour to avoid a War by Negociatioo, 
-which every wife Adminilhaiion will, ihey are fnid to be 
Pohroni ; and if they profecute it with Vigour and Refolu- 
lion, when they are forced into it, which they muli and 
ought, they are faid to be Don Quixots. 

' Thefe, Sir, are the different Methods of arguing msde 
ufe of by thofe who h;ippen not to have at prefent any Share 
in our Admlniltrstion, and from this Difference they really, 
in my Opinion, give Room to fuppofe, that their Oppofiri- 
on proceeds not from any Conviflion of the Badnefs of our 
Meafures, but from ihcir having no Share in advifing or car- 
rying them on. But to come to the Point in Quelliun, and 
'to examine whether or no it will be right in us to take the 
Hammer Troops into our P.iy, and to keep them in Pay till 
the AfFnIrs of Germam are fettled, and the Balance of Pow- 
er reliored, let os confider the prefent Circumftances of Eu- 
mpf. and the Confequences that may enfue from our taking 
no Share in the War now carrying on agninft the Queen of 
Hu-Hg^ty. If we do not aflill her, if we do not relolve to 
alTift her loris iiirihus, it is evident, that none of' the other 
Powers of Europe wiil ; and if ihe receives no Aififtnnce, it 
IE as evident, that ihe muft at laft foSmit lo fuch Terms of 
Penceas France (hall pleafe to prefcribe ; for it is impoffible 
for her, by herfelf alone, to withlland the united Force of 
Francf, Spain, and the prcfenl Emperor of Girmaay, the 
iatterofwIioTn would probably, in fuch a Cafe, be (upport- 
ed by [he joint Power of the Etnjiiic i for if the ftincea 
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and StstcB of the Empire ffiould fee her forfafeen by all her An. 
Allies, li Majority of them would in all Probability be indu- 
ced to put her to the Ban of the Empire, for defending licr 
own Dominioni againU a Prince whom they have choJeQ far 
llicir Head. 

• Siippofe then the prtfent Emperor eflabliftied in his Im- 
perial Dignity, and in the PofTeiTion of a great Part of the 
Dominions of the Houft of Auflria, by the favour and I'oiv- 
er of FroHci : Sjppofe the Spaniarils, or Dqi Philip oi Spain, 
by the fame Means, ellablifhed in the PolTeiTion of all or molt 
of the Auftriaa Dominions in Italy, what fatal Coafeqiien- 
ces might not this Nation cxpeA, even ai to our OWD parti- 
cular Concerns \ We know the CircumlianccE we are now 
in with Regard to Sfsin : We know how much ii is the In- 
lereit of France toddlray our Trade, and todivell us of our 
valuable PolfciTtons in the HidiWramen, 3% well at of many 
of our Planialions in Amcriia : We know how ready Travct 
wan, but very lately, to join with Spain iiyi\t& m. Whaf 
could we eipefl, if the Emperor oi G^iwosj, and all the 
Princes and .States of Iial-^, were thus brooght under a Sort 
of Dependence upon France ? Could we expeft any Afli- 
flince from the Duiib ? They would not dare to fend a An- 
gle Ship to help us, Could we expeft any Aflilhnce from 
the Portugucft, or from any of the States in Italy? They 
would not dare to alfill ui : They would probably be Indu- 
ced, or compelled, even to forbid us their Ports. Thefe 
were the fatal ConfequeDces we had great Reafon to appre- 
hend at I he. Beginning of laft Summer ; and were we to do 
nothiog, to attempt noihing, for presenting them ? By the 
wife and vigorous Meafures we have fince taken, we have 
brought oS" the King of PruJ^a' from his Alliance with 
Franit :' U'e have prevaiVd on the King of Sardinia to de- 
clare openly in our Favour ; and if we continue the fame 
Meafures, we may prob^ibly foon perfuade fome other Pow- 
crf to take tSe fame Couile. 

' It is not yet. Sir. a Twelvemonth fince it was the Opi- 
rion of fome Gentlemen, that the unfortunate State of Af- 
fairs Ahroad, and the Inaftivity of the Dateh, as well as of 
feveril Ptinces of the Empiie, weie entirely owing lo the 
pulilknimous Meafures we had purfued, and lo a Suppofi- 
lion, that we would no Way concern ourlelve? with any of 
iheAft.iiriupon the Continent. This, il was laid, had ren- 
der'dit impoflible for the other Powers of Eurspe to form 
any Confederacy agajnlt the ambitious Schnnea of Frame, 
' ^ Hi a.d 

• SrtthePiMTidiaEf oftheHouItof Uomsiiithb ScITion, T. i;S. 
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An, i6. G»o. ri. and had even maJe Tome of them join with Tranii, who 

'74^- would olherwife have been ready fo haac joined wiih a% 

agaltill her. If there ivai atiy Truth in this Argument, 
furely it was neeeiTary for us to give, as Toon as pclSble, a 
convincing Proof that we haii not dcfertcd iheCaufeof Eu- 
rape, but on the contrary were as ready as ever to fpend our 
Blood and our Treafure in Defence of (he Liberties thereof. 
This we did by fending a powetful Squadron into the Miili- 
lirraniait, for the Support of the King of Haraiitia. and by 
fending an Army of our own Trorps into flanden ; but nei- 
ther of thefe Meafures will fignify any Thing, unlefs we 
proceed further ; and for this Reafon it became ablolutely 
neceffary for u» lo lake a large Body of Foreign Troops into 
our Pay, in order to form fuch an Army as might give ef- 
feflual AlTillance to the Queen of Hungary, in cafe Franet 
Jhould periill in the Profeculion of her ambitious Views. 

' For this Reafon, the HtJJlan Troops were ordered to 
march to Flandtrs, and his Majelly moft graciouDy agreed 
to lend us a large Body of his own 'J'roops, wliich were like- 
wife ordered to march to Flanders, in order to join our 
Troops tlierc ; and thefe Troo pi, together with the jtujlri- 
an Troops now in Flanders, will form fuch an Army as will, 
J hope, encourage fomc other Powers to declare openly in 
Favour of the Qiieen of Hungary. I[ has alieady had fo 
good an Effefl, ihst both the Empeior and France have be- 
gun to confine their Views, and have very much leiTened 
their Demands ; for they have already offered Terms, which 
tbey would have ilifdained to give Ear to, at the Beginning 
of lail Campaign. So far therefore ought we to be from 
appearing in the leall unwilling to take this Body of Haea- 
•verian Troops info our Pay, that, I think, we ought lo 
thank his Majefly for being fo ready to a!Eft us with a Body 
of bis Elcitoral Troops, at a Time, perhaps, when it 
would not have been eafy for us to have got any other 
Troops to hire, 

' To every one therefore who confidcrs the f^ial Confe- 
quencea which mull enfue to this Nation in particular, from 
France's bringing almoft all the Powers of fura^f under a Sort 
of Dependence upon hi-T, the taking of this Body of Hana'vi- 
rian Forces into our Pay, and their March to join our Army 
in Flanders, muH appear to be s Step abfolutely oeeeffary 
for the Prefervation of Great Britalts, and confequently not 
in the leaft owing to a Defi^n of enriching the Eleflorate of 
Hantvir at the blxpence of Great Britain. 

' 1 (hall indeed grant, that the Support of thofe Troops, 
whilil they arc in our Pay, will be a very great Expence to 

thii 
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this Nation ; but iheir March into FianJirs is a manifelt An.iG.Ceo, 

Pcuof [hilt this Meafure was net calculdied lor (he enriching i74z- 

of Haao-vir, becaufe (he Money we pay to them will not be 

fptnt in HuHovir, but in Flaaden, or fome other Part of 

Europe^ where they ihall happen to be employ'd, which tan 

never be fuppos'd lo be in Hano'vir. On the contrary, as 

many of the Officers are Gentlemen of Fortune, they will, 

and always do Ipend more than their Pay, and confequenily 

their living in Flanders, or in fome Foreign Country, will 

draw Money out of the Elefloraie of Ham'vcr, as well as 

oo: of the Ifland of Gteut Britain. In fliort, to fuppofe, 

that the fending of i6doo Men Out of a Country, ia done 

with a Defign to enrich that Cojntrj', is, in my Opinion, 

one of the moft extraordinary Notions that couid ever enter 

into any Man's Head, and mult vanilh as foon as wf begin 

[O think ferioudy and coolly upon the Subjeft. 

* The ftndiogof thofe Men into YUndin can be of no 
manner of Service to the Eleflorate of Hanoinr, any fur- 
ther than as it may contribute to the Prefervation of the Li- 
berties of Europe ; and to fay, that we ought not to pay 
ihofe Troops, btcajfe they will contribute towards the Ad- 
Tantage of Hano'vir as well as of this Kingdom, is an Ar- 
gument that will hold equally good againlF our taking any 
Other foreign Troops into our Pay. As the Lois ol our 
own Liberties muli neceiijrily futlow that of the Libetiies 
of Earofe, we ought not to conlider, what other States may 
do, or what Advantage they may reap by our doing j but 
when the Liberties of Europe come to be in Danger, we 
ought to do all we can for extricating them out of that 
Danger ; for if other Nations ihould feem willing to fubmic 
to the Yoke, it is no Rcafoo for our doing the fame ; and 
Chereforc, I fliall never think it romantick in us, to endea- 
vour to prevent our being led into Captivity, weie the odds 
againll us much greater than they are ; for Succefs has oftea 
arifen from Defpair, and Nations have been faved, after 
iavingloll all hopes of Safety. It is not Lofa of Hopes. 
,£ir, but Lois of Courage that enllaves a Nation : And I 
[.hope the Event of this Day will Ihew that we ate Bri- 
Itiii. 

, 'But why. Sir, (liould we talk of Defpair, or of lofmg 

all Hopes of Succtfi in any Dflign for fetting Bounds to the 

ambitious Piojefls of France ? The late and prefent Con- 

I dition of the Qjeen of Hungary is a ftrong Argument againft 

I, i(. About a Year ago, who would have faid, that (he could 

f, now h.'ive been at AVeiwu, or in PoffelTion of any Part of 

the! Domin:oiii, except fuch as fh; niight have obtained 
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An. iG. Geo. II, from [he Courte^ of Trante P yet, by the Courage of her 
i74»- own Troops, and a little Aflldarice from us, we now find 
her not only re&lling bol triiiniphing in Germavy, and in 
Pofieflion ai all her Dominions except fuch as ftie has yielded 
to FruJJia, and • two fingle Towns in Bohimia, both of 
which are block'd op by her Troops, and the Garrifons of 
both in the ucmolt DiArels, How then can we think it to 
be either romaniick or cbiinerica! in os, to propofe giving 
her fnch AffiHance as may compel her Enemies to fubmit lo 
reafonable Terms of Peace, and fuch as may reitore the Ba- 
lance of Power in Eurefi, and eftablifh it upon a folid and 
lafting Foandation. 

, ' This, Sir, we may do : We have now, I think, a tc- 
ty great Probabiliiy of being able to do ii ; but we never 
could, nor can we now propole being able to do it, with- 
out taking Foreign Troops into our Pay ; and ai a fmall 
i^lTiliance now will be much more efTcftual than a much 
greater would be, after our Ally the Queen of Hui- 
gary M reduced to the lalt Extremity, theCefore, I mult 
think it was right in us, to take the firit Troops we could 
get, which happened to be.thofe of the Eleflorate of Hani- 
•ver. At our Requeft they have already marched and join- 
ed our Troops in Tlanders. His Majelly, as Eleftor of 
Hanover, has already, upon our Account, put himfelf to a 
very great Charge. He put fuch a Confidence in the Par- 
liament of Grtai Britain, and in the Zeal we have hitherto 
fhewn for the Support of the Queen of Hungary, that with- 
out any exprefs Parliamentary Engagement, he ordered his 
Troops to march ; and therefore, I think, we are In Ho- 
nour obliged to make good the Expence he has been at. 
Nay, I think, we are under a Sort of legal Obligation to 
make good this Expence i for by our Addrcfs of the 23d of 
March laft, we exprefsly promifed to fupport his Majelly in 
all fuch Meafures as fhould be neceiTary for relloring the Ba- 
lance of Power and re-cftablifhing the Tranquility of Su- 
Ttpi ; f fo that we are not only in Honour, but by our own 
exptefs Promife obliged to make good the Expence his Ma- 
jelly has put himfdf to, or may be at, by the March of 
his Troops inlo Tlanden.

• This Refolntion, I (ky. Sir, cannot well be oppored, 
becaufe we are ijoth in Honour, and by a Sort of Parliamen- 
lary PrOmife engaged to comply wich it ; and after this Re- 
Iblution is agreed 10, 1 fliall then lake the Liberty to move 
for fuch a Sarn as, by the Eftimite before you, appears to 
be necelTary for keeping ihofe I'roop) in our Pay during ilie 
enfuing Year, which, I hope, will be as readily complied 
with ; for ibo' the Army we have now formed in Flanders, 
in Conjunflion with the Qoeen of Hangarj'i Troops there, 
may have a very good CfFeft towards procuring good Termt 
of Peace, yec as that EiFefl cannot be immediately expeAed, 
every Gentleman muft fee, that it would be abfolucely dilap.

' in March !aft, we gave it as our Opinion, in our Addrefs 
to his MajeRy, which I have already mentioned, that we 
thooght we had reafonable Grounds to hope, that the Ba- 
lance of Power might be again reflored, and the Tranquility 
of fura^t Te'Cflablinied.

' It is with the greateft Difliculties that I rife up to give 
you this Trouble, and particularly after the Hon. Gentle- 
I man with whom I am (a very unequal to contend : But whei 

my Affetit is retjuSied to a Propohtion, lo big wiih Mif- 
chiefs, of lo alarming a Nature to this Countiy, and which 
I think, notwithltandiitg what the Hon. Gentleman has 
mod ingeniouily faid, mull determine from this very Day, 
who deferves the CharaAer and Appellation c>f a Drilon, I 
hope you will forgive me, if ! take [his lalt Opportunity 
ivhich perhaps 1 miiy ever have of fpeaking with the Free- 
dom ofa Brilon in this Houfe.

I have 
tiDt Subtiliy enough to da it, nor is it in my Way as a 
private Country Genl'eman; But tho' Country Gentlemetl 
have not that Sagacity in Bufiref^, and, for Want of pro- 
per Lights being afforded us, the Peneira[ion of MinilietB 
into publick AfFiirs i yet give me Leave to fay, ihey have 
one Kind of Senfe which Miniliers of State leldom have, 
and at this Time it is of ia acute a Nature, tha[ it muil 
Dver[hrow the A.'-guments of [he moH refiiwd Adtniniltraiion. 
'I'his is the Senfe of feeling the univerfal DiHrelTes of their 
Country, the utter Incapacity it now ties under of fullain- 
■tig the heavy Burdens that are impoling upon it. 

' This I \a\e to be the firll. the great Objeft of this 
Bay's Dtbalc ; Confider well your Strength at home, be- 
fore you entangle yourfelves abroad; for if you proceed. 
without a fulScient Degree of that, your Retieat will be 
certain and (hameful, and may in the End prove dangerous. 
Without this liril, this necelTary Piinciple, whatever may 
be the M.ii:hination<, the vifionaty Schemes of Minifters, 
whatever Culourings they may heighten them with, lo 
miilead our Imaginations, they will prove in the End far 
no other Purpofc, but to precipitate this Natiun, by empty 
CBplit'acing S-JUnds, into the private Views atid Intrigues of 
fomc Men, Id low perhaps in Rcpuintion aiid Authoiity, as 
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to be abacdaned to tlie defperace NeceOity of founding An. 
ilieir ill pofiefs'd precarious Power u^on the Ruins of this 
Country. 

' Next [O the CoDfideraCion of oar (^watd domelliclc 
Strength, what foreign Afliftances have we to joftify this. 
Mealure i Are we lure of one pofilive aClive Ally in the 
World? Nayi are not we morally certain that our neareft 
moll natural Ally difavows this Proceeding, and refufes to 
co-operate with ai 1 One need not be deep read in Politicks 
(o underlland, that when one Slate feparatcs iifelf from 
another, to which it is naturally allied, it mull be for this 
plain Realbn, that the Inierdt is deferced which is in com- 
mon to them both : And it is an invariable Rule in this 
Country, a Rule never to he departed Iiom, iliat there can 
no Caule ex\l\ in which we ought to engage on the Conli' 
nent, without the Aid and AflilUnce of that neighbouring 
State. This a the Telt, the certain Mark, by which I 
Ihall judge, that (he Inierefl of this Country is not at pre- 
fent the Object in Purfuit. 

' h any Man then wild enough to imagine, thai the Ac- 
ceSion of Sixteen 'I'huufanU Hanoverian iMercenaries will 
compenfate for the Lofs of this natural Ally ? No, but it is 
faid that this indicates luch a Firmnef! and Refolution within 
ourfelves, that it will induce them to come in. Sir, if they 
had any real Proofs of our Firmncfs and RefoluLion, that the 
Interelt of this Country was to be purfued, I djte fay they 
would not long hefiiate. But they look with a jealous Eye 
upon this Meafure, they confider it as an Argument of your 
Weaknefs, becaiife it is contrary to the Genius and Spirit of 
this Country, and may therefore lelTeQ his Majefty in the Af- 
fections of his People. 

' They have for fome Yeats pall looked upon a Srii'ifi 
Parliament as the corrupt Engine of Adminilbation, to ex- 
hault the Riches and in:paii the Strength cf this Country. 
They have heard it talk loudly indeed of the Houfe of 
Aufiria. when it was in your Power to have rab'd her to 
that State, in which Ihe was properly to be cnr.fidered as the 
Support of ihe Balance of EwBpt, if timid Neutralities had 
not intervened, and our Naval Strength had properly intei:- 
pos'd to her AHIllauce. 

* They have lately look'd upon this Parliament, and wiih - 
the Joy of a natural Ally they have done it, refenling your 
Injuries, bravel}- wilhlUndlng the Power, that you might 
relloie the Authority of your Governmert, demanding Con- 
Ititutional Securities, appoinlitig a Parliamentary Committee 
for Inquiry and JuIUce. Sit, ihey now fee that Inquiry fup- 
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■ Aa.ifi. Ceo.ll. prefled* and Juftlce difappointed. In tlila Situation what Ex- 
i74». peftations c«n we form ol iheir AccelTion to us ; talking big- 
\y indeed of vindicating Foreign Rights, but fo weak and 
impotent at Home, as not lo be able to recover our own Pri- 
vileges f 

* But this Meafore is hid to be undertaken in Confequence 

of liie Advice of Patliameni. ■ There has been great 

Strefs laid upon this - — 1( has been loudly proclaim'd from 
the Throne, echoed back again from hence, and the whole 
Nation is to be amufed with an Opinion, that upon this Mca- 
fiire, the Fate of the Houfe of Aa/itia, the Balance and hi' 
\Kn\fs ai Eurapf, the Salvation of this Country, depend. 

' But was this fatal Mcafure the Recommendation of Par- 
liament, or was it the Offspring of fome bold enterprieing 
Minifter, hatch'd in the Interval of Patljament, under the 
Wings of Prerogative ; daring to prefume upon the Corrup- 
tion of this Houfe as the necefl'ary Means of his Adminiftra- 
lion * The Objeft indeed might be recommended, but if 
any wrong Mealure is undertaken to attain it, that Meafure 
furely (hould be dropt ; for ic is equally culpable to purfue a 
good End by bad Meafures, as it is a bad End by thofe that 
are honeft. 

' But as to the Addrefs. I wi(h Gentlemen would a lit- 
tie confider tfie Occafion which produced it. Sir, it pro- 
ceeded from the Warmth of Evpeflation, the Exultation 
of our Hearts, immediately after and with the fame Breath 
that you eUabiifhed your Committee of Inquiry, and ic i« 
no forc'd Conftruftion to fay, that it carries this Tefli- 
mony along with it, that National Securities and granting 
Supplies were reciprocal Terms. 

' But, Sir, I muft own for my Part, was the Occalion 
never fo cogent, UaBoiierian Auxiliaries are the laft that I 
would vote into 5r////i Pay ; not upon the Confideration 
only, that we ought otherwife to expedt their Affiftflnce, 
snd that we Hiould rather make fure of others that might 
be engaged againll us ; but from this melaricholy Appre- 
lienfion, that Adminiftrations will for ever have S»gac!ty 
enough loflnd out fuch Pretences, that it may be difficult 
to get rid of them again. 

' Befides, the Eleflor of Hanover, as Elector of Han9- 
•vtr, is an arbitrary Prince, his Eleftoral Army it the In- 
ttrument of that Power ; as King of Great Britain, he is ■ 
reftrain'd Monarch: And tho' I don't fufpefl his Majefly, 
and 1 dare fay the Hearts of the Britijb Soldiery are as yet 
free and untainted, yet I fear, that too long an Intcrcourfe

' His Majfily, if he waa rightly in/orm'd, I dare fay, 
would foon percsive the Danger of the Propofition which is 
now before you ; But as he has every other Virtue, he has 
undoubtedly a moll palBonate Love for his native Country, 
a Palfion, which a Man of any Senfation can haidly diveti 
himfelfof; and, Sir, it isa Paflion the moreeafily to beflat- 
ter'd becaufe it arifes from Virtue. I wi(h ihai thofe who 
have the Honour lo be of his Cooncils, would imitate his 
Royal Example, and Ihow a Paflioti for their native Countty 
too : that they would faithfully ftand forth and fay, that as 
King of thi; Country, whatever Intereib may interfere with 
it. this Country is to be his firfl, hie principal Care ; that in 
the .4^ of Settlement this is an exprefs Condition. But what 
Huggilh Senfations, what foul Hearts mulf thofe Men have, 
who intlead of condnfting his Majelfy's right Principles, ad* 
drefs themfelves to hie Pal^ons, and mifguide hi; Prejudices? 
making a voluntary Overture of (he Rights and Privileges of 
their Country, to obtain Favour and fecure themfetves in 
Power ; mifconll ruing that as a fecondary Confideration, 
which in their own Hearts they know to be the Jirlt. 

* Sir, we have already lolt many of thoie Benefits and Re- 
Hri&ioni, which were obtained for us by the Revolution &nd 
the A£l of Settlement. For God's Sake, let as proceed no 
farther. But if we are thug to go on, and if, to procure the 
Grace and Favour of the Crown, this is to become the flat' 
tering Meafure of every facccffive AdJuinifl ration, ■ This 
Country is undone 1 
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Then Colonel B/aJen ftood up and fpoke as follows : 

SrV. 
' If Zeal were any SecuTity igainfl Error, I Ihould not 
willingly oppofe the Hon, Gertleman who hat now declared 
his Sentiments, and declared them with fuch Ardour as can 
hardly be produced but by Sincerity, and of whan therefore 
I it cannot be doubted, that he has dcliver'd his real Opinion ; 
that he fears, from theMeafures which be cenfures.very great 
Calamities, that he thinks the public Tranquiliiv in Danger, 
and believes, thai his Duty lo his Country obliged him [o 
(peak on this Occafion with unufuai Vehemence. 

' But I am too well acquainted with his Candor to imagine, 

that he expefts his AlTertions to be any farther regarded than 

ihey convince ,- or that he defires to debar others from the 

, £uae Fieedora of Rcafon which he has himfelf uUd. I Ihall 

I thetc- 
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examine hia Opinion, and lo i 
'74-- R'eaibnsby which 1 am induced to differ from him. 

' The Arguments upon which he has chiefly infiiied are' 
the Danger of hiring (he Troops of JJaneiier in any Circuni- i 
'Dances, and the Impropriety of hiring them now without the 
previous Approbation of the Parliament. 

• TheDangerof taking into our Pay the Forces of Wairo- ' 
ver, the Contrariety of this Cooduft to the Aft of Settle- 
ment, and the Infraftion of our natural Privileges, and Vio- 
lation of oar Liberties which is threaten'd by it, have been 
sflerted in very ftro^g Terms ; but 1 think not proved with 
proportionate Force ; for we have heard no regular Dedufii- 
on of Confequeoces by which this Danger might be ihown, 
nor have been informed, how the Engagement of i6,ooo 
Haitaverians lo ferve us againll France for the enfuing Year, 
can be confidered as more deltruftive lo our Liberties than of | 
any other Forces. 

' It is indeed infinuated, that this CondoQ will fornidi a ' 
dangerous Precedent of Preference granted to Hanouir a- 
bovc other Nations, and that this Preference may gradually 
be advanced, till in time Hanrmir may by a fetvile Mini- 
■firy be preferred to Great Britain itMf, and that therefore 
all fuch Partiality ought to be cruihed in the Beginning, and 
its Authors porfued with Indignation and Abhorrence. 

' That t.) prefer the Interell of Hann'ver to that of Gnat I 
Britain would be in 3 very high Degree criminal in a Briti/h 
Miniftry, I believe, no Man in this Houfe will go about to i 
deny;. but if no better Proof can be produced, that luch 
Preference is intended than the Contraft which we are now 
defired to ratify, it may be with Rcalbn hop'd, that fuch 
atrocious Treachery is yet at a great DiHanct ; for ho*/ 
does Ihe-Hire of Hanoverian Tcoo^s flievv any Preference of j 
Ham-vcr to Great Britain F 

' The Troops of Hanavir are not hired by the Mirriftry 
as braver or more Itilful than thofe of our own Country, i 
they are not hired to command, or inftruit, but to afTiH us ; 
nor can I difcover, fuppofing it poffibic to have laifed with 
etjoal Expedition the fame Number of Forces in our own ' 
Country, how ihe Miniftry can be charged with preferring 
the //uttOT's/r'aw by cxpofing them to JJarger and Fatigue. 

* But if it he conftffed, that fuch Numheti would not 
pofHbly be raifcd, or, at leaft, not poflibly difciplincd with 
the Expedition that the Qiieen of Hungary required, it will 
be found, that the //ano'i/eiiiini were at moft not preferred 
to our own Nation bat to Other Foreigners, and for fuch 
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'reference Rcafons'liave been already given wliich I fliall 
tlleem conclufiwe, liil I hsar ihera confuted. 
' * The other Objcflion on which the Hon. Gentleman 

i^honghl it proper to infitt, was the Negkft of demanding 
from the Parliament a previous Approbation of the Con- 
Iraft which 13 now before as, a Ne^eft, in his Opinion, fo 

'criminal that theMiniHry cannot be acquitted of arbitrary 
Government, of Tquatidering the piiblick Money by iheit 
Own Caprice, and of alTuming to ihemfelves the whole Le- 
gillalive Power. 

' But the Proof of this enormous Ufurpation has not yet 

•been produced ; for it does not yet appear, that there was 

'Time to commonicaic their Difigns to the Parliament, or 

that they would not have been defeated by Communication ; 

.'and therefore it ia yet not evident, hut that when they are 

, cenfoied for not having laid their Scheme before the Parlia- 
jnent, they are condemned for omitting what was not pofli- 
bly to be done, or what could not have been done, without 

.betraying their Trail, and injuiing their Country. 

' It is allowed that the Pailiament had tefolvcd to afliU 
the Queen of Hungary, and therefore nothing remained for 
the MtnilEers but to execute with their utmoll Addrefs the 
Refolution that had been formed ; if far the Profecution of 
this Defign they Ihould be fonnd to have erred in their 
Choice of Means, their Miftakes, unlefs fomc ill Defigni 
may jollly be lufpefled, arc to be imputed to (he Frailty of 
human Nature, and rather to be piiied, and relieved as Mif* 
fortunes, than punifhed as Crimes. 

• Bat I doubt not, that in the Courfe of our Delibera- 
tions, we (liall find Reafon for concluding, that they have 
afled not only'^Vvith Fidelity but Prudence, that they hava 
chofen the Means by which the great End which the Par- 
liament propofed, the Succour of the Queen of Hangary, 
and corfcquently the Re-ellab!J(hmeot of the Balance of 
Power, will be mon eafily attained, and that they have ta- 
ken into the Pay of this Nation t ho fc Troops which may 
be iruilcd with the greaielt Security, as they h.ive the fame 
Tfince and the fame Iniefeft. 

' But the Hon. Gentleman appears inclined to advtiice a 
tiew Doiltine, and to infinuaie, that when any Vote is paf- 
fed by the Parliament, the iVliniliers are to fuppote fon.e 
Conditions which are to be obferved, though they were ne- 
ver mentioned, and without which the Voice of the Parlia- 
pienl is an empty Sound. In Purfuance of this Suppofition, 
he calls upon us to recoiled the Time and Citcumitances in 
which this Vote was pilled i he reminds us, thu the Con- 
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An. Te.Gn.ll. cc^on was made in a fudden Exultation of our Hearts, 
'lit. itie Kaptures ofTrJumpli, and admidll tbe Shouts of Coo 
quell, wheo every Man was fotming Expeflaiiou] whic^ 
have never been giui&ed, and planning Schemes which caulj 
never be perfefted. 

' He Teems therefore to think, that our Minillcrs infidel 
ouHy took Advantage of our In toxics tion, and betrayed u^' 
in a Fit of ihoughtiefs Jollity, to a I'romife which, whev 
made, we hardly underitood, and which we may iheiefoifi 
now reirafl. He concludes, that ihe Conecflion whicli [ 
might then efcape us ought not to have been fnaichcd by I 
our Miniller.', and made the Foundation of their Condufl,] 
becaufe they knew it was made upon faife Suppoliiions, and 
in Profpefl of a Recompenfe that never would be granted. 

' I hope there it no NecelTity for declariflg, that thi» < 
Kcafoning cannot fafely be admitted, fince if the Vote OjF] 
the Parliament be not a fu£cient Warrant for any Meafure. 
DO Man can undertake the Adroiniftratiou of our AiFairs, and I 
that O overnment which no Man will venWre to fetve muH \ 
be quickly at an End. 

* For my Pait I know not how the Nation, or the Par* 
liament, has been dilappointed of any jull Bxpeflaiions, nor 
can I conceive that any Cuch D ! fap point me n[s vacsle their 
Votes or annul their Refolutions, and therefore I cannot but 
think the Minillry fufiiclently julli£td, if they can fliow, 
that they have not deviated from them. 

Mt E. Wilier. Mr EJmimJ ffalicr then fpoke as follows : 
Sir, 
■ Whatever Opinion we may have of what has been print- 
ed and publiihed upon the Subjcd now undr.- cur Coniidera- 
tion, we muil allow, that it has been of fonie Service to ue, ' 
if it were nothing elfe but that of having eiven OccaCon to 
the Hon. Gentleman, who made the Motion, todilplay his 
Eloquence ; for othcrwife, it lecras, he was not lo have in- 
dulged us any (uch Pleafure. We fbould have heard nothing 
from him, but two bate Motions for granting his Majefly 
near 700,000 L in order to enable him to maintain, with the 
niore Eafe,his own Haneiiifiaii Troops, But tho' J was plea- 
fed wiih the Hon. Gcnileman's Eloquence, I muA confefs, his 
Argument gave me Tome Pain. He feems to think, thai our 
Conliiiuiicn was quite altered by the Revolution ajid the 
A6i of Seitleuient whicli was the Confequence of it, aiui that 
v/e hail ibeieby departed from our anlient Maxiw, ?Ja( tfrt 
King can do ko If-'reitg. Wliereas according id my Notionof 
both, our CoulUtuiiun was cot altered but lel'.ored ; and con- 
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fcijuentl^ this fumkiDEnCal Maxim of our Government inaA An. t 
remain as firm and as inviolable, as ever it wai under any 
former Race oi Briii/l> Kings. If ibis be To, and tliat it ii 
no Man who has a Regard for our prefent Royal Family 
will deny, then no Breach of Condition or Limiiauon can 
impeach the King's Tide, but may be a good Reafon for 
impeaching and punifhing his Minilleis and Advifers, as 
well as every oae who afla by their Ordeis againil the Lawa 
of their Country. Upon this Maxim the Freedom and Sta- 
bility of our Government depends: Upon this alone, not 
only the Freedom oJ' the Prefs, but the Freedom of Speech 
in Pailiamenc, can be founded ; for if the Perfon or Title of 
the King were to be any Way affefted by the wrong Meafures 
advifed or purfued by his Minil)ers, no Man could lind Fault 
with their Meafures, without being guilty of a Breach of his 
Allegiance to his Sovereign. But the Confliiution of our 
Government is known to be otherwife ; and therefore none 
of the Limitations which ate fuppofcd by the common Law, 
or exprelTed in any of our Statutes, particularly Ma^na 
Cbarta, the Bill oF Rights, and the Aft of Settlement, are 
to be look'd on as Conditions upon which the King holds hia 
Crown, but as DireQions to the MiniRersand others employ- 
ed by him in the executive Part of our Government, uhich 
they are not to tranfgrefs, even tho' they ihould have his ex- 
prefs Order for To doing. 

' In this Light, Sir, titty Man may find Fault with the 
Meafuies purfued by an Adminillration, withoi]! incroaehicg 
in the leali upon that Allegiance whichisdue tohis Sovereign: 
Nay, if he thinks the Meafures wicked or wrong, he is in 
Duty to h]^ Sovereign, as well as his Country, obliged tt> 
find Fault with them, and to expofe the Motives upon which 
ihey were founded, or the evil Confequerces with which 
ihey may be attended. It is by this our Conltituiion is fe- 
cured, and the People guarded againit being impofed on by 
[he falfe GloHes ufually put by Minitlers upon the Meafures 
they have refolved Co purfue ; and it is by this our Kings are 
fecured againlt the fatal Effc^ of a general Difcontent, by 
which abibluie Monarchs are often tumbled headlong from 
their Throne, before they can be fcnfible of the evil Ten- 
dency of the Meafuies tliey have been advifed to purfue. 
Therefore, If it has been of late inftnuated, or if ic Ihould 
now be infilled on, that the InteteR of Gnat Britain hat 
been, or is now lO be ftcrificed to tiie Imerell of Hann'uer, 
the Hon. Gentleman is not to impofe Silence upon tliofe that 
fay fo, hy telling ihem they are guilty of High-Treafon, 
but by fetting the Argument in fuch a Lieht a: will admit of 
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An.iS. Oto.lt. no Reply, wWcli he, wiih all hia Eloquence, will, I fear,') 
^ find to be aTalk not eafily accompliflied. Nay, I believe, 
he will not attempt il ; beciufe in fo doing he would find | 
himfeif obliged to argae againll thofe who for fome Years ' 
have been his princip.il Friends ; and who formerly fufFered'] 
for not joining fo cordially in the Meafutes againft * Siutdm, 
03 iva! then expefled by the Court. ' 

' Will any Gentleman fay, that the Iniereft of Hanaiier 
had no Share in the Meafurcs we tool;, and the War we at' 
laft Jeclared againft SiueiiiB, foon after the Acceflion of his 
late Majelly to our Throne ? Every impartial Man who knows 
any Thing of the Hillory of thofe Times mull grant, that the 
PiirLhafe oi Brimen and fwiAra was (he true Caiife of the 
Rupture between SiWcjiatid ub i and the fceuring of that 
Purchafe was afterwards the Caufe of the Rupture between 
us and the Cxar. The fame L'aufc likewife gave Rife to the 
defenfive Alliance between the Emperor and us in the Year 
1716, and was originally the Caufe of thofe Difpuies between 
Spain znd uf, which have now produced two Wars and a' ; 
Half [if I may fo exprefs myfelf) between the tH'o Kingdoms ; 
for that in the Year 1717, 1 can call but Half a War, be- 
caufe it was carried on upon one Side only. Whilft che Im- 
perial Court but feemtd co favour the Preleniions of Hizac-vir 
in Germany we did every Thing thai Court could defire ; 
but when we found that Court a little remifs with regard to 
thofe Pretenfions, we, all of a fuddcn, in the Vear lyl'i, al- 
tered our Cofidufl, concluded a feperatc Peace with Spain 
upon Terms not very honourable, and from being a generous 
btcame 3 jealous Friend of the Emperor's, which united us 
ill a clofe Correfpondence with ilie Court of Franit, and at 
lall produced the Treaty of Haninjcr, the Coiifequences 
whereof have been fatal to Europi as well as this Nation. 

' Thefc Fafts could, I believe. Sir, be fuificienily- proved, 
were wc Mailers of all the fecret Negotiations that have been 
carried on for thirty Years pall ; and if they are true, fure- 
ly it ia notTreafon to fay fo. But fuppofe them all to be true, 
and clearly demonllrated, no Man that urderllands our Con- 
llitmion will fay, they could any Way operate agamft hia 
Majefty, or againit our prefent happy Ellabli{hmenl. Such a 
Proof would indeed fall heavy upon the Minillers that ad- 
vifed or purfued fuch Meafurcs, and (he very Sufpicion ought 
to be a prevailing Argument tor our ellablifhing fuch Regu- 
lations, as may prevent the Profecution of fuch Meafurcs in 
any future Time.

DehiK, I am vallly furptired to hear any Gentleman preiend, 
that il will be do Advantage to the BIe£)oratc of Hano-ver. 
Is not the fending of near 700,000 1. Engli/h Money [□ that 
Electorate en Advantage CO it ? Will not the maintaining of 
16,000 Men, which muft otherwife have been maintained 
by the Electorate iifelf, be an Advantage to it i But (he 
Hon. Gentleman fays, the paying of ihofe Troops, can 
carry no Riches into the Eleftorate of Uanimir, bftaufe the 
7'toops are marched out of it, and their whole Psy to be 
fpenl in a Foreign Country. Nay, he goes faither and fayr, 
that our taking thofe Troops into our Pay, and obliging 
ihem to live in Foreign Parts, will be a Lois to the EteClo- 
late, becaulc many of the Officers have Fortunes of their own, 
and will fpend more than the Pay received from us, which 
Supta-expence mull be drawn from, and confequenlly wilt be 
a Lofs to thai Elediorate. Sir, if there are any Oiiicers 3- 
nong the Hanai/ir Troops who fpend mote than their Pay, 
(here are fome who will not fpend fo much, and as thofe 
Savings muft remain in, or be laid out in the Eleftorate, it is 
highly probable th^t what it geiE by the latter, will more than 
Blfone for what it lofes by the former. But fuppofe it were 
Otherwife, will not the Cloalhing, Levying, and Recruiting 
thel'e Troops at our Expence, be an Advantage to that E- 
lei^orate ! For the whole Money upon every one of ihefe 
Articles will be laid out or laid up in Hanu'ver ; and the 
Advantage it mull reap this Way, will, I am fure, do a great 
deal more than compenfate any Lofi it may fulUin by tha 
Extravagance of futtie of its Officers. 

' Wc mull therefore fuppofe, that tho' this Body of Ha- 
navtrian 'I'roops be to ferve in a Foreign Country, yet a 
great Part of what we pay for them, or to them, will be laid 
out in Haiiovtr, and confequently that this Meafure will tend 
to the Enriching of that Eleftorate. But now fuppofe, that 
cot one Shilling of this Money were to ri:m^in in, or ever 
to return to Hanovir, would it not be an Advantage to have 
16,000 of its Jroops maintained at our Charge? For 00 
Augmentation has been made upon thib Account to the Array 
in Ham'vir. The Hon. Gentleman feems to lay it down ai 
a Maxim, (hat it can never be an Advantage to any Nation, 
(□fend 16, ono of its SubjeClsout of the Country : Ifhehad 
added (he Word, idli. his Maxim uould then have Hood in 
in proper Light ; and, I believe, no Man wilt fay, that it 
would not be an Advanijge to a Nation to have 16,000 of 
its idle SubjeQs maintained, either at home or abroad, at the 
ExpCDCC 01 Ibmt neigbbouriag NaCioo. i fhould iiave beeq 
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An. li. Ceo. 11. very far from finding fault with our fending 16,000 of oar 
'74»- Soldiers lo Flanrien, if they had been 10 be maintained by 

ibe Quetti of Hungary, ihe Duttb, or any other neighbour- 
ing Nation, that would not afterwards have made ufe ol them 
agaitill ourlelves. Therefore, the fending of our Troops to 
Flandm, as it is at our own Expencc, mull: be a Lofs ij us, 
but HanaviTi fending 16. 000 of its Troops to Fianderi muft 
be an Advantage to it, becaufe they are to be maintained 
there, at our Expence. 

' 1 fliall grant, indeed. Sir, that if the Hansver Troop) 
were to have been kept in Hana'uir, and there maintain'd at 
our Expence, it would have been a greater Advantage to that 
Eleflorate ; and therefore our keeping, and alwa^i main- 
taining fuch a Body of Troops in the Eleflorate of Hano-ver, 
may perhapi be defign'd to be introduced by this Precedent, 
Our Parliaments may not be as yet well enough difciplined, 
for approving of fuch a Meafure ; but we do not know what 
may be brought about, by Time and bad Precedents. We 
lately maintained, for feveral Vears, 12,000 ' He^ans for 
the Defence of Hansuir t and now we have got into the Me* 
thod of taking Hanovtriam into our Pay, I can fee no Rea- 
fon why we (hould not always be, from the fnme Motives, 
induced to keep a Body of Troops in that Elefloraie for the 
fame Purpofe. To a Parliament willing to be convinced, I 
could fuggelt a great many plaufible Reafons for our agreeing 
to fuch a Meafure ; and fuch Reafons as, I am fure, would 
in all future Reigns make me a Favourite at Court ; for I 
never yet read of a Prince that was willing to give up the 
fmalleft Territory that belonged to him. I could fhew, and 
I think, with fome Reafon too, that as the Elcflor of Han^- 
•ver is King of Great Brilai'ti, it would be inconllflent wiiti 
our Honour to allow it to be taken from him : That it i) 
almoll furrounded with Princes who keep great Armies on 
foot : That without keeping always a very numerous Itand- 
ing Army in that Eletiorate, it is liable to be fuddenly in- 
vaded and fwailowed up by fome of its neighbouring Prin- 
ces : That the EleQorate is not of iifelf able to keep fuch an 
Army on foot ai may be necelTary for guarding againft this 
Danger ; and that therefore we, for the Prefervaiion of our 
own ffonour, ought always to maintain a great Army in 
that Bleflorate. I could farther urge, that this Army would 
give great Weigiit to our Negotiations at all the Courts upon 
the Continent : That it would tend to encourage our Friends 

and 
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and terrify our Enemies, full)' as much as aa Army feni to- An. iG.Gfo.IS 
or kept in Flandn-i ; and thacit wouM be always ready and ''I'l^- 
moie a[ our Command than the Troops of any Ally, in or- 
der to bs brought over, to prevent or xepel any Invafion or 
Inliirre^lion, elpecially as our King has now the PofTeflion of 
Brimvi and Verden. which ihews the Confeijuerce that Pur- 
chafe may be of to the Quiet of Gnat Britain, and the 
Security of the ProteHant SuccelLon. 

' Thefe, and a great many other fuch Arguments, F could 
make ufe of, for our maintaining a great Body of Troops m 
Hanover : I am far fiom fiiying they would appear conclulive 
to any Man of an honefl: Heart and a clear Underflanding ; 
but, I am fure, they would be u conclitfive as thofe Argu- 
ments were, that weie made ufe of for our taking or keeping 
the Hcjftan Troop; in our Pay, in coofequence of the Treaty 
of Ham'uir ; therefore if may be fuppofed, that fome futui'j 
Parliament may agree to fiicb a Meafure. What we are now 
about will be a Ptecedenl for it ; and if ever wc have fuch a 
Failiament, I am convinced, our MiniAers, who generally 
ihinic of nothing fo much as of acquiring an Incereil in the 
Clofet, will not be backward in propoling i[. Nay, I do not 
know but that in the very nc;tt SelTion we may hear lume 
fuch Propofition made : Before our ncAt Meeting I may pro- 
phefy, that a Sufpenfion of Arms will be agreed ou, and a 
Con^refs appointed: It will then be urged, that we ought 
not to dilbiod any of our own Troops, or difmifs any of tlie 
Foreign Troops we have in oar Pay, till Peace be fully reHor- 
ed ; and if we do keep them in Pay, it will, even with Rea- 
fon, I think, be faid, ih^t Hanaiiir ii as proper a Place for 
keeping them io as any other Part of Europe. 

• Thus, 1 hope. Sir, I have Ihewn, ihac the Meafure now 
under our Confideraiion, muft immediately contribute to the 
enriching of //nR^'L'fr j^t the Expence of this Kingdom, and 
may probably, id its Confequences, contribute a gieat deal 
more. 

■ The next Thing I am to inquire into is, how, or what 
way, or if at all, this Meafure can be fuppofed to contribute 
to the Honour, Advantage, or Security of this Kingdom. 
As to Harour, I hope, we are not become fuch Doa ^ixa/t 
as to expofe ourfelves to an infinite Expence and inHnite Dan- 
ger merely for aililling a iine Lndy in Diitrcli. Such a Be- 
haviour might be great and heroick in 3 private Man, bat 
cao be neither in a Miniller, bccaule he neither expofea his 
Pcrlon nor hit Imitate iu ihe Adventure, As to Advantage, 
J cannot fay ivbat (he Eteflorile of Hanaver may have in its 
View, over and above tlie Advantages I have already ex- 
I 3 plain'd

furely il is mad in ca to put ourlclves to any fuch Expence. 

* For making this apppar. Sir, I muft examine what is 
meant by the Balance of Power, how it Hood by the former 
Sylleins of A(}airs in Europr, and liow it mull Hand, if it can 
Hand at all, by any future Syftem. From ihe Acceffion of 
Cbarlii the Fifth, to the Spanijh and Imftrial Thrones, the 
Balance of Power leaned towards the Houfe of Auftria, and 
therefore it was the Bufinefs of this Nation to fide now and 
then with Fraitci, in order to pull down the overgrown 
Power of the Houfe of Aafiria, or at leaft to prevent it) 
growing to any greater Height. In Heiry the Eighth's Reign, 
and his two next SuccEiTors, our true Inierell was neglefled 
and fometimes lacriliced j but Queen Ehzabiih wifely and 
fteadily purfued it, and thereby eA^bliihed the Balance of 
Power ; and what is moH furpriiing, without putting the 
Nation to any great Expence, or involving it in any Debt. 
By the Emperor's being often involved in Wars either with 
the Turks or (he Princes of Germany, and by the Stupidity of 
the 5panijb Court, the French at lalt, in eur Charles the 
Firit's Reign, and during the Ufurpation of Zram'vjill, be- 
gan to get the Afcendanl, and from that Time fo increafed 
in Power, that before the Revolution it was become formi- 
dable to Europt, and therefore it was our Bufinefs to join with 
the Houfe of Aufirla in pulling down the Power of France, 
or in raifing the Power of thit Houfe, fa tis to mnke it near 
an equal Malch for France. This we did, and did it efFec- 
lually, iho' we mufi fay at a monllroua Expence, from the 
Revolution 'till the Year 1721, when the Balance was fa 
equal, that but a fmall AlTii(ance from the Maritime Powers 
might have turned it to which Side they pleafcd. 

' But how. Sir, was this Eqoality eftablifhcd ? Wherein 
did It confift i Not fingly in the Dominions poffefled by iha ^_ 
Houfe of Jitjltia, but jointly in that Houfc's being poffelTed ^^ 
of thofe Dominions, and at the fame Time in Pofieffion of ^^ 
the Imperial Throne, with a prevailing Influence 'spon the 
Diet of the Empire, by which (he was almoft fure of engaging 
tbe Empire in her Quarrel. This, Sir, was the Syflem up- 
on which the Balance of Power Hood in the Year 1711 ; and 
if we had not then begun to (bake it as well as defert it, it 
might have (lood firm upon this BaTii to this very Day. The 
Eleftoial PfinccE of Germaiy were, 'Eis itue, jealous of the 
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Power of ihe Houfe of Aaftria : but if we had Kood firm, 
no one or more of them would have ventured to have jnmed 
with France againft that Houle j bccaufe a^ long as the m..de 
DO open Attack upon the Liberties of the Empire, ror upon 
the f ropenies of any of the Princes thereof, fhe would al- 
ways have had a Majority of the Diet in her Favour. Cut 
ODt Cooliiefs towards that Houfe, and our delerting her in the 
Year 1733. gave the firft Blow 10 her Fower, and has now 
at laft overturn'd that Syllem, upon which die Balance of 
Europe was ellablilhed, at the Ex}>ence of Hundreds of Milli- 
ons, and many Thoufiind Lives, to this unfortunate and in- 
fatuated Nation. 

' Is it now. Sir, !a our Power to redote the fame Syftem .' 
Is it in our Power toreliote the Houfeof A/cia to her loft 
Dojninjons I Is it in our Power to rellorc her to the Imperi- 
al Throne, or to that Influence ihe formerly had upon the 
Diet of the Empire l Sir, if it were in our Power, I do not 
believe it is in the IVill of our Miniflers to do ia I'o hu- 
mour an infatna.ted and ill jndging People, atid to accomplilli 
fotne of their own private Erids they may pretend to aOill 
the Queen of Hungary; but if tbeycould, I do not believe 
they would reftore the Power of that Houfe, fo aa to make 
it near equal to what it was, or in any Dcgreea Match for 
the Kingdom of Franet. If (hey had any luch View, I nm 
fure it would be chimerical, becaufe none willaiCllus, moll 
. of the Princes of Girmany would unit; againll us ; nay, I 
do Dot know, if the Foreign Troops we have now in our 
Pay, or the Hanovirians we are to take into our Pay, wonH 
allill in carrying on any fuch Scheme 1 for furely thofe 
Troops would not aflilf in dethroning an Emperor cbofen and 
acknowledged by their own MaDcr. 

' From hence, Sir, it is evident, that the Balance of Power 
cannot be elUblilhed upon its aritient Balis ; and therefore 
the Prefer ving or Diminilhing the Power of the Houfe of 
Aaftria can be of no great Concern to this Nation, nor could 
be of any, ever fince the Eleflor of Ba^jcria'^ being chofen 
Emperor. The only Eafis upon which the Balance of Power 
can now be ellablilhed, is to reftore a firm Union and good 
Correfpondence among the fevcral Princes of Germany, and 
10 detach every one of them, as much as poffible, from any 
flavilh Dependence upon France. If this had been our 
Scheme, and it is the only wife Scheme we could propofe, 
after the Emperor was chofen, inilesd of fending Troopi, we 
ought to have fent Miniliers (not fuch as we have of late 
Vcart feni abroad) into Germany ; in order to have had an End 
pitas fpeedily as paflible to the War in that Couptry. In this 
I 4 Echeme 
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An.iS, Ceo.ir''Scheme, I believe, both the Dutch, iht King of Fru£ia and 
IT4.1. ihe leveral Circles of the Empite, would have joined with u) 
more heartily than they will do in any other, becaute it it 
their, as well as our Interel), lo have an End put to ihai War ; 
whereas it is the Interelt of franct, to have the War t»n- 
tinued as long as pofiible ; becaufe ibe longer it is continued, 
Ihe more ihe Princes engaged will weaken one another, the 
more diliicult it will be to rellore a good Harmony between 
ihem, and confequently the more diflicult it will be to rellore 
AQivity or Force to the GermaitUk Body. That thefe are the 
Politicks of France, we may fee by her whole Conduft in the 
prefent War, by her fending at firll no very great I^'orce to 
the Afliltance of the Eledor of Bavaria, by her leaving the 
King of Prujjia to fight his own Battles, and by her now 
having in Bavaria only fuch an Army u Tnay enable the Em- 
peror to continue the War. 

' If Peace had been rellored to Germany foon after the 
Emperor's being chofen, he would never have been under 
any Jlavilh Dependence upon France, much lefi would he 
have contibuted to any Increafe of Power in fuch a dange- 
rous Rival : He foon became fenfible of hie being made a 
Tool by France, for difuniling and weakening the Germa- 
rick Body : If he h»d been eltublifted in his Throne by our 
Mediation, he might probably, in a ftiort Time, have been 
become as great an Enemy to France as ever the Houfe of 
Aufir'ia was ; and if we had applyed our whole Strength to a 
vigorous Profcculion of the War with Spain and towards de- 
feating her Schemes in Italy, we might by this Time have 
forced her to fubmit Co reafonable Terms. But fuppofe we 
had not : Suppofe the War had continued between &paia 
and m, and that France had joined with Spain agaiuli us, 
both together couid not fit out a Naval Force equal to ours, 
fo that we might have carried on the War wicli Succefs &r 
gainll both, and to the uuer Dellruflion both of the Trade 
and Plantations of France ; for without a fuperior Fleet ihe 
could have defended neither. If the Peace of Germany had 
been rellored, and the Emperor ellablifhed upon the Impe- 
rial Throne by our Mediation, Franct would have had no 
great Influence upon him, and much lefs upon the Germa- 
tiici Body ; and coiikquently neither could nor durft have 
pretended to give Laws to the reft of Eurupe i becaufe it 
would probably have drawn that great Body unanimoufly in- 
to a Confederacy againft her i but if that Body (hould be ru- 
ined by a tedious and confumptive War, fupported at the 
fole Charge of this Nation, we ftiall not only exhaull oor- 
felvcs, fo as rot to be able :o maintain our Naval Force, 

but 
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but weaken Xhx. Gtrntanick Body, and atuch ihe Emperor An. iS.Gco.lL 
more llrongly to Franct ; and if the Queen of Hwigary '?4i- 

(hould at lait be obliged to fubniic, thus exbaufted and dif- 
tieffed, we Jliall be left cxpofed to the Vengeance of France 
and Spain, fupported by an intaged and dependent Etnperor 
of Girmany. In this Cafe, indeed, it would be in the Pow- 
er of France to give Laws to the reft of Eurapi. and to o- 
blige all the Powers thereof to interdid us their Pons, if not 
join with her and Spain againll us. 

* From all which 1 muft conclude. Sir, that if ourMini- 
fters mean any Thing by fending our Troops to Fiandirs, and 
taking fuch a numerous Body of Hanmieriam into our Pay : 
T fay, if they mean any Thing, beiidea thai of impofing up- 
on the Nation, and making a Prefeot to bis Majelly of 6 or 
7oo,oaol. their Meafures will render our future Security 
more precarious than it would, or could have been, had 
they put the Nation to no fuch Expence, nor engaged it in 
any fuch romancick Meafures i becaufe, by continuing (he 
War we weaken, perhaps may deftroy that Bafis upon whicit 
alone (he Balance can now be el>ablilhed, and which can no 
Way fuIFer by taking ftom one and giving to another of the 
German Princes, as long as France gets no Part of the Spoil, 
nor S^ein any Succefs without firil coming to an Accommo- 
dation with this Nation; for as to any AcceHon o( Power 
Spain, or the Princes of Spetis, mav acquire in Italy, it iig- 
nifies nothing to the general Balance, becaufe the Connexion 
now fubfilling between France and Spain, can ]aft no longer 
than the prefent King ofSpain's Life, which cannot be of any 
long Duration ; and upon his Death the antient Jealoufy, 
between thofe two Kingdoms, will very probably revive. 
which would of courfe throw the Power and Influence of 
Spain into the Balance BgainR the overgrown Power of 
France, and would be a new and a very great additional Se- 
curity for preferving the Liberties of Europe. 

' 1 know. Sir, 1 am arguing againl) the general Cry of 
the ignorant and unthinking Part of this Nation ; but, I 
hope, our Minifteis are not to be reckoned amongtl that Set 
of Men. I (hall grant that the Bafis upon which the Ba- 
lance of Power Aood eftablilhed in the Year 1721, was more 
firm and certain than that I am now recommending. Whitll 
it remained lixi upon that Bafis, we could with more Cer- 
tainty depend upon the Gtrmaniek Bady's afling with Vi- 
gour and Unanimity againlt Franee, than we c^n do, when 
[he Power of the Houle of Au/lria is divided, and ihe Head 
of the Empire wiihoJt any great Influence upon the Body; 
and therefore we have the more Reafon 10 rcfent the fatal

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An. i6. Geo.ll. Change thai has been brought aboof, chiefly by ihe weak 
'?**• or wicked Menfures of our Minifters heto at home. To 
preferve or incrcafe the Power of (be Houfe of Auftria has 
been the Cry our People have been ufed to for threefcore 
Years palt : WhilH that Power could be fet up as a Match 
for [he Power of France, it was a right Maxim -. If it were 
now polCble to do {o, it would Jtill b« a riglit Maxim j and 
therefore [ am not at all furprifed, that this fltould Dill con- 
tinue to be the Cry amongit ihofe who do not confider or 
perceive the ImpoiBbility of the Thing : Boi every Man 
who conliders the prefent Stale of Europe, muft be fer.fible 
of its being now impolTible to rellore the Power and Influ- 
ence of the Houfe of Aufiria, in as to fet it up as a Match 
for the Power of franci ; becaufe all the Princes of Ger- 
many would declare openly againll it : Even the Oeftor of 
Hanover might, perliaps, as Eleflor, dixlare openly againll 
it i and i) he (hould declare againll it, [ believe, the Mini- 
flers of the King of Great Britain neither would nor could 
■ft vigoroully in the Profecucion of fuch a Schetne, 

' i moit ibercf'ire necclTaiily conclude, that this cannot 
be the Scheme upon which oar Troops were fcnt abroad, 
or the Ham'vtriaii taken into our Pay ; and as I can 
think of nune other, I muft fuppofe, that our Troops were 
fen: abroad in order to amufe the Queen of Hungary, and 
petfuade her to rejefi the Propolitions of Peace made to her 
lalt Summer, which were as good, I believe, as any we can 
procure for her, in order thar our Miniltcrs might, from 
the Continuance of the War ia Germany, have a Pretence, 
or fome Shadow of an Argument for periuading this Nation 
to lake 16,000 Heimveiieni into its Pay. The Hon. Gen- 
tleman fayi, we were obliged to fend our Troops abroad, in 
order to convince our Allies of our being refolved to aft 
with Vigour, and to remove that Opinion which our for- 
mer Condufl had inllilled into them. Sir, if our new Mi- 
nillers had fmcerely and heartily join'd in punilhing thofe 
who had brought fuch a Reproach upon their Country, and 
in getting fuch Laws pafled as the People think necelTjry for 
fecuring their Liberties at home, it would have been a much 
more effcflual, and a much cheaper Method of removing 
that Opinion which our lace ConduA has inllilled into the -^| 
Minds of ioreign Courts ; for they all know, from Expert- V 
ence, chat this Nation both will and can a£i with Vigour, 
when it happens to be under a popular Adminiltration ; but 
thai our Government is of fuch a Nature, that it never did, 
nor ever can aft with Vigour, when it is adminillred by 
Men who have lendeted ihemfclves hated or defpifed by ih« 
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People. This we may be convinced of by the vigorous Re- An 
lolution laken by the Dutch, as foon as they heard of a 
Change in our Adminiltratlon ; and the Slacknefs (hat en- 
fued in their Counfels, as foon as they found that that 
Change was not like (o be agreeable to the People. 

* It IB this. Sir, thai has confounded the Counfels of all 
thofe who ought to be our Allies. It is the Unpopularity of 
our Government, and the Difcontents flil! reigning among 
the People of this Nation, that has convinced all the Courts 
of Earope, that there is no Dependence lo be !iad upon, nof 
much to be apprehended from any Thing we cin do ; and 
this, perhnp^, has defeated the bell Scheme I ever heard 
mentioned for reltoting the Balance of Power, and fettling it 
upon the moll folid and lading Foundation. I mean that of 
drawing off the Emperor, as well as th" King of Prujjia, from 
(heir Alliance with Franci, and getting the whole Girnatui 
Body to unite with the Dnlcl/ and us in a Confederacy for ag- 
grandizing the Houfe oi Bavaria at the Expence o\' France . 
Ifihiseould have been done, it would have been a pulling 
down the Power of France, which is what we ought princi- 
pally to aim at, and adding to the Power of the Giimamci 
Body, fo that both Ways it would have operated for fecuring 
the Liberties of Europe ; bat for this Purpofe all ihe Parlies 
concerned mult have afled with the m moll Vigour, which 
was not to be expeiled from this Nation, whilft the Difcon- 
tents of the People are not only general, but too ready, I am 
afraid, to break out into a Flame. From hence, I am con- 
vinced, that our Minifters had not the !eafl View of procur- 
ing fuch 3 Confederacy, when our Troops were firft fent into 
Fhidirt, and much lefs can they have any fuch View at pre- 
fent. Nay, I believe, the Dutch have exprefsly declared a- 
gainl) attacking France, and whatever may be pretended, 
however far the Pretence may be pufhed, I believe, none 
of our Troops, at leall none of our Auxiliaries, will aflually 
attack the Emperor ; therefore I mull fuppofe, and next Sum- 
mer may probably jufiify my Suppofitinn, that after having 
made a Parade, and flripc this poor Nation of four or five 
Millions, we fhall end where we ought to liave begun, in 
negotiating a Peace between the Emperor and the Queen of 
Hungary, and fuch a Peace too, as was offered to her laft 
Summer, and would probably have been accepted by her, if 
we had no way interpofed. 

* For this Rcafon, Sir, I hope, it will not be faid, I am 
oppofing the Meafures ofour Mioiftets, when I decl.iteagainft 
our entering into the War ia Girmany upon the prefent Pool- 
ing. Tho' I argue againit their pretended, I am convinced. 
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An. iS. Ceo. II. I do not argue againU their real Sentiments. Whatever 
'74*- Opinion I may have of ibeir Incegriij', I have a better Opi- 
nion of iheir Underltaoding than to Itippofe, ihat ihey would 
undertake fucli a romantick Scheme, as that of reftoiing the 
Houfe of Aupria to its former Power and Influence i and 
therefore, I hope the Hon. Gentleman wili not fay, that I 
alter my Sentiments me tety becaufe our Minillers have alter- 
ed their Meafures. I never was for War or Peace, merely 
becaufel faW the Minillers lefolved to imrfuc the contrary 
* Meafure, nor is this, 1 hope, ever a Motive with any 
Gentleman of this Houfe ; but I pardon the Hon. Gentle- 
man for fuppofing that it is, bEcaule it is very natural for 
Gentlemen (who have laid it down as a Maxim, to be for 
every Meafure they find the MiniDc'S rcfolved to purfue,) to 
fuppofe, that others oppofe tlie Minillers Meafure; merely 
for the Sake of Oppofition. Has any Gentleman, who de- 
clared fur a War with Spain, as yet altered his Sentiments i 
Ate not we flill for a vigorous Profecution of that War ? But 
this too may, perhaps, be faid to proceed from a Spirit of 
OppofitioQ ; for it cannot be faid, that our MinjAvrs have 
ever yet profccuted that War with Vigour, and of late they 
really feem to have quite forgot i'. 

' Has any Gentleman ever faid, that we were by ourfeives 
alone to undertake the Caufe of the Queen of Hungary ; and 
that without the AfTidance of the Dutih. or even of tjie Elec- 
tor of ffamniir, we are to reilme her to the PofTeffion of all 
her former Dominions, to deihrune the Emperor, and to 
place the Duke of Larraiit in his Head, not only in fpight of 
Fraitci and Spain, but in fpight of the Empire itfelf ! This, 
Sir, is the Fallacy of the Hon. Gentleman's Argument, 
when he telli us. we Ihall be guiliy of Unlteadinefs in our 
Opinions and Behaviour, if we do not come into fuch a 
Scheme. All that has been laid, in Parliament, all the De- 
claiationsor AddrefTes of ParliainEnt, for aflilling the Queen 
o^ Hungary, hive been upon this Condition, that the other 
Powers, who are engaged b". Treaties, and bound by In- 
rerelt to fupport her, ihouid join with us in affiOing her. 
This Condition the lion. Gentleman has, it feems, forgot, 
I (hall not fay willfully, and now he charges us with having 
been formerly of Opinion, that witi.out her being aifiiled by 
any, bat ourfeives, there were reafjnable Grounds to hope, 
that the Balfince of Power might be again rcilored, and the 
Traijquilily of Eai-ope le-efiabliihed. Is not this. Sir, a 
downright Mifreprefentaiicn of the fail > And fince we now 
find, that none of the Powers of £.cD;if will join with uf in 
afliiling her, that even the Eicftorate of Haatvir will not 
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fend her tlie 4000 Men ftipulaied by the Guaranty of iheAn.iS. Geo.n, 
Pragmatick Saadign, is it not a good Reafon for our refufing >7*i. 
to concur id a Scheme, which it is impollible toenecuie, and 
which, by our joining in it, may render the Emperor more 
dependent upon France than he otherwife would be, and con- 
fequently deflroy, or very much weaken that Balis, upon 
which alone the Balance of Power can now be eftablifhed ? 

* The very Reafon given lor our taking the Heno-ver 
Troops into our Pay, is 3 Proof ofita being ridiculous in us 
to think of leeAabliihing the Balance of Power upon its 
former Foundation, and was certainly the ftrongeft Argu- 
meut that could be urged againll this Meafure The Hon. 
Gentleman was fo free as 10 tell us, that we took the 
Hamrutriaai into our Pay, becaafe we could not get any 
other. If this be true, J am Aire, we ought not to have 
taken ihcm, becaufe it was from thence apparent, wc could 
make no ufe of ihem ; and if we could at that Time have got 
any other, we ought to have taken any rather than thofe of 
Hanavtr ; becaufe by that means we might have engaged the 
Prince whofe Troops we hired, to join wiih us in efpoufing 
the CaufeoftheQueenof Wiisgflry ; and we might certainly 
have got the Troops of any other Potentate in Europe, at a 
cheaper Rale than we are now lO pay for thofe oi Hana'vtr ; 
for I could Ihew, that we never paid (o dear for any Troops 
taken into our Service, as we are to pay for thefe Hamveti- 
aKi. But as I think, and [ hope have demonft rated, that we 
ought not to take thofe Troops into our Pay at any Rate, I 
have therefore no Occafion to point out the feveral extraor- 
dinary Articles that are in the Ellimaies now lying upon oar 
Table. And as to their being already marched into Flan- 
itrst I do not think, we can be fuppofcd to be thereby laid 
under any Obligation, either to make good the Charge of 
marching them thither, or to pay for marching them 
back i becBufp it is evident, from our Addrefs of hit SelTi- 
on, that we neither defired nor deligned that his Majelly 
Ihould put the Nation to any Charge in fupporling die Queen 
of Hungary, unlefs he was to be joined by the other Powers 
equally concerned with us, and fome praflicable Scheme 
formed for giving her fuch a Support as might reltore the 
Balance of Power and eUablilh it upon a folid Foundation. 
Therefore, as it is not fo much as pretended, that we ever 
had. or have now the leall Hopes of fuch a Conjunflion, if 
we do not comply with this Demand, his Majefty cannot 
blame his Parliament : He can blame onl)' thofe Miniilers 
that were fo rafh as to advife the matching of thofe Troops ; 
and, I am furCj our Cgnllitucnts would ^ave great Reafon

'^**" other Reafon but to prevent hi* Majelty's having Caul'e

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Mr H. WaSfeJe, fpoke next to ihe following Effefl. 
Sir, 

' 1 Confefs, I fhould have been no way furprifed, had the 
Hon. Gentleman who made you this Motion, Taved him- 
felf the Trouble of explaining his Reafon for making it, 
or for our agreeing to it ; for they are To clearly deducible 
from Fadla fo publickly known, (hat when I firft heard of 
the March of the Hanaiitr Troops, and of their being taken 
into the Pay of Grtat B'ilain, 1 vm {a far from thinking the 
Meafure would be oppofed, that I imagined it would be 
highly applauded and readily provided for. I even then be- 
gan to think, that after wc had agreed to the proper Refolil- 
tions for granting the Supplies ncceflary for the Subfillence 
of ihofe Troops, 1 Ihould have the Pleafore to fee this Houfe 
unanimouHy refolving upon an Addrefs of Thanks to his Ma- 
jefty, for (hewing fuch a Mark of his Affeftion for thefe 
Kingdom;, as to lend us a large Body of his Troops, whea 
he thereby expofed his own native Dominions to the Danger 
of being involved in the War, and to the highell Refi-'niment 
not only of France, but of the Prince then chofen Emperor 
of Gtrmany, and Head of the Empire. 

* Sir, If we but confider the 1'urn which the A^irs of 
Eutoft took upon the Death of the late Emperor, there 
can be no Occafion to perfuade us to agree to this Motion ; 
and the leaft Kefleftion mult convince os, that (hat Turn was- 
not owirg to any MifconduA in our Minillcrs, but merely to 
the unforefeen Aceitleni of (he late Emperor's dying, before 
any proper Mealures had been taken for giving him a Suc- 
ceflbr in the Imperial Throne : I fay unforefeen Accident j 
bccaufe the late Emperor was of a htalthful robiili Body, 
and not very far advanced in Years, no one could forefee, no 
one could leafonahly fuppofe, chat his Death was fo near ap- 
proaching. 5y this Event's happening at (uch an unfeafon- 
abie Time for the reft ofEurcpt, the Frtnch were encouraged 
to form a Scheme, not only for giving an Emperor to Ger- 
many, but for reducing flill further the Power of the Hoofe of 
^uftiia, their antient Rival, by parcelling out a great Part of 
her Dominions, amongd thofe Princes ai Europe who Ihould 
appear moft attached to the Interelt of France ; and in both 
Pans of this Scheme fhe found but too certain Hopes of Suc- 
cefs, from the ill cim'd Ambition of Ibme of the Princes of 
Eumti, and a. Sort of panick Ecar in molt of the rcA. 



* In the(e Circumftances, Sir, what wai his MaJeSy to An. J 
do ? Wbac was [his Nation to do i If hij Majclty hail been 
guided by his Ambition as others were, and had fliewn no 
Kegard to any Thing but the Extenfion of his Girman Do- 
minions, he might certainly have pnichafed fume Addition, 
by joining with the Meafures oi trance, for a) he was King 
of Griai Brilaia, as well as Eleflor of Uaitmjir, they 
would certainly have thought it well worth their while, to 
have purchafed his Friendlhip, and hearty Concurrence al- 
moll at any Rate. On the other Hand, if he had been aw'd 

' by Fear, as fome others feem ta have been, he would have 
remained quile inaftive, without putting himfeif or this Na- 
tion to any Expence, which wculd have deprived fome 
Gentlemen, both within Doors and without, of the Pleafme 

'. they feem to take in oppofing what is now under our Con- 
fideration. But hisMajelly was too wife to be guided by 
cither of thefe Motives : He refolved to oppofe the Meafures 
«f Franci as much, and as foon as it was in his Power ; for 
which purpofe he immediately ordered an Augmentation of 
his Annies in Hano-vcr, as wel! as in Great Britain, to be 
Tcady to aft as foon as a fit Opportunity Ihould oHcr. But as 

' Fmnee had been enabled, by the Ambition of fome Poweri 
in Europe, to form a moll powerful Alliance f as Fear io 
others made it at hrft impoUible for his Majclty to form a 
fulHcient Counter- Alliance ; and as htt own Dominions were 
in Danger of being immediately attack'd, he was cibliged to 
conclude a Treaty of Neutrality j which Neutrality, however, 
he wifely confined to his Gtrman Dominions, and to the 
Space of one Twelvemonth from the Date. 

' As to that Part of the French Scheme relating to the 
Eleflion of an Empetor, his Majeily found it impollible to 
oppofe it, becaufe a great Majority of the Eleftors had pofi' 
lively refolvcd to concur in the Choice of the Eleflor of 
Baijaria, which Rcfolution they had taken, not out of Love 
IO the Freacb, or from any Fear of their Armt, but for two 
other Reafon; that were both very prevalent. Firll, to pre- 
ferve their Right of EJeflton, and prevent the Houfe of 
Auflria'i acquiring any Pretence from Prefcripiion to fay, 
that the Imperial Diadem ought always to be continued in 
that Houfe ; and fecondly, becaufe there was no Male Ke- 
ptefrntative of the Houfe of jfuflria, and it svas not proper 
tochiife the Duke of Lorrain, Icit by the Qjeen of /fan- 
^srv's dying without Children, the Empire Ihould come ta 
have a Head who had not Dominions fufficient for fupporting 
Ihe l.ullre and Dignity of [he Imperial Diadem. Thefe 
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' TI. Keafani prevaitol with a great Majority of the Elef^ors to fin 

upon the Eleflor of Bavaria, aad h'n Maje&y finding ill 

DGedlefi 10 oppofe, concurred ia ibe Eleflion. I 

' To ihefe ReafonB, I may add. Sir, that moll of ihn 

Princes. of the Empire Had found the Jnconvenience of coqJ 

tinuing the Imperial Dignity fo long ia the Houfe of jfu^rioA 

and hdd by Turns felt the Weight of the Power that HoufaJ 

had thereby acquired, which was certainly grown ib great aM 

to he a little inconfilUnt with [he Uberties of Germany, howd 

ever much it might tend to the Frefervation of the LibErtie*] 

of Euiepi. This was a third Reafon for uniting the EIeAor» 

in the Intercll of (he Houfe of Ba/varia, with regard [o thQl 

ElefUon ; and was, pcthapi, a Reafon that prevailed witlt] 

many of them to fall in with the Views of Frame, eveal 

with regard to the leflening the Power of that Houfe ; efpe^J 

cially as France has all along taken care to perfuade thai 

World, that (he had noDefign to add any Thing to her own I 

Power or Dominion). 4 

' If his Majelly had Ihewn a Regard only to the Interell I 

of his Grrpian Dominions ; If he had been governed by the | 

Maxim that has long prevailed in Germany, of pulling down I 

the overgrown Power oftheHoule of jla/fria ; he would I 

certainly have joined in the Scheme for dividing the Domini- | 

on3 of that Houfe, and might, perhaps, have come in for &> J 

Shni'c. or, at leal), fome Equivalent ; but his Majelly, in. I 

this, as well as all his former MEafures, has been Jntirely go- I 

verned by the fole Intereil of England. He confidered that, I 

as the Houfe of jiufltia is the prefent and rightful PoITeflbr. I 

of thofe Territories which are now called the j^afirian Kcihtr-. I 

lands, we might always depend upon thnt Houfe as our faith- l 

full Ally, for that Reafon, which chiefly prevails among I 

Princes, becaufe it is her Intereil to be fo. If ever frame I 

attempts to extend her Dominions, that Attempt will certain- I 

ly fall firli upon the Aujtriati Netherlands ; but a; Ihe cannot I 

propole to fucceed in any fuch Attempt, til! fbe has firft I 

brought this Nation fo low as not to be able to prevent it, I 

or elUbJilhed a Government here that will not endeavour I 

to prevent it, therefore her firll Attempt will undoubtedly be 1 

ag^inil II?, or, at leall, againft our prefent huppv Ellabliih- I 

mem ; but as the Conquefl of the AaJIrian Netherlands will I 

be the certain and immediate Confequence of Francis fuc- I 

feeding in any fuch Attempt againll us, therefore wc may I 

depend upon the Aliiflance of the Houfe of Aufiria, if ever I 

France Ihould make any Attempt againil us. I 

' For this Reafon, Sir, even fuppofing that the Balance of 
Power tr.ult now depend upon the Harmony and Unanimity 

of 
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of the Gtrmaaiei Body, which, in my Opinion, it always 
did in Time pad, as well a^ ii muft do in Time lo come, yet 
it is the Idiereli of this Nation lo prelerve the Dominions and 
[Power of the Hotifc of Aujhia as entire as poffible. This 
lade his Majelij' refolve to defeat the fecond Pdrt of the 
friBcb Scheme ; but aj this was not to be done without 
['drawing off ft>me of thofe Princes that were at firll engaged 
^n the French Alliance, and as he found it impolSble to do 
' this without giving up feme Part of the Auftiian Dominions, 
therefore his firll Attempt was, to prevail upon the Court of 
yieniia to give Satisfaftion to the King of Pruffia, and upon 
that Prince to accept of what the Court of Vienna was wil- 
ling to give. In this his Majefly has fucceedcd better, or at 
Icili fooner, than could be expected ; and the Confequeiice 
of this has been, a Rtconciliation between the Courts of 
Saxany aod P'ienna, with little Or no Lofs to the latter. 

' His Majefly's next Care was, to provide for the Safety 
of the Aujirian Dominions in //a/y, and to defeat the De- 
Jigns of our declared Enetnies the Spanlardi. For this Jur- 
pofe it was nccefiary to prevail with the Court of Vienna to 
make feme CcffioQ lo the King of Sardinia, who may be faid 
to keep the Keys of iiaty, and to prevail with that Prince to 
declare openly againfl. the Sfanlardi. In this too his Ma- 
jelly has fucceeded beyond any Hopes which the moll fan- 
guine could entertain a Tweli'emomh ago ; and in order to 
weaken and dilhefs the Spaniards llill more in Iialy, he has, 
by his fupeiior Squadron in the Mediterranean, not only 
^ock'd up their Fleets in Pott, but compelled the King of the 
two SiciHa to dec'are for a Neutrality. • 

' Thefe Things were all done, Sir, or refolvcd on, be- 
fore our Troops were fent to Fiandcrs, or the Auxiliary 
Troops, either of Hanover or Hejfe Ca/fel, were ordered to 
march ; but two Things llill remained to be done, and that 
was, to fecure the King of Sardinia from being attacked 
by the French, in Conjunflion wiih the Spaniards, and to 
draw the Dutch out of that Inaflivlly, which Defpair of be- 
ing able ID oppofc the Views of France, had frighlned them 
into- For both thele Purpoles it became neccJT.iry to form a 
numerous Army in Flanderi, and therefore his Mdjefly, early 
lalt Summer, ordered a large Body of his Bririjh Troops to 
be [tanfported to that Country ; but as it was not puHible for 
us 10 fp.ire luch a Body of our own Troops, as was i>eceirary 
lo fbtin fuch an Army at might give Apprehenfions to the 
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iA.i. i6-t:co.lI. Ftrrch, or Courage to ilie Dulch, his Majellj' wss obliged, 
''^'• not only to order the Ihjfians in our Pay to march, but to 

take another large Body of Foreign Troops in[o our Pay, and 
as his own Hanaveiiaa Troop; were not only the leadieft at 
Commar.d, but (he ncatcll toihePlaceoF Rendtzvom, 16000 
of them were accordingly ordered [0 march [d joiii our Army 
ill Ftanderi. 

' This, Sir, has already bad a very great ard good 
Eftcfl. The Frenib not knowing what we niight under' 
tjke, and being jealous of the Dulth, were obliged to march 
fuch a Boity of their Troops towards Flandiii, that they 
could fpare rot fo much as a Regiment to join with the Spa- 
niards rn opprefiing the King of ban/in'ia, and compelling 
him Vi defcrt the Engagements he had entered into with hii 
M.ijefty nnd the Queen of Hungary ; and ihe Dutch being by 
this Army fecured againll any I'udden Attack from \Ye French, 
have be^::n 10 crtertain Thoughts of joining with us in af- 
lilling the Queen of Hungary, which, I am perfuaded, ihey 
will rcfolvc on as foon as the Forms of their Government 
will pet mil ; becaufe when ihcy judge impartially, and with- 
out being influenced by any Apprelietifions of being iiiime- 
dialely fwallowcJ up by Frenre, they mult conclude, that it 
is ihdr Iiuetcit as well ss curs, and upon the Inme Account 
too, to preferve, as entire as pulSblf, the Power ol the Houfe 
of Atijlria. 

' Thu5, Sir. in one Twelvemonth's Time, the Qiieen of 
Hungary, by the Allillarce we have given her in Montv, by 
our Medi.ition with the Courts of fl(f/io, Drt/dsn, and 7*- 
liiT, by the Influence of our Army in FlaKden, and Fleet in. 
the MfJiurranian, and by Ihe Fideliiy and Bravery of her 
own SutiJL^ils, has been raifed from the moll forlojn, the moll 
defperaie Condition that ever any Princcl*;, not abfoluiely 
conquered, was in, to a State of triumphing over her prefent 
and moll inveterate Enemies in every P.irt of Gerfany, and 
of rejeifling with Scorn thofe Terms of Peace, which her 
Enemies would, wi;h Derrfion, have heard propofcd by her 
.but a Twelvcmonih ago, 

' Friim thl? Change in the Face of Affiir?, Sir, we have 
good Reafon to hnpe, net only that thr Trai-quilily of Ea- 
ispt may be (pecdily rcllored, and the IJjliince of power re-- 
(llablillied, but alfo thai we may be able, very fi ion, to force 
Spain 10 fubmit to reafonable Term? of Pence with this Na- 
tion. Whereas, ifwehadtite Hill, and i^WoweA Franm 10 
parcel out ihe /hjhian Dominions ,is ihe plt-afed, what fa- 
tal Coiifiquences mi^j'ir we not h;.ve c^pct^J:d ? As Fiance 
would ihcn IulVc hid 110 Occalion for keeping up avery^reat 
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' Land Army, ftie would have diftiiided a great Part of it, and An. 16. cei.' 
applied all that Saving toivarda repairing and augmenting her '^**' 
Naval Force. A great Number of Ships might have been 
built in a Vcar or two, and her Land Soldiers, as fi.lt as dif- 
banded, would have been converted into Marines, and fenc 
on board her Ship), with a few Seamen in each, to inltruA 
them in their Trade. By this Means (he might loon have 
provided herfeir with a moil formidable Navy, and in ihe 
mean Time ihe would have encouraged Spain to continue 
the War againft us. 

■ 1 have. Sir, as good, and ptrhaps as juftan Opinion of 
our nuval Force, and of the Bravery of our Seamen, as any 
Gcnilemm whatever ; but let ui recoiled, what a Figuie 
France made at Sea towards the End of the lalt Century, and 
even in the lall War in Queen Amt% Time. If we had 
then had no AffiSance from the Dutch, wc (hould not per- 
haps have found ourfelves foch an Overmatch foi the French 
at Sea, as fome People imagine we now are ; and yet, dur- 
ing all that Time, (he kept up moft numerous Armies at 
Land. What then have we to expedt, (hould the whole Trca- 
fure and Strength of France, or the greatell Part of both, b« 
tnrned lowarde gaining a Superiority, or at leaft an Equality 
at Sea ? In the lad two Wars, we gained, 'lis true, by the 
Help of the Osilcl; fcveral great Naval Viflorics over the 
Frifich, but it was not altogether by thofe Viilories we beat 
them out of that Element. If 1 may be allowed the Ex- 
preffion, by Land we beat them out of the Sea. We obtain- 
ed fo great and fo many Viflories at Land, that ihey were 
forced to negleft iheii Sea Affairs, in order 10 apply iheir 
whole Strength, both in Money and Men, 10 defend their 
Country, I may fay, their Capital, at Land. Therefore, 
if both /j-ijfr«and Sfain (hould join in a War againil us, and 
we fhould liave no one to afiill ui, nor they any Enemy to 
fear at Land, I would not have Gentlemen va!nly imagine, 
that we (hould be In no Danger of lofing our Superiority, 
even upon our own Element ; and if we did, what dreadful 
Confequenees Ihould wc not have to apprehend f 

' Thank God I Sir, by the wife Mealures his Majeily has 
taken, and is now about, we feem at ptefent to be out of 
this Danger; and in all thofe Meafures, I hope, I have 
made it evident, that his Majefty has folely purfued the Iiite- 
reft of Grral Britain, even at the Rift of hu German Do- 
minions. I am therefore furprifed, how any one can fup- 
pofe, that the Iniereft of Great Britain has, in any of onr 
late Meafjres, been facrifced to the luteieit of Hawaijcr -, 
but IS this fcandaioai Rtflfflion (I beg ?ardoD for the Ex- 
ik 2 f'cQion, 
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CD, II. prefTion, my Concern tor oar pcelent happy Eltablidiinent 
forces ic from me) has been cairied much farlher back tliaa 
any of our late Meafmes, I mull beg your Indulgence for re- 
moving that Afpeifion. 

' It is impolTible, Sir, to millrike the Spirit hy which (he 
Authors and Piopagatois of this Mifreprefentaiion ate adluac- 
td, when we confider that they begin it with the very firit 
Tranfailion of a Foreign Nature, in which his late Majelly 
was engag'd after his Acceffion, and carry it liown from that 
Time u this very Day, pretending, that not only our Dif- 
pule wiih 5iiVm in the Year 1715, but all our Fotcign 
Tranfaflions fince that Time, have been govern'd by chat 
Influence which the Interell of Uano^-er has had upon the 
Counfels of Grea/ Britain. A Milreprcfentation thus begun 
and continueJ can proceed from nothing but a Spirit of ^a- 
lahiiifin, and a fix'd Defign 10 render the People of thit 
Kingdom dil.:ffe£led as well a: difcontented ; and theiefore 
it is the Duty of every Man who is a Friend to our prefenc 
hnppy ElUbl^lhment to (ec the Atiair of Sirwcden, and all our 
other Foreign A^airs, in (heir juli aod irue Light, which 
may dGIy be done by any one that confiders the Dates of our 
Negotiations ard Treaties, and the Ciicumttances our Af- 
faiis were in at each refpeflive lime. 

' As to our Difpule with Siact^en in the Year 1715, it 
was fo far from proceeding from his late Majelly's Puichafe 
of Bretaea and Verdcti, that it took its Rife from what had 
happened before his Acceilion to our Throne. For feveral 
Years before that 'lime, our Trade had been interrupted 
in the Baliiik, and feveral of our Merchnnt Ships plunder'd 
bv Siisedi/b Privateers or Ciuizers. This we had complain- 
ed of at the Court af S'-~iiedtn, often before his late Majefty'* 
Accelltun ; and a; the Duiih had met with the fame Treat- 
ment, they joined with us in ihofe Complaints. We haJ 
jointly prefenled feveral Memorials tu the King or Senate of 
SiveJiir, before as well ;is after his late Majelly's Acceffion t 
and when his late M;ijeliy found, that thefe Memorials had 
no Eifeft, he at lali refolved, in Corjunflio;i with the Dulth, 
to fend a ftrong Squadron into the Ballui for proteflirg the 
Trade of both Naiiont. Accordingly in May 171;, the 
.B/i/iA and iJud-i Sqiiadrpni failed to the Baliick, whereas 
the Treaty between his late Majelly, as Eleitor of /fawv^r, 
nnd the King of Denmark, about the Puichafe of Bwtmen 
and ferden, was not concluded till the i6ih of July lollo*- 
iiig. Tiierefore, it i; ■vident, that our fending a Squadron 
into the BaJuJ: procEedfd from his laie Majtlly's Care of 
our Trade, aud not fioiu any iingi'gtmcnts he was under 
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bj' a Treaty which was not concluded till fame Months after. An 

• The fame Caufe made it neceffary for us, and for the 
t>ulcb as well as us, to fend a Squadron into ttie BaHkk in 
the Year 1716 ; and the B;haviour of liie King of Stuii/en 
towards this Nation, mide it at lalt necefT^ry for ub to come 
to an open Rupture, and to provide againit the Defigns of. 
that violent and obninaie Prince. Thus it is apparent, that 
in this whole AfFair between Siveiiett and us, the Intereft of 
Ham'uer could have no Manner of Concern j and as little in 
the defenfive Alliance concluded in 1716, between his late 
MajeKy and the Emperor. Defore and at the Time of con- 
cluding this AlliLince, the Court of France, even after the 
Regent's getting [he Government folely Into his Hands, had 
given evident Indications of their being inclined to profecute 
a Scheme concerted in their late King's Life-time, for fetting 
the Pretender upon the Throne of ihefe Kingdoms. This 
made it neceffary for his late Majelly to provide for his De- 
fence, which he did, iirft by procuring an Accommodation of 
all Differences between the Emperor and the States General 
in the Year I7t ;. and afterwards by this Defcnfivc AIliancB 
with the Emperor in the Year 1716. By thefe two Trea- 
ties he laid a Foundation for another grand Confederacy 
againit France, in cafe that Court had pcrfilled in her De- 
fign of eftablilhing Popery and arbitrary Power in this King- 
dom, by placing a Popifh Pretender upon our Throne; and 
the Fear of this had fuch an Eifeftupon the late Regent of 
France, that it produced a thorough Change in his Meafures, 
and made him court the Priendfhip inl\cad of provoking the 
Refentmeni of the late King. 

' His Majedy having thus fecured htmfelf and his King- 
doms againll thofe who were contriving the Deflruflion of 
both, his next Care was to fecuie the Tranquility of Earafe, 
which had been left upon a very precarious, or rather upon 
no Foundation at all. By the Condufi of thofe who had ne- 
gociaied that infamous Treaty, all Faith and Coniidence had 
bi'en deftroycd among thofe who were the Members of thai 
formidable Confederacy, which had bioughi France fo low, 
and would have kept her fo, if it had been prcferved i and 
the Difpute about the Succcflion 10 the Spasijh Monarchy 
wjs left fubfifting without any Son of Agreement between the 
two Parties preiending to that Succeflion. By the two Trea- 
ties r have mentioned, his late Majelty had entirely reilored 
that Confidence, which formerly fubfifled between the three 
chief Members of the grand Alliance; but the Difpute, or 
rather an open War Hill fubfilled between the Enperor 3hi 
Spain, and the latter was actually making Preparations for 
K 3 iU 
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™-". its Profecution, To that Toniething ftill remainM lobe Jont ' 
for reiloting and preieiving ihc Iranquility o( Eurips ; and 
Bs the Regent of France was then willing (o join witft hii late 
Majefty in his paciJiek Mealures, ihis produced firft (he Trea- 
ty ol" Alliance and Guaranty between Fra«ei, Great Bri- 
, tain, and Holland, in the Year 1717, by which we obtain- 
ed the Demolition of Mur^ji^, and the Banilhraenc of the 
Pretender /rem Avigaon ; and the Quadruple Alliance be- 
tween the Emperor, France, Great Eritain, and Holland, 
by which the Difpuie about the SuecelTion to the Spaniji 
Monarchy was fully determined, and a Method fettled for 
compelling the King of Spain to agree to it, la cafe it ihould 
be found, that no fair Means would prevail. 

' But, Sir, the King of Spain, after having adjuHed all his 
Differences with us by the Treaty in 1721, agreed to fub- 
mit all his Differences with the Emperor to be determined at 
the Congrefs of Cambray, and in the mean I'ime to fufpend 
all Manner of Hoililities. Thus the Affairs of Ewnpt flood 
when the Court of /Vni^efent back the In/aata a{ Spain, 3ad 
the Emperor fet up the Ea^ India Company at O/lerd, which 
quite changed the Face of AHairs in Eumpi. 7'lic EUablifh- 
ntent of that Company produced a Difterencc between the 
Emperor and the Maritime Bowers, the fending back the 
Infanta produced 3 Breach between the Courts aH Francs and 
Spaig, and the laiter's infilling upon the Rellitution o(Gi- 
hraliar and Porimahoii, created an Uneaiincfs between them 
and us ; and all thefe Joined together united the Courts of 
Vienna and Madiid. and produced the famous Treaty be- 
tween them, concluded at Vienna in 172^. By the very 
Terms of this Treaty it was evident, that the Emperor was 
refoived to compel the Dutch and us to fobmit to the Con- 
tinuance of his Ojtcnd Comi^ny, and that Spain was refolved 
to force Gihrallar and Partmsthon from us, and perhaps to 
attack France, in order to revenge the Affront put upon them 
by fending back their Infanta. Thefe Defigns, I fay, ap- 
peared upon the very Face of the Treaty, and from the moll 
undoubted Authority his laie Majelly had Intelligence, that 
Engagements were entered into by fecret Articles between 
thofe two Powers, which were of much more dangerous Con- 
sequence to Europe in genera!, as well as to this Nation io 
particular. 

' By thefeopen and fecret Engagements between the Courts 
til Vienna and Madrid, the Tranquility of Europe became 
expofed, and the Trade of this Nation was in Danger of 
fufftfing from the Privileges granted by the King of Spain to 
the Su^etti of l;is Iicpetial Majelly. Here agiia his late 
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Majelly's Care for the Trade of this NiUon and the Peace of An. : 
Eamff, were manifellcd, by his (o fpccdily and Icafonably 
concluding (be Treaty of Han'iver, anJ hy the piudent Mea- 
iures he al(eri.v:irds took in drawing other Hovters into ihat 
Defenfive Alliance, and in preveniirg llie Rclurn of ihe 5;>3- 
■1/6 Galleons IVom Amtyta, without whicb neither ihe Em- 
peror nor ^pain could come at the iiiiiews of War. 

' ^y theie Mcaru(es, Sir, the r.mpeior and the King of 
Sfain vttie defeatfd in all their ambiiious Schemes ; I tie 
Tranquility of fort/J was fecured ; .and the Trade of tbi^ 
Nation reltorcd to ua former flouriHuog Condition. Can it 
be faid, that the Ir^tereltof Hano'vcr had the leslt Concern in 
any o( thefc Meafures ? Did it receive the leaft Benflit or Ad- 
vantage from any of thcfe Treaties : On the contrary, by his 
late and prcfent Majelly's declaring fo openly, and ading I'o 
vigorouHy againll the 0/7f/,ii' Company, and the other fro- 
jc£l) of the Court of Virntia, was not the Elcfloraic of H,ina- 
irer txpcUd to an tifinediaie Attack ? tio tliat it may be jiillly 
fflid, tliat beilntirell and even Safety bas mere than once been 
fjcrificed to the Prefcrvation of the Tranquility and Tiade of 
this Niition ; for that it is agiin li.iblc to an Atiack by the 
Meafjrei now purluing, and particularly by tbofe now 
under our Con fid era I ion, i believe, do Geiiileraan t^ili que- 
flion. 

' I hope. Sir, I have now fully lemovcd that wicked 
Afpcrfion which has been calt upon his laic and prelcnt Ma- 
jelly's Conduit : I hope, I have demcn^ralcil, thai liie Jc- 
tereli of thi& N^ti'^n nciihei is now, nor cici has been lb 
mach as once faciiliccd to the Interell ol the Elcfloraie v( 
JJaac-vir ; and, that all out Treaties :iud Kcgolialions, and 
in Ihort all our Foreign MeBfiircs, ever fince the Accelfion of 
oar ptefent Ucyal f aniil)', have been either dcfcnfive or pre- 
ventive ! and the refpciltve Events have lliewn, that they 
were wifely cjicttlated for the Ends for which they were in- 
(eo^ec!, 1 bppc. therefore, the Motion now liefotc you will 
be tmanirncufliF af ^:ed to; for iho' it has been infinuated. 
that ihe Price we are to pay foi ibeleTrcops is ej;iravaga;,t, 
it via sppeai at fitll \ lew in every one who reads over the 
F.llim^rr, that all the Articles of Expence ate ncctilir^, and 
ROOncof cheia chaigcd higlier than i^bat is ufual upon fuch 
tic«;ifiofl:. Oor ready Compliance vvi:h this Motion will 
convince ihe Powers of EHtap.-, that the Pjiiijineiit of Creat 
Britain is tefoived to concur willi their bovccign in ille 
mott vigorou* Me.ifutes for fiipportiog ihc Qijeeii of /)*»- 
g'ry, lel the I-iicpeitce or Kifk be whai it will > find ^tIi• a- 
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lone may fuffice to re-eftablHh the Peace of Europe, for both 
the Empetor and Fraxci iviH from thence conclude, that they 
cannot pretend to pretcribe Terms to a magnanimous Prin- 
cef% fupported by fuch brave Subjefls, and by Co powerful aa 
Allv. Ttiis of courfe will incline them to fubmit to reafon- 
able Terms of Peace, and will prevent the French King's 
aiming at any new Addition to his own Dominiooj, which 
lie may very probably accomplifti, if we allow him to re- 
duce the Queen of Hungary to any greater Ditlrefs ; for late 
Experience may convince as, thai we are not to liuft to bis 
molt folemn Protellations ; and if this fhould be the Con- 
fequence of our refufing to comply with this Motion, I be- 
lieve, the Gentlemen who were the Authors of that Refalal, 
would find it very difficult to anfwer to their Conliiiuenls for 
their ill-timed Parfimony at fuch a dangerous ConjunAun. 

Lord ^areadsK • fpoke next to ihe following Effeft. 
Sir, 

' As the prefent unlaclcy Situation of the Affiiirs of £h- 
ri'fe mull be acknowledged, even by thofe whofe late Con- 
duft hi3 been the chief Occafion of ii, they have certainly 
good Reafon <o endeavour 10 afllgn an accidental Caufe ; but 
no Man who knows any Thing of the late Hiftqry of Earept 
will allow, that the Caufe they themfelves aiUgn, wasfucha 
one as could not be forefeen. The Pretenfions which fome 
of the Princes of Germaiy had to a Part of the Jufirian Do- 
minions were well known, and confidering the Circum- 
ftances of the late Emperor's Family, it was highly probable, 
that he might die, before any proper Meafures could be taken 
for giving him a Succefibr to the Empire. It might like- 
wif: have been forefeen, that upon this Event's hRppening, 
the Baurbmi Fnmily would endeavour to make their Advan- 
tage of it, by railing, if pofTible, 3 Civil War in GVwany, 
and appropriating fome Pa:t of the AuRtiai Dominions to 
themfelves. AH thefe Things were known, or might have 
been forefeen, long before we guarantied the Pragmatkh 
Sailihn ; and the latal Confequcnces that have enfued might 
have been in a great meafure prevented, if we had purfued 
proper and vigorous Meafures twenty Years ago. 

• For this I'urpnfe, Sir, we Cioulil have been extremely 
wai.ehful to prevent, if poliible, any Acceffion of Power to 
the Houfc of Beurbsn, or any Dimmution of Power in the 
I-lnufe of Aalltia 1 and we fliould have made ufe of all our 
Influence at the Court of l'ienr,a to procure fome Sort of Sa- 
liifaflion for ihofe Princes of the Empire, who hr,d Claims 
Dpon the Dominions, or Ptetei.lioiij to the Succellian, of that 
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Hode in ^ie of the Emperor's Death wi Aeut Mate] 
We (hould even have inAfied upon chis as a Condition previ- 
ous 10 our guarantying ihe PragmaiUi SanSion ; and if we 
had, we might at leall have obtained fuch a SatJsfaftJan for 
the King of PruJJia, as would have prevented hij entering 
ioio any Engagements againft the Houfe of Aafiria. Botii 
thefe Meafures it was the Inieielt of England 10 putfue, but 
both became incotifiltent with the IntereA, the Claims, or 
the Refentments of (he Eleftorate of Hawvtr j and every 
one who knows any Thing of our Foreign Tranladions for 
twenty Years pail may. eafily judge, by which ofihefe twa 
jarring Intecelb the CounfeU of this Nation have been go* 
verned. 

• I am extremely forry. Sir, to fee any Thing like this 
become the Subjrft of our Debate ; but when it doee, and as 
often as it may hereal^ter do, it neither is, sot ever will be 
the Fault of thofe, who. from the Duty ihey owe to their 
Country, endeavour to expofe this untoward and unlucky 
Bias in our Counfels : It is, and always will be the Fault of 
thofe Miniilers who facrifice their Sincerity to their 
Complaifance, and, for the Sake of gaining an IntereA in 
the Cabinet, betray the Inierelt of their Country and of their 
Sovereign. It was natural, it was even laudable in hts late 
MajeAy to fbew an Af^edlion to his native Country, and the 
Cate is the fame with his prefeni Majefty 1 hut the very 
Reafon that makes it laudable in him to indulge it, renden 
it criminal in a Briiijh Miniller to flatter it, or even not 10 
oppofe It, when he fees that it is like to be prejudicial to the 
Intereft o( Gnat Britain. This a Briiifi Minifter may of- 
ten perceive, when it is impolTible for his Mafter to perceive 
it 1 for fuch is theWeaknefs of Mankind, that our Judg- 
ment is often blinded and mified by our natural Afr<.dions. I 
am psrfiiaded, hia late Majefty would never haie purfued 
any Meafure, however much for the Inteieft of //«i<#i'fi-, if 
he had perceived it to be contrary to, or inconfifteni with the 
Iniereil of Great Britain \ but the Misfortune was, his AiFec- 
tion for his native Country, prevented his perceiving this In- 
conGilency. and \\'\i Briiifii IWinilters, upon w ho fe Advice he 
mollly relied, had not the Honelly to oppofe what they 
found their Mailer naturally inclined to. 

' This, Sir, has beer, and may again be the Cafe : lam 
convinced, it is the Cafe with regard 10 this very Meafure 
now under our Confideration ; but it can never be a Reafon 
with any Man of common Senfe or common Jultice, for ha- 
ving the leall Refentment againll the Perfon of hii Sovereign, 
and much ]e& againll the iUoftnous Family now upon our 
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An. ifi. Geo. n, Throne, tt w « very good Reafon for Refentment S|;ninl ' 
1741. fiicti MiniOer; ; and upon them, and them atone, the NdCJ- 
onal Vengeance oughl 10 /all. 

* From hence. Sir, tt mult appear, that there can be na> 
thing Treafonable in any Biltiih Subjefl. eilherivilhin Doors 
or without, to trace our publick Mcafure; 10 their original and 
genuine Motti'cs, and to fhew that they nere founded upoa 
fuch X9 were inconfillenl wiih the true Intereft of Great Bri' 
tain. If there be any Treafon in this Cafe, it muftbein 
ihofe Minilterj and in them onl^, who allow thcmfelves to 
be direfled by foch Motives ; for furcly, the Man who dif- \ 
carers the Treafon is not to be deemed the 'I'raitor. 

' After what 1 have thus premifed, Sir, I hope, I tna^ 
take the Liberty to examine into (he Gmiinds of the Msafure 
now before U'^; and if it appears to me to proceed from a 
greater Regard for the Interell of IJam-ver. than for the In- 
lereft of Grtat'Brilain, I hope, 1 mHy lay fo, without be- 
ing guilty of High Treafon : If I did not, I am fure, I fhould 
not perform that Duty which I owe to my Country, efpcci- 
all)' asa Member of ibisHoiife, and confequEntly obliged to 
declare my Senlinjcnts openly and freely upon every Subjefl 
that comei to be debated here. 

' Now, Sir, if our publick AfFjirs upon any former Oc- 
tafion, have been dire^ed by fuch a Motive, it is natural to 
lufpeft they may be fo again ; therefore 1 fhall firft take the 
J.'berty to examine fome of our Foreigfi Meafures fince the 
Accellion of the prefeni Royal Familv ; nnd ihis Liberty I 
am the more intitled to, becaufe an Hon. Gentleman has in 
this Debate endeavoured tovindicaie ailour Foreign Meafures 
Irom any fuch Afperfion, as he called ir. \( I can (hew, 
that he has failed in his Attempt, and that every Foreign 
Meafure he mentioned, proceeded from a greater Regard for 
the Interell of IJanii/tr tlian for the Intereli of Great Britain, 
it will be an Argument for our fufpefling at leali, that the 
Meafore now iwiler our Confideration proceeds from a Motive 
of the fame Kind, which will of courie add Weight to every 
Argument for fiiewing that it does. 

To begin with the Affairs of S-wtJen, in the Year 171 J. 
I fhall grant that (he EiucHlh Ctuifers had given fome Inter- 
tuprion to out Navigation in the BaltUk for fome Years he- 
fore, but this they were neceiTarily obliged to do, becaufe 
they were ihrn at War both with il/n/ioi'uand Dcnmatk, and 
eonfeqoenily had a Right to vTit all Ships failing in tha; Sea, 
in order to prevent their c:irryiiig any contraband Goods to 
the Enemy. This ive now do, on account of our being £t 
Wiir with ^pa\n : This all Nasion* do, when ihey are at 
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oiherNsiion. Perhaps the ^lufo'i^ Privateers 
or Crullers were, in the Exercife of this Righi, fomeiimn 
guih/ of Afls of [njuilice or OppiellioD : Perhaps fome Shipt 
or Goods were feized and condemned without julL Caufe > 
but I am confident, we bad very Utile of this Soi t ta cont' 
plain of 1 I am confident, that upon a Atifl £xaininaiion 
many of the Complaiiits made by our Merchants, from which 
Mr Jackftn formed [he Demand he made Id yuituarf 
1714 I ;, were found to be groundlefs ; and my Reafon for 
bcir.g fo is, beciiule his late Majefly did not infill upon a 
Compliance with that Demand, or any Kep^ration io lieu of 
it. 

' Therefore as it is a Maxim with all Nations, not to ga 
to War, or to have Recourfe to holtile Meafjres, lor 
Trifles, I am convinced, we neither ought, nor would, upon 
■his AccouDi alone, have menaced and infulted i'MtJtn with 
a hollile Squadron, as we did in May follDwing. 

* Surely, Sir, ihofe Gentlemen who a few Years fince 
argued fo Itrenuouily for not coming (□ a Rupture with 
Spai", and for accepting of fuch a mere * Trifle, in lieu of 
the many Hundred Thoufand Pounds ibcy had robb'd our 
Merchants of, will not fay, that wc ought to have gone to Wae 
vi'iO\ SiJ^edia, or to have done any Thing chat might caufe 
3 Rupture for the Sake of 6^,000/. even fuppoSng IhaC 
whole Sum had been joflly due lo us? 

' Thus ii mult appear, thai the I'roieflion of our Trade, 
or [he Reparation of the Damage ih^t had been done to 
it, was not ihe true Motive for our fending that Squa- 
dron into the Ballick ; we mult therefore feeic for anotficr, 
and we need not go far for it. i hope the Hon.Genileman will 
not pretend, that tiie Purchafe of Bremin and f'erdei waa 
■ Bargain never thoitght of till the very Day the Treaty 
was concluded. There mull have been a Negotiation pre- 
vious to the Treaty, and confidering tlie Difficulties with 
which it was attended, that Negotiation mull h^ve tailed for 
feveral Months. As the Treaty was concluded in Jufy 
1715, that is, in lefs than twelve iMontbs after bis late Ma* 
jelly's Accelfion, I am convinced, the Purchafe was thought 
of, and the Negotiation t)eguTi, before his late Majeliy fct 
i-'oot upon Englifn Ground. The Con fide rat ions publickly 
avowed were, that his late Majcfty, as Eleflor of /TaniiTfj-, 
fhould declare War againft Sii^e^tu, pay 600.000 Rir-Dal- 
Ian to the King of Denmark, and giiaraoty 10 him the Pof- 

feilioii 
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litm ortIieI>iitcTi)' of Sit/ivki. Thefe, T fajr, Sir, were 
the Con fide rat ions publickly avowed ; bui it ia highly pro- 
bable thai (here was a private Con&deraiion previously pro* 
mifed, which was the fending of a ftrong Briiijh Squadron ' 
into the Ballick, without which the King of Denmari could 
rot proceed in his Dcfign of making a Defcent upon Scie- 
m ; and chat the King of Denmark refufed to conclude the 
Treaty for the Purcbile, till this Squadron was a£luslly ar- 
rived in the Ballick. And lurther it is probable that, as an> 
other private Conlideration for this Purchafe, his Dan'i^ 
Majefty lilcewife infilled upon the Eieflor of Hantmer'sen- 
gaging the King of Great Britain to guaranty his PolTeflion 
of the Dutchy of Skftmck ; for it is impoflible to affign any 
other Reafon for our burdening ourfelvei with that Guaran- 

' ' Thefe publick nnd private Confideraiions being agreed 
on long before the Treaty was figned, it became abfoluteljr 
neceffiiry to find out fome Pretence for fending a Briliji 
Squadron into the Ballick, and for this Purpofe a long Ac- 
count of Damages fuftained by our Merchants was made out 
front their Complaints, and probably was inade as high ai 
thofe Complaints could pollibly afTord Room for ; which is 
another Reafon for fuppofing, that the Demand made by 
Mr Jackfsn in Jaauarf 1714-1; was, upon a ftrifl Exami- 
ration, found 10 be without any juft Ground, at leati as to 
the gteateft Part of it 1 for Mer[:hants often complain of 
Seizures which, upon Inquiry, appear to have been jult and 
agreeable to the Law of Nations. 

' As the Interruption of our Trade was thus to be made I 
the Pretence for fending this Sqaadron into the Belikk, and 
as the Dutch had been interrupted in their Trade as much 
as we, in order to give an Air of Traih to this Pretence, ic 
became abfoluiely necelTity to prevail with them to join us 
with a few of their Ships ; and if we conlider what they 
were then foliciting at the 5ri(iA Court, we cannot won-. 
der at their being a liltle complailant to us in this Particu- , 
Jar ; for they foon after got a large Sum of Money allowed 
them by Parliament, for a Debt they pretended to be due 
to them : and in Npuembir 1715, the famous Treaty was 
concluded between the Emperot, the Slates General, and his 
late Majefty, for fecuring to them their Barrier, and for the ' 
yearly Pnyment to them of feveral great Sume of Money, 
as well for maintaining that Barrier, as for The Reimbwfe- .] 
meni of thofe which were then due to them. 

' If we had mean: only the Proteflion of our Trade, ai 
few Convoys would have been better than a great Squadron 1 
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or if to procure immediate Reparation and Satisfaflion from ad. iG. Cm. 
SiueJtH, our S<]jaclrcin Ihould liave infixed upon ii, and 'li^- 
hjve bombarded their Towm in cafe of Refufal. Whether 
our Squadron made anjr Tuch Demand I know not, but 1 am 
fure, it leiutned withojt obtaining il, or ftiewing any Re- 
lenlment at ils being refufed ; fo thai with regard to the 
End for which this Squadron was pretendi;d lo lie fent, it 
had a quite contrary EtFcA, for it at lall produced an open 
War between SiueJin and us, which put an entire Stop la 
our Trade with that Kingdom, and during that King') Life 
was a great Obllra£tion to it in every other Part of the Bel- 
li ci. 

' Thus, I think it is evident, or at lead highly fafpici- 
oui, that our War with SiMtdcn proceeded from our having 
a greatfr Regard to the Jnterelt of Hann'uer than to the la- 
tereft of Great Britain ; and this Sarpicion will be greatly 
llfengihened, when we confider the Manner in which that 
War was put an End to. Ai the late King of S-widm wai 
violent in all his Pallions, and obilinaie in all his Refoluti- 
ons, while he lived bis late M^jclly could never obtain from 
S-MideK a Surrender of their Right lo the Duchies of Ere- 
men and Verien, upon any Confideration whatever j tho' it 
waj Arongly fotlicited and an 0]f.-r made, (hat Great Bri- 
tain (houM upon that Condition join with him againll RuP- 
fia -, as appears from a Memorial prefenled to this Court by 
the Ruffian Miniller in March 1716-17- But upon thi 
Death of that King the SiveJei refolved to give up far a va- 
luable Confideration, a Right which, they knew, they could 
not recover, and therefore by a preliminary Treaty conclud* 
ed in Jul/, and a definitive one in Navrmier 1719, between 
the Queen of Sividtn and hia late M^tjelly, as Ele^or o£ 
Hantiier, they yielded up to his Majelly the faid two Duch- 
ies, it) Confideration of a Million of Rix- Dalian, which 
was the only Confideration mention'd in the Treaty; buc 
from what followed very foon after, we may eaGly perceive, 
it was not the only one in the Negaciauon ,- for fo foon, ai 
in the Month of January following, a Treaty of Pface and 
Alliance was concluded between his late Majelty, as King of 
Grial Brilai/i, and the Queen of Swed/", by which hii 
Majelly gave up not only all the pretended Demands we had 
upon S'jJiden, on Account of Damages done to our Trade 
before the War ; but alio all the real and juft Demands we 

Lhad upon (bat Crown during the War : And farther his Ma- 
jelly promifed to aiEll her i>-j'c.iifif Majelly. as foon as pofli-' 
ble, with Subfidies and Soldiers, in her War againlt the 
Cx.ar of Mulievy, and to continue that AMince tUl a Peace 
Jbould be leilored. 
^ : 
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iiBTrSTcto. II. ' Sif. can any Moiire of a true Briti/h Growth be ailign-- 
1741- cd for liich a Treat}' f Confidering the dittrelTed Condjiion' 
Sivtiiiii was ihen in, Gcnetolit/ and CompaiTion might have'] 
induced us to releafe or fufpend a Cemand, which ihai un-'j 
fortunate Nation was not at that Time able to fatisfy ) bat- 
no fuch Motive, nor any Advatitage Britain could reap from 
an Alliance with Sivideu, could induce a% to put oorfelvei 
to fuch an Expenee, or expofe ourfelres to the Danger of a 
War. with Mufiavy ; nor had this Nation the lealt Reafon 
to find Fault with the Conduft of the Caar ; for he did not 
fo much as feem to aim at a ConqaelL of SiueJen : He aim- ' 
ed only at getting hia eonquer'd Provinces upon the Balttelc' 
ft'cured to him, and thii wc (liould have fupponed him in, be- 
caufc they opened a direft Trade between us and Mufcevy^ 
which has been of great Advantage to ua, and may hereaf- 
ter be of much greater. Yet in Confcquence of this Treaty, 
we gave a large Subfidy ta SiveJm', and ftnt a power- 
ful Squadron into the Ballick, which produced a Sort of 
War betwien us and Mufimiy : I fay, a fort of War ; for 
the Czar was fo eonfciona of the Influence we were un-' 
der, that in his Manifelto upon that Occalion, he faid, he 
declared War againft the King, but not againft the People of 
Engtaid. which was a Precedent, 1 willi, we had followed 
in our prefent War with Sfcin. 

' I muft therefore conclude. Sir, that in the Negotiation , 
between his late Majelly, as Eleflor of Raie-vir, and ilie 
Qjeen of SiuiJen, it was lUpulated that the Elcflor of Ka- 
navel Ihouid ptevail upon the King of Great Britain to con- 
clude this Treaty ; and that iho' it was figned two Months 
after, it was agreed on before the Treaty for the CeiTian oP 
Brimea and Vtrden was deiinilively concluded. Confeqoenlly 
I mufi foppofe, that our Peace with Sintdot, as well as our 
War, proceeded from a greater Regard for the Interell of 
hatiovir than for that of Grsal Britain. 

* I Ihall, indeed, grant. Sir, that tho' Britain had no 
Fault to find with the Condufl of the Ciof, yet the EleSor 
of Hinenier had on account of the Aitkirs of Mecilmiurg/i, 
which the Csar hud intermeddled in, becaufe of the near 
Kelaiion between him and the onfortunate Duke of that' 
Name; and as this Alfair will contribute towards difcover- 
iDg the true Motives of fnme of our other publick Meafurcs, I 
rihall beg Leave to explain it. 

* With regard to this Dochy, there had been a very old 
Family Compafl between the Eleflor of Braniietiburgb, now 

King 

* asojcool, See Vol. VI. p. I»i. 
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King of Priiffia, and the Duke of MtciUnliirgb, by which, An. 
in FkiluK ot Heirs Male of either Houfe, ihc other vw to 
fucceed ; which CaniraA had been approved and conlirined 
by feveral Emperors : This gave the family of Ptuffla art 
Inteielt in the Affairs of Mirkleahurgh, and a View of mak- 
ing it cne Day their own. On the other hand, ai this Duchy 
lay contigaous to the Dominions of the BtunJ^'Uk Family, 
and would be of great Advaninge to them, by giving them 
a Comtoiinication with the B a /t id, as Brtmen and ferdia 
do« with the Gtmaa Ocean, we may fuppofc, they have 
long been contriving Schemes for getting hold of it. In 
1664, a Difpute began between Hii Dakt% ai Medltnbargb 
and the noble Familiei of that Duchy, which continues to 
this Day ; In this Difpute the Family of Pmffia has always 
taken the Part of the Duke, and the Family of Eriiii/ij.<ki 
that of the Nobles ; and in 1708, or a little before, the lat- 
ter obtained from the imperial Court a Proceftorial Com- 
miflion, direfted to the King of StiW/w and Duke of //'«/- 

fcttbullti, as Direftots of the Circle ot Laiutr Saxmy, 10 take 
into their Hands the Admin illraiion of the Government ot 
I hat Duchy. 

' In tliefe Circumltances that Duchy flood when the Cvar 
marched his Troops into 11, in Favour of the Duke and 
againll the Nobles. This could not but give OtFence to the 
VimWy oi Hanaijir, not only on Account of their having al- 
ways taken the Part of the Nobles, but bccaufe Baron Bf 
rtn/ilaif, at that Time one of his late Majelly's principal Ha- 
nover Minifters refiding here, was dcfcended of a noble Fa- 
mily in Mtikltnhargh, and had made confiderable Purchafes 
there. Accordingly his late Majelly left no Stone unturn'd 
for getting the Mufiaviie Troops removed out of that Du- 
chy ) and here likewife this Nation was made to interfere by 
its Minillers at feveral Courts in Gfrineny, of which the 
Czar complained heavily in the Meinorijl I have mention- 
ed, which was prefented to this Court iu March 1716-17. 

.At hit, by the Interpofuion and Weight ofthiiNation, the 
'Mafiavite Troops i*ere removed ; and by the fame Influence 
a new Proteftorial CommilTLOn wa^ granted in 1717, by the 
Imperial Court, to the Eledlor of Hii'invtr and Duke ol 
WolfmhaltUt who, without any apparent Caufe, marched 
in fuch alkrge Body of Troops, as not only coofumed the 
whole Revenues of the Duchy, but run it vilUy in Debt 
every Year, which Debt, by the Laws of the Empire, was 
to be difcharg'd before thole Troops could be removed; 
afid confcquemly a Foundation was laid for the perpetual 
Pofleilion of that Duchy ! bccaufe the Moitgage would in 
a Ihort Tiiue have exceeded the Pu[i;haJe- 
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An-ie-Gca.n. • I fliall by and by have Occafion, Sir, to lake farther, 
'74I- Notice of this Affair of AfHi/ra^Bj-^i, and therefore fliall nov 
conclude it with obferving, tliat from every Circumftance i 
iDuft appear, that our War both with Swr^ea and Mu/cbi 
was entirely owing to a peculiar and partial Regard for th 
Eleflorate of Hanmjcr, and efpecially to the Purchafe mad 
by his late Majefty of the Duchies of Bremin or /'wj'm 
Whether this Nation paid any Part of the Purchafe Monej 
either to Dwmari or Siv^i/en, 1 don't fay ; but it ts cettain 
that thefe two Wars coft us an infinite Sum of Money, be 
fides the Jnterruption given to oor Trade ; and I mufl oh 
ferve, that in the Beginning of ihe Year i']\'], z;o,ooO 
was granted to his late MajcHy for providing for our De 
fence againft the Defigns of the then diflrefTed and opprefTei 
King of S'-jjcitm, which Sura was never to this Day account 
ed for, nor could ii ever be difcovcr'd to what Ufe * it watj 
applied ; and I muft farther obferve. that in the Year 1720^^ 
the very Year after the Million of Rixdoilars was to be paid 
KQ SiKidin for the Purchafe of frrnKA and Veriiin, aProvi£ 
on compuied at 600,000 /. was made by Parliament, fori 
paying off the Debts of the Civil Lilt i and becaufe this PriM 
vifion did not bring in above 300,000/. therefore the verf 1 
next Year, a furt^er Sam of f 500,000 /. W3s granted byg 
Parliament for the fame Purpofe ; fo that in thefe two Yeara^ 
we paid no lefs than 800,000 /, for making good the Debb 
of the Civil Lill, notwiitillanding his late Majefty's having 
then been but fix Years upon our Throne, and his being 
provided with a much greater Civil Lift Revenue than baa 
ever been enjoyed by any Sovereign of thefe Kingdoms^ 
Whether any Pan of this 250,000 /. or of our Civil Liff 
Revenue, had been applied towards paying the Purchar» 
Money oF thefe two Duchies, 1 fhall leave to fome futura 
impartial Inquiry, if ever this Nation Ihould be fo happy ai 
to fee fuch a one fei on Foot. 

' M^ Subject hitherto. Sir, may appear unaccountable 
but what I am now to enter upon muft allonilh. The Mea« 
fures we were by a tfasai/^Wiin Influence led into, with legar 
■0 Wi;tii"i and Mu/h'vj, were attended with no bad Conle-, 
quences, fave that of leading the Nation into a needled Ex-n 
pence, and an unnecelTary Interruption of a fmatl Drarich o£ 
its Commerce j but what we have by the fame Inftmnce bees 
led into, with regard to the Houfe of Auflria, have not on^ 
ly put us to a much larger Expence, but have interrupte

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our Trade !n sll iti nioft valuable Branches, and have at M An. 
t/i/imd rn eomiU, ovcTtatatd the Balance of Power in £b- 
refe. In ofJer lo Ihew this, I muH confider how the Af- 
fairs of Euroff were Ief[ by the Treaty of Utrecht, and how 
ihey Hood at his late M^jelty's Accellion lo the Throne. 
The Treaty of Utrecht, Sir, which has been the buiFc ting 
Stock of all o jr little Politicians fitice that Time, and which 
has been incelTomily excliim'd againft, even by thofe who 
have fince fhewn themfelves to be arrant Bungleri in Treaty- 
making : The Treaty oi Utrecht, 1 fay, Sir, if the Par- 
tics chiefly concern'd in the Grand Confederacy would but 
bave fatistied themfelves with what was reafonable, bad eda- 
blilhed the Balance of Pow«r upon a folid Bads, and had laid 
B Foundation for a Contell between Fraine and Spain, 
which could hardly mifs of taking Place upon the Death of 
iMvir XIV. who by the Courfe of Nature could live but 
a very few Years. 

' It was not. Sir, the Treaty of Utrecht, but the infatia- 
ble Ambition of the Emperor and the Dutch, joined with an 
Error in the lirftConcoflion of the Grand Confederacy .which 
broke the Confidence that ought to have been preferved 
among its chief and original conftituent Members. Thai 
Error had made it impoffible for ihe Allies to conclude a 
Treaty of Peace with mutual Conlent ; for furely no Man 
of common Stnfe will fay, that it was our Interell, or that 
we ought to have united the whole Spani^ iUonarchy with 
ihe Imperial Diadem and the Dominions of the Houfe of 
Aicjiria ia the Pcrfon of the late Emperor Charles. This 
would have been ridiculous: It would have dellroyed the 
very End for which the Grnnd Confederacy was form'd ; and 
as no Provifion had been made by the Terms of that Con- 
federacy, or by any future Treaty, for the Cafe of Charlii'i 
fucceeding to his Brother' Jofeph, there was no Poffibilii/ 
of prevailing with Charles to join in any Treaty or Nego- 
tiation, by which the Spaiiijb Monarchy was to be given to 
any other Perfon. 

' On the other Hand, Sir, the Dutch became fo flulhed 
with the Succefs of the Confederate Arms, that they began 
to think of making themfelves entirely Maders of the Spa- 
nip) NelhirlanJi, as appears evident, I think, from the 
Barrier Treaty they brought us into in the Year 1709. It 
was this Treaty, Sir, that gave the lirl) Shock to that Con- 
fidence which fubiilled till then between the Confederates} 
for it was concluded without any Communicntian with the 
Court of I'iiiKta, and the Emperor, as foon as he heard of 
it, protelled in the Arongefi Terms aeatnlL it. Surely no

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Man will fay, it could ever be for the rnterell of tliis P 
tioo, to have the Dulcb nude Mailers of ihe Whole or tiie 
grealeft Part of ihe Spanijh Ntther/anii ; and yet ihis would 
have been the Cafe, if they had got a Liberty lo put as 
many Troops as they pleafed, and iv/icn they fliould think 
neeeflaiy, not only into the Towns exprefsly mentianed, 
but into ail the Towns, Places and Forts in the Spanifli 
ha'vi Countries, which was what they firpulated, and we 
agreed to, by the 6th and 7th Articles of that Treaty. 

' Thefe Circumftances, Sir, and thefe ambitious Viewa 
in our two chief Allies, made it apparent to us, that it 
would be impoflible to begin and carry on any Treaty of 
Peace, with mutual Confent and Sacisfaflion ; and as it wai 
not our Interell, nor, indeed, in our Power, 10 carry on 
the War much longer, it became abfo'utely necelTary for 
us to begin a Treaty by ourfclves. I Ihall not pretend to 
juftify the Treaty ai Utrecht in every Particular ; but if we 
"jmpariialJy examine, and candidly judge of all Circumfian- 
ces at that Time, we lliall not find Keafon to join in all 
the Reprraehes thrown out daily againll that Treaty, by 
thofe who have iinee made feveral more dellruffive, more 
di (honourable, and more ridiculous Treaties than were ever 
made by this Nation. By that Treaiy we obtained even 
for ihofe Allies that would not join with us in it, all that 
Jiad been llipulated by the Grand Alliance : We raifed con- 
fidetably the Power of the Houfe of Aufiria : We reduced 
the Power of Fraitci low enough, if proper Meafures had 
(ince been taken to keep it fo ; and we hid a Foundation 
for a Contefl between Trance and Spain, which aftually 
took Place witliln one Year after his hie Majelly's Accef- 
fion to the Throne of thefe Kingdoms. But as the Impe- 
rial Court would not agree to what had been Ilipulaied with 
regard to ''pani, tho' there was a CciTilion of HoftiHticf, 
the War continued between the Emperor and Spain at the 
Time of that Acceffion, and for ftveral Years afterwards. 
And as the Duttb weie unwilling to dtpart from the Barrier 
Treaty [ have mentioned, and the Emperor refolved not to 
agree to it, tlic Reg'ibtion of that Harrier remained un- 
fLttkd between thrm and the Emperor, at the Time of his 
late Majcfty's Accifiion. 

• Thefe, Sir, were the Circumfiances of Affairs at the 
Time, or foon after the Time of his late Majefly's Accef- 
lion. We had no Interrtt, we were order no Engagement 
to inietfeic, any other Way than by our good OfKces, In 
the Difputes cither b;twccn the Emperor and Spain, or 
between iiim and the Dutch ; and we had tiocluDe to fear 
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frairef, eipecially after ihe Regent got tlie Govern- An. i 
ment falcly into his Hands; i or Sfii in began immediately 
to intrigue againit hiro, and this ii was, and not our de- 
fcnfivc Alliance with the Emperor, whicJi made the Regent 
of France cojrt our Friendlhip and Alliance. 

' In thefe Circumllances, Sir, what had we to do but to 
live in Peace witli all our Neighbours : To avoid carefully 
entering into any new Engagements ; and to think of no- 
thing but the utmoft OEconomy with regard to ourJ>a- 
meftkk Affairs, in order to pay off that great Load of Debt, 
and clear away that monjtrous Heap of Taxes, under whicli 
the People of this Nation then groaned, and are groaning to 

this very Day. This was the Intereil of England : But 

the Inieieft of Hanimtr was to make ufe of the Power and 
Riches of fng/iiMi^ for increafing its Territories, and this our 
Btiiijh Mjnillers ought to have oppofed with all their Might, 
if they had faithfully ferved either their King or their Coun- 
try. Did they do To : No, Sir, I have already Oiewn, how 
they allowed their Country to be involved in two Wars upon 
that lingle Account. Bat this was not all : By the Tieat/ 
with Dtitmark the Eleflorate got Poflefllon of Brtmin and 
Verdin : The next Thing to be thought on was, how to fe- 
cure it, and to obtain the Invelirture from the Emperor and 
Empire; For this Purpofe ^jr^/rtxi/ was to enter into new 
Engagements with the Emperor, and to guaranty all the 
PoiTeirions he had, at the very Time that Spain was prepar- 
ing to attack his IQand of Sardinia ; and this without ftipU' 
lating any one Thing for narfelves, or any one Concellion for 
patting an amicable End to the Difputcs between him and 
Spain: Yet this was agreed to by the Treaty in fl/ay 1716. 

' It was impoffible. Sir, not to forefee, that a War with 
Spain would be the Confequence of this Engagement. Was 
it then the Intereft ol England to enter into it ! We knew 
the Emperor was able enough, nolwilhllanding his War with 
the Turii. to defend himfelf againll the Spaniards in Italy ; 
and fureiy neither the Intereft of England, nor the Balance 
of Power, could fuffcr by iheir taking ilic IHard of Sardinia 
from him. But the Empeior on his Part promifcd to gua- 
ranty all his late Majetly then enjoyed and poUeffed, in which 
Brrmcn and Vcrdea was induJed ; and farther it is"lo be fup* 
pofed, that the Emperor piomifed, at leall verbally, to grant 
his late Majclly a Prottflorial Commiifion for the Duchy of 
Maklcabu rgb, and to grant him the Invellilure of flff»i/» and 
Verde n, ai foon as Siuiden could be prevailed on to yield up 
her Right. Thefe two Pfomifca, I fay, are to be fuppofed, 
becaufe ihe Ftoteftotial Commiflion for Mtcklmburgh \\s^ 
•> L 2 >ftua)ly 
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!'• aAually granted Lhe Year Foilowiog, and becaufe our Court' 
Writers have fince afTerLcd the ocher, and reproached f lhe 
Impeiial G)ur[ wiih BFeach of Faiih in that RefpeA. 

' Thefc Favours for Hana-vir, Sir, were by our MinHters 
allowed CO be a fuiHcienc ConGderation for EngianiTs eoier- i 
ing into an Engagement, which would certainly involve herJ 
in a War with Spain. But before [ leave this famous Trea* 
ty, I mull obfecve, that the two contrading Parties engaged 
to defend and preferve, not only all they then aflually poflef- ' 
fed, but all they Ihould aftenvards by mutual ConfenC acquire ' 
in Eumpe. It is evident, that thii addiiional Engagement 
had no Relation in Etg/and, becaufe it is againit our Intecelt | 
to acquire any Thing m Europe ; but both the HIeAor of < 
Hana-vtr and the Emperor had each a View in this Engage- 
ment. The former was, if poffible, to acquire Mttileiibutgh, 
and the latter the fruitful IHand of S'ldly in Exchange for the , 
barren one ol Sardinia. This the Emperor had infifled on 
from the Time of his iate Majelly's Acccflion ; and probably 
it waa brought into Negotiation at the Time this Defenfive 
Treaty was negotiated. I fay probably, becaofe if the Duke 
of Sa-vsy, then King of Sicili, had not known that this un- 
equal Bargain was to be forced upon him, he would have 
made a much better Defence againit the Spaniard) when ihef 
aii»ck'd ihnt IHand than he aftuallydid j for he in a Manner 
furrendered it up to them as foon as th?y landed. And 

frobably the King of Spain would never have attack'd that 
lland, if he had not known, that a Scheme was formed for 
compelling him to renounce the Right of Reverfian as to 
that lilarid, which he had referved to h'mfelf by the Treaty 
of Ulrichi i for the Court of Spain had certainly heard of 
this Scheme, before they attack'd Sicily, becaufe it wai j 
finally fettled and made a Part of the Quadruple Alliance, 
which was concluded in yulj 1718. 

' Having now done' with the Motives, I (hall next. Sir, 
confider the Confeqoences of this Defenfive Treaty with ihe> 
Emperor. As he abfolutely refufed to come to any Terms of j 
Accommodation with the Spaniardi, they attacked and took [ 
PoJTelTion ci Sardinia in the Year 1717- Upon this Event, 
he called upon us to perform the Guaranty ive had entered 
into the Year before ; and as he had then granted his late ' 
Majeily the Proteftorial CommilTjon for Afei/i!ni«j^A,.and I 
feemcd Hill willing (o grant tlie Invelliture of Uremia and 
Verdfn, as foon as Si'.-eiliii couIJ be brought to confent to it, , 
\tc engaged in his Quarrel nhh a moH extraordinary Zeal, , 

attacked |

* Tho' it was not ihe Iniereft of this Kingdom to engage 
with the Emperor in [his War with Spah ; yet having once 
engaged, it was certainly both our Intereli and our Dul/ lo 
conlinue and puOi ihe War (ill we could bung our Ally, as 
well as ourf^Ives, off with Honour and a reafonable Satisfac- 
tion ; bat the Intereli of Hamn/er, unlucky for us, took this 
Year a new Turn, which prevented our performing our Duty 
cither to DUrfelves or our Ally. For explaining this, I mult 
obferve, that in N<yvtBihir 1719, the definitive Treaty be- 
tween his late Majefty, .is Eleflor ai Hanmiir, and the Queen 
of Siuiden, was concluded, by which Ihe yielded up her Right 
to the Duchies of Bremen and Vtrdm ; and upon this it is to 
be Tuppofed, an Application was made to the Court of Viema, 
for having the Invetliture forthwith granted ; but a new Ob- 
ftacle prefented itfelf, which was the Claim of the Duke of 
Holfitin to thofe two Duchies. As that Prince was the Sod 
of the King of ^'zur^cv's eldelL Sifler, he was, by the Laws of 
the Empire, which could not be altered by any Regulacioa 
made in Siueden, the Linea! SuccelTor to thofe two DnchiCE, 
and as fuch he put in his Claim, which the Emperor could 
not but allow, and therefore refufed gianiing the lovelljture 
without a Surrender from chat Prince. I muil likewife ob< 
ierve. Sir, that the Dultc of MickUnlmrgh, fupporied bjr 
the Czar and King of Pru£!a, applied to the Court of ^<- 
erma for an Order to the Elector of Hammer and Duke of 
if^e/feiiiuli/e, the Proteflorial CommiiTionets, to bring in an 
Account of his Revenues, and their Demands upon his 
Duchy i and the Emperor was fo uncomplaifant, iho' I can- 
not fay unjuft, as to iffue fuch an Order, or Refiribatur, 
asit iscalled in Gf/wa.Ti', dated /^/riV z 3d, [720. 

' Thefe, Sir. were two Strokes which could never be for- 
given by the Eledorate oi Hana-vtr : and the tirtl Method it 
took to Ibew its Relentment, was to perfuade us to make up 
at any Rate a feparaie Peace with Spain, which we did the 
very next Year, upon Terms not very honourable, to fay no 
worfe I for we acknowledged oarfelves in the wrong, by pro- 
mi&ng to reltote the Men of War we had taken from them 
in 171S, and his late Majelty was induced Co make a Sort of 
Promife, by a Letter under his own Hand, to rellore Gibral- 
tar to Spain. * So little was the Intereli, or even the 
L 3 Prefer-

i74»' Pfcfervation became incorfiftent with ihe Rcleiiiment of ihe 
Eleftorate of hano'ver againft ihe Emperor. 

' Thus, Sir, the EleftoralRefentment began to (hew itfelf 
againlL tJie Houfe of Aufiiia ; and this has been the true 
Caufe of the many wrong Steps we have made Tince that 
Time, by which that Houfe has been reduced to the lamen- 
table State it is now in ; for the late Emperor was lb far 
from endeavouring to mollify thin Refentment, that he rather 
fbarpened ic by his fubrequenc Behaviour. From the Year 
17ZO, he continued to fend fuch Refcriboturs as i have men- 
tioned, yearly or haif yearly. In 1721 heieduced the Elec- 
tor of Hano'Vfr's Claim upon Micklenbargh, which amounted 
to fume Millions of Dollars, to between 6 and 700,000 ; and 
upon his laie MajeHy's Death, he refufiid 10 continue his Pro- 
te^orial Commillion to his prefcnt Majclly, but iullcad there- 
of, granted the Admlniflration of the Duchy to Duke 
Cbrifiian Lauii, Brorher and prefumptive Heir to the prefent 
Duke J which Adminiftration he pofiiively refuted to revoke, 
notwithflanding all that could be done, by the Mediation of 
Frnitfe, at ihe Congrefs of SaiJ/oni in 1 7/9. This continued 
the Refcniment of the Eleftoral Houfe againft the Imperial, 
and it is this Refentmcnt that was the ttue Caufe of our 
Treaty of Hanover in 1 725 ; of our being fo ready to join 
in an Alliance with France and Spain la 1729, for compelling 
the Emperor to admit the Speni/h Troops into Italy ; and of 
our leaving him to fliift for himfelf in 1733, when he was 
attack'd by fiance, Spain, and Sardinia. Oor abandoning 
him at that Time was but loo clear a Proof of oor not be- 
ing fincere in the Guaranty of the Praginatici SanHiea, 
which, through NecelTiiy, we had granted him but two 
Years before i and this gave Encouragement to that Attack 
which is now carrying on againft the Queen of Hxitgari. 

' It is eafy. Sir, to find fomc other fpecious Pretences for 
all thefe Meafurea 1 but chofe have already been fo often, and 
Jb fully refuted, that I fliall not take up your Time with 3 
Repetition, and tlieicfore, I (hall now examine our Condud, 
fince the late Emperor's Death. Upon that unlucky Event, 
(1 fay unlucky. Sir, for it had been made fo by our Con- 
dud for above twenty Years towards the Houfe of Anjlria) 
every one niight*have forefecn, that the Queen of Huigari 
would be attack "d by the Elrflor of Ba-jaria, fupported by 
France, if they found any Reafon to hope, that me was not 
lobeafTiHed, in the moil (incere and vigourous Manner, by 
the Maritime Powers and the united Force of all or moll of 
the other Princes oi Geriaa«j. This it was the Intcreft of 
F-nglandVi do : This it was the Inteielf of UnUmd lo do : 

This, 
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This it was the true Interefl: of all the other Princes ofGer- Aa. i6. Ceo.ltr' 
rnany to do i but i he chief and moll potent of them, the '"■*-■ 
King o( Prujfia, had Tome old Claims upon the Houfe of 
Aupria, which were certainly to be falisfied, before it could 
be expected, that he would aft with Sincerity in Favour of 
the Queen oi Himgary. Nay, it was very much to be ap- 
prehended, that he would join againll: her, if immediate Sa- 
tisfaflion Ihould be rcfufed. If ihe^nViy^ Court had been 
adtuaied by a Irue Brilijh Spirit, they would have ilipulated 
Satiifaftion for him before ihey had guarariy'd the Pragma- 
tick Saailkn \ but in this too a Ham-jeiian Spirit prevailed 
over our CDunfels ; for theie had been long an iLniu'aiio:) 
and a Jealoufy between the Family of Branie::l-vrgh and ihc 
Family o^ BrunJhuUk, and to this the late King oF Pro^a 
had added particular Difobligations, by his not fecondjng our 
Views in the Treaty of fianavcr, by his fopporiinir the Diike 
oi Mecilinbiirgh againft ua, by renewing the old Faipjly 
Compad with that Duke in the Year 1726, and by another 
Incident of a more Domefiick Nature. For this Reafoii, 
we couid not bear to think of ftipulating any Addition to the 
J'ru^au Dominions on the Side of iilejia, without which 
we could not expefl his Affiliance in ogr Guaranty of the 
Pragmalick &an3icn ; and yet, if our Minillers were fincerc 
in that Guaranty, which there is great Ground to quellion, 
it was ridiculous io thick of it, without fecuring the Allif- 
lance of PruJJta, by procuring him at ieail a flipulated Salif- 
faflion, to take place upon the Emperor's Death, with re- 
gard CO his Claimi upon Silijia. 

' But, Sir, rho' our Minifters did not, perhaps, aCl with 
Sincerity at that Time towards the Emperor, yet furely the 
Dangers that threatened Earofi: by his Death, (hculd have 
made ihem aft with Sincerity towards thpit Sovereign. Whe- 
ther they did fo or not we (hall piefenily fee. The Emperor 
died, 1 think, on the 20th of Qliohr, without any Satisfac- 
tion fo much as promifed to the King of PruJJia, who there- 
fore rcfolved to iiake by Force what had hitherto been refuf- 
cd him by fair Means, which Itefolution he executed with 
fuch Expedition, that on the I'ih of Diami'fr be entered 
Silica at the Head of a confiderabte Army 1 protelling how- 
ever, at (he fame Time, that he was ready co enter into a 
lliift Alliance with the Courts of Fioina, RuJJia, and the 
Maritime Powers, fur guarantying the Pragmalick SanHion, 
arid for procuring the Imperial Dignity for the Duke of Lor- 
rain, upon Londiiion of his receiving immediate Satisfaflion 
as 10 his Claimi upon Siltlia, which had nothing to do with 
the Prasmaikk iau^hon, nor could be conihued as 3 Bieach 
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lac Settlement ; and iaciinating that he wts willing 
ccpi of a Pare of what he had a Right lo, and that he 
voiild alTill in procuring her an Amends for ihc Lofs ihe 
ir'ght fuUain upun thai Occafion. In Ihort, Sir, it appeared 
from every Part of his Conduit, that he was extremely wil- 
ling to come to any realbnabic A ceo m mod a lion with ibe 
Houfe 01 Auflria, and as unwilling to join with thofe who 
were meditating the Ruin of that Houfe, and folliciting, and 
even tempting him with great Oilers, to join with ihcm in 
that Projeft. 

' Upon this impoftant Emergency, Sir, what was the In- 
tereft of England? How were our Minilterj, or our Court, 
to behave in this Difpute between the Queen of Hungary 
and the King of Prujfia f Surely, to folhci:, to infift upon 
it, to make it the ablblute Condition of our doing, or pro- 
tniiing to da any Thing, in favour of the former, that (he 
fhould at any Rate give Satisfaflion lo the latter, and bring 
him into a flri£l Alliance with us. It was not enough to 
bring him into a Neutrality. We Hood in need of hii pow- 
erful AlTiflance. We could not do without it. If we had 
done this, ihe would have comply 'd, ihe mull have com- 
p!y'd ; and (he might then have purchafed hit AlSltance 
for lefs than ihe has now purchafed his Neutrality ; in which 
Cafe, Bavaria might have proteiled, but he would not 
have dared to attack, and Fraud would have continued to 
profcfs what Jhe never had, a fmcere Regard for her En- 
gagements. Did our Minillers do this, Sir ? Does it not 
appear from the Papers upon our Tabic, they did not ? 
What is the Reafon ? Sir, the Reafon is manifeft. The 
Miniilcrs of Hano'utr, for the Caules I have already ailigned, 
were averfe to any Extenfion of the Dominions of Pruff.a. 
Nay, the;e is fome Reafon to fufpefl, that they, (ooliihly 
imagining that Fiance would not intermeddle in the Aflairs 
oi Germanf, began to form a Scheme for joining with the 
Queen of Hungary, and dividing the Fruffan Dominions 
between thim ; for, befide the Paper we have heard of, 
fenl hither from Viinna, we know, that as foon as his 
PruJJlaa Majelly attack'd Sikfia, and before the Eleflor of 
Bai'aria marched a Man into Auflria, or the Frinch a Man 
into Girmany, there were Orders given for adding 6000 Men 
to the Troops of Hano'vrt. With this View therefore it 
was not the Inierelt of Haunter to infiil upon the Queen 
of /foB^ai-jr's giving Satisfaflion lo Pra£!a, and this, as in 
other Cafes, became the Rudder of Britip Politicks, 

' Whether our 5ri/^ Miniiters gave any Countenance 
to (his Scheme of attacking PruJJia, 1 don't aSiim ; but 
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there are fome Cireumfiances which render it highly fiirpi- An, t<. Gee. n: 

cious i for bcfocc ihe Friitcb marched a Man into Qirmany, '74i- 
there were Orders given to the foreign Troops in Uritifh 
Pay to match towards Hammtr, and fome Preparations made 
fiDr ernbarking a large 6o<ly of jSnVii^ Troops, to be fent 
fomewhere, and againil fome Body : Where or agatnll whom, 
I Oiall not preierid to fay; but, 1 am fore, it was not a- 
gainlt our Encinies the Spaniardi. And whatever was the 
Defign of thcle Preparations, thejr bad a moli fatal KSc& : 
They confirmed the Queen of Hungary io her Obliinacy to* 
wards PraJJia, fotcect that Prince into an Alliance with 
FraHci and Banana, and iheieby produced the War now 
carrying on in Gitmaiy, for till that Time, neither the 
Friacb nor Bavarians would venture to attack, or to nurch 
a Man againft the Queen of Hungary. 

' The March of the Frmeh Troop;, and their Entrance 
into Germani, efpeciaily ihofe that inarched into Wtfipha- 
tia. awaited the Hanavir Minillers out of their golden 
Dream : They thought no more of attacking Prujfia, or of 
coming in for a Snack of his Dominlooi : They thought of 
nothing bat a Neutrality ; and this too muft have an EffeQ 
upon our Counfels ; for at the fame Time that we were 
fending Money to fupport the Queen of Hungary, we allow- 
ed the SpaniarJi 10 pafs quietly by our Fleet to attack her. 
Like an Aider ai a Boxing Match, we help to raife her up, 
and then If^nd quietly by to fee her knock'd down. 

' Soon after this. Sir, there happetted fome little Change 
in our Counfellors, tho', I am afraid, none at all in our 
CounfeU i and contrary to all Expeflation, the Queen of 
Hungary fupports hetfcif to a Miracle. The King of PraJJia 
too, by the il! Ufage he met wiih from the Frimh, is drawn 
off from the Alliance againit her, which brought the prefenc 
Emperor, and the Frinch Atmy in Babtmia, into fnch Di- 
ttrefs, that they offer her very reafonable Terms of Peace, 
Upon this unlook'd, unhoped for Event, what was Englani 
to do ? As in the prefent CircumlUnces of Europe, we cat) 
hardly ezpcdl to procure better Terms for her, it wai cer* 
tainly the Interelt of England to advifc her to accept of 
them. But the Hananitr Minillers obfetving how zeatoufly 
the People of £'r^/a«^ had declared for the Support of the 
Queen of //jiH^aO'- they had, before this happened, formed 
a Scheme, to make ufe of this our Zeal at a Handle for 
touching a pretty round Sum of our Money, under the Pre- 
tence of lending ui a Body of their Troops for the Support 
of oar Favourite the Queen of Hungary. It was therefore 
conitar/ u> the locereit of Hammer to advife the Queen of 
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An.iC. Ceo. U./ZM^'iir/ to accept of the Term) offered ber ; ar,d, I bel'evB, 
I74"- it will appear, that tliey had fuch an Irfljence upDn our 

Briiijh Miniflers as to get them to ercour.ige her not to 
accept of them. Accordingly (he rejciis tinin, and to en- 
couiage her to do (a, as well as to fornn a Pretence for 
taking thofe Hanaverias Troopb into our Pay, this Naiion 
was put to the Expence of itanfporiing a large Bocy of its 
Troops to FlaitJeri, and of keeping in Pay a much more 
DumetDus Army than wcJhojld otherwife have had Occa- 
£an for. 

' Thus, Sir, I think it is evident, iliat our taking ihofe 
Troops into our Pay proceeded from Hammitiait Counfeb i 
and 35 we ftJllowed the Advice of Ha<ta<vei Ian Miniflers, in 
taking thofe Trocpi into our Pay, I believe, we Ihail tollow 
the fame Advice in the Ufe we make of them, or even of. 
our own that are joined with lliem. How the Counfels of 
heiiiiier may slier, I Ihall not pretend to fbrettl ; but at 
prefent, it is plain to rae, that they do not intend to give. 
any real Aflillance to the Qoeen of Hungary i tit if they 
did, ihev would ai leaii lend her the 40CO Men, which 
they Bic egged to fend her by their Guar;iniy of the 
Pragma; ick Sanciion. As i hey have not dor.e this, J mull 
fuppofe, they do not intend to alTilt her ; and as we neither 
can nor ought to aJIill her, without their Concurrence, I am 
againil putting the Naiion to an Expence, which can no 
Way redound to our own Beneiii, or to the Advantage of our 
ALy the Queen of Hungary, however it may to Hane-vtr, 

, Mr W. Pitt. 'Then Mr ffij/iam Pitt rofe up and fpoke as follows: 
. Sir, 

,' If the Gentlemen, who have fpoke in Support of this 
Motion, are, aa they pretend, determin'd toabandon their pre- 
lent Sentiments as foon as any better Methods are propofed, the 
Miniftry will very quickly be deprived of their abldl Defen- 
ders ! for I think the Meafares which have hitherto been pur- 
fued fo weak and pernicious, that fcarcely an Alteration can 
be propofed, that will not be for the Advantage of the Naliom 
' They have already been informed there was no Neceffity 
of hiring Auxiliary Troops, fir.ce it does not yet appear, that 
either Jullice or Policy required us to engage in the Quar- 
rels of the Continent, that there was any Need of forming 
an Army in the Low Countries, or that, in order 10 loiro an 
Armv, Auxiliaries were neceiTary. 

' But not 10 dwell upon dilpuiable Qaeftions, I think it 
may be jullly concluded, that the Me.il'ures of oat Minillry 
have been ill concerted, becsufe it is iindaub[i;dly wrong to 
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fqaander the poblict Money without Effeft, and to pay An, i 
Aimies only to be a Show to out Friends, and a jeii to oar 
Enemies. 

' The Troopt of Haaovtr, whom we are now expeflcd 
to pay, marched into the Low Countries, indeed, and llill 
remain in the fame Place ; they marched to the Place iiioft 
diftant from Enemies, Jealt in Danger of an Attack, and 
mod iirongly fortified, if any Attack had 'been dcfign'd » 
nor have any Claim [o be paid, but (bac they left their own 
Country for a Place of greater Securiiy. 

' It is always reafonable lo judge of the future by tho 
paft, and therefore it is probable, that the Services of ihefe 
Troops will not, next Year, be of equal Importance, ivilh 
that for which they are now to be paid : And 1 fhall not he 
furprifed, tho' the Opponents of the Mtnillry Ihould be chal- 
lenjied, after fuch another giorious Campaign, lo propofe bet- 
ter Men, and Ihould be told, that the Money of this NrIi- 
on cannot be more properly employed than in hiring Ham- 
verians to eat and lleep. 

' But to prove yet more paiticulaily, that better Mea- 
fores may be taken, and that more ufcful Troops majr 
be retained, and that therefore the Honourable Gentle- 
men may be expected to quit thofe to whom they now ad- 
here, I fliall Ihow, that in hiring the Forces of Hunsvtr, 
we have obftruftcd our own Defigns ; that we have, inftead 
of aOiiling the Queen of Hungary, withdrawn Part of her 
Allies from her, and that wc have b)irihened the NatlotL 
with Troops, from whom no Service can be reafonably cx- 
pefled. 

■ The Advocates for the Miniftry have on this OccaEon 
affeflcd (o fpeak of the Balance of Power, the Pragrnalic 
Sanflion, and the Prefervaiion of the Queen of Huiigaiy, 
not only as if they were to be the chief Care of Grea/ Bri- 
tain, which, though eafily controvertible, might, perhaps 
in Compliance with long Prejudices, be admitted, but as if 
they were to be the Care of Grenl Britain alone i as if the 
Power of France were formidable to no other People ; as if 
no other Part of toe World would be ii jured by beconiing 
a Province to an unlverfal Monarchy, nnd being fubje£led to 
an arbitrary Government of a French Deputy, by being 
drained of its Inhabitants, only to extend the Conqueils of 
its Mallets, and to make other Nations equally raiferable, 
and by being oppreffed with exorbitant Taxes levied by mi- 
litary Executions, and employed only in fupporting the State 
of its OpprefTors. They divell upon the Importance of pub- 
Uck faith, and the NeccHity of an exad Obfervation of 
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:ies, as if the Pragmatick Sanftion had been Jignei] by 
'M*- . no other Potentate than the King of Great Britain, or a> 
if the publick Faith were to be obligatory to us only. 

* That we (hould inviolably obferve oar Treaties, and ob- 
ferve them, tlio'' every other Nation Ihould difregard them ; 
that we Ihould {how an Example of Fidelity to Mankind, 
and Hand firm, though we fiiould Hand alone, in the Prac- 
tice of Virtue, I (hall readily allow ; and therefore I am far 
from advifing, that we Ihould recede from our Stipulations, 
whatever we may lufFer by perfcrming them, or negleA the 
Support of (he Pragmatick Sanflion, howei-er we may be at 
prefent embarrafled, or however inconvenient it may be to 
afiert it. 

* But furely for the fame Reafon that we obferve oar own 
Stipulations, we ought to incite other Power? likewife to the 
Obfervation of theirs ; at leall not cotitribute to hinder it. 
But how is our prefenc Condu£l agreeable to thefe Princi- 
ples ; The Pragmatick Sanflion was conlirmed not only by 
the King of Gnat Britain, but by the Eleftor likewife 
of Haaai/tr, who is therefore equally obliged, if Treaties 
conliitute Obligation, to defend me Houfe of Aufiria againft 
tiie Attacks of any foreign Power, and to fend in bis Propor- 
tion of Troops to the Support of the Queen of Han^ary. 

' Whether thefe Troops have been fcnt, thofe whofe Pro- 
vinces oblige them to fome Knowledge of foreign Affairs can 
inform the Houfe with more Certainty than I ; but fince we 
have not heard them mentioned in this Debate, and have 
found by Experience that none of the Merits of that Eleflo- 
rate are pafled over in Silence, it may, I think, fairly be. 
concluded, that the DillrcITes of the illultrious Queen of 
Hangar^ liave yet received no Alleviation from her Alliance 
with Hansver, that her Complaints have moved no Compaf- 
fion at that Court, nor the Juftice of her Caufe obtain'd any 
Regard. 

' To what can we impute this Negligence of Treaties, 
this Difregard of Jollice, this Defeft of CompaiGon, but to 
the pernicious Counfds of thofe Men who have advifed his 
MajeKy to hire to Great Britain thofe Troops which he 
Ihould have employed in the Aflilhnce of the Queen of Hun- 
gary i for '(is not to be imagined that his MaJElly has more 
or lefs Regard to Juftice as King of Great Britain than 
as Eleflor of Hanovrr , or that he would not have fent his 
Proportion of Troops lo the Auflriat Army, had not the 
Temptations of greater Profit been induftriouHy laid before 
him. 

* But this is not all that may be urged againft this Con- 
dufl : For can we imagine, that the Power of France \% lefs, 
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or that her Derign: are Ufa formidable to Hanu'ver ihan to An, 16, Cm. it 
Grml Britain ; nor ia il lefs nccelliry for the Security of '1^- 
Hanswr, that the Hooft of Aufirsa fliould be re-elUbliihed in V* 
iis focmer Grandeur, and enabled to lupport the Liberties of 
£Brty« again ll the bold Attcmpih for iioivtrfal Monatchy \ 
' If therefore our Afliftsnce fae an Aft of Honeily, and 
granted in Confeqaeoce of Treaties, why may ir rot equally 
be required of Hancmer ? and if it be an Ail ol Geneioiity, 
why fliould this Nation alone be obliged to facnCcc her own 
Inieteft to that of others f Or why Ihould the Eleflor of Hano- 
■vir exert hia Liberality at tlic Expence of Grtai Britain ? 

* Jt is now too apparent, that this great, thii powerful, 
this formidable Kingdcm, is confidered only as a Province to 
a defpicable Eleflorate ; aud that in Ccnfcqaenee of a Scheme 
formed long ago, and if.variably parfued, thefc Troops are 
hired only to drain this unhappy Nation of its Money. That 
they have hiiherio been of no Ufe to Great Britain, or to 
Aufiria, is evident beyond Controcerry ; and therefore it is 
plain, [hat they are retained only for the Purpofea of Hanover. 

' How much Reafon the Tranfa^ions of almoll every 
Year have given for fufpeftfng this ridiculous, ungrateful, 
and perfidious Partiality, it is not necefTary to mention. I 
doubt not but molt of thofe who fit in this Houfc can rc- 
collefi a great Numlier of Inllances, from the Purchafc of 
Part of the S<uiedi& Dominions to the Concrntt which we are 
now called upon to ratify. I hope few have forgotten the 
memorable Stipulation for the hejfiaa Troops ; for the Forces 
of the Duke of Walfembuilk, which we were fcarcely to 
march beyond the Verge of (heir own Country ; or the ever 
memorable Treaty of which the Tendency is difcovered in 
the Name. * The Treaty by which we difunited ourfelvci 
from Auflria, dcllroyed that Building which we may per- 
haps now endeavour, without Succefs, to raife agaio, and 
weakened the unly Power which it was our Interelt to 
Krengtiien. 

' To dwell upon all the Inflances of Partiality which have 
been (hewn ; to remark the yearly Vilits that have been made 
to that delightful Country ; to reckon up all the Sums thac 
have been fpcnt to aggrandife and enrich it, would be at once 
invidious and tlrcfomc ; tlrefome to ihofc who are afraid 10 
hear the Truth, and to thofe who are unwilling to mention 
Fafb dilhonourable or injurious to their Country. Nor ihall 
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• In the Watit upon the Hi nomr Treaty, [Amo 1715 p. %fia,'\ It 
WH alledE'J by Mr Hontio Walpole, ' Tliit ihc Treaty between the 
' Emperor and the King of Spin, might probably be Cemenied by > 
' Matth between ihc eldcft Daughter of the former (Now Queen of 
' HuflgaryJ lod iKe Infant DanCiilui. 
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Ab.tG-Cco. IT. r dwell any longer on ihis unplenfing Subjcft. than to ex- 
^741- prefs my Hopes, that we (hall no more fufFer oarfelves to be 
deceived and opprelled ; that ne Ihall at length perfDrm the 
Dury of the fteprefentatives of [he People ; and by refufirg 
to ratify this Contrafl, fliow, that, however the Intereft of 
Hanover has been preferred by the MJniHers, the Parliament 
paya no Regard but to chat of Gnat Britain. 

Mr H. Walpole. Hereupon Mr Horalia Walfale rofe up, and fpoke to the 
' following Effefl : 
Sir, 

* Though I have long confidered the mercenary Scribleis 
cf Diflaffcflion as the Dirgrace of the Kingdom and the Peft 
of Society, yet I was never before fo fully fenfible of their 
pernicious Influence. 

' I have Kitberto imagined, that the Weekly JournaiJIh 
and the OccaDonal Pamphleteers were the Oracles only of the 
loweffi of the People, and that all thofe whom their Birth 
cr Fortune has exalted above the Crowd, and introduc'd to 
B more eAtenfive Converfation, had confidered them as 
Wretches compelled to write by Want, and obliged therefore 
to write what will moll engage Attention by flattering the 
Envy or the Malignity of Mankind ; and who therefore pro- 
pagate Fallhoods themfelves, not becaufe they believe them, 
snd who fprcad Faflion, not becaufe they are of any Party, 
but to gratify thofe that employ them, or to amofc the Pub- 
lick with Novelties, or dillurb it with Alarms, that their 
'Work; may not pafs unregarded, and their I^about be fpent 
in vain. 

• This is my Opinion of the Party- Writers, and this T 
imagined the Opinion of the reft of Mankind, who had the 
lame Opportunities of Information with myfelf ; nor fliould I 
readily have believed, that any of their Performances could 
have produced greater EfFefls than thofe of inflaming the 
lowell Clafles of the People, had I not perceived, that the 
Hon. Gentleman who fpoke lall, owed his Opinions of the 
Partiality fliewn to the Dominions of Hario'ver, to fome late 
Pamphlets which have, on Occafion of this Contrafl, been 
very induilrioufly djfperfed among the People. 

' 1 know not the Authors, nor think they defervc that 
any Inquiry ihould be made after them, except by a Procla- 
mation that may feia Price upon their Heads, and offer the 
tame Reivard for diTcovering them as isglven for the Convic- 
tion of Wretches Itls criminal j nor can I think the Lenity 
of the Government eafily to be difiinguiflied from Supinenefs 
and Negligence, while Libels like thele ate difperftd openly 
ID the Streets, and folu in Shops without Fear and without 

Dunger 
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Danger; while Sedition is proftfledlj' promoted, and T 
fon, or Sentimenia Bcr/ nearly bordering upon Trcafon, pro- 
pagated without Difguife. 

■ Thefe Scriblers have endeavoured to corrupt the Princi- 
ples of his MaJeKy's faithful Sjubjefls, not only by vilifying 
[he Memory of the la!e Emperor, whofe Jullice, Humanity, 
and Integrity are generally reverenced, but by insinuating • 
likewife that our prefent mofi gracious Sovereign has adopted 
the fame Schemes, and endeavours to aggrandife Hanruer 
at the Expence of Great Britain : that all the Meafutes that 
have been taken with Regard to the AiFairs of the Conti- 
nent, have been contrived with no other View than that of

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JUu t& Ceo. Il.tliat Great Srilain has been fleered by the Rudder of Kd- 
>T4t- Jiswr, and that [he Nation witl foon be divided into (wt»,1 
more oppofite and irteconcileable Parties, than ever yet dt^ 
Iturbed the publick Peace, Britoas and Hamviriam. 

• That ihey themfelves, whoever they be, long for tholal 
Times of Dlvifion and Confuiion, may be eafily bclievedtj 
and the Number of thoie who have the Tame Wilhes witbJ 
ihemrelves is. I fear, too great : But 1 bciicve their Hope»l 
will not be encouraged, nor their Deligns promoted in diiti 
Houfe, and that none of ihofc who are inirulled to repre-[ 
(eoc their Country, will fufter thcmfelves to be mi fled b^j 
fuch wicked Infiuuations. 

Ifr Kagnit. Mr Nugent, Member for St Menui, anCwer'd to the io\ 
lowing Effefl :

' I know not for what ReafoD the honourable Gentleman] 
has thought it convenient to retard the Deliberations of thiaj

, ' Treafon is happily defined by out Laws, and therefore 
. every Man may Itnovv when he is about to cotnuiit it, and 
[ Bvold the Danger of Punjlhmeat by avoiding the Aft which 
will expofe him to it ; but, iviih regard Co the Borders of 
I Treafun, 1 believe no Man will yet pietend to fay how far 
1 tiiey extend, or how foon, or with how little Inieniion he 
I may tread upon them. Unhappy would be the Man who 
I ihould be puniibed for bordering upon Guilt, of which ihofe 
fatal BordiTs aie to be dilated at fieafure by his Judges. The 
I Law has hitherto (uppofed every Man, who is not guiliy, to 
}x innocent, but now we find that there is a Kind of Medi- 
um in which a Man may be in Danger without Guilt, and 
that in order to Security a new Degree of Caution is become 
' necefl'ary t for not only Climes but the Borders of Crimea 

sre to be avoided.

an Aritiy of which no other EBcfl ivill be found but that they 
eat,*— and eat at the Expenre ofGrcat Britain. This Afler- 
tion iiindeed fcmewhat more conieftible than the former, 
but IE at leaft credible, fince if we n^ay be permitted on ihisj 
H! oti other Occafions, to judge of the future from the pall, 
iVe may conclude, that ihofe who have let pafs fuch Oppor-

The Rumans had ' 
no fooner divided, broken, and fubdued tliole Powers up 
the Continent of Etrcfi, who had given a Divetfiot) in the 
great Attempt they bad long intended, than they attacked' 
tiie Cflr/ijJjjfJKfl"', a Maritime Power, potent in Arms, im-l 
menfely opulent, po/Teffed of the Trade of the whole World,'! 
and untivali'd Miltrcfs of the Sea. Yet thefe People, who 'J

Can they row argue for this Mea- 
fure, which I may be bold to fay, would be in EfFefl the 
inoft enormous Vote of Credit thai was ever given in the 
World \ Gentlemen infiRoaie, that the taking the Hanove- 
riaa Forces ipto Britifb Pay, is a criminal Complaifance, 
calcukta;! only to coniirni ao Infant and a tottering Adini- 
niilration. JJut how much greater Means for fuch a Pur- 
pofe would an'Altetnalive like this afFjrd ? Suppofe aMini- 
ller unfirm in his new acquired Power, to ingratiate him- 
feU with, hii Prince, Ibould propofe a Scheme to replenifli 
the Cofftri of an exhaulled Civil Lift fquandi; red in fuch 
vile Piirpofes, that no Man could have the Hatdinefs to 
come to Parliament, or date to hope a Supply for it by any 
regohr Appbcation to this Houfe ? What Method could 
be devifed by fuch a Mmiller hlmfeif, to dj the lobb more 
cEefiually than this r for who can doubt that (guatil it how 
you will) the Queen of Hungary might be induced, in the 
Condition in wliich fhe now Sands, to accept a Million, and 
to give a Receipt in full for the whole Sum? How could 
you prevent an Undcrflanding of this Kind between two 
Courts I And how cafy, therefijre. might it be to (iulc 
j 00,000 /. out of fo vail a Grant ? Sir, I will fufpecl no 
^lilu^r i but 1 will truit none ip this Degiee ; aad 1 won- 
■ li-. ■•■ der 
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[ef otfier GemlemA do not fufpefl, if f 'do not. From 
heitee iherefore, I eonfider this «a a I'ropofnion both falla- 
cious and iinHife ; for though it bf a Fe.Q., that the kme 
Sum of Money might maintain in Anftria double the Num- 
ber of Troops i yet, if no more than half that Money 
fhoold be apply'd (as ] have fhewo gre.it Reafon (o believe 
Ihat it would noi) to the Ufes of the War. it ii evident, 
that yoit would deceive yoorftlves, and would have but an 
equal Number of raw, irregular, undifeiplined, andnitich 
worfe Troop! for it. 

' Bat, Sir, there Is yrt a ftronger Argument sgaiift the 
Supply in Mbnej- only. What are our Views in fupportirg 
the Queen of Mungaiy? Our Views are general and parti- 
cular; General, to fave the Houfe of Auftria, and to pre - 
fcrve a Balance of Power 1 Parclculnr, to prevent the />■*«& 
from making any f.inher Acquililions on (his Side of Flan- 
diTi. The firft might poffibly be anfwere^ in a good De- 
gree, by giving that Princefs an Equivalent in Money ; but 
the fecond ca.-,not be fccurely provided aaainft, without an 
Army on this Side of Europe in the Eritijb Pay. Sir, ie it 
not natural for eetry one of us to guard our vital Parts, 
rather than our more remote Metnbers ; Wculd not the 
Queen of Hungary (llipuhle and condition with her as yoa 
pleafe) apply the greatell Part of thefe Subfidiet Jn Defence 
of her Dominions in the Heart of Germany ? Miglit it not 
even ioduce bet to enlarge her Views, and to think of Coh- 
quefts, and Equivalents for wh.it fhe has already loft, which 
it might be vain and riiinous for us to fupport her in ? Would 
flie not leave Flanders to (hift for itfelf, or Hill to bo taken 
Care of by Great Britain and the Dalch ? In fuch a Cafe, 
if Francs Ihould find it no longer poUible to make any !m- 
preilion on her Teriitcries, on the German Side, what mud 
we expeS to be the Confequence ? 1 think it very villWc 
Ihe would on a fudden quit her expeivfive and dedruflive 
Projefls on that Quarter, and there only catry on a defen- 
Jive War, while fhe fell with the greater Part of her Force 
at once upon the Low Coontties, which would by this Mea- 
fure be wholly onprovided ; and (he might there acquire 
in one Campaign, before any Pnflibility of making flead 
againft her, [which the Dutch would hardly attempt, and 
CQuId certainly not alone be aWe to efFefl) all that fbe has 
been endeavouring for the lall Century to obtain, and what 
ro Uninn of Puweis could be ever capable of regaining frcm 
her. All this will be effefluslly prevented by an Army 
paid by os on this Side of Europe ; an Army, ready to 
much to the Bordi^rj t)f her Country, and to intercept her 
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Succours and Siipplies for the German War j an Army, rea- An. iS. Geo. II. 
dy to proteft the petty States, whole Iniereft and Inclination ^IV- 
it apparently muft be to declare for us, and to join their 
Porces with us, when they no longer fear the Power of 
France i an Army, which may polTibly give Courage and 
Spine to greater Powers, who may Dili doubt, without tbtfe 
vigorous Mealures, (after what they have formerly experi- 
enced} wheiher th^y could even yet depend upon ut ; an 
Army (if (he Poll lire of Affairs (hould make it necelTary) 
able to caufe a powerful Diverfion to the Fnnth Fotces, by 
an Attack upon Larrain and Champaign, ai:d Hill within 
Oillance to return Dpon lis Stops in Time, to prevent the 
Frtmh from carrying any Point of Conleqoence in flandeti, 
Ihould they then attempt It. 

' One Argument more, I beg Leave to mention, and it 
is of great Weight. Admit that the Sums raifed upon the 
Slibjeft, might be greater in the one Cafe than the other ; 
the Sums remitted out of the Kingdom would be inlinitel}' 
iefs. Whatever is remitted to the Queen of //Hngajj, ii 
bury'd in the remoiell Pans o( Gc-maiiy, and can never re- 
turn to us i whereas in a War carry'd on by Troopa in our 
own Pay on this Side, by much the greater Part of the 
Expence returns to us again ; in Part by rhe Pay of Officers, 
by [he Supply of Provifions and NeceiTaries in a Country 
exhsolled by Armies, Ammunition, Ordnance, Horfes, C^f>• 
thing, Accoutrements, and a Multitude of other Article, 
which I need not enumerate, becaufe Experience, which is 
the foundell Reafoner, fully proved it in the Example of 
[he laft War ; at the Condulion of which, nntwithllanding 
the prodigious Sums expended in it, this Nation felt no 
feniible Effeft from a Diminution of its Current Specie. 

' Sir, I was prepared lo have fpoken much more largely 
to this Subjeft, but my Difcourfc has already been drawn 
to a greater Length than 1 imagined, in treating upon the 
Argument thus far. 1 Ihall therefore avoid troubling yon 
any farther upon it at this Time ; I (ball only obferve, that 
in my humble Opinion, it is fufiiciently proved, firii, that 
we mud nllill the Houfe of Auftria, and that we mull do 
It with aii our Force ; next, that we cannot do it with. 
Money only, but in Part with a Land Army, and that this 
Land Army c:iniiot be conveniently \\ may fay pollibly) com- 
pofed at this Time, without the Hanavrrian Troops. This 
Queftion therefore, can. I think, be no longer debated, but 
upon the Foot of popular Prejudices, and Infinuaiions of an 
improper Connexion of Hawvcrian and Britijb Interefts ; 
but IS I could not enter into [his Subjefl, without Concern 
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An. i6.GeD. It. and Indignaiion, snd as i[ is a verj' delicate Point lor me 
'7+'- in particular to debate upon, 1 fii.iil leave tliis Part of the 
Qjellion lo oiber Genticmcn, who can engage in it botb 
wkJi Icfs Inconvenience and with more ^^biliiy than it is 
polTible for me to do. 

TJien Lord Strange Hood up and fpoke as fgllows : 
Sir, 

* In all AlTjiTS of a political Nature, the Vulgar without 
Doon are very much fwayed in ihcir Opinion by ihofc^ 
iioundj tbey hdve been long .accuUtiined la, or thafe Max- 
ims ihcy have long adopieJ. Without coniidfring the Dif- 
ference of I imes, or the Difference of Circum nances, they 
are governed by a favourite Sojnd, even after it faecompi 
nothing but a Sound ; or by a M<ixim uhich when firit 
adopted was right, but by a Change of Ciicumllances has 
become ulelefs or perhaps pernicious, 1 i.is is at prefent 
the C':<re aa to the People without Doors,, and from the 
C'ourfe of the Argument ir\ this Debate, it feems lo be the 
Cafe with too many even in this nuuTe. Whillt the Houfe 
of Mllria was polTeiied, and Ijlitly to remain pofleffed of 
the Imperial Diadem, the Balance of Power in Europe, and 
the Power of the Houi'e of Aujhia, v:<:tt fynonymous Terms, 
and for almoll a Century pait they have I'een rightly con- 
lidered as fuch. But from the Moment the lileSor ot Bava- 
ria was chofc'n Emperor, thole two Terms became diilind, 
and the Balance of Power in Europe had no more to do with 
the Power of the Houfe of Aufiiia, than it had wilh the 
Power of nny other Sovereign Houfe in Germany. 

• As Franci IS ilill the moll: (ormidable Power in Eumpg, 
it is Ilill the Bufinefs of our i'oiilicians to find out fueh a 
Bjl.mce for the Power of France, as will at all Times be 
ready lo oppofe the ambiticus Views of that Nation ; and I 
fliall readily gram, that the Houfe of .^u;7j/a would be the 
mod proper Power in Ewope for us to fix our Eyes upon 
for this Purpofe, if it were poflible for us to rellore that 
Houle to th; Pofleflion of the Impcri.'.l Diadtm, and of alt 
thole Duminions which it has MX within this lall Dozen 
of Years. But is this polTiblc. Sir? Prom the prefent Ap- 
pearance of Things it is evident, that it is not. What then 
ate we going tc do ? We are going to pot ourfelves to a 
valt Kxpence, and to engage perhaps in a War, in which 
neither the Iniereii of this Nation, nor the Prefetvation of 
ihe Balance of Power in Eiiiope. has the leall Concern i for 
as liing as the Houie of Auftna cannot be fet up as a Ba- 
lance for the Power of Franei, and as long as the Utter ac- 
quires, 
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quim fio Aiidition of Power, what figniGes it to this Na> An. i 
tion, whether the Honfs of Auflria or the Hottie of BB-va- 
ria becomes the moll powerful Houfe in Germany ? The 
latter has already got Poffeflion of the Imperial Dignity, 
by the Aihilance of France, and the late bad Cotidu£l of chit 
Nation : Suppofe it Ihould by the fame AffiHance get Pof- 
leffion of fome of the Dominions of the Houfe of Aujiria, 
are we lo fuppole, that the Houfe of Bacuaria will there- 
fore confent to be the humble Slave of fiance, or that it 
will co-operate with the French King in elbblKhing his ar- 
bitary Power over Germany, as well as the reli of Euript } 
No. Sir : If the Houfe ol Ba-varia weie once eftablilhed in 
the peaceable PolTelTion of the Impeiial Dignity, and of 
fome Part of the Dominions of the Houfe o( Avfiria, the 
Princes or Emperors of the Houfe of Baiiaria would be at 
tKi^y to oppafe the ambitious Schemes of France as ever 
the Houfe of Aujiria was ; and the fnoncr that Houfe is 
ellablilhcd in the peaceable Polfcfi^on of the Imfetial Dig- 
nity, the greater Part It acquires of the Aufirian Dominions, 
the more ready, and the more able will it be to oppofe any 
of the future ambitious Schemes oi France ; fo that as Af- 
fairs now iland, I do not know but that by fupporting, or 
even aililling the Houfe o* Aujiria, we may be dcftioying 
the Balance of Power inllead of reQoring it, unlefs wc could 
propofe to divert the prefrnt Empetor of the Imperial Dig- 
nity to reilore it to the Houfe of Aujiria, and tu take ftom 
France, and give to that Houfe, an Equivalent for what ic 
has yielded lo Prujjia. 

' Can we propofe to do this. Sir, nithtnit any AffilUnce 
either from the Dutch, cit from any of the Princes of Ger- 
many? Surely, no fuch Thought can enter into the Head 
of the boldell Miniller we have amonglt us ; and therefore 
the lirll Quel\ion tlated by a noble Lord in thi; Debate, ia 
not quite fo clear as he imagines it is. Sut the noble Lord, 
in this Quellion, as well as the next, confounds himfelf by 
connefting the Houfe of Aufiria with the Balance of Power, 
whereas there is really now no more Conneflion between the 
Houfe of AjiJrj'o and the Balance ol Power, than there is 
between the Houfe of Baiiaria and llie Balance of Power. 
Nay, if the iaiier were once fully ciUbliili^d, and likely to 
continue in the peaceable PofTelTii-'n ol ihe Imperial Diadem, 
there would then be a greater Conneflion btiwecn the Ba- 
lance of Power and the Power nf the Houfe of Eai>aria, 
than between the Balance of Power and the Power of the 
Houfe of Aujiria, or any other Sovereign Houfe in Ger- 
maig. Xbe. sUter. f rijjsei gt Qtrmanj. npy fometimci be. 
XMtt iiii'L induced 
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tSTGco. IT. tndaeed from particular Views of thetr own, to favour tSS 
I74*' ambilioHB Views of Franet, but whatever Prince is at the 

Head of the Empire, be will altvays look upon bimlelf ai 
(he Rival of fraau, and will conlequenily be ready to join 
in defeating any ambiiiou) Defign that may beteafter be 
formed by that powerful Nation. 

' from what I have faid, Sir, I hope it will not bethought, 
that 1 was at firft againft alTiAiiig the Queen of Hungary, or 
that I fhould now be againil alTilting her toiii fJtiimi, if (he 
J)utcb, and fome of the iudA powerful frincct of Germany 
uould refolve to do the fame. In fuch a Cafe we might 
propofe to re-eKablilh the Balance of Power upon its ancient 
Foundmion, by rellorrng the Imperial Dignity cotheHoufe 
oi A«liria, and by giving lo that Houfe an Equivalent for 
the Dominions it has lately been oblig'd to pare with. This, 
I (h:ill grant, would be extremely defirable, and therefore, 
I with, we could prevail with the Diiuh and fome of the 
Princes of Grruafiji CO join with us in dilsScheiue. I have 
fo good an Opinion of our Mmifters, that 1 am pcrfuaded, 
they have aiicmptcd it ; but the very Detnind now under 
our Coniideration ii a convincing Proof, that iticy have not 
fucceedcd, and will, I :ini sfraid, benn Obitruflion to their 
fmuTe Soccefs. This Demand mufl fiiew to us, Sir, and 
what \i much worfe, to all Ewofe, ihnt we h^ve noi fo much 
as prevailed with the Eleftorate of Uaiis-ver to join with ui 
in this Scheme ; for if ti>at Eleftorarc had agreed to aHilt the 
Queen cf Han^arj, lelii firiiws, it could not hove defired of 
us to take the greaielt Pan of its Army into our Pay ; and 
when the Electorate of Hanautr thus openly tefufe^ to join 
with us in fuch a Scheme, can we fuppofe, chat any other 
Power in Eitrofi will ? I mull tnerefoie conclude, thai ai 
Affairs rtand at ihis prefent Coojundhire, it is impolJible for 
US to give the Queen of Hungary fuch an AlTillance as will 
be effeituai for re-ellablifhir.g the Balance of Power upon in 
former Bafi', and for this Reafon I am againU our giving her 
any farther Affiftance chat what we arcobiij^'d to t^ Treaty ( 
rtiis Affifiance 1 am indeed for giving, not becaufe I thinlc 
it will any way contribute towards the Prefervation or Be- 
eflablifhmert of the Balance of Power, but merely becaufe 
wc are obliged by Treaty to give it ; fat I ihall always be 
for a moll iciigious Obfervsnce of Treaties, however cor- 
rrary it may be lo the Prr.fliee of the prefent Times. 

' There is annrher Afliliance which, I ihink. Sir, we 
Ought lo give, rot beciiufe it ivill be an Afiitlance to het, but 
becaufe it will bring Diltrefs upon our own declar'd Enemies 
the Sfanian/i. Vou wil) readily fuppofe, Sir, 1 mean an 
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prifed how we came to permit ihem lo fend any Troops to 'H>- 
Italy: I ihink il is an Affair which demands a Parliamen- 
tary Inquiry ai much as any Affair ihac ever hnppened to us ; 
But ttrhaiever we may do in ihis rel'peft, I hope. Care will 
be nkeii not to permit any iucli Thing for the faiure. We 
may by our Squadron prevent their fending any more Troops 
ihittier by Sea ; and I hope thit, by means of the Alliance 
wc have with the K.ing or Sardinia, we ihall be nble to pne- 
vent their fending any thither by Land. As the Queen of 
SiaiJt is, we know, very intent upon having her Son D'a 
Fbilip fettled in Italy, and her native Country freed from the 
Dominion of the Girmans, this may perhaps be a better, and 
B Ihorter Method of obtaining S:itiifaftion from xhe Spttniaratt 
ihati any Attack we can make upon them either in Earapl 
or America ; therefore we arc not only in Honour but in In- 
lereft bound to prevent their making any Conqueils in lialy 
as long as they are at War with Ub ; and for thia Resfon I 
inult think, that our allowing their Fleet and Land forces 
to pafs undifturbcd to half, wa5 one of the greatell Indigni- 
ties, as well as one of tiie greatell Prejudices, this Nation 
eyer fu fit red. 

' Having thus. Sir, explained what Sort of AffilUnee we 
Ought to gise to the Queen of Hurgari, and for what Rea- 
fon J I may, I think, conclude, that we ought not to affilt 
her talis firibui, unlefs the Dulih and foroe of the moft po- 
tent Princes in Girmany will agree to do the fame, and, con- 
fequently, the fecond Queilion Hated by the noble Lord can 
admit of noabfoluic, but a conditional Anfwer. If the o- 
Iher Powers, who are equally concerned with us, will Join 
with 03, his Lordlliip's Quellion ought to be anfwered in the 
Affirmative : If they will not, it ought certainly lo be an- 
fwered in the Negative; and unfortunately for his Lordlliip, 
his third Qneilion mull, in either of thcfe Cafes, have a Ne- 
gative put upon it i for if none of the other Powers of Europt 
will join with us in aiTifting the Queen of Hungary, and con- 
fequently we are to giVe her no Aflillance, but what we are 
obliged to by Treaty, we have no Occafion for raking either 
MaitiWnaHs or any other Troops into our Pay, bccaufe it 
frill be more convenient for us, and better. 1 believe, for her, 
to advance our Quota in Money ; and if Qie Ihouid inlill up- 
on our Quota in Troop), we can fpare enough, and more 
than enough of our own Troops, and mav, 1 hope, have 
Liberty to march them through Hana'vcr forth.lt Service. 

* On the other Hand, Sir, ifany of theTowers of Em-ope 
arc to join wiih ai iti aMing the Queen of Hungary, nut 
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5co. tl. Virilus. the Ettflotate of Hanu'ver will certainly be (lie fifffi i 
for as his Majelly is abfolute In his Eleflaraie, if ihe Balancff J 
of Pottet were leatly in Danger, he would certainly order hi'i 
Elcfloraie to join with iiilaliif'iribui,iu wliich Cafe wc could 
have noOccjlion for taking i6,cjoo H-inovtiiam into our Pay, ( 
becaufe the Elefloiaie could, and certainly would fend lul 
i6,aoo of thole Troops it maintains in Time of Peace, at iul 
own Expence. If, indeed, apon this Occafion, the Elcfto^l 
late were 10 fend, at its own Expencc, ;ill the Troops it haa\ 
now on Foot lo the AHillance of the Qaeen o( Hwigary, and 
to raife 16,000 more lor the (ame Purpofe, there might be 
fome Reaton for our taking thai additional 16,000 into our ' 
Pay ; but even in thi} Cafe it would be more prudent 10 like 
i6,Dco of the Troops of any other Potentare in Eui'upe into 
Dur Pay, than to dejfire the Electorate o( Hanoi/er to laife ' 
16,000 fre[h Troops for our Service. This, I fay. Sir, 
would be more prudent for feveral very fubHaniial Heafons : 
Our hiring ifi.coo Troops from any other Prince in Eumpi, 
might be an Inducement for him to join with us in adlling 
the Queen of Hungary, or, at ]eall, it might prevent hit 
joining with fraau againft us ; whereas, without any fucii 
Confideraticin, I hope, we are fure, that the Ekflorate of 
Battcuer will r.ever do fo : And lalily, Sir, it mull be allow- 
ed that 1 6,000 Veteran Troops of any other Potentate in £11- 
rcpc, would be more lit for immedinte Service than 16,000 
droops newly raifed in HatiiK>er. 

' 'Iherefore, Sir, if we were to afilfl the Queen of Has- 
gary, talis fir 16111, and were to take 16,000 Foreign Troops 
Into our Pay, the Troops of Hantver are, in my Opinion, 
the laft we ihould think of ; but as the noble Lord was p!taf- 
ed, upon this his third Queltion, to ftate three or four previous 
Queflions, I fliall beg Leave to give every one of them a pro- 
per Anfwcr, beginning with the fecond and the lallconnefled 
together, becaufe ihty are in Effefl the very fjme : Wheilier 
the Troops of Hana'uer are as good, and as much lo be de- 
pended on, as the Troops of any other Potentate whatfoever f 
Ai to this Queltioii. I Ihall grant. Sir, that theVeteranTroops 
of Hano'-jer may be as good, and are as much 10 be depended 
on as the Troops of nny other Potentate whatfoever ; but if 
tlaniivir is to join lolls Firihm in aHilllng the Queen of Hun- 
gary, all its Veteran Troops mull be employed at its own 
Expcnce ; confequcntly if ive take 16,000 into our Pay, 
frtlh Troops mull be raifed for that Putpofe, and, I hope, I 
may fay, without any Derog^iion, that i6,qoc Hanei-'eiians 
newly raifcd, :iie not fo good a? 16,000 of the Veteran Troops 
of any other Potentaie in Europe; for in the hll War, even 
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the Veteran Troops of Hano'ver were far from being rec- An. lE. Ceo, II 
. kon'd the belt of any we had ia our Service. 

' Therextofhis Lordlliip's previous QiieHions was. Whe- 
ther the Troops of Hanoicr are not as well filuaicd as any 
other ; and this, if ive are tn give any real Afliftance to the 
Queen of Hungary, I abfolutely deny ; for either Prujian, 
or Saxan, or S-aiifs Troopi, are better fituated for marching 
to the Affidance of the Queen oi Hungary, than thofeoffla- 
netitr. The Prufpans and Saxons arc upon ihe Confines of 
Bahpnia, and might have joined the Queen of Hungary t 
Army in two or three Days ; and as to the SiviH, I was fur. 
prifed to hear his Lordlhip talk of marching them down the 
Rhine to the ASiftance of the Queen of Hungary, when every 
one knows, that they lie upon [he Borders of her Province 
of Trint, and might eafily march to join her Army, either 
in llafy or Germany, without coming near any of the firong 
Places of France ; fo that to march them down the Rhine, 
would really be lo march them away from, Jnllead of march- 
ing them to her Afliftance. But our Army in Flanders was, 
it (eems, to be the Loadtlone which was to draw whatever 
Troops we hired to that Corner, where neither could be of 
any Ufe to the Queen of Haigaiy, without a previous 
Concert with the Duuh to attack France upon thatQuarter. 
And as the Duic!> were fo far from being in a Concert 
with lis for this Purpofe, (hat they poiitively declared 
i again ft it, and even threatned to declare War againll 
i us if we began the Attack there, 1 cannot yet comprehend, 
I what was our real Motive for fending our Troops to FlaK- 
dirs % for if we were refolved to allill the Queen of Hungary, 
forely the bell ■and moft ready Way would have been 10 have 
fcnt them to Hanm/er, in order to join with the Troops of that 
Eleflorate, and tlrive M. Maii/eisii oot o( Germany, or at 
leaft prevent his marching to the Relief 01 Piajae. In thij 
Cafe indeed, the ffans-ver Troops would have been the bed 
fituaied'of any in Eurapt for our Purpofe; but then they 
ought to have marched at the Expence ofthe EJeflorate, and 
not at the E.'ipence of this Nation ; for the Eleflorate of Ha- 
Bwer is as much rbliged, both in Honour and Irlcreft, to 
aflift the Qiicen of Hangar'/, lath Firibus, as this Nation can 
be fuppofed to be. 

' Upon ihisSubjefl his Lordfhip crilcavourcd 10 (hew, ei- 
thei" that we coutd get no other Troops 10 hire, befide the 
Hanmjerian, or that no other Tmops were fo proper (or Ui. 
The Dutch we ought not to take into our Fay, he fays, be- 
caufe we cannot foppofe the Duich will pay their own 
Troopi in Aid of the cotnmon Caufe, when they find thii 
Nation ready to do it for them. Sir, does not every one fee, 
Vol. XIV.

caietul of themfelves, and more ready to pay their own 
Troops in Aid oJ the common Caufe, if they did not expeft 
u£ to be fuch generous Fools as to do it for ihein. By ibis 
Means we liave already almolt ruined ourfelves, and now we 
mud, it feems, conipleal that Ruin, by undertaking alone the 
Support of what fome Gentlemen are pteafed to call the 
Balance of Power, tho' it is evident, that it is not fo, and 
Ilill more evident that, if it were, it would iiot be in our 
Power to fupport it by ourfe|vrs alone. 

* As for ilic Danes, PruJJiam, and Saxons, his Lordfhip 
thinks, we can have none cf them, even for our Money, be- 
caufe they are cither jealous of one another, or warp'd to- 
wards the Iniertlt ot France. I do not know. Sir, but it 
Diay be fo ; and if it is, I am fure, we ought not to take any 
Foreign Ttoops into our Pay, bceaufe if no Power in Eumpe 
Will affill us, we cannot propofc to re edablilli the Balance of 
Power upon its former Foundation. But if the Cafe be as his 
Lordlliip tepreient!, we have ourrelves only to blame for it j 
fur if we bjd pcrfujdcd tlie Court of Vienna to have accepted. 
oftheTermsat fipllofllrtd by theKing of Pni^a, andhad 
thereby got him 10 join with us in fi»pporting the Queen of 
Hungary, and in getting her Confort, the Grand Duke, laifed 
to tne imperial Throne, I am perfuaded, neither the £a- 
•uarians nor Ficnch ivould have attack'd her, nor would the: 
Svji^es have attack'd the Mulcovitrs ; but we encouraged the 
Qgeen of Hunga}y in her Obltinacy towards Prujfia, and b/ 
the Treitment the latter met with, at the Court of Viinia^ 
and efpi-'cially in this Houle, we at l;ill, fore againA his Will^ 
drove him into the Arms of France, which encouraged thc^ 
Flinch to find their Troops into Ciimany ; and then, in or- 
der to prevent any jl/a/raiij/i' Troops being (ent to the Afhf- 
lance of the Queen of tJangarf, tliey prevailed with SiuiiJc, 
to declare War againll Mafcsft, the Fjte of which has givenj 
them a Handle to get the King of Denmari warp'd over r 
their Inierell. Thu.'i it may jullly be faid, that all the pte- 
fc.it Confofiun' in Europe nre owing to the Treatment the 
King of Fiiijjia met with upon his invading Sil'fia ; and a: 
he iiisy Hill have a great Hand in brirging ihoft Confufion^' 
to ft hapj^y or very unhappy liTue for this Nation, I wss gladj 
10 hear the noble Lord niaimaina proper Rclped in dil'courf-

ing of fo great a Charafler : I wi(h the Tame Rcrpeil had An. 
been mainiained, ivhen the Condud of that Prince came licft 
under C'onfideration of chis'Houfe ; fori know of no Variety 
in his Conduft, except what he has been provoked to by the 
ConduA of thofe he has had to deal with i and his Invafion 
afSilcfta we had no Right to find Fault with, nor any Aii- 
tboriiy to condemn. 

' I come now to his Lordihip'a firft previous QueRion, 
which was, Whether thefe Hanovirian Troops are as clieap 
to us as any other Forces we can hire? This, hisLordlhip 
fays, the Eilimates now upon our Table do fufficiently de- 
monltrate. 1 wifli his Lordthip had cxLiniined the Ellimaieof 
the Hanover Troops taken into our Pay in the Year 1 702, 
before he had determined this Quellion in fuch a Magiile- 
rial Manner. If he had compared that EAimaie with the 
EHimate now upon our Table, he would have feen it TufH- 
ciently demonllrated by Figures, that thefe Hanimir Troops 
now taken into our Pay will colt us a much larger Sum, in 
Proportion to their Number, than the Hano'ver Troops did 
in the Vear 1 yoi, or than any Foreign Troops taken into the 
Pay of Great Briia'm tver did. It would be too tedious 
to run over all the Articles 0/ the prefent Eitimate, but I 
mull beg Leave to mention the moll extraordinary. In i 702 
the Hanmjtr Troops then ftipulated, began to be in our Pay 
only the tft ol June, and before the 2 id of that Month, 
tvhen the Convention for them was figned, fome of them 
were arrived at the appointed Place of Aftion, as is declared 
in the Convention iifelf; and they were to continue no longer 
in our Pay, than till the firft of January following. From 
hence we may fee, that they were in aflual Service, as well 
as aftuil Pay, for the chief Part of one whole Campajgn, and 
that we were to give them but feven Months Pay lor this 
whole Campaign, which was much mote glorious for this 
Nation, and contributed more to the Relief of Eitrape, than 
the next Campaign is likely to do ; and yet by the Ellimatc 
for the fJantnierians now on our Table, we are tii give them 
no lefs than 16 Months Pay for the cnfuing Campaign ; for 
it is evident that during the laft Campaign they neither were. 
nt)r could be of any Service to this Nation, to Eurtfe, or to 
the Qoeen of Hungary. 

' Another Article of the prefent Eitimate is not only of 
an exceflive but a new Kind : In 1701, we paid no Lt-v/ 
Money for the Hanmiir Tioops then taken inlo our Pay ; 
but by the prefent EAimate we are to pay no icfs a Sum 
N 2 than 
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, Ad. iG.GJi.II.tliai) 159,313/. Sler/iig tor Levy Monty, the' the Troop* 
■74*' were all ruifeii long befote we defir'd to take them into oor 
Pay, and [ho' no new Troops are to be raifed in Hana'vtr, 
inftead of ihofe now takeo into our Pay. A Tecoud Article 
of (he fame Kind is the recruiting Money, amounting to 
near zo.coo /, which is an Article never betoic heard of in 
the hiring of any Troops, and an Article of Expence which 
was never allowed even to our own Army, becaufe this Ser- 
vice is always provided for out of the Savings thai neceita- 
rily happen every Year by Mens dying, deierling, or being 
killed. A third Article of the fame Kind is the Pay of 
the Officers and Men belonging to ihc Haneverian'Vnm, 
amounting to near 13,000/. which is not only new, bat 
is an Article of Expenci: we might have faved to the Na- 
tion by fending a fuflictent 'I'rain of our own to Flanden ; 
for furely, a 'IVaio might have been feni to Flanders, at 
a lel'a Expence from England than from Hanoiier j and con- 
fidering the vail Sums railed yearly upon this Nation for 
the Service of our Ordnance, it cannot be fiippnfed, thai 
we had not in oar Stores fuiEcient to fpare for rhii Service. 
And the fourth Article ot a new as well as exccflive Nature, 
is the great Number of Hanc-viriaa General Officers now 
pinn'd upon us. In the Year 1702, with the 10,000 Men 
then taken into oar Service, we had but ore Ijicutenant 
General and one Major General ; whereas With the 16,000 
no* taken into our Service, we have, and are to pay," one 
Genera!, two Lieutenant Generals, and three Major Gene- 
rals, beiiJes a molt extraordinary Number of Brigadier Ge- 
nerals, Aid de Camps, Majors of Brigade, and other SoriB 
of Superior Officers. 

' Before I leave iliis Subjeft, Sir, I mull cake Notice of 
ene other Article which really feems to be a downright 
Impofi[ion upon this Nation. In 1702, a certain fixed 
Kiimher of Guilders was to be paid, at Hated Times at 
Seltardam, for the Haiiimer Forces then taken into our 
Fay, (o that the Nation could lofe nothing by the Exchange ; 
but by the prefent Contract, ot father the prefent Ellimate, 
for I do not know how any Contradt could be made be- 
tween the King of Great Erilain and the Eleflor of Hana- 
•vir, the Levy-Money, Recruiting-Money, and Pay of thofe 
' Traop5, is to be in Pounds Sterling, at ten Guilders len 
Stivers for a Pound, when every one knows the prefrnt Ex- 
change is (en Guilders eighteen Stivers, lb that ihis Nsiion 
lo(>3 cicht Stivers upon every Pound Sterling, which upon 
6j7,B33/. the whole Slim we are to pay for the J/flBOf(r 
Tioops, amoLiiiEs to abaut zbfioQl, ^Jtcrling Lofs to this 
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Ffation, and Gain to the Eleftorate or Eleflor of Hanovir. An. 

' After thefe Obfervations upon ihe prefent Eiliniaie, 
and ihe Convenlion in ijoz for ihe fame Troops, 1 
hope, no Man wiil fay, ihat ihefe Hann'usr Troops are now 
as cheap as thofe were which we took inio our Pay in i -joi i 
and upon comparirg this Eflimaie witb all the Treaties we 
ever made for Auxiliary Troops, it will appear, lliat thefe 
haairuir Troops we now take into our Pay zte tlii: dsarcft 
of any we ever did, or, I hope, will ever again take into 
our Pay. As thefe Obfervationi, Sir, are all founded upon 
Figures, and upon very eafy and obvious Calculations, I 
Ihall not hy, it is an atTtfted Ignorance, but I muft fay it 
is an inexcufable Negle£l, that can induce any Gentleman to 
sfRrm, lliai thefe Hamr-jtr Troops are as cheap as any other 
Forces we can hire. The Contrary is io evident, that I 
could not imagine any of the Advocates for this Meafure 
would be hardy enough to Hate the Qoellioii in fuch plain 
Terms ; and fuppoiing the Meafure could in every other 
iiefpefl be fupparied, this alone would be a fuflicient Argu- 
ment for my beitig againll it. Our paying fuch an extra- 
vagant Price for thefe Hansiitr Troops will in[rodiice a 
Precedent of a molt pernicious Nature to this Kingdom ; be- 
caufe every foreign Prince we may hereafter have Occafion 
to treat with for auxiliary Troops, will expefl the fame 
Terms we now allow to the Eletlor of HanO'ver, and will 
refufe his Troops if we refufe agreeing to his Terms. The 
Eleilor of Hanaijer may aflc what he pleafes for his Troops, 
and his Brilifi Minifters may have Complaifance enough to 
agree to all his Demands; They may even do fo with an Ex- 
peQation, that fuch e«ravagant Demands will not be refus'd 
by a Britijh Parliament; but if they are there agreed to, 
they csn be refufed by no other Power or Authority ; and 
therefore, it would be both a molt criminal and a moll in- 
excufable Complaifance in us to agree to fuch extravagant 
Demands. : 

' Having tins. Sir, anfwered all hia Lordfhip's previoui 
QuelUons, and having anfwer'd them in a Manner, I be- 
lieve, which he little expelled, the Reply which from 
thence naturally flows to his third principal Quellion, i(, 
that fuppofe ive are to aStll the Queen of Hungary, and fup— 
pofe we are to afiill her with out whole Force, the Hanonnf- 
TroopB ought not to be made a Part of ihai Force, nor 
ought the EUEloiate of Hanm/er to dcfite any fuch Thing 
of U9, becaufe it is e(|ually with us obliged, both in Ho- 
IKjLir and Jntered, lo alijft the Queen of Hungary, and con-, 
fiqutiiily ought, at its own Exijence, lo aliilt her wi[h all 
N 3 the 
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An. t6. Cm. II, the Tfoop! it has in aflual Pay. We Ought therETore to 
'7**- have look'd out for the Troops of fome oiher Polentale ; 

and if we could find no fiich Troop* to hire, it was, and 
ii llill an unanfiverable Argument agairift our giving her any 
other Affiftance than what we fland engag'd to by Treaty ; 
and this AlTiliTince we might have given her in Money, 
which would have been more convenient (or us, and better 
for her, than any proportionable Number of Troops we 
could have lent to her Affillanee. 

' But as the noble Lord was picas'd to Hate us another 
Queilion upon this Head, and thereupon endeavoured to 
fliew that we ought to affilt her with Troops rather than 
Money, I ihall beg Leave to eonfiJcr the Arguments he made 
nfe of for this Purpofe. His Lordlhip was pleafed to fay, 
upon the Authority of an Hon. Gentleman, that if we gave 
the Queen of Hungary any large Sum of Money, a great 
Part of it would bs fquander'd among the Aulirian Minillers 
and Favoarites. Whatever Regard his Lordfhip may pay to 
the Authority he quoted, I can lay no great Strcfs upon it ; 
becaufe from the Canfequences of that Hon, Gentleman's 
Negotiations we have no Reafon to fuppofc, that his Know- 
ledge of Foreign Affairs is very exaft or extenfive ; and if 
he knows any Thing of Publjck Money's being fquander'd 
among Miniliers, I am perfoaded, he got his Knowledge of 
thefe Matters at home, and not abroad. 1 (hall grant, that 
fuch a Mifapplicaiion of Publick Money is but too frequent 
at mod Courts, and we in this Country have from Experience 
great Reafon to be jealous of iti but the prefect Court of 
yienr.a ii as little to be fafpefled of fuch a Mifapplication as 
any Court ever was ; for the Queen of Hungary could not 
have made fuch a glorious Stand as (he has already done, 
againft fo many and fuch powerful Enemies, if any of her 
Money had been fquandered among Miniliers and Favourites ; 
and for (his Reafon, if we are to raife a Million and a Half 
for her hiupp ri, I Ihould chofe to put it under her own Ma- 
nagement, in order to enable her to fupporl herfelf, rather 
than to put it onder the Managctiient of our own Minidera, 
in order to enable them (o fupport her with Troops. This, 
I fay, I Ihould ehufe, and I am direfted to this Choice by 
the very Meafure now underour Confide rat ion ; for if (he had 
been to coniraft for 16,000 veteran Troops, I am fore Die 
might, and would have got them for much lefs than we are 
to pay for thefe l6,ooo Hano'veriani. 

• Another Objeflion hts Lordlhip made to our aflilling the 
Qneen of Hungary with any large Sum of Money was, that 
it would be a Sort of Vote of Credit, and m>ght be converted 
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"by our Mioifiers here to very bad Purpofej. Sir, we might An. iS. Oco. 

cifily pfevent this by our Method of granting it ; for if we 

order'd it to be paid direflly to her MiniHer here, or to fuch 

Petfons as fhc (hould appoint, I aoi perfuaded, every Shilling 

of it u.'ould be faithfully and fpeedily remitted to her. Some 

of the little pstty Princes of Giraany may perhaps fubmit to 

give a Receipt for 30,000/. when they receive but io,oool. 

but trie Qaeen of Hungary has (hewn too much Spirit to be 

fufpefled of any fuch mean Sjbinilliaii. If a Million and 3 

Half were granted to her by the Biitifi Parliament, I am 

convinced Ihc would infill upon every Shilling of it being 

paid : She would fcorn to let any Britijh MiniHer go iharcs 

with het in the Grant, or to give 3 Receipt for more than 

fhe aflually received. 

' But, Sir, when the noble Lord feems to be (a iufpidous 
of our Minilters, and of their purloining 500,000/. out of a 
Million and 3 Half, in Cafe we Jhould grant fuch a Sum to 
the Queen of Hungary, I wonder he does not fee, that what 
we are noiv to grant is worfe than a Vote oF Credit, becaufe 
it is an abfolute Gift to the Crown of at Icali 600,000/. For 
as no netv Troops ate to be raifed in Haso-vsr, and as ihele 
] 6,ouo Men muft have been paid and maintain'd by his Ma* 
jelly, tho' we had not taken them into our Pay, I am per- 
fuaded the Difference between the Expence of maintaining 
them at home, and the Expence of marching them to, and 
maintaining them in Fiandiri, or any Fart ol Germany, will 
not amount to the odd 57,000/. and confequentjy, whatever 
we pay for thofe Troops above that Expence, ought to b» 
look'd on as a Free-Gift to hts Majeflv, which his Minilters 
may apply, if he pleafes, towards replenilhing the Coffers of 
an exhaulled Civil Lift ; and I with no Part of it may be ap- 
plied to any worfe Purpofe : For tho" his Majefty is not to be 
fo much as fufpefled of confenting to any wrong Application 
of publick Money, yet Experience has fhewn, that the Civil 
Lift Money, or any publick Money, which is not to be 
ftriftly accounted for to Parliament, may by Miniflers be ap- 
plied to very vile Purpofes without the Knowledge of their 
Mailer. 

' I now come. Sir, to the particular View, which the 
noble Lord fays, wc have in fupportiog the Queen of Hun- 
gary, and which, he fays, cannot be anfwered by our fop- 
poiting her with Money only. This View, his Lordlbip tells 
us, is to prevent the French from making any further Ac- 
quifuions in Flanders. How his Lordlhip's Imagination 
came to fuggeft any fuch View to him, I caanot tell, but I 
ani cjavinced, no one of our Mmilietsevcr had fuch a View : 

They 
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An. iS. Ceo. It. They know, that tfae Nemraliiy of the Ds/f^^ depends upon 
'"4=- Franct'i al[empting no fuch Thing, and ihetcfore, there ne- ■ 

ver was ihe lead Oecalion for our fending any of our own 
Troops to f landers, and much lefs for our fending any Auxi- 
liaries there, unlefi the liuiih had dcfired it, in order to en- 
able them to break the Neutralliy ihey have hitherto fo re- 
ligiouHy obferved : And if they had done this, we (hould 
have had no Occafion to fend any of our Auxiliary Troops to 
Flanden ; for with theAffillance of the Duteh^ and by fend- 
ing I o or 1 looo more of our own Troops thither, which wo 
might eafily have fpared, we could have formed fuch an 
Army in F/andcri, as would have been fulEcient to cppofe 
any of the Deligns of Fmncf in liiat Part of (he World, 
efpecially, if by fending our Auxiliaries (o the AffiKatjce of 
the Queen of Hungary in Germany, we hnd enabled her to 
drive the Frcnib out of that Country, bjciufe ihe might, 
then, and certainly would have come down upon the Rhint, 
with foch an Army as would have prevented the French from 
being able to pufli any Conquells in tiamhri. For as Franc* 
lies much more open upon the Side of GVmrtny than upon 
thst of F/anderi, their own Prudence would have diredled,. 
and even Neccffity would have drove them to have llood up- 
on the Defenfive in Flanders, in order to have fent their 
moft powerful Armies towards the Rhine, becaufe, in Flan- 
din, ihey may defend themfelvea by [heir ilrong Garrifons,: 
but towards Germany they mult defend ihemfeives by theiri 
numerous Armies. 

* Thus, Sir, in every Light this Meafure can be confi- 
dercd, it muft appear to be wrong. As the Balance of Power, 
in the ptefenc Situation of the Affairs of Eurapc, no more de- 
pends upon the Power of the Houfe of jfujlria, than upon 
the Power of any other Houfe in Germany, it was wrong iit 
US to think of giving the Houfe ofjiiillria any farther Afiif- 
tance ihan we were obliged toby Treaty, unlefs the other 
Powers of Europe, equally concerned, had joined with us ia 
leitoring that Houfe to the Imperial Diadem, as well as in 
procuring it an Equivalent from fVdfl» for the Dominions it 
has been lately djipoflelfcd of. If it had been right to give 
the Queen of fl'uHfary a greater AlEftance than we wereoWig- 
ed to by Treaty, and to take Foreign Troops into onr Pay 
for that Purpofe, it was wrong lo lake Uansferiam. If it had 
been right to take Bar.averians, it was wrong to take them 
nt fuch an extravagant Piice ; and if it had been right to take 
ihem iit any Price, it was wrong lo march them into Flat' 
ddri, becaufe they mull march back again to Gerina-ny, be- 
fore they can be of any Ufc to the Queen o{ Hw^arj. 
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• But really, in my Opinion, Sir, and according to the 
prefenc Appearance of Things, I canDOt believe, that either 
the Hanovirians at HsJJiani, Or even our own Troops, will 
march into Germany, or give [he Qjcen of Hungary any 
Teal AflilUnce. Let ua confider, Sir, that both the Hana- 
•uiriam ini HsJJians are the Emperor's Subjetls, and, con- 
fequent!/, their fighting even ai Auxiliaries againft himmav 
expofe their Mailers to the Ban of the Empire. Nay, the 
Ban, I believe, would be the certain Confequence, if we 
Jhould happen to be unfuccefiful in the War ; therefore, 
tho' the Eleftot of Uatm'vtr and the Prince of Hife may 
allow ihur Troops to take our Money, 1 do not believe, 
they will allow their Troops to engage againil the Emperor, 
This, Sir, is the Cafe of the Hano'veriaa and Hijpan Troops, 
and as to out own Troops, I do not think it poUible for 
them to march to the farther End of Germanj. How Ihail 
we fiiblid: (hem upon their March thither f How ihall v/c 
fubfill them after they are there ? How fliall we reciuic 
them? How (hall we preferve the Remains of our Army, 
in Cafe it fhould happen to meet with a Defeat ? Thefe, Sir, 
are Quellions very material, and I protell, I do not fee how 
any one of them can be anlwered. What Change may be 
produced in the prefenl Face of AlF,tirs by the good Condud 
oFthe Court of Vienaa, and the bad Cunduft of the Court 
of Ferfailln, I da not know, nor is it polTible for human 
Wifdom to forefee ; for the Condu^ of the one may be fu 
good, and that of the other lo bad, as may give Courage, 
and even a probable View of Succefs, to fome of the Prin- 
ces oE Gtrmany, to B& againft the Emperor they have cho' 
Jen : And I am fore, the Electorate of Hamiier in particular 
lias gre^t Reafon to refent the fcurriious TrealmenC it has 
lately met with from the Frncii, with regard to the Neu- 
trality it was forced into, and efpecially the infulting Man- 
ner in which the Freirc/i MiniHers openly tdlk'd at all the 
Courts of Europr of that Neutrality's being folieited, and 
even begged, of the Frinci Court by that Eleflorate. 

' One cannot therefore dfcetmine what may hereafter 
happen, but in deciding the Quellion now before us, we 
muli confider the prefent Pollure of Affairs only, and from 
ihencc we mull conclude, that the Hana-vtrian Troops nei- 
ther can, nor will afl ngainit the Emperor. I am fare, no 
Man, who has any Regard for theSafeiy of his Majefty's Elec- 
toral Dominions, willatprefent advifebim toexpofehimfelf to 
the Ban of the Empire, fay allowing his Eleftoral Troops to 
a£l ofFcnlively againft the Emperor ; and if fuch a Changs 
Ihould hereaif[er happen in the Affair: of Eumfc, as to rciKler

^S^^Ceo. Il/uch a Step advifable, it will then be Time enoagh lor ua 
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CO take thofe Haaaijtriaa Troops into our Pay. We (hall 
thereby iavc the Expence of maintaining ihem for feven or 
eight Months, when ihey neither will nor can be of any 
Service either to us or the Qaeen of Hungary i and confi- 
dering the prefenc dUlrefTcd Condition of this Nation, the • 
heavy War we are already engaged in, and the more heavy 
Wdt we are like to be engaged in, this is a Saving which, 
I am fure, a true Briiijh Moufe of Commons will noc ne- 
glea.' 

Mr Gnrp Grenvillt oppos'd the Madon to the following 
ESea: 

Sir, 

' Though I am far from thinking myfelf able to produce, 
without Premeditation, a complete Anfwcr to the elaborate 
and artful Harangue which you have lately heard from 3 
noble Member, yet as I cannot be convinced of the Reafon- 
ablencfs of the Meafures which have been defended with fa 
much Subtilty, I Iliall at lealt endeavour to {hew, that 
my Difapprobation is not merely the Elfefk of Obflinacy, and 
that I have at leaft confidered the Propofals of the Minillry, 
before I have ventured to condemn them. 

* Whether we ought to think ourfelves indifpenfably obli- 
ged to maintain, at all Events, the Bjl^nce of Power on the 
Continent; to maintaio it without Allies, to maintain it 
againft a Combination of almnil all Eutopt, I thall not now 
enquire. I will fuppofe it for once our Duly to Itruggle 
with ImpofiibilLty, and not only to fupport the Houfe of 
jiuflria, when it is attacked,' but to raile it, when it is fal- 
len ; fallen by our own Negligence, and oppreffed with the 
Weight of all the furrounding Powers ; and (hall therelorc at 
prefent only endeavour to find out by what Means we may 
sflord that Ailillance with moft Benefit to our Allies, and Icalt 
Danger to ourfdves. 

' With Regard to our Ally, that Afliftance will be appa- 
rently moft advantageous to her by which her Strength A'ill 
be mod increafed, and therefore it may perhaps be more ofe- 
ful to her CO find her Money than Troops ; but if we mult 
fupply her with Troops, I doubt not but it will readily ap- 
pear, that we may eafity find Tioops which may be of more 
Ufe and lefs Expence than ihofe of Hanfmer. 

' It has been obferved, with Regard to the convenient Si- 
tuation of thofe Troops, that it cannot now be denied 1 fince 
they are afling in flaaden in Conjunftion with the Bririfii 
Forcef. This is an AlTertioo to wliich, thoogh it was ut- 
Ki'd with an Air of vidorious CoDfidence ; though it was pro- 
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(Joe'd as an infoperable Argument, by whicli all tWe An, i6. Geo.ll. 
who intended Oppofition were to be reduced to Silence and 1741. 
Defpair, many Objeflions may be made which it will require 
another Harange equally elaboraie to remove. 

' That the Troops of Hanover are now afltng in Con- 
jun£iion with the Briiijh, I know not how any Mao can af- 
firm ; unlefs he has received Intelligence by fome airy MeiTen- 
gera, or hab fomc fympathetick Uommunication with ihem 
not indulged to the reft of Mankind. None of the Accounts 
which have been brought hither of (he Affiirs of the Conti- 
nent have yet informed us of any Aftion, or Tendency ta 
Ailion ; the Haaaveriam have indeed been reviewed in Con- 
junftion with our Forces, but have hitherto not Afled ; nor 
have the Armies yet cemented the Aliimce by any common 
Danger ; or Ihewn yet that they are Friends otherwife than 
by Ileeping and eating together, at the Expence of the fame 
Nation. 

* Nor am I at prefent inclined to grant, that either Armj' 
is fiiuaied where ii may be of moU Ufe to the Queen of 
HuBgary i fur they now loiter in a Country which no Ene- 
my threatens, and in which nothing therefore can be feared ; 
a Country very remote from the Seat of War, and which 
will probably be lall attacked. If the Afliftance of the Qucea 
of haagary had been defigned, there appears no Reafon why 
the Hans-vtrians (hoold have marched thither, or why this 
important ConjunAion ftiould have been formEd ; jince they 
might, in much lef) Time, and with lefs Expi^nce, have join- 
ed the Auflrians, and perhaps have enabled them to defeat 
the Defigns of the French, and cut off the Retreat of ihe 
Army which was fent to the Relief of Prague. But this 
March, though it would have been lefs tedious, would have 
been more dangerous, and would not have been very cnn- 
fillent with [he Defigns of thofe who are more delirons of re- 
ceiving Wages than of deferving them ; nor is it likely, that 
thofe who required Levy-Money for Troops already levied, 
and who demanded, that they ihould be paid a long Time 
before they began to march, would hurry ibcm to Aflion, 
or endeavour to put a Period to fo gainful a Trade as that of 
hiring Troops which are not to be expofed. 

' This Conduft, however vifibly abfurd, I am very far 
from imputing either to Cowardice or Ignorance 1 for there 
is Reafon to fufpefl that they marched into Flanile^, only 
becaufe they could not appear in any other Place as'the Al- 
lies of the Queen of Hungary, without expofing ihi^ir Sove- 
reign to (he Imperial Jnierdid. 

It IB therefore not only certain, that thefe Troop;, thefe 
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Ab. j6, Geo, llTBoafttd anfl important Troops, have not yet been 
i74»' Uie ; but probable thai no Ufe is intended for them, 

chat the fole View of thcfe who have introduced them inO 
our Service is to pay their Court by enriching Uans'vt 
with the Spoils oi Great Br-ilain. 

' That this ii in Reality their Intention, appears Troin ihfe' 
Eiliniatcs to which an Appeal has been (a coniidentiy made, 
but which, if (hey are compared with a Contract made for 
the Troops of the fame Nation in the laft War, will fliew 
how much their Price has r;ft:ii fmce their Sovereign was ex- ^ 
ailed to this Throne ; though 1 cannot find any Proof, thalfl 
their Reputation has encreafed, nor can difcover from their ~ 
Afliona in Tlandtrs any Reafon to beiieve, that their Servi- 
ces ivill be greater. v 

' It is certain, that, whawver may be the general Chai-H 
rafter, or the late Condufl of other Nalions, it is the Interell 
of Qreai Britain 10 employ rather any Troops than thefe, as 
any Evil it rather to be chofcn than Animofities between our j 
Sovereign and our Pellow-Stihjefts i and fuch Aniroofitie|| 
muit inevitably arife from this delegable Preference of tikyf 
Troops of Hane^cr. 

Mr Uinrf Ftx then ftood up. and fpoke as followj : 
Sir, 

' I Shall not attempt to confute every Aflertion of ths 
Mr H, Foi. ],oi,_ Gentleman which I think talfe, or deteit the Fallacw 
of every Argument which appears to me fophiliical ; but, 
leave to others ihc Province of ihewing the Neceility of ea^ 
gaging in the War en the Continent, of employing a largljl 
Force for the Prcfervction of the Houfe of Aefiria, and of | 
forming that Army with the utmoll Expedition, and of tak- 
ing Auxiliaries into our Pay ; and conline myfelf lo this An- 
gle Queftion, whether, foppofing Auxiliaries neccflary, itn 
was not prudent to hire the Troops of Hansver ? <S 

' Nothing can be, in my Opinion, more apparent than 
that if the Ncceffiiy of hiring Troops be allowed, which 
furely cannot be queltioned, the Troops of liavu'vtr ar? to 
be chofen before any other, and that ihe Minillry confuUcd 
in their Refolutions the red Inicrsft of their Country, 
well as that of our Ally. 

* The great Argument which has in a!I Ages been ufeit 
againA mercenaiy Troops, is the Sufpicion which may julily 
he eniettain'd of their Fidelity. Mercenaries, it isobferv'd. 
fight only for Pay, without any AfFeifiion for the Mnllee 
whom they ferve, without any. Zeal i,)r the Caufe which 
they efpoulc, and without any Profpefl of Advantage frtuu 
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Snccefs, nore than empty Praifes, or (he Plan3er ofthe *">■ '^ 

Field, and [herelbre have no Motives to incite them againft 
Danger, nor any Hopes to fupport them in Fatigues ; that 
they can lofe nothing by Flight, but Plunder, nur by Trea- 
chery, but Honour ; and that therefore they have nothing 
to throw into the Balance againU the Love of Life, or (he 
TemptBtions of a Bribe, and will never be able to Hand 
againi^ Men chat fight for iheir native Country under the 
Command of Generals whom they eileem and love, and 
whom they cannot delert oc difobey without cxpoTing them- 
feives to perpetual Exile, or to capital Punifhment. 

* Thele Arguments have always been of great Force, and 
thetefoie (hat Nation whofe* Defence has been entrulled to 
Foreigners, has always been thought in Danger of Ruin- 
Yet there have been Conjunflures in which almoil every 
State has been oblig'd to rely upon Mercenaries, and in Com- 
pliance with immediate Neceffity to depend upon the Fideli- 
ty of thofe who had no particular Iniereft in fupporting them. 
But with much greater Reafon may wc trull the Succefs of 
the prefenl War, in fome Degree to the Troops of Haniyver, 
as they are perhaps the only Foreign Forces, againft which 
the Arguments already recited are of no Force. They arc 
Foreigners indeed, as they arc born in another Country, and 
governed by Laws different from ours ; but they are the 
Subje£isof the fame Prince, and therefore naturally fight un- 
der the fame Command ; they have the fame Intcreli with 
ourfelves in the prefent Conteft : they have the fame Hopes 
and the fame Fears ; they recommend thcmfelves equally to 
their Sovereign by their Bravery ; and cari neither difcover 
Cowardice nor Treachery, without fufFertng all the Pupifh- 
ment that can be feared by our native Truops, Ance their 
Conduit mull be cenfured by the fame Prince, of whole Ap- 
probation they are equally ambitious, and of wbofe Difplea- 
fiire they are equally afraid. 

' As to the Troops which any neutral Prince might fur. 
ni(h, there would be Rcnion to (ear, that eirlier for larger 
Pay, or upon any cafu^il Difpme that might arifc, they 
might be withdrawn from our Service, when they were moil 
needed, or transferred to the Enemy at a Time when his 
Dillrefs might compel him to offer high Terms, and when 
therefore there was a pear Prorpcfl of an advantageous Peace. 
But of the 'I roops of Hano'vir no luch Sufpicion can be form- 
ed, lince ihey cannot engage againit us without rebelling 
againll ibeir Prince ; for it caniot be imagined, that his 
Majetly will light on one Side a^ Llle^or oF Rancvn, and 
on the Other as King of Grtat Britain, or thai he will ob- 
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An. iG. Geo. tl. RxaR ihe Succefs of his own Arms, by furnilhing the Troop 
'741- of Haaa-vtr to the Enemies of thii Kingdom. 

' U therefore appears very evident, that we have more 
10 hope and lefs to fear from the Troops of Hatsiitr, than 
from any other, fince they have the fame Reafon with our- 
lelves [o defire the Succefs of the Que«n of Hungary, and to 
dread the cncrea&ng Greatnefs of the /V/ni^^, and lhatthe]r''fl 
can be ful'pffled neither of Treachery nor Defercion. It ill 
not very conCilent with the Candour, with which every Man 
ought todifpuie on publick Alfairs, to cenfure thofe Meafures 
which have been propofed, without propoiing others (hat arc 
more eligible : tor it is the Duty of every Man to promote^— 
the Bu&nefs of the Publick, ribr do I know, why he ihac^| 
employs his Sagacity only to obllruft it, lliould imagine,^' 
that he is of any Ufe in the National Council. 

' I doubt not but 1 Ihall hear many Objedions againfl the 
Ufe of ihefe 7'roops, and that upon this Quelliun, Virulence 
and Ridicule will be equally employ'd. But for my Part, I 
Ihall be little aiTcded either with the Laughter that may be 
railed by fome. or the Indignation that may be exprelied 
by others, but fball vote for the Continuance of thefe Mea- 
fures till better Ihall be propofed ; and 1 ihiuk that ihefe 
Troops ought to be retained, unlefs it can be {hewn, that 
any othets may be had, Icfs dangerous, or of greater Ure> 
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Mr Philips fpoke as follows : 
Sir, 

• The Quellion now before you Is of the utmoA Impor 
tance 10 this Nation : It it no lef^ than whether you Ibal] 
take 16,000 Hancrjiriam into Briiip Pay, at a Time when 
you are at Peace with all the World except Spain, againll 
whom it is iropoffible thefe Troops can be employed ; at a 
Time when you have a large Fleet, fufTicient not only to 
defind your Coalls, but invade and annoy others ; at a Time 
when the Nation gtoani under the Load of heavy Taxes 
and a latge Debt, and at a Time when all the Powers of 
Eurcfe are fo employed, that it is impoflible for any of thcni 1 
to \tMn England : To what End then are thefe Troops t(»H 
be taken into our Pay ? Is it to aflilt the Queen of Hungarf 
againU the Emperor ? No. By the Treaty of MunJIer, by 
the Laws of the Empire, the Troops of none of the Impe- 
rial Stales can aft againll the Emperor ; much lefs can the 
TiOops of Hanyver againft an Emperor that Haeo'cir iifelf 
has acknowledged, and joined in the Eleflion of. It wa» 
laid by ai: Hon. Gentleman, that thefe Ttoopscan, and will 
ad in ConjundtioQ with tlie Briii/k Tioojis, wherever it (hall _ 
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beadvifcd: but ! believe, St will never b« thought advifa- An. id. Geo. 

ble, that they Ihoald aft againll ihe Emperor, becaufe die i74»- 
Confequence mult be, [Hal Han»\er will be put Co cbe Ban 
of the Empire. A Dillindion was maoe by an Hon. Gen- 
tleman between acling againlt the limperor, and a&ing a- 
gainil [he Empire, buc it was a DiUmftion without a Diile- 
rencc ; becaute, as (he Einperor was elefled und acknow- 
ledged by a Majority of [ue Eledors and chc other hrincei 
of [he Enipire, and had an aAual Subiidy granted him of 
JO Roman Months f , the aC^ing againft him cannot but be 
conCdered as a<S]ng againll the Empire. All States rauft, 
in the Nature of 'I'nings, yield lo a Majurity, and a Majority 
(which I have otten been lorry to fee) concludes this Houfe. 
' There is no Power then, but Fiaiite, that thele Troopa 
can be fuppofed lo aA againll ; and fhall Englanil, unallied 
and unfupponed, become Principals in a W^r againit 
Frame? Oh, but it is laid, the Da/c:^ may Hill come in : 
Has not that Experimeat been tried, " and have they not de- 

clated,

Was thero, 
not 3 Treaty of Neutrality made with France for Hanetii 
without their Advice ? And now we want the Dutch to ad 
againll France, and to guaranty Heto'ver. 

' Sir, it is Hano-vir, and Hanmiir only, that feems now 
10 be our Care : That is 10 be guarantied by all our Trea- 
ties ; and poor EnglaidTnud maintain the Troops of Hana- 
•vir, a!l her Troops, even the 4000 Men tiiat (he herfelfl 
ilipulated to provide for the Support of the Pragmatick 
Sanftion ; and thefe Troops we are to maintain at treblc-l 
Ihe Expence they coft (he Eleiftor of Hanvuer. Is not thi» f 
contrary to the Adl of Settlement? Is not this unhinging' 
the very Frame of our Co;i(^itution ? 

' Sir, I am as much for preferving the Bslance of Power 
in Europe, and for afliliing the Queen of Hungary, as any 
one Man in this Houfe ; but I am for doing it in a prac- 
ticable Way, which is by giving her Money. Laft Year, 
when it was agreed to fend over the Troopa 10 Flanders, 
(which, by the Way, was no othcrwife agreed to, than by 
voting the StafFand Hofpital for that Service) every Man in 
this Houfe was made to believe, the Dutch would come in ; 
and it was called a mad and unaccountable Scheme, to pre- 
tend to aA on the Continent without them ; but what fol- 
lowed ? There were feven Rmlnrkationf, the firll in May, 
the hft in Seplemher ; Hill the Dutch lay quiet, the Hanovc- 
riam did not arrive till OJiabir ; but did this mighty Army 
prevtnl the French from marching to the Aflillance of the 
Emperor ? No. Did not Earcoart, did not Mailleboii 
mirch while we remained, and ftill remain inatlive in Flan- . 
dtri? .M 

' The Charge of Troops (here in our Pay comes to abo?ff ^| 
1,354,000 /. and would not Half that Sum remitted in Mo- 
ney to the Queen of Hungary, enable her to fight alt her own 
Billies ; It was faid by an Hon, Gentleman, the Money 
cannot be fent her Time enough j but have we no Credit 
abri^ad ? 1 am fure, the Money can reach her much 
fooner than the Troops can march to her AlTiftance. I can- 
not help taking Notice of the large Sum the Havcver 
Troops amount 10, no lefs than 657,888/. out of which

Ibns for our Jealoufy : What ftrongcr Reafoti, Sir, can be 
given for it, than when we fee fa dangerous an Exeiiion oi 
ihe Prerogative, as the taking of 16,000 Hansveriani into 
Briiifii Pay, without the Advice or Confent of Parliament ? 
BjC it was faid by an Hon, Gentleman, that this is no Exer- 
tion of the Prerogative at all, becaufe the Troops arc not ta 
be paid till the Parliament votes them ; but will that Hon. 
^^ Gentleman fay, that the Parliament has had its free Option 
^B in this Cafe i Was not the Meafure taken without the Par-

have been Months, I believe I may fay. Years, without 
Head», without Colonels to command ihem, by whii:h great 
Savings have been made, which ought to be accounied for g 
and if we are fo liable to be deceived st home, much mote 
Biay we be fo abroad.

* From the Papers laid before you by Order of the Houfe, 
from thofe produced by the Witneffes you have examined, 
particularly Meffieurs Wilkinfon and Muitman, ard from the 
Information thofc Wimeffcs have given you, I (hall ftate as 
methodically, as fairly, and as impartially as I can,, the 
Matters of Fa£l relating to thofe Conirafts far lemitiing our 
Money abroad, and the Manner in which they were entered 
into, in order that you may judge, whether the Affair now 
under your Cunlideration deferves your Cenlure, or your 
Approbation. But becaufe the Bufinefs of Exchange may 
not, perhaps, be thoroughly underllood by many Gentlemen 
in this Houfe, I Ihall firlt explain that Myllery as briefly and 
clearly as I am able. 

Exchange, Sir, is, properly fpeakingj (he Price or Pre- 
mium that is paid or received for carrying Gold or Silver 
from one Country to another. For Example, If a Man were 
going to Holland, and wanted to carry looo /. or 250 Oun- 
ces of Gold thither, ( which I Iball fuppofe to be of that 
Value) he mull either carry it himfelf, or pay fome Perfon 
for taking the Trouble^ and running the Riflt to carry it for 
liim ; and if in a Month's Time he were to come back again, 
and la bring the fame Quantity of Gold along with him, he 
mull do the fame. Again, if a Man wanted to carry 250 
Ounces of Gold to Holland, and another Man, at the fame 
Time wanted to bring z^o Ounces of Gold from Holland, 
if there were no Dealers in Bills of Exchange, nor they 
known lo each oiher, they mull both either be their own 
Carriers, or p:iy a Premium for carrying it. To prevent 
this double Trouble and Expence, Numbers of Merchants 
havr, in every Country, fet up to be Dealers in Bills of 
Exchange, who are a Sort of Brokers or middle Dealers be- 
tween thofe who want to carry out Money, who are called 
Remitters, and thofe who want to bring it in, who are cal- 
led Drawers ; and if between any two Countries the Quan- ' 
tity of Money to be drawn for, and the Quantity to be re- 
m^tfd, were .it nil Times exaflly equal, nerther Drawer nor 
Remitter would ever have Occafion lo pay any Thing but a 
Trifle, perhrips a Half, or a Quarter per Cent, to the Dealer 
in Bills of Exchange for his Trouble, and [he Rilk he runs 
of romerimcs taking a bad Bill. 

" But, Sir, as thele two Quantities are never equal : As 
the Prupoiiion between them is in a continual Slate of Vari- 
ation, 
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"Ao-iS. Gea.U.atiao, thererore the Courfe of Exchange between any (wo' 

1741. Countries muft be the fame ; for Bills of Exchange, like all 
other Commodities, rife and fall in their Price, according 
to the Proportion between the Demand, and the Quantity 
brought to Market ; anc! when the Quantity to be remitted, 
that is to fay, carried out of any Country to another, is al- 
ways greater than the Quantity to be drawn for, that is to 
fay, brought from that other, the Exchange will always be 
againjl the former, and its Gold and Silver will be continual- 
ly canied out to that Country. For Example, there is al- 
ways a greater Qjaniity of l^oney to be carried out frotn 
this Country to Hullaitd, than there is to be brought from 
thence hither ; confequently, the Coutfe of Exchange is 
continual!^ againit us, that is to fay, every Man who has 
Money to remit or carry out from hence to Holland, mull 
pay a Premium fur it, which is called the Exchange ; and 
no Man wi)l bring Gold or Silver from thence hither, be- 
caufe when he wants to bring Money hither, he can, by 
Means of 3 Dealer in Exchange, hnd out feveral Men who 
want to carry Gold or Silver to Holland, and will, there- 
fore, give him a Premium to fave them the Trouble, by gi- 
ving them the Gold or Silver he has in Holland, in lieu of 
an equal Quantity of theirs here. Frcm hence it is plain, 
that ni) Man who pays in to a Dealer in Exchange here, 
1000 /. Sterling, or 2;c Ounces of Gold, can expeft to gee 
a Bill upon Holland for as much Dutch Money as will pur- 
cbafe 2^0 Ounces of Gold of equal Finenefs there; but 
mull expefl to be a Lofer, equal to the Amount of this Pre-

' I ihall next obferve. Sir, and I defire Gentlemen will^H 
take particular Notice of what I fay, becaufe it is of great 
Importance in this Debate ; I fay, I fhall next obferve, that 
the Exchange between no one Country and another can ever 
rife much above the Value of the Riik and Trouble of carry- 
ing Gold and Silver from one of thefe Countries to the other ; 
becaufe when it does, <he Dealers in Exchange will carry 
out, or pny for carrying out Gold and Silver, in ord^r to 
b.ive tlie Advantage of Drawing. Suppofe the Value of the 
Trouble and Rifle of carrying Gold and Silver from hence 
to Holland to be equal 10 3 per Cent, in that Cafe the Ex- 
change between Hallo nd and this can never rife to above 
6 pir Cent, or perhaps 6 1, upon fome very cxirEorcinary 
Occafion. If it (hoold tife to dftr Ci»t. the Dealers in Ex- 
change would immediaiel)' begin to fend over our Gold and

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Silver, or at lead to pay for ferding it over, bj- purchafing An. 16, Gto.jt, 
it there fiaia thole (bat do ; and ihe Reafon is plain, becaufe 173a. 
they pay 3 per Cent, for fending it over, and after they have 
it there, they get 6 per Cetii. by taking People's Money 
here and giving them Billa for it upon Hailaid, fo that they 
have three fir Ciat. clear Profit. This Praftice, therefore, 
of fending over Gold and Silver will not only prevent the 
Exchange from fifing much above fix per Cent, but will re- 
dace it, and generally keep it lower, perhaps never for any 
Time above five and an half per Cenl. to our Difadvantage. 
Thus, Sir, if we were to fpeak properly, the Exchange be- 
tween HaJ/a/id and this ought to be called high when 'tis 
molt to our Difadvantage, and low when it is leafl ; but as 
the Merchants denominate the Exchange high or Jow accor- 
ding to the Number of Guilders or Slivers they receive in 
Halland for a Pound Surtiag paid in here, they call it high 
when it is leafi to our Difadvantage, and low when it is moft 
to our Difadvantage. That is, when they receive in Hol- 
land ten Guilders nineteen Stivers for a Pound Sterling paid 
here, they call the Exchange high, and when they receive 
but ten Guilders fixteen Stivers in Holland for a Pound Ster- 
ling paid here, they call the Exchange low ; and as this it 
the Language of the IWerchants, 1 fhail conform mylelf 
thereto in what I am to fay upon the Subje^, But before 
I begin to fay any Thing about the Contrails now under 
our Confideration, I mnft obferve farther, that from Sir 
Ifaae AWv/oa's Table of foreign Coins it has been calcu- 
lated, that when we receive but a little more than ten Guil- 
ders feventeen Slivers, Current Money in Holland, iat a 
Pound Sterling paid here, the Exchange is then above Five 
and an half ^rr Cesf. to our Difadvantage; confequently, 
if we were to receive but ten Guilders fixteen Stivers Cur- 
rent Money in Hailand for 3 Pound Sterling paid here, it 
would be about fix per Cent, to our DifaJvantage 1 and there- 
fore, from what I have before obfcrved, it is apparent, that 
the Exchange can never fall much below ten Guilder) fix-

' Having thus explained the Nature of Exchange, Sir, 
and particularly that between Holland 3,t\A this, I Ihall pro- 
ceed to examine the ContraAs under our Ccnfideration, and 
I moll begin with taking Notice, that in March or Jpril 
laft, when it was refoKed to fend a large Body of our Troops 
to flanders, the Exchange between JiaUand and this was at

' This extraordinary Propofal, Sir, (hould have Ihewn 
them, how necelTary it was to give Notice to other Dealers 
to give in their Propofals, efpecially as there was fiifficienc 
Time for that Porpofe ; for this Propofal was no lefs than 
fix Stiwri and a half ^w Pound Siirling below tl)e then cur- 
rent Rate of Exchange, and confequentJy was an Advantage 
of above three per Cent, to the Drawer, befide the Profit 
which every Drawer in the common Way has for his Trou- 
ble in remitting other People's Morey ; for even at lo Guil- 
den 1 8 Stivers per Pound Sterling, the Djawer mull have a 
Profit, otherwife he would not take the Trouble of receiv- 
ing other People's Money, and giving his Bills for it, nor 
would he run the RiBc of keeping his Money in Holland for 
thatPurpofe, or of taking bad Bills in order to have it baclc 
again. Nay, Sir, this Propofal was four Hti'vers and a half 
below what the Exchange could in any Probability fall to, 
and, confequently, was above two per Ctat. almolt certain 
to the Advantage of the Drawer, bc£de his ufual Profit ap- 
on Drawing. 

' There was, therefore, the tighcfl Reafon to rejefl this 
Propofal with Contempt, and to recur to the aniient Cuflom 
of the Treafury ; but what did ihefe Lords Comuiillianersof 
the Treafui-y do ? Why, Sir, they inlLintly, and without 
the leaA Obje£tion or Consideration, agreed to it i and this 
Success, or, perhaps, another private Hint, encouraged the 
fame Mr Gore, together with his friend Mr Galflon, lo of- 
fer another Propofal of the fame fqueezing Nature to the 
Treafury on the 13th of May following, in (hefe Words, 
■ That they are willing to luniilh theirjiils of Exchange on 
' Amflerdam in equal Proportions, for all fuch Sums as Ihall 
, * be wanting from Time to Time, to be remitted on Ac- 

* count of what remains due 10 the Dun'ijh and Heffian 
' Troops to the z;lh of Dectmher 1741 ; and for the Pay, 
' and the Ext raordina ties of the faid Tro^jps for the Year 
' 174!!, at the Rate of ic Guilden, 11 iV/i'frj and a Half, 

* Current Money of Jmfierdam, per Pound Stirling, paya- 

* fale ai follows, -vix. two Thitda in Bills at eight Days 

' Sight, 
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.' fighr, and one Third in Bills at one Month after Di 
Which Propofal was likewife indantly agreed to j as if it 
hsd been predetermined, that this Gentleman and his 
Friends fhould have the Remitting of the publick Money, 
let their Propofab be never fa difkdvaniageoua to the Puby 

IJCk. 

' This Condjft, Sir, was the more extraordinary, becaufe 
the Secret Committee, ot which feme of the Lords of the 
Treafury were Members, was, at that very Time, examin- 
ing into, and preparing a tevere Cenfure upon the Condufl 
of the former Lords CommilTionera of that Board, for a Con- 
(raft of the fanie lijnd, for furnilhing Bills on Jamaica, to 
pay our Troops in the Wffi hdiis. And I cannot help ob- 
fetving, that in the Report of ih:)I Committee *, there is a 
fevere Cenfure upon the Treafuiy's entering into any fuch 
Conirafl upon the good i'aiih of the Propofets only, tviib^K 
an Ignorance, real or affefied, of the Value of the EX'^H 
change, and not endeavouring to fupply the Defeft of Know-^^ 
kdgE, by admitting Propufals from any other Merchant ; 
and yet the very Men coocerned in drawing up thi; Cenfure, 
were, at that very Time, committing the fame very Faults, 
and, if poSiQie, in a more fligrant Manner ; for as there is 
more Traificic, and many more Dealers in Exchange, be- 
Ikveen Holland znA London, than between Jamaica and Lan- 
ilon, the Lords of the Treafury had more Reafon to invite 
Bidders, and might more eaiily nave known ^e Current 
Value of Exchange. Nay, it is hardly poffible they could 
be ignorant of it, becaufe it is printed and publiflied twice 
tvcry Week at London, in a Paper called Cafiaign's Courle 
of EKcli3n)<e, and ihofe Papers regularly and carefully filled 
up in ihe Treafury- Office. 

' I Ihaii grant, indeed, Sir, that the publick Fraud, for 
I can call it by no other Name, was not upon every Hun- 
dred Pound fo great in this lalt Cafe as rn the former ; but 
if it had been carry'd on as Qt hrll intended, and if it be 
true as is fuppofed, that the Tro^pj we are to maint:itn, and 
the Subfidies we are lo piiy abroad, during the War, will 
coll us 1,800,000/. i. Year, the Fraud upon the Whole 
ivouid have been much greaLtr ; for it would have amounted 
to very n^r ^,;,oog/. or, at ler.R, to very near 17,000/. 
a Year: bec.iule the remitting of the Money would have 

coft 
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coft 111 Beat two and n haif per Cent, more tlian it coll us An. tE 
ID the War during the laie Queen's Reign ; and the Ex- 
ample of the Lord Godolphin, at that Time, renders the 
Condiifi of our prereuc Lords of tlie Treafury, upon this 
Occafion, the lels ezcufable. That noble Lord knew the 
Difadvantage of the PubJick's conctafling with a Merchant 
to remit the publick Money for any Term ; becaufe. when 
the Exchange i> tow, it is a Difadvantage to the Publick to 
make any fuch ConcraCl ; and when the Exchange is high, 
no Merchant will contra^ with the Publick for any Term, 
at the then Current Rate of Exchange. For this Reafon, 
wich regard lo the Money fenC to Gibraltar and Minart^ 
and to the Duke of Sa-voy, now King of Sardinia, that nohle 
Lord took Care that frefh Propofals fhould be given in, and 
B new ConlraA made, for every parricular Remittance : and 
with regard to the Remittances to Halland, he made a Con- 
trafl in the Year 1704, with S\t Henry Furncft, to furnilh 
his Bills of Exchange for all fuch Sums of Money as the 
Publick Ihould have Occsiion to remit to Holland, at fuch 
Rate of Exchange as Ihould, at each refpcAive Time, be 
the Current, for a Premium of Eleven Shillings per Cent. 
only i fo that the Publick was, in fome Meafure, its own 
Merchant, and was to be a Gainer by the Rife of the Ex- 
change. 

* But our pxefcnt Lords of the Tteafury were fo far from 
following this Example, that ihey agreed to fuch a Contrail 
u no Man would have bad the AlTurance to offer, if proper 
Notice had been given to the Dealeis in Exchange to come 
ID with their Piopofals. Nay, Sir, fo far was the Treafury 
from giving any fuch Notice, that they fecm to have in- 
dultrioully concealed their having Occafion for remitting 
Money abroad, left fome Dealer Ihould come in, and, by 
his Propofals, render inexcufable, or rather criminal, theii 
giving fuch a lucrative Jobb to Mr Core. However, the 
Secret at laft came out : The Embarkation of out Troops 
divulged it, whether they would or no ; and the Dealers ia 
Exchange being then alTured, that ihc Publick wolM have 
Occafion for remiiiing Money to Holland lor maintaining 
thofe Troops, MelT. Wiliii/en and Mailman, who have 
a Haufe of as great Credit as any in Landen, and who cor- 
jefpond with Houfe^ of as good Credit as any in Amjiirdam, 
prcfcnied to the Treafury a Memorial, by which ihey ac- 
cguainied their LordJhips, (hat ihey were ready, and dcfiious 
(o make Propofals for remitting what Money might be ne- 
celTary for the Payment of hii Majelly'a Tioopsin Flandiri, 
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An. i6. Ceo. n. on Terms very advantageous for his Majefly's Service, atii 
■ 74I' would giwe good Secuiity, if it Ihoold be ihought neccflaiy ; 
and, at the fame Time, tniimaied. that their Propofals 
would be to remit the Money at [he Kate of to GuiUtrt |6 
Sii'veri for a Pound Sterling. 

' This being. Sir, a Propafaj more beneficial for the Pub- 
lick, by two and a half ptr Cent, than that ofFer'd by Mr' 
Girt, one would have thought, chat their Lordlhips Ibould 
have taken fome Notice of ir, at leali fo far as to make ufe 
of it for inducing Mr Gort not to take fueh a monftrous Ad- 
vantage of the Pablick as they had agreed to give him ; but 
io far otherwite. that upon the loth of Jbik, when this 
Memorial was read at the Board, they arfwer direflly, 

• That they cannot take thefe Propofals into Conlideration, 

• having already agreed with Mr Jahn Gore for making the 
' faid Ilemiltances for that Campaign.' This was fome- 
thing very extraordinary ; but when wc confider the Agree-', 
mSnt they had made with Mr Girt, it will appear amazing : 
They had made no other Contraft with him, other than 
fimply agreeing to his Propofal of the zgth of ^pril, as I 
have before mentioned. What was that Propofal f It was 
to give his Bills for fuch Sums a: (hould be wanting for the 
Service for the Tioops to be fent abroad, without fpedfying 
any Time. Therefore it could be meant only to extend to 
the firll Reminance j and if Mr Gort had by the fiftt Remit- 
tance found i: to be a hard Bargait), which it was indeed 
impofiible he ftiould, he would have infiRed upon it, that he 
meant no more, and would have had a Right to have declar- 
ed off. Afier the fifft Remittance, therefore, both Parties 
were at Liberty to withdraw from the Agreement ; and this 
their Lorolliips fhould have declared to MefT. Ifilkinfii and 
^litilman, and (hould have invited them to make their Pro- 
pofals for the next Remittance. This, I fay, their Lord- 
ihips fhould have done, il they had refolved to fay what wss 
true, or to do what was right. 

' But fuppofe, that this Propofal of Mr Gorr's could" have 
been underliood to mean for any certain Time to come. It 
iTiull be urderllood to mean for that Campaign, or for a ,' 
Year certain, a* Mr Gari afterwards pretended he undeillood 
i', and as MtfT. Gort and Qitlftan exprefs'd themfelves in 
their Propofal of the i jth of May, relating to the Dams and 
Heffia'n ; or it muH be undetllood to mean as long as thofe 
Tipops ftiould remain abroad. If the lall, it wasfocha Con- 
Irafl as the Lords of the Treafury had no Power (O make j 
and ifthey had, to make a Comrafl for fitch a long Time at 
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fuch a low Piice, would have been a molt cfimiDat Breach of An. i6. Gto.ltt 

I their Ttiift. On (he other Hand, if tiiey underftoodit To u >74i- 

' to mean for thit Caoipign only, which chey at lirit certainly 

did, as appears from ibeir Aniwert to MelT. WiUiv/aa and 

Mttilman, or for a Vear certain, tbey (hould have explained 

themlelvci fully to MeiT. Wilkinfim and Muilman, and 

encourag'd them to return at the proper Time with Propo- 

fals for the next Campaign, or the enfuing Year : They 

ihould not, certainly, have difmifs'd them with fuch a Ihort 

and blunt Anfwer, as might have difcouraged them, or any 

I other Pcrfon that had heard of their Treatment, from ever 

coming to make any new Propofal ; fo that they Teemed re- 

folv'd, that ro[hing fhoald induce them to leflen or difconti- 

nue the beneficial Bargain they had given to their Favnuritet 

I for, ai I have faid, [hey did noi, at leall as a Boaid, To 

much as try to make ufe of this Propofal for getting more 

beneficial Terms from Mr Qore. 

* However, Sir, fame of thetn id their private Capacity^ 
or, I believe, fomebody elfe, for in this whole Affair thejr 
Teem to have been under the Direftion of one of their Ser- 
vants, I fay, that I believe fomebody fpoke to Mr Gort up- 
on the Subjeft, and advifed him to offer better Terms. Ac- 
cordingly, on Che 27tb oi July, Mr Gori, as it were of his 
own Head, and out of pure Generofuy to his Country, at- 
tended the Treafury with a Memorial, which they very im- 
properly cat! a Propofal, in thefe Terms : ' Whereas he i» 
' under an Agreement with your Lordihips to furniih hii 
\ ' Bills on Aynfitriam for the Payment of the Briiijh Troops 
I * in Flaailiri, at ten Guilders eleven Stivers and a half fir 
' Pound Sterling : and now judging the Exchange is likely 
' to keep up, and may probably be fupportcd, he is now

' Mighty generous. Sir, to ferve the Publick at two and 
a half per Cinl. extraordinary Profit, when another equally 
capable offered to fcrve it at one fir Cent. However, thii 
Ait of GeneroGty, fmall as it is, I believe, wefhould never 
have heard of, if the Lords of the Treafury, or their Di- 
reflor, hid not been, by the Propofal of MeiT. Wilkin/tit 
' and Muilman, made to apprehend, that their Conduft in 
this AiTair might be brought under the Confideratioa of this 
Houfe. By this Aft of Generolity they thought they had 

£lbemfclve! aeainlt our Ceafuie, and by the Ihort An-

'^**' - they had prevented cheir diflurbing them in iheir Career of 
Jobb-Wotk with any more iroublefcme Propofals ; but io 
defirous were thofe Gentlemen of feiving iheir Countr)', or 
To fenfible of the Profits (o be made by the Bargain, even 
upon theadvanc'd Terms they had offer'd, that their Lord- 
ftiips were difappointed in the latter Fart of their Expectati- 
ons, for. Oil. i6, thofe two Gentlemen prefented a new 
Memorial to their Lordfhips in thefe Words : ' My Lords, 
' about four Months ago we had [he Honour to acquaint 

* your LordfhipB, that we were ready and defirous to make 

■ Propofals for remittirg what Money might be neceiTary 
' for the Payment of his Majeily's Troop* in Flandirt, and 

■ were then told, your Lordlhips would have readily rcceiv- 
' ed (hem, but that ttiofe Remittances were already agreed 
' for, for that Campaign ; whence, we hope, we may con-

* likewife ready to furnilh your Lordfhips with whatever 

■ Money may be required at any other Place, on Terms e- 

* (juatly advantageous ; and we flatter ourfelves, that from 
' the Nature of our Correfpondence, none are more capable 
' of ferving your Lotdlhips and the Publick, in a Bufinefs of 
' this Kind, than your Lordfhips humble Servants." ^^J 

Thefe, Sir, are the Words of their fecond Memorial : V^ 
any Gentleman thinks I have not read or repeated them faith- 
fully, he may have the Memorial read at the Tabic, from 
the Copy deliver'd in by the faid MelT. WHkinfan and Muil- 
man upon their Examination.-^— This Memorial, I fay, 
was deliver'd into the Treafuty upon the 26lh ci OilBbrr, 
but noNotice was ever taken of it at that Board, nor of any 
Propofal MefT. H'Ukitifon and Muilnan had ever madr, ex- 
cept in the improper and prepoflerous Manner 1 Ihall now 
beg Leave to take Notice of. 

' By the Conilitution of our Government, Sir, the Pay- 
mailer General is btjt a Clerk or Officer under the Board of 
Trenfury, and bound to obey fuch Orders and Direflions as 
he receives from them ; therefore, all Petition), Memorials, 
and Propofals, relating to the publick Money-AfFairs, are 

prefenttd 



prereoced to that Board, and after conlidering them, they An.ie. Geo.ll. 
iflue their Orders to their inferior Officers, o/ whom, ns I ''+*■ 
hjve faid, the Paymafter is one. But Things have lately, 
it feems, changed their Courre, and the Paymafter direfts 
infiead of being direfled. This,, it feems, even Mr Gsre 
and his Friends had not found out 'till after the DifToIuiion 
of the Secret Cotnoiitiee ; for their Memotiats or Propofals 
of Jlpril the zgch. May the 131K, and 'July [he sytb, were 
all prefented to the Board of Treafury ; but as they are A- 
depts in State Affairs, and know better than moft others tvht> 
are the chief Direftors, they foon found out the Secret, and 
inflead of applying to the Board of theTreafury for Con- 
trafts to remit the publick Money abroad, they applied firlt 
to the Pay mailer- General of the Forces. This »crec, as 
appears from the Minutes of the Treafury, was, it feenu, 
fitft difciver'd by MefT. Barrel itid Briftavj, whofe Names 
are often mentioned in the Keport of the Secret Committee. 
on Account of the famous Ja-maica Contrail ; and their Ex- 
ample was foUow'd hy Mr Gort and his Friends ; for in the 
Beginoing of "January laft, they preiented feveral Memoriais 
or Propofals to the Paymafter-Gcneral, for malting Remit- 
tances for the Service of our own Forces in Tlaiiders, the 
H/J/ian Forces, and the Hano^jctians in our Pay ; every 
one of which was for giving Bills at ten Guilders thirteen. 
Slivers Current Money of /imfttrdam for a Pound Sterling. 
But as the Paymaller could do nothing in this Affair by him- 
lelf alone, as he was by our Forms oblig'd to make ufe at 
leall of the Names of the Lords of the Treafury, he prefent- 
ed a Memorial to that Board on the 4th of January, with 
thefe Propofals annex'd ; and next Day they referred then) 
back to his Confideraiion, together with the Memorial pre- 
fented Juiii the lotii, by MelT. WilkiafiH and Muilman ; 
but they took Care not fo much as to refer that prefented 
by the fame Gentlemen on the £6ih of Oflaber ; for if they 
had, it would have made it very dtjlicult for the Paymalier 
to report in Favour of Mr Garexni. his Friends. 

' However, tho' ibis Memorial of the i6th of OBahc- 
was not refeti'd, yet Mefl'. WUhnfca and Muilma'i were fo 
ju(l to themfelves as to attend the Paymafter on the 7ch. 
and prefented to him a Propofal ia tbcie Terms, ' That 

• they are ready to fumilh, at Amfitrdam, all the Money 
' that nay fc>e neceiriry for hi» Mijeliy's Service, at the 
' Bate of ten Guilders llxtecn Stivct^ Current Money for the. 
■ Pound Sterling, for fuch a Tetm of Time as Contrafts of 

* that Nature are generally made, the V alas of their Bills 
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An.iG.Geo.lI. ' bting paid them, in the fune Manner as it has been paK 
1741. ' to tbe prefent Contraflon, or is cultomary in the lik^ 

Cafe ; and that if aoy other Peribn makes Propofals foi 4 
' fixed Time, they are ready to do fo too.' ^B 

• But, Sir, as ihefe two Gentlemen were by Experienoi^ 
convinc'd, that they had the private Inclinations, I Ihall not 
fay the private Intereft, of the Treafury Board as well as 
Paymafter to combat in this Af&ir, they knew, that tio- 
ihing could procure them Succefs in their Application for , 
this Jobbof lemiiling the publick Money, but their preven^ai 
ing, by their Propofals, fo much as an Excufe for giving ^fl 
partial Preference to their Competitors. For this Putpofe, 
therefore, upon the nth of the fame Month, (of January}^ 
they prefented to the Lords of the Ti.eafury the fotlowin 
Memorial. 

May it pleafi yauf Lard/hipi, 

' On Friday laft we deliver'd to the Paymafter General ; 
' PrOpofal for remitting to Amfierdam all the Money tbl 
' may be neceJTary for his MajcAy's Service, in the fam| 
' Manner, as we are inform'd, the former Remitters hai 
' lately done, naithaut fapngfor "what precife Timt. But ii 

• being intimated to us Yrfterday, that one of thofe Gentle 
' men had faid. That he underftood it^^r a Ttar, if that is

• that deliver'd to the Paymafter General. 
It has been proved at your Bar, Sir, that this Memoria^fl 

was prefented to the Lords Commiflioners of the Treafury,^^ 
before the Paymafter came there that Day, and confequenily 
before his Report, which is dated that Day, was deliver'd 
to them, or could be taken into Confide rat ion. Nay, the 
Commiffianers themfelves have not taken upon them to fay, 
that this Memorial was not read 10 them before the Payma- 
fler's Report. Was it not then their Duty to call for the Me- 
morialills Propofals for a Year certain, which they faid tbiy 
had rtqdy la deli'ucr, before they took the Report into Con- 
fidcration, or at lead before they came to any Refclution up- 
on it ? Was not this the more necell'ary, becaufe the chief 
Heafon given in the Report for preferring Mr Gore'i Propo- 
fal was ir. thefe Words, ■ But as they (the Memorialjfts) pro- 
' pofe to make Trial for only two or three Remittances, at 

• the Rate of ttn Guilders fwteen Stivers ^^r Poiind Sterling, 
' without fixing any Ciintinuance of Time, or Certainty of 
' the Sum, they will remit at that Rate.' Surely this made . 
V, abfolutely neccfury for the Lprda of the Tieafury to call 
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1^ Tor the Propofal which the Memoriaiifts Taid they were na- An.iS.r.ti-.il. 
py to deliver upon that very Day ; beeaufe by that Propofal >74i- 
(he Memoriaiifts wouid certainly have obviated this Objefti- ' 
on ; and iS their Propofal was the highelt and moft pro^ta- 
ble for the publick Service, it was the Duty of the Lords of 
the Treafory to give them an Opportunily to obviate every 
Objeflion that could be made againft them, efpecially as tbe^ 
■then appear'd to be ready to arfwcr every avow'd Ob]'ertion 
that could be made againllemployiog them in ihe AfEair of 
.emittancea i for by what they were then to offer, they 
'ere to fix the Time, and afccrtain the Sums they were to 
engage for j and ihe Security ihey had before oifered was a 
full Anftver to every Objeflion that couid be made againlt 
their Ability, or (he Ability of their Correfpondenis at Am- 
ficrdam, 

' Bat fo far were thefe Lards of the Treafury frcm calling 
for the Pfopofals which MtfT. Wilkinfin and Muilman faid 
ihey were ready to deliver, that they do nut appear to have 
taken the lealt Notice of their Memorial : Their receiving 
f fuch a Memorial is not To much as mentioo'd in the Mi- 
nutes of their Proceedings ; and upon that very Day we find 
the following Minute entered in their Journals :

Nor can it be fa id that 
ihey were under any Neceflity to determine ia thii precipi- 
lateManaer: If a great Remiitaoct: had been to be made 
that Day, or the next, it might have afforded them fome 
Excufe ; but fo far otberwife, that MelT. Care, GiUfion, 
and Pajnta, were not inform'd of their LordQiips having a- 
gieed to their Propofal, till the ijth of January, which 
Slews, that upon the i tth there was no Necelfity for their 
coming to un immediate Refolution. 

' Having now. Sir, impartially flated the FaCb, with 
fuch Obfervatiofls as I tboughc neceiTary for felting the Af- 
fair in its true and genuine Light, 1 Ihall next take Notice, 
that if the publick Lofs, occafioned by this Preference given 
to Mr Gart, had been inconfiderable, it might have bee* 
cxcufed by the Experience the Publick had of bis Punflua- 
lity, or it might have left Room for a little Partiality to- 
wards a Friend ; but [his Condufl becomes quite inexcuiable, \ 
when we confider the Lofs thereby laftained ; and as many 
Gentlemen may not have conlidered this Lk)6, I ihall beg 
Leave to explain it, and to ftate it in 3 clear Light. I 
have already (hewn, that there is hardly a PolTibility of the 
Exchange between HoUand and this falling below ten Guil- 
ders fixteen Stivers, bccaufe if it Ihould, the Remitters or 
the y/wj will certainly fend over our fgreign Gold and Sil- 
ver, or melt down and lend over our coined Gold and Silver, 
in order to bring the Exchange up again to that Standard i 
and if we had neither foreign noi coined Gold or Silver to 
fend over, which, I fear, may be the Cafe if the War con- 
tinues but a few Years, it will be allowed, I believe, that 
we mail then inflantly put an End to maintaining any Ar- 
mies or Princes upon the Continent. It was therefore ri* 
diculous to agree with any Remitter for leis than ten Guil- 
ders fixteen Stivers per Pound Sterling, even tho' it had been 
refolved on to take this Method, and not to follow the 
Method taken by the Lord Gmiolpbin in the late War, for 
Supplying our Tioop.s and Iwbfidiary Princes upon the Con- 
tinent ; but as the Exchange, at the Time thefe Contrafb 
were made, was but at ten Guilders eighteen Stivers, or 
as the Paymader hitnfelf Hates it in his Report, upwards of 
ten Guilders feventeen Stivers per Pound Sterling, we ought 
certainly to have followed the Lord GaMphin's Method, 
which was to agree with the Bemitcets to temit at the Cur- 
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rent Courfc of Exchange, for fuch a Premium per Cent, as An. 
we could agree for. Thi» Method, I fay, we ought to 
have followed, becaufe we knew, that as long as we coold 
have Occafion for any Remittances, the Exchange could 
not fall above one or two Stivers in a Pound Sterling below 
what it wa> then at, and by fending now and then a Man 
of War over to Holland or FlaBitni, with a large Quantity 
of foreign Gold or Silver upon (he publicle Account, we 
might have kept the ExEhan|e always at ten Guilders eigh- 
teen Stivers, or perhaps raifed ic to eleven Guilders per 
Pound Sterling. 

* If this Method had been refolved on, and proper No- 
tice given to the Merchants, 1 am perfuaded, MefT. Wit- 
kin/on and Muiiman, according to their Propofal of OSaBcr 
z6, or fome other Remitter, would have undertaken the 
Service, at the Rate of one half per Cent, for Coramiilion, 
Brokeridge, Portage of Letters, and Riik of Bills. This, I 
fay. Sir, I am perftiaded of, becaufe in the Year 1704, 
Sir Htnry Furnefe undertook the Service for 1 1 1. per Cent. 
and as the BuHnefs of Exchange is now better underfiood, 
and followed by a greater Number of Merchants, than it was 
ac that Time, the Remitrers muft concent ihemfelves with a 
lefs Profit.; for when a Remitter remits far a private Perfon 
at the Current Race of Exchange, we are not to fuppofe, he 
has no Profit, not any Thing for Commiffion, Brukeridge, 
Portage of Letters, and Rifk of Bills: Even at the Current 
Rate of Exchange, and wiihout any Premium, he has cer- 
tainly an Allowance for his RiOc and Expencc, and fome 
FroGc for his Trouble; confequently the Premium he gets 
from the Pubjick, for remiiting [he publick Money, ought 
10 be confidered as a neit additional Piulit, and tho' much 
lefs than an Half per Cent, mult certainly be a very great 
and defirable Profit, when fuch large Sums are to be remit- 
ted. Therefore, I think, I have Reafon to conclude, that 
if our prefent Lords of the Trcafury had followed the Me- 
thod chalked out to them by the Lord Godalphin, they might 
have found Remitters of [he belt Credit, that would have 
engaged co have reniicted all the publick Money at the Cur- 
rent Prince cf Exchange for a Half per Cent. And as wc 
muR neccIT' rily have a Ni:mber of Guard Ships In [he Chan- 
nel, ihey might have taken Care to krep the current Price 
of Exchange always at or ubove 1 o Guilders 1 1t Stivers for 
the Pound Sterl. by fending over, when Occafion required, 
in one of our Men of War, fuch a Quantity of our Gold 
and SilVM ai might appear neceffiiy for keeping up or 
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Aa- t6.CK.U. tiifiag the Price of Gxcbange. Thii, I fay, they might 
^74-t- Jjave done, as long as we had any Gold or Silver left ; aiid« 

no Man will fappofe we can any longer fupport eiiher Troopa| 
or PriDCes upon the Ccniinent. 

* Taking it ihen, Sir, for granted, that all the publick 
Money might have been remitted at Ten Guilders Eighteen 
Stivers for the Pound StcrJ. with a Half per Ctnt. to the Re- 
mitter as a Premium, let u3 compute what the publick Lofi^ 
would have amoanied to during the la(i Year, and the en-^ 
fuing, if the Treafury had proceeded upon the iirit Contrafl 
they made with Mr Gart, at Ten Guilders eleven and a 
Half Slivers for ihe Pound Sierl. which is fix and half Sti- 
vers Lofs upon every Pound Sterl. Every Gentleman that 
will be at (he Pains to calculate, may fee, that this is at ih 
Rate of above 3 per C/nt. Lofs to the Publick, from whicll 
we may dedufl the Half per Cent. Premium that in the 
other Method was to have been paid to the Remitter ; (a 
that the nett Lofs to the Publick would have been above 
2 I per Ceil. This, 'tis true, may to fome Gentlemen ap- 
pear fo triAing, as not to be worth tbeir Notice ; but if wS 
confider the vail Sums that were remjiied lall Year, and 
are to be remitted in the enfuing, the Lofs upon the whole 
will amount 10 fach a Si:m, as even a Lord of the Trea- 
fury may think it worth his while to take Notice of : And 
as, in this Cafe, tlie Lofs of the Publick is the Gain of ih« 
Remitter, I am perfuaded, we never had a Lord of the 
Treafuiy, that would not have thought it worth bis while to 
have a Share of fuch a Gain. 

' To compute, Sir, what this Lofs to the Publick and 
Gain to the Remitter would have amounted to upon the 
whole, we mull confider, that the Expence of our i6,ooa 
National Troops Jn Tlandirs, for the enfuing Year, is 
elUmated at about 535,000 /. to which I lliall add one 
Third, or 178,333/. as the Expence ot maintaining them 
there for fome Part of lall Year, being in the whole 
7'3'333^' The Expence of the Hanoniiriam for lafl Year 
and ihe enfuing b elltmated at 6;7,8S8 /.

.Articles amount tn the whole to 1,826,089 /. to which T 
niull add the jcOjOoo /, advanced lall Year to the Queen of 
iJutigary and King of Sardinia, and ih< fame for the Year 
enfuing i becdufe il has been whifpered, that Methods have 
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been taken for recommendiDg to ihcm the Tame Remitter, An.i6.Cn.II. 
who nill probably inilft upon having Terms from them i?-)!- 
equally advantageous with thofe he has fiom his native 
Ctiuntry ; and the Lofs of oui Allien in the War may in 
fome Meafure be called the Lofs of this Nation, or at kaft it 
is a Gain to the Remitter, let him have it from whom he 
will. Tliefe two Sums ad^ied to the former make 2,816,089 '• 
Snd if to thefe I add the cafual Expence of Waggon-Money, 
'Forage-Money, Deiueurt, and the like, which mull be rc- 
itted abroad, I mult reclcon that all 'the Sums remitted, or 
to be remitted, for laK Year and thii, amount to a round 
Sum of 3,000,000 /. And l i fer Ctnl. Lofs upon this 
Sum amounts to 75,000 /. which is, in my Opinion, a 
Lofs by much too confiderable to be neglefled or delpifed by 
this Nation in its prefeot Circumllances 1 and ai this whole 
Sum, and a great deal mare, is all clear Gain to the Remit- 

Iter, it is a Gain which any Subjefi in Britain may think ic 
worth his while to have a. Share of. 
' r Ihall no: fjy. Sir, ihat the PaymaJter, or any prefent 
I/jrds of the Treafury, would accept of any Share ; but the 
Keport of the Secret Committee muft convince us, that 
when fuch a profitable Conirafl is to be given, there are 
Methods of letting fome Friends of theirs into a Share of the 
Frofils, without their advancing any Money, running any 
Jlilk, or being at any Trouble ; and the unaccountable 
Negleft of all the Memorials offeri;d by Meff. WHiinfin and 
fAuilman alFord fome Sufpicion, that whii: appears from that 
Keport to have been praflifed under the former Adniiniftrati- 
on, has already been ]iraftifed under this ; for if any fuch 
underhand Bargains were in View, I do not wonder at their 
I giving no Notice to the Remitters in the City to fend in 

; Propofals i nor do I wonder at their neglefting and contriv- 
\ iDg Reafons for refolirg [he advantageous Propofals made by 
\ MefT. Wllk.tifan and MuUman, who certainly deferv'd more 
I than Mr Gen the Favour of the Publicic, becaufe by their 
I interfering and making Propofals, the Publick got a Stiver 
\ and a Half per Found Sierl. more from Mr Geie than lis Set' 
r vants, the Lords of the Treafury, had ftipulaied for it, and 
I more, I am convinced, that Mr Gorc would ever have gi- 
^Kven, had it not been for thefe Propofals of WHHnlhit and 
|P^JtfwAafl» .■ The Pubiick was theiclnre very much obliged to 
them, becaufe by their interfering it faved about two Thirds 
per Cmt. and confcquenily lofl but about 70,000/. inliead 
of 75,000/. as I have before computed. 

* Jf thcie were any fuch underhand Dealings, or Leitinu 
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Aa. it. C(o.n. in orFriendi, as are mcDtioncd in the Report with regard ta 
'7*»' the yamaica Remftiances, it was a moft audacious a) well 
as criminal TranraAion, becauii; it was carried on at the ve- 
ry Time the Secret Committee of this Houfe was inquiring 
into and cenfiiring fuch Tranfaftions ; But fuppofe. Sir, 
there was na underhand Bargains : Suppofc Mr Gare and his 
Fiiends had no fecrei or concealed Partners in the profitable 
Jobb given to them, yet the ConduA of the Lords of the 
Treafury in not giving Notice to the Remitters, and in re- 
fufing the highcA Bidder, occafioned then fuch a Lofs to the 
Publick, as deferves at leaft the Cenfure of this Houfe i and 
if it (hould efcape Cenfure, I may prophefy, that it will in 
future Times be of infinite Difadvantage lo the Publick, be- 
caufe it will be a precedent for all our other Boards to follow 
the fame clandeilire Method ofmakingpublickContraCls, and 
it will prevent any Merchant or Tradefman'e attempting to 
offer any Propofals 10 the Publick, or to outbid the Perfon 
to whom the Board feems inclined to give the jobb i fo that 
for (he future, every publick Conirafl will be made a Piece 
of mere Jobbwork, and all publick Services will not only be 
charged at an extravagant Rate, but alfo mofl negligently or 
weakly performed ; for when the CummilRoners, or their 
Friends, become Socii Criminii with ibe Performer or Un- 
dertaker, by going Sharers with him in the Profits, it can- 
not be cxpefled, that they will look narrowly into, much 
Ie& find Fault with the Maiuer in which he perforins hit 
Contraa. 

' This, Sir. would be a moft fatal EfFefl : An EffeS 
which every Man that has the leaR Regard for his Country 
cr Pofterity, will certainly endeavour to prevent ; and there* 
fore I [ha!! wave moving for any further or more particular 
Inquiry into this Tranfaflion, however necefiary it may be, 
in order to djfcover whether this Mr Cort has any concealed 
and criminal Sharers in this lucrative Jobb : This, I fay, I 
(hall wave, no twith Handing the great Appearance of Guilt, 
leflby aiming at more than is neceflary, Hhouldmiftof what 
i think abfolutely neceflary for preventing the Ruin of my 
Country. I (hall aim at no Difcovery or Funifliment : I de- 
fiie only a faving Cenfure, and ihereforelihall content myfelf

Sir, 

• When the Affair now befott us was iirft mentioned, itMc Winninjconi 
was introduced with fo much Solemnity, and fo many Pa- 
pers called for, that 1 expefted fome extraordinary Difco- 
veries. I expcAed noihine lefs, than to hear, that the 
Publick had been robb'd oia targe Sum of Money, and that 
fome of oar Chief Officers had been concerned it) that Rob- 
bery I but now, after the Affair has been thoroughly fifted, 

' sFter we have examined all the WitnelTes, and had all the 
Papers laid before us, that can give us any Light into this 
Tranfaflion. and after we have Ipcnt two Days in the In- 
quiry, which, in my Opinion, might have been otherwife 
much better employed, what have we difcovered ? Why, 
we have difcovered, that in a mod necelTary, important, 
and difficult Piece of Publick Service, the Lords of the 
Treafury chofe to employ a Man whole Abilities and Coo- 
dufl ihey had Experience of, rather than a new Undertaker, 
who offered to perform the Service at a irifling lefs Expencc. 
If this is not Parturiaat Mantii, I never knew any Thing 
that deferved the Name. 

* I Ihall readily agree with the Hon. Gentleman, that 
when any publick Service is to be pecformed by cafual Un- 
dertakers, it is ufual and proper for thofe that are intruned 
by the Publick to make fuch Contrafls ; i fay it a both u« 
lual and proper for them to receive Propofals from all thofB 
who are willing to undertake the Jobh -, and when the Ser> 
vice is not publickly forefeen, I believe, it is cullomary to 
give fome fort of ptevioui Intimation to tbofe from whom 
any Ptopofa! for that Service may be expected ; but it it 
neither cuftomary nor necetTdcy to give fuch a pieviou! Inii- 
maiion io every Cafe whatever, nor are the Tmilees for ttie 
Publick obliged in all Cafes to prefer that Propolal which at 
lirlt View may appear to be moD advantageous 10 the Pub- 
lick. When the Service is publickly forefeen, when every 

one 
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Aa. te.GM.II. one that looks into i News Paper knows that the Publicte 

174*. wiil foon wart fuch a Service to be performed, it is not ne- 
' cellary to give »ny Sort of previous Intimation, which was 
the Cafe wiili regard to the Affair now before us. There 
was not, I believe, a MerchaaC upon 'Change who had not 
heard of our defigning to fend fome of our Troops to Flan- 
dtri i and no one could be fo ftiipid as not to (oiefee, that if 
Troops were to be fent thither, they muft be paid there ; 
and, confequently, that the Publicly would want to remit 
Money for that Purpofe. In this Cafe, therefore, it was 
needlefs for the Treafury to give Notice to any Perfon, that 
fuch a Service would be wanted ; and if no Propofal for that 
Service was offered befide that of Mr Gare's, it was becaufe 
there were very few Merchants in London, who thought 
themfelves equal to the Undertaking. 

• Wc cannot therefore. Sir, find Fault with, much lefs 
pafs a folemn Cenfure upon the Conduft of the Lords Com- 
miflioners of the Treafury, for not adverlifing in the Ga- 
zette, or fending one of thcir Officers to proclaim upoa 
'Charge, that the Government would foon have Occafion tO 
remit large Sums to HsllanJ ov Fhndiri. On the contrary, 
if they had done fo, iheir Condudl would, iji my Opinion, 
have deferved to be cenfured ; becaufe it would, very pro- 
bably, have produced a Combination among the Dealers ii) 
Bills of Exchange both at Lundan and in Holland, to run it 
down as low as polTible, in order that they might have no 
Opportuniiy of making the more advantageous Bargain with 
our Government, for fopplying them with Money in fltf/- 
land, to pay the Army that was to be fent to Flandtri i and 
the Danger of fuch a Combination, after it came to be pub- 
lickly and certainly known, that we were to fend Troops to 
TlandiTi, muA fhew, that it wss prudent and right in the 
Lords of the Treafury to make a Cootraft for fupplying 
ihofe Troops as foon as poffible, and to make that Conirati 
at a certain Rate of Exchange, and not as it was made by 
the Lord Gadelfhln in the Year 1704, at an uncertain Rate 
of Exchange, but at a certain Premium ^fr Ctnt. for all the 
Money to be remitted. Such a Contrafl may hereafter be 
made, when the Courfe of Exchange becomes a little fettled, 
after the Shock it muft receive by our beginning to take a 
Share in the War ; but to have made fuch a Contraft at 
the very Beginning, or rather before the Commencement of 
the War, would not have been prudent, nor would it have 
been purfiiant to the Example of the Lord Godolpbii; for 
he look CatC noi to make any fuch Contrafl at the Begin- 
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ring': The War had been carried on for two Years before Aa.j6. Ceo, 
he ihoaght of m&kiag foch a one, and then the Courfe of '7*»- 
Exchange had returned to its proper Equilibiium, after the 
Shock it had received by our firft fending our Troops to 
Holland, which wai in 1701, and in the Beginning of 1701. 
' To comprehend this Matter clearly. Sir, we muft cod- 
fider, that the Burinefiof Exchange is a Sort ofTrade, and, 
confequenily, mult vary according to the Demand and the 
Quantity brought to Market to be fold at any particular 
Place. It is a Sort of Price for Money at a certain Place, 
and like (he Price of Corn, may be high ac one Market, at 
the fame Time that it happens to be very low at another. 
This Dilferenc^ may be occafioned by many Accidents, and 
nay upon Tome Emergencies become very c«nfiderable, but 
cannot long continue i becaufe as the intriDfick Value is the 
the lame in all Places, Merchants will (bon find out where 
the Price is high, and will bring fuch Quantities to that 
Market, as wili foon reduce the Price to the ufual Standard. 
With Refpeil to all Sons of Coiiimoditie;, and in every 
Market, the Quantity neceflary for fupplying the Market, 
and the Demand necc&ry for buying or taking oiF that 
Quantity, arc in ordinary Cafes pretty well known, and ge- 
neraily keep pretty near equal. But when, by any unfore- 
feen Accident, the former is greatly increafed, the Price 
muli fall at that Market, and for that Market-Day at leall : 
and if, by any unforefeen Accident, the latter (hould bo 
greatly encrcafed, the Price muft rife, and muft continue 
high till the Demand be kfTened, or the Qaantity ufually 
brought to that iVIarket encreafed. 

' Upon this Principle, Sir, which is infallible, let us con- 
Oder the Confequences of our fending our Troops to Ttan- 
Jiri : It oeceflafily increafes our Demand for ready Money 
in HollanJ, and as it is a new, an extraordinary, and an un- 
forefeen Demand at that Market, it muU raife the Price of 
that Commodity, and that Price muft cpntinue 'till Mer- 
chants have found out Methods for encreafing ihe Quantity 
of that Commodity at that Market ; confequenily the Price 
of Exchange mull fall confiderably at grit, below what it 
tifually was when we had no fuch Demand ; and thercFore it 
was a prudent Step in the Lords of our Treafury 10 enter in- 
to a Contra^ before fending our Troops abroad, and to fet- 
tle, by that Contrai.1, a certain R.ite of Exchange, in order 
to prevent the Publick's fuffering by the Increafe of the De- 
mand, and confequenily of the Price of ready Money in Hol- 
land. If they had not done fo I am convinced, the Courfe

■74*- at for many Years pal) j but [hit ihey prevented by their pru- 
dent Conduft, becaufe the Merchant} they con trailed with, had 
thereby timely Notice, and ch«y took Care to encieafe the 
Quantity for fupplytng the Market, even before the I>eEnind 
began to encreale j wbereai had the Lords of the Treafury 
not previouUy made fuch a Contrail, or had they made foch 
a Contraft as Lord Godolfhia did in 1704, no Merchant 
would have taken Care to encreafe the Quantity for (apply- 
ing the Market in Ballani, and confequently the Publick 
might have loll very conliderably by the raiAng the Price of 
ready Money there and the finiciug cf the Coorfe of Ex- 
change. 

' Bat belides the Courre of Exchange, Sir, (he -^gio of the 
Bank in Holland will certainly be aflPeAed by our fending our 
Troops to FUndcri. To explain what is meaat by the Jgit 
ofiheBink, I tnoH obferve, that in ^a/znn^ there is ■ Dif- 
ference between what is call'd Bank Money and Cnrrenl 
Money. The Valne of the former is fix'd and certain, and 
remains always at the Standard it was at when the Bank was 
firlt e;labli(hed, whereas the Vatiw of Cnrrent Money rifei 
and falls in hoiland, as in other Countries, according to the 
Finenefs or Coarfnefs of their Coio j and for this Reafon 
moll of the Bills drawn upon Holland, are drawn payable in 
Bank Money, As the Coin now Current in Holland is coar- 
fer than it was when the Bank wi) ellablJlhed, therefore 
Bank Money is better, or of greater Value than Current 
Money, that is to fay. one hundred Guilders Bank Morey 
is better, or of greater Value, than one hundred Guilders 
Current Money, and the Difference between them it call'd 
the i?gh, which intrinlically is cxaAly five pir Ctnt, One 
hundred Guilders Bank Money bring intrinfically worth one 
hundred and five Guilders Current Money ; bat this yigh 
does not remain always fix'd at its intrinfick Value, becaufe 
it rifes above or falls below five fer Cent- according to the 
Demand for ready Money. In Time o( Peace the Agio ia

the Jgio (till lower, which will be an additional Lofs to the 
Remitter j for 34 s. 8 J. Bank Money for a Pound Sterling 
is not To much now that the ^gia is butfourand a half^fr 
Ctnt. as it would be if the Agh were five per Ctit, 

* Another Thing I muft mention, which will likcwrfei 
I believe, turn out to the Difadvantage of the Remitter, is 
the Price or Premium paid to thofe who employ ihemfeives 
in carrying Foreign Gold or Silver from this Country to Hoi- 
land ; for befides the Freight and Infurance, they muil have 
a Pfofit as a Reward for their Trouble ; and as the Wages 
of the Workman always rife nhen there is a great deal of 
Work 10 be done, efpecially if the Number of the Work- 
men be diminilhed, fo thefe Exporters will probably infill up- 
on a greater Profit, becanfe the Exports will become much 
larger, and fueh great Sumj mtiU fometimes be exported, as 
can be irulled with but very few of the common Exporters. 
To this I mull add, the Chance of a War with France, in 
■which Holland will probably be likewife involv'd ; and if

Quantities of Gold and Silver muH be fent over to anfwer 
our Draughts upon Hatlaird : When all thefe Chances and 
Difadvantages ate con fide r'd, 1 believe Mr Gore's Con traft 
will he deemed no fuch extraordinary Bargain as it has been 
reprefented 1 efpecially if we confider the Expence he muft 
be at in Commillion, Brokeridge, PoRage of Letters, and 

^ other Charges, which I reckon, will amount to near one and a 
hall ptr Cent, and his Profit is not above two per Ct'it. even 
at the then Current Rate of Exchange 1 fo that he has but 
a half ^cr Cini. nett Profit, which is the leall that can be al- 
low'd fur his Trouble, for his Risk of Bills, and for the great 
Aisk iie ran of (he Exchange finking even below whnc he 
had agreed to give his Bills at ; for if the Exchange has not 
Gallon by the great additional Demand for ready Money in 
Holland, being contrary to the natural Coutfc of Things, it 
can be alcrib'd to nothing but his Care and Conduct in fiip- 
plying the Market before the Demand began to be felt. 

' But the gteat Outcry, I find, ia, another offered to per- 
form the Service at a much Icfs Kxpence to the Publick, Sir, 
i lliil! be far from faying, thni MeiT. IVilkinfin and Mail- 
tneii were not as capable to perform the Service as Mr Gori 
and his Friends i bul the Lords of (he Trcafory had no Ex- 
V«i.. XIV. a fcrienu 
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^Aa.i6. Geo.Il. perience of tbeir Performance, and it isceicainly their DaCy, 
1743. as well 3S it i^ the Duty of every other OiEcer or Board, to 
take Care rather to have the publick Service well peiform'd 
than cheaply perfbrm'd, efpeciaJly thofe Services upon which 
the very Being, I may lay, of the CommODwealth depends. 
When the Difference in the Expeace h very great, or when 
one Man offers to ferve the Publick at a reoiarkabie leis £x- 
pence, or cheaper Rate, than another, it 15 then the Diity 
of a Board to inquire minutely into the Nature of the Service 
to be undertaken, for in that Cafe there mult be Extortiort 
on one Side, or Fraud on the other intended ; and if the 
Price or Profit requlr'd by the foitner appears, upon the 
■ firifleit Inquiry, to be but a moderate one, I think, they 
ought to be valUy cauiious of engaging with the latter; for 
it isnot tobepre{um"d, that any one would ferve even the Pub- 
lick for nothing, and much hit to his own Lofs ; and as it is 
ainioll impoHible to (orefee ^I the Frauds which an Under- 
taker 0/ any publick Service may be guilty of, 1 Ihould be 
(by of employing a Man whofe Propofah fhew'd Chat he 
mull either cheat himfelf or the Publick. 

' In all fuch Cafes, therefore. Sir, there mult be a d!f> 
creiionary Power leb in the Commillioncrs or OfEcers who 
are to contract for the Publick, and they may fomeiimea 
have very good Reafons for rejefting the higheft Propofal or 
Bidder, even when (he Difference b very confiderable ; buL 
when the Difference is trifling, as it was in the Cafe now 
under Conllderation, their having Experience of one Man's 
Capacity and Condud, and none of the oihen, is of itleif a 
fulHcient Reafon for preferring the Man they know, even 
when the other offers to ferve at a cheaper Kate ; and as the 
lealt Failure or Difappoiniment in this Service, would have 
been of the moll fatal Confcquencc, I think, the Lords of 
the Trealury were in the right not to allow the Dealen in 
Exchange, by bidding upon one another, to beat the Price 
down too low, which they might have done from a too great 
Avidity of Gain, or from the Hopes that the Publick would 
give them fome Relief, if it Ihould afterwards appear, that 
they had undertaken the Service at a cheaper Rate than ic 
could be faithfully perform'd : This would probably have 
been the Cafe, if the Propofals of MelT. ii'ilkinfon and Muil- 
man had been accepted ; far as by thcfe Propofals they were 
to have but two Stivers in a Found Sterling Profit, which it 
not one pir Cent, and as the Charges of Commiilion, Bro- 
keridge, and Poftage of Letters, is always computed at near 
one and a half, they could not have continued 
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to f urn i 111 the Public Ic with Bills at that Bate, unlefs tticAn. i6. G».I& 

Courfc of Exchange had rifen very rauch in our Favour, >74i- 

which was not lobeexpefled at Tuch a Jonflure. They 

mull therefore have Toon come to a aew Agreement wilK 

the Publiclc, or ihey mull have given over the Bufmefs : 

and we know by Experience how dangerous it is to change 

Hands, or to employ many Hands in fiich a Tranfaflion j 

for by To doing our Atfairs were brought into very great 

CoDfufion towards the latter End of ibt; lalt War. 

' Befides thcfe. Sir, and many other publick Reafons, 
which I could mention, if it were worth while, the Lords 
of the Treafary may have had private Reafons for prefer- 
ring the Propofals of Mr Gere and hia Friends, tho' lower 
than thofe offered by Meff". H'iikin/ua and MuilmaH : I 
mean pot fuch private Reafons as have been infinuaied in 
this Debate, as if they or fome of their Friends were to 
have a Share in the Contract, and that therefore they were 
willing to make it as profitable as they thought they might 
fafely do, I mean fuch private Reafons only as relate to the 
Safety and Service of the Publick ; for in all fuch Cafea 
they are obliged to enquire flriflly into the Charafler and 
ConduA of ihofe they are to contract wi[h, and may find 
fuch Reafons for preferring one Man to another, as ought 
not to be mentioned or communicated to the Publick. I do 
not, however, affirm, that in this Cafe, they had any fuch 
Reafons : I mention it only to Ihcw, how cautious we ought 
to be of cenfuiing the Conduft of great Oiiicers in every 
Cafe, where there is not a very apparent NegleA or Mif- 
behaviour, and a remarkable Injury done to the Publick. 

* I hope, I have now given fuch Reatoni as will appear 
fuRicienc againll our refolving to pafs any Cenfure upon the 
Conduft of the Lords Commiflioners of the Treafury, either 
for their not giving Notice to the Merchants to bring in 
their Propofals for remitting abroad the publick Money, or 
for their preferring the Propofals of MefT. Gort, Gulfian^ 
and Poyntz, to the higher Propofals of MeiT. JfilkiKfon 
«nd Muilman ; and next I (hall obferve, that it is really, in 
i'lny Opinion, furprifmg, to hear Gentlemen, who certainly 
attend to, and underftand the publick Bnfinefs ; I fay. it i) 
furprifmg to hear fuch Gentlemen talk of the Lois the Pub- 
lick has fullained upon this Occafion t for, 1 think, it is 
demonllrabie, that had the Contraft of MclT. Gort, Gul- 
fian, and Poytx, been much lower than it is ; had they

Sir, Gentlemen may (hake their 
IT41- Heads and Teem amazed, but I (hall make good what I fay 

from the ElUmates upon your Table, and from what ii 
known to be the common Praflice in paying the Aimy a- 
broad. To begin with the lad : II is well known, that aa 
foon as our Army fet Foot upon foreign Ground, they are 
not paid iu Englifl? Money, but from that Moment begin 10 
be paid in the Cucrenc Money of the Country, according to 
the Rate of Exchange at which the Government has con- 
tiafled to have the Money remitted. Therefore, if the 
Government (hould make a bad Bargain, with regard to the 
Kemittance, it may be a Lofs to the Officers and Soldiers of 
the Army, but it can be no Lofs to the Publick. If Mr' , 
Gvi bad given but ten Guilders ten Slivers for the Poundl 
Sterling, it would have been a Lofs to the Officers and Sol-j 
diets of our Army, becaufe their Fay abroad would havej 
been let's by near one and a Half psr Cent, but the Publickj 
could neither have got nor loU by the Bargain. 

' 1 Ihall next, Sir, confider the Cafe of the Money re-' 
mittcd for paying the llana-uctmiu ; and here, if Gentlemen 
will but look upon (he Eltim:>te, they will fee, that the 
Money granted for paying the Hanaveriaits n calculated at 
ten Guilders ten Stivers per Pound Sterling, and mull cer- 
lainly be paid to them at that Rate ; for they will in(i(l 
upon having a Pound Sterling, or ihc Produce o( a Pound 
Sterling in Dutch Money, for every ten Guilders ten Stivers 
wc are obliged to psy them ; and, confequently, our re- 
mitiing their Money at a higher Rate thac ten Guilders ten 
Stivers per Pound Sierling, can be no Advantage to this 
Nation, nor can our remitting it at a lower Rate than tea 
Guilders Jixteen or eighteen Stivers, be any Lofs. 

' This, Sir, is the Cafe with regard to the ftloney re- 
mitted or to be remitted for ihc Hanrveriani ; and with 
regard to the Money that has been remitted, or that may 
be remitted for the Danifii or Hrjfian Troop:, the Cafe is 
the very fame. But what furprifes me molt is, that the 
Money remitted, or to be remiited, for paying the Subfi- 
dies granted \ty Parliament 10 the Queen of Hungary, or 
King of Sarditia, fhould be brought in over Head and 
Ears, to fwell the imaginary LoG, which the Nation is to 
fullfin by this wicked Contrafl. This, I fay, is the moft 
furpriling, becaufe by Accounts upon our Table ic appears, 
that a great Part of the Subfidies payable to the Queen of 
hu'igary. and King oi SariJi'iia, were paid in ready Money 
to their Minllteis here, and the tell io fuch Bills as they

* From hence. Sir, I think it is evident, [hat the Pub- _ 

lick could have fuJained no Lofs, even tho' the Contrafi I 

made with Mr Gore had flood at the Rale of Exchange ac I 

which it was lirlt fettled ; and as to the Argument, or ra- I 

ther Piece of Wir, made ufe of, with refpeft to ihe Trea- I 

fury Board's being under the Direftion of one of their own I 

Servants, it will appear to be without any Foundation, when I 

we-confider, that it is the daily Praflice of every Board in ^ 
England, when Fafls and CircumHances are to be enquired

ney, rtor any Money but our own, or (uch as a Court of ■

Sum of 60 or 70,000 /. with fome Sort of Attention, and m 

mull think, that the Difcovery of a Fraud of. that Value, M 
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An. iS. Geo. 11. or at leaft a publick Lors (occafioned by Mifcondaft) of tbat 
1741. Value, nay of a moch greater, as I ftiall preteotlj' demon- 
Urate, is no fuch Difcovery as defervca the Name or Cha- 
laCler of Parturiuirt Mstitei ; for I dare venture to fay, 
that if fach a Difcovery had been made in the Times of 
Dur Anceftors whatever the Mountains might have concei- 
ved, the RefolutioDE of this Houfe would have brought 
fortb an Impeachment. 

' Whether to cal) chefe Remitting ContraflE a dcfigned 
Fraud, or only a Piece of Mifmanagement, I am really 3t^H 
a Lofs to determine : The Damage the Publick was iherebjr^l 
to fufFer was fo obvious, and the right Method of contrail- 
ing fo well known, that it requires a great Stock of Charity , 
to believe, that the Mifmanagement proceeded entirely from^l 
Inalteniion. The many Advertiremems we fee almoll daily^^l 



in our News Papers from (he Commiflloners of Navy and 
Viflualling, could not but put our Lords CommiiSoners of 
the Treafury in mjnd, that the proper Method for remit' 
ting the publick Money abroad, if it was to be done b; 
Bills of Exchange, was to advertife in the Gexiiit, or al 
leaft to give Notice to al! the great Remitters in the Citjr 
to fend in Propofals ; and it was (he more necefTary for the 
prefent Lords of the Treafury to take this Method, becaufe 
when they entered upon their Truft, there was 3 general 
Sufpicion, that every publick Contraft was made a Jobb, 
and that no Propolal, however beneHcial for the Publick, 
was ever attended to, iinlefs it came from one who was a 
Friend of the Mini Iter's. Whether this Sufpicion was well 
founded or no, is not my BufineJs at prefent to enquire in- 
to ; but that there was then fuch a Sofficion, and that this 
Sufpicion had for fome Time been very general, is certain 
and well known in the City of London i fo that no Man 
ever thought of offering any Propofals to the Publick, but 
fuch as thought they could make an Jntereft with the Mini- 
fler i and Propofals from fuch Men never were, nor ever 
will be, the moll advriniageous for the publick Service. 
Ow prefent Lords of the Treafury could not therefore ex- 
pefl that, upon their AcceHion to * that Board, any Gentle- 
man would give himfeif the Trouble to fend them Propo- 
fals of any Kind, without fome publick or private Invita- 
tion to do fo ) for whatever Charafler they might formerly 
have had for Candour and publick Spirit, their precipitate 
Acceffion to tha[ Board was vtry far from removing the 
general Sufpicion that had before prevailed ; and the Treat- 
pent they gave to the Propofals of Meir. ff'iUin/an and 
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MttUman bas already made this Surpidon as Hfongagaintl An. iC. Cm.TI 
them as ever it was againft iheir PredecelTors. '74*' 

* Another Reafon, Sir, which made it neceflary for them 
to give Notice to the Remitters to fend in Propofals, was 
this : Tho' it was generally known, or at lealt fuppoled, 
that Troops were to be fent abroad, yet it neither was nor 
could be known, that the Money for fubGtling them was 
to be fent abroad by Bills of Exchange, becaufe the Pub- 
lick might have refolved to fend it in Gold or Silver at ii3 
own Rilk, and upon its own Account, which, conlidering 
that the Balance of Trade with Hulland is againll us, would 
have been the befl and moll frugal Method ; for, I hope, 
we have now got over that filly old Prejudice, againft fend- 
ing Gold or Silver out of the Country ; becaufe it is now 
fully underftood, that every Country muft fend out its Gold 
or Silver when ihe general Balance of Trnde is againd it. 
As long as the general Balance is in our Favour, we may 
fupply the Demands of one Country by fending tliiihei the 
Bullion or foreign Coin we receive from another ; We may, 
for Example, fupply the Demands of Boliand by the Gold 
or Silver we receive from Portugal and oiher Countries s 
but if the general Balance fhnuld turn again!} us, that Ba- 
lance mult be made good oat of our national Stock of Gold 
and Silver, and will always be fo, let you make ever fo 
ievere Laws againS it. Therefore, when our Government 
has occafion for Money in Hdland, or any other Country 
where the Courfe of Exchange is againit us, it ought to fend 
over Gold or Silver for that Purpofe upon its own Account, 
becaufe it need pay nothing for Freight or CommiCion. and 
being fent over in Men of War, the Rifk em never be fo 
great to the Government as it mud be to private Men. It 
is therefore ridicalous in the Government to pay for Rifk, 
■Freight, and CommiJIion, to private Men, when it can fo 
ealily fave all thefe Charges, by fending over Gold or Silver 
upon its own Account ; and if our Government had done 
fo upon this Occafion, il would have fared above fii fer 
Cent, which is now paid lo Mr Gin and the other Gentle- 
men concerned in our publick Remittances. 

• From hence. Sir. you muft fee, that the Merchants in 
the City, who uoderltand the Nature of Trade and Ex- 
change, could not know, nay they could not foppofe, that 
ihe Government would have Occafion to deal in Bilis of Ex- 
change, for fubfiHing the Troops that were to be fent a- 
broad i and therefore, fince it was refolved to remit all the 
pnblick Money by (bat U^hod, a proper Notice Ihould 

have 
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>An. iG. Geo, Il.have been given to all the great Remitters in the City to 

174.1. fend in their Propofals, Befides, It is generally thought by 
the Merchants, la be ofHcious in them to trouble MInifters 
with Propofnls, unieCa they be dehred to do fo ; and that 
this is the Way of thinking in the City could not but be 
known to the Lords of the 7'reafury, or at leaft to fuch of 
iliem as were concerned in the Inquiry into the famous "Ja- 
piaUa Contract ; foi they were there cxprefsly told, that 
the Reafon why none of the Merchants oliered Fropofals 
for remitting the publick Money to Jamaiia, was becaufe 
the Treafury did not communicate their Intentions to Mer- 
chant;, and that if they had done fo, feveral Merchar)t5 
would have offered Propofals for ferving them. It is there- 
fore very furprifitig, that thofe Lords of the Treafury who 
were Members of the Secret Committee, (liauld not think 
of giving Notice to the Merchants 10 bring in Propofals for 
remittifig Money to HoUand, before they concluded any 
Contrafi with Mr Gore ; and when we confider, that the 
Inquiry was carrying on at the very Time tb's Contrafl was 
made, it is hard to believe, th^l tlirs NcgleA was the Eflefl 
of mere Inattention, and not the EfFcfl of a DeCgn to give 
Mr Garc a very profitable Bargain, in order to have fome 
Friend admitted into a Share of the Profits. 

' Having now fhewn, iliat the Lords of the Treafury 
iverc upon this Occafion manileftly guilty of .a moll furprifing 
Piece of Neglefl, 1 fhall next beg Leave to examine the 
Bargain they made. They could not bat know, that when 
Mr Gore brought in his Propofals, the then Current Courfe 
of Exchange was about ten Guilders eighceen Stivers Dul^h 
Money, for every Pound Sterling ; and, barring the Cullom, 
I defy them, or any Man, to fhew me a IteaTon, why (he 
Publick fhould pay more for remitting its Money than any 
private Man. I can iliew feveral, why it iliould pay lefs : 
In private Lontrafls for temitting, there is generally a Broker 
employ'd, and therefore Brokeridgc muit be paid, but in 
publick Cortrafls no Broker is ever employ'd, and confe- 
qucntly no Brukeridge to be paid ; In remitting 100 /. there 
is as much Trouble, as in remitting loo.coo /. except only 
the Difference of telling, which, fmce Bank-Notes came in 
Fafliior., is next to nothing ; and therefore a Man who has 
loo,oc3o/. to remit, ought to pay lefs proportionably than 
a Man who remits a Angle Hundred. For thefe Reafons, 
if a private Man has ten Guilders eighteen Slivers for a 
Pound Sterling, the Publick ought to have at leaft ten 
puililen eighlcei) Slivers and 3 half 3 and if the Publick bad 
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threatned to Tend over wliat Money it wanted in Gold and An. iS. Ceo. 1 
Silver at its own Rilk, I believe, tu prevenl; its taking this i74^- 
Melhod for fupplying itfelf, [he Remitters would have been 
glad to give their Bills at the Rate of ten Guilders eighteen 
Stivers per Pound Sterling ; for even at that Rate their 
Profit nould have been very confiderable, which I Diall beg 
Leave to explain. 

' As the Hon. Gervtietnan who opened this Debate has 
before obferved, when the Exchange is at the Rate of ten 
Guilders feventcen or eighteen Stivers for a Pound Sterling, 
it is about live and a half per Ctat. to our Difadvantage ; 
therefore if a Dealer in Exchange fends over to Helland 
100,000/. in Gold, in order to have an Opportunity to 
draw for it, that Gold will produce him in Duich Money 
1,14.9,950 Guilders ; from which I (hall deduft one pfr 
Cent. ioT Freight and Inforance in fending his Gold over, 
being more than the ufual Price ; there will then remain 
1,138,450 Guilders ten Stivers, Having thus lodged his 
Money, let us fuppofe, he draws for it at the Rate of ten 
.puilders eighteen Stivers for the Pound Sterling, ai that 
Kate he mult receive for his Bills in Money here, 104,445/. 
Sterling; fo that by this Tranfaftion he has got 4435/. 
Sterling, out of which he has noihing to pay but Cora- 
miflion to his Correfpondent in Holland, which I Ihall rec- 
kon at one per Cent, for receiving and paying, amounting to 
1044/. 9 J. confequcntly he has 3390/. 11 j. clear Profit 
10 himfelf, without any Rilk or Charge; anil as he may 
renew this Tranfaflion every two or three Months, we may 
fee what a Profit a Remitter would have, even fuppofe he 
were to remit the publick Money at that Rate of ten Guil- 
ders eighteen Slivers per Pound Sterling. And, indeed, 
when I conlider this, I am futprifed how the Agents of 
MefT Gare, Giilfion, and Paynlx., could have the AlTurance 
to leprefent, as thcy did to the Paymafter General, in 3 
Repretcntation figned by them, and now upon our Table, 
that iheir whole Profit confifled in the Difference between 
the Rate of Exchange they agreed to draw at, and the then 
Cuiient Rale of Exchange ; and that even from this Profit 
they were 10 dedud their Hazard of Bills, Commifiion, 
Brolteridge, Portage of Letters, and other Charges. Surely, 
they mull imagine, either that the Paymailer did not, or 
|hat he would not uuderfiand what he was about ; for fup* 
pofe he had known nothing of Trade, common Senfe would 
have told him, that even according to the common Courfe 
t)f Exchange, the Remitter mull have a Profit fufficient for 
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An.iS.Geo.U.anrwering liis Troohle, Rilk, and Charges j and that HT 
■74Z. remitting the publick Money there could be no greater 
Trouble, RiDc, or Charge, than in remiciing the Money of 
ptivatc Men ; but, on the contrary, that in remitting the 
publiek Money there is no Expcnce of Brokeridge, or Rife 
of Bills i and that, thereFore, if the Remitter paid lefg, or 
gave hii Bills (or lefs than the common Cocrfe of Exchange, 
it would be fo much clear Profit, over and above the Profit^— 
ufaally made in remitting the Money of piivate Men. fl 

' I know very well. Sir, that when great Sums are to be^^ 
Temitted, and an abfoiute NeceiTiCy to remit them by Bills 
of Exchange, it nccciTarily raifes the Price of thole Bills, 
that is to fay, it lowers the common Courfe of Exchange ; 
but I have ftiewn, that the Government was fo far from be- 
ing under a Neceflity to remit the publiek Money by Bills 
of Exchange, that it would have been right and frugal to . 
have fent over to Holland, in Gold or Silver, the whola 
Money they were to have Occafion for at that Place ; and 
if they had done fo, it would only have been doing what 
'tAt Gori, or any one other that contracts with [hem, muft 
do at their Expence ; therefore, the Danger of the Ex- 
change falhng below Its common Courfe, on Account of the 
great Sums the Government was to have Occafion for in . 
Hilland, was a meet Bugbear, tl)at could frighten none but 
Infants in the Bufinefs of Trade and Exchange ; for the 
Courfe of Exchange, or the Price of Bills of Exchange, does 
not depend upon the Demand for Money at any certain 
Place, but upon the DiDiculty and Danger of fending Gold 
or Silver from one Place to another ; and therefore, the 
Courfe of Exchange can never rife much above the Value 
People put upon that Difficulty and Danger, which with re- 
fpeil to our Government's fending Gold or Silver to ticl- 
land muft be very trifling ; aud if the I^rds of the Trea- 
fury had but threatned to take this Method, it would foon 
have put an End to any Combination that could have beel^H 
entered into by the Remittees. ^| 

• No Pretence, therefore, can from thence be taken for 
jollifying either the Terms, or the Precipitancy of the Con- 
iiaft they made with Mr Gere ; but fuppofe there had been 
fome Reafon for their being in a Hurry, can this juftify 
their agreeing to give him fuch monfttous Profits ? I have 
already Hiewn what Profits a Remitter makes according to 
the common Courfe of Exchange, and in order to make 
the extravagant Terms of this Contraft the more apparent, 
1 ftiall flate the Profits Mr Gore would have made according 
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(0 Ms fifll Contraft, if he and his Friends had not gene- An. i6. Geo. n. 
Toatty ofkted more than the Lords of the Treafury defired '7**- 
of thent. That every Gen ilem at] may exsmine by himfelf 
whether or no I am right in my Calculations, I (hall ground 
them upon Sir I/aae Ntiuhn'i Table oi the Value of foreign 
Coins, according to which a Pound Sterling, at the real 
Par of Exchange, is worth ihirty-fix Shillings and fifty-nine 
Hundredth Parts of a Shilling TUmiJh Bank Money, or 
thirty-eight Shillings and forty-two Hundredth Paris of a 
Shilling Ftemijh Current Money, which reduced into Dunh 
Currency is eleven Guilders ten Slivers and a Half for every 
Pound Sterling. Now, as by their firft Contrafl they ivere 
to give but ten Guilders eleven Stivers and a Half for the 
Pound Sterling, if they feni over to Holland at their own 
Bifk, from Time to Time, in Bollipn, or in foreign Gold 
or Silver, fuch Sums as were necefTary for anfwering their 
Draughts, they had a Profit of nineteen Stivers upon every 
Pound Sterling, which is very near nine per Cent, and as 
they ivere to deal in fuch large Sums, 1 am perfuaded, their 
whole Charge of I'^eighi, Conimillion, and Podage of Let- 
ten, could not amount to above One and a Half per Citt. 
fo that ihcy had a clear Profit of above feven per Cenl. with- 
out running any oiher Rifle than that of the Infurance, the 
Value of which is feldom above three Quarters per Cent. 
a,nd if they had remitted abroad at this Rate the whole 
Money of lall Year and this, amounting, as has been calcu- 
lated, to i,8z6,o8g/. their neti Profits would have amoun- 
ted to iZ7,8z6/. Sterling, every Farthing of which, and 
more, might have been faved to the Publick by fending 
Gold and Silver over upon the publick Account, inllead of 
employing Mr Gare to fend it over for them. 

' Whether the L-'ids of the Treafury knew what a pro- 
fitable Contrafl they had given to their Friend, Or rather to 
the Friend of their PredeceHbr, I do not take upon me to 
determine. I cannot really fuppofe they did ; for if I could. 
I (hould be very apt to fufpefl, that they did not, nor 
would give to any Man an Opportunity of making fuch 
inonftraus Profits, without ftipulating, in the Name of a 
Truftee, fome Share cf the Profits to themfelves. But fup- 
pofe they did not know the Value of the Contraift they 
gave, which is the molt charitable Suppoficion that can be 
made in their Favour, it Ihews, th^t they were guilty of s 
"very great NegleS in the Difcharge of their Trull ; for had 
they lalk'd with any indifferent Man that underllood the 
Bu^ncf: of Exchange, he could eafily have made them un- 
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An. i6. Geo. II. derfland what tliey were about. And whu happened ai 
1742- wards, is a full Proor of the bad Bargain (hey had made 

for the Publick i for when Mr Gtre heard of ihc Propofals 
made by MeiT. tfiliinjeii and MuHmaa, he came of his own 
Accord, there being no Appearance of his having been fent 
for, and generoujiy agreed to give a Stiver and a Half more 
per Pound Sterling, than they had flipulated for the Publicic, 
by which he reduced his Profits (0 a litde above eight /irr 
Ceal. fo that we may reckon, he and his Friends have llill 
fix and a half ;)/r Cent, nett Profit, which upon 1,826,039 ^*^H 
amounts to 1 1 8,695 ^- Sterling. ' ^H 

' 1 fee. Sir, the Honfe is tired of Calculations, but I moft^^ 
beg iheir Patience a little; for I cannot leave this Subjefl, 
wi[hoiit (hewing the Ignorance, or fomething worfe, of 
thofe Gentlemen with whom the Pay-mailer General was 
pleafed to confuli upon this Occafion, who gravely lold him, 
according to his Report upon our Table, thai by Melf. 
WHkinfin and Muilmaiii Propofals, they were to have but 
a Half pir Ci/ii. grafs Profi^ as they call ii, (going flill 
upon the Fallacy, that at the Current Courfe of Exchange 
the Remitier has no Piofii] and then they wifely add, t&at ■ 
ihey cannot concti'vf ko'iv thtft GentUmtn mail ihtir Accaunt, ^H 
ttnUj's they flatter thimfel'vti 'vAth being indulged ivilb t&t^^ 
Liberty of eKfmrting the Cutrint Coin o/this KingJoiH. Now, 
Sir, according to my Method of Calculation, which is free 
from that Fallacy, and certainly the right one, MelT. Wil- 
hitfa'i and Muilinaa would, even at the Rale of Exchange 
they otFcred, have made a Profit of fourteen Stivers and a 
Half upon every Pound Sterling, which is fix and near three 
Quarters per Cent, grofs, and at ieail five per Cent, nett Pro- 
fit i fo that if they had been obliged to export the Current 
Coin, it could not have proceeded from their not having a 
fufHcient Profit ; and, indeed, ic is ridiculous to talk of fuch 
an EfTefl's proceeding from fuch a Caufe.~ If the War con- 
tinues but a fmall Number of Years, even Mr Cure and hii ^M 
Friends may be obliged to export our Current Coin, or ^| 
melt it down in order to export the Bullion, which cannot, ' 
I am fuie, proceed Irom their not having a fufficient Profit ; 
but they muft do this, when they can find neither Bullion 
nor foreign Gold or Silver to export ; and this, I am afraid, 
they may be obliged to do, iboner than feme People are 
aivaie of; for we are now far from being in the fame Cir- 
cumilances we were at the Beginning of the War in the 
Queen's Time. We are ftill Gainers, I believe, upon the 
genera! Balance of Trade, but, I fear, not fo confiderabl* 
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a» wc were at ihat Time j anji wc have now a Load upon An. iS. Ceo. II, 
our general Balance of Trade, which we were then very 174s. 
linle ful^efl to, 1 mean the Intcreft payable yearly to Fo- 
reigners upon ihe Capitals they have in out feveral Funds, 
wliich, I believe, amounts to ; or 6oo,oco /. a Year, and 
is a moll grievous Drawback upon our general Balance of 
Trade. If by that Balance we are not fupplicd with an an- 
nual Recruit of Bullion or foreign Gold and Silver, futH- 
cient for fupplying the annual Demand for the Payment of 
this Intereft, as well as for paying out Armies and fubfidiary 
Princes upon the Continent, we muA begin to incroach upon 
our national Stock of Gold and Silver, and, confequently, 
muft export our Current Coin, or melt it down for that 
Purpofe, which is the fame Thing ; and this our Minillcts 
ought ferioufly to confider before it is too late. 

' After having fhewn how profitable this ConCrafl wu 
to the Undeitaker, 1 muR confider the Dangers he was ex- 
pofed to, which have been aligned a> Reafons for giving 
him fuch a profitable Bargain. The Danger of lowering 
the Exchange 1 have already (hewn to be altogether chime- 
rical, becaufe either the Government, or any private Man, 
may prevent it, by exporting Gold or Silver. The Danger 
of an Advance in the Price of Freight or tnfurance for the 
Exportation of Gold or Silver, is itill more chimerical, be- 
caufe it may, at all Times, be prevented by the Govern* 
.menl's employing their Men of War, and is at all Times fo 
trifling, eipeciatly the former, that it is not worth minding ; 
and as to the jigio's falling in Hoitanil, the Importation of 
foreign Gold or Silver will prevent it j but if it Ihould not. 
It can be of no had Confequence ; for as the Agio falls, the 
Courfe of Exchange will rife j becaufe Merchants or Dealers 
in Exchange never confider the Current Value of Bank, or 
any other Sort of Money in any Country : They confider 
only the Qjtantity and Finenefs of the Gold or Silver thejr 
pay, and the Quantity and Finenefs of the Gold or Silvee 
they ate to receive in lieu of it in another Country, and 
according 10 that they kx the Courfe of F.xchange, fo as to 
have a rcafonable Profit for anfwering their Trouble and 
Expcnce. 

' Now, Sir, with regard to the Argument of the Pub- 
lick's being no Lofer by this Contrafl, however profitable 
it may be to the Undertaker: This, I acknowledge, fur- 
prifcd me : for, I think, it is one of the moll fophillical 
Arguments, with regard to our own Troops, that was ever 
made ufe of in any metapbyfical Difpuie in our Uoivettides ; 
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An.iG. Geo.ll.and wicli regatJ to the Toreign Tfoops in our Pay, 

»74»' Subfidies pa) able to the Queen of Hungary and King of 5a/- 
niu/ia, I Ihall Ihew, that it is abfolutel/ falfe. But 6r|t, 
with regard to our own Troops, whatever the Hon. Gen- 
tleman may think, I ihall always be of Opinion, that every 
Lofs futtained by tbofe brave Men ivho are fighting ihe 
Butileg of Ibeit Country in a foreign Climate, is a Lofs to 
their Country ; and X muft fiy, 1 hope our Mjnifters will 
take Notice of what I fay, I wi(h our Troops may not, — 
But whether they do or no, I mult fay, it is an infufFerable 
Hardfhip, to make the Troops we fend abroad, pay for 
fending their Money after them. Wherever they go, they 
ought to be paid as if they were in England, and if they 
are paid in foreign Money, ihey ought to be paid at the 
Par of Exchange ; That is to fay, for every Pound Ster- 
ling due to them, they ought to receive, in the Money of 
the Country where they are, as much as that Pound Ster- 
ling would produce, if feni there in the Current Coin of thii 
Kingdom 1 and, confequently, in Halland, or Flanders, they 
ought to receive at the Rale of eleven Guilders ten Stivers 
and a Half for every Pound Sterling that becomes due ta 
[hem, inllead of the ten Guilders thirteen Stivers they are 
to receive, according to the infamous Contrafl we have now 
under out Confideradon. Thus, as a Soldier in Flanden re- 
ceives, or ought 10 receive at leaft an Eaglijb Groat a Day, 
or twenty eight Pence EngUlh a Week, Subfiftence Money, 
if he were to be paid at the Par of Exchange, he would be 
intitled to receive, in Dutch Money, twenty-fix Stivers and 
above fourteen Petinings, or near twentyfeven Stivers a 
Week i whereas if he be paid, as I fuppofe he is, at the 
Kate «e have contraftcd with our Remitter Mr Gsrt, he 
does rot receive above twenty-four Stivers and fourteen or 
lifteen Pennings Dutch Money for his Week's Subfiftence i 
and this is the harder upon him, becaufe, as vie have not 
yet got into our Enemy's Country, and I do not Know when 
we fhall, a Soldier muft not take fo much as an Egg, or a 
Crull of Bread, without paying ready Money for it. 

' As few of our Soldiers are good Pen and Ink Men, 
doubt much, Sir, if any of them can calculate the Lq&~ 
they fuitain by our Method of paying them, and as the 
Lois is not very remarkable, I believe, few of them take 
Notice of it J but it is evident, that they lofe above halfa 
Cay's Subfiftence Money in a Week, and tho' this Lofs.ta 
each Soldier appears to be but a trifling Sum in a Year, yet 
to the whole Army the Lofs becomes fo conliiferable as to 
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defer ve the Attention of this Hoofe ; for from what hap- An. iS. Ceo, II. 
pened in JamaUa, we may form fome Notion of the Dan- 
ger that may a rife from the Army's taking Notice of this 
Lofs, before we do. There, indeed, the Lofa was fo con- 
fiderable, that it fet the whole Army a computing, and 
every Soj^ier at laft found out, that he was cheated of one 
Day's Pay in fcveo, which had like to have produced a 
Mutiny in that Army. 

' Now, Sir, with regard to the Money remitted for pay- 
ing our foreign Mercenaries, I hope, the Hano'veriaai have 
not, I am fure, no other Mercenaries ever had any Thing 
to do with the Grams or the Calculations made by Parlia- 
ment. Ai we always agree to pay them in fome foreign 
Currency, they have nothing to do with the Exchange we 
purchafe it at, or with the Exchange it is calculated at in 
the Eltimates laid before Parliament ; and therefore, if we 
make a good Bargain i[ is an Advantage, if a bad one it is 
a Lofs to this Nation, and this Nation only. In the Efli- 
mates, 'tis true, the Exchange is always calculated at a low 
Rate, becaufe our Minifters cannot then know the Rale they 
may purchafe at ; but if they can purchale at a higher Rate, 
and they ought to make as good a Bargain as ihey can foe 
their Country, they are obliged to give an Account of the 
Savings to the next SelSon of Parliament. In future Times, 
I hope we Ihall be more careful in this Refpeft than we 
have been in Times paft ; for even according lo the bad 
Bargains they have lately made for remitting the publick 
Money, there will a confiderable Saving in [he Money grant- 
ed for the Pay of foreign Troops, becatife in the Elliraate* 
the Exchange is calculated at ten Guilders ten Stivers ptr 
Pound Sterling, whereas they have contiaAed for it at the 
Rate of ten Guilders thirteen Stivers, which is a Saving of 
three Stivers upon every Pound Sterling, and this is near one 
and a half per Cent, upon all the Money granted for the 
Pay of foreign Tronps : There was likewife a Saving upon 
every one of the difiereni Sums paid to the Queen of Hui- 
garj at Amfitrdam, and confequenlly that Account, upon 
the very Face of it, appears to be wrong, with refpe^ lo 
the Sums fei down in Sterling Money. I fhall take Notice 
only of the fecond Article in that Account, by Way of 
Example : It b there faid. Paid to her Mmiller in Bills upon 
Mr Complan, Deputy Payraafter at Jmjiiriiam, 787, ;oo 
Guilders, at the Rate of ten Guilders >en Stivers for evbry 
Pound Sterling ; being the Rate fciilcd by Treaty, which 
faid Sura was (urnithed by the Remitter in Bills of Ex-

puted to be in Sterling Money 75,000 /. Now, Sir, it ij 
very true, that 787,500 Guilders, at ten Guilders ten Sti- 
vers per Pound Sterling, amounts to 75,000 /. but 787,500 
Guilders, at ten Guilders eleven Stivers and a hajf^fr Pound 
Sterling, amounts to no more than 74,4.63/. which was all 
that could be paid to Mr Gere for his £ills, and ccmrequent- 
ly by this Remittance our Minillers faved to the Publick 
53Z /. and might have faved a great deal more it they had 
made a better Bargain, iho' they feem to be unwilling to 
account even for what they did actually fsve. 

' Whether the Queen of Hun^aiyi Miriftcr took Direc- 
tions from our Minilters, as to the Remitter he was to em- 
ploy, I fhall not determine : With regard to the Money to 
be (laid at AmjliiJam, he had no Gufinefs to trouble his 
Head about the Rate of l^:£ch:inge, becaufe as the Rate was 
fettled by I'reaiy nt- ten Guilders ten Stivers fir Pound 
Sle^lJLlg, his MiHrefs was neither to get nor lofe by the 
Bargain made for tiie Exchange ; but with regard to the 
Money paid him here, I am fure, he would have feived his 
Millrefs very ill, if, without any NecelTity or Direftlon, be 
had taken Bills at the Kale of ten Guilders eleven Stivers 
and a H;ill ptr Pound Sterling, when he might every Day 
have had undoubted Bills at (he Rate of ten Guilders fevcn- 
leen or eighteen Stivers fir Pound Sterling ; and, for the 
fame Reafon, it mull be allowed, thai our Minilicrsdid not 
fcrve llieir Country well in accepting of fuch a low Rate of 
Exchange for the Money they remiued to Amflirdam i b&- 
caufe, whatever ihey could get, or did gel, above ten Guil- 
ders ten Slivers per Pound Sterling, was an Advantage to 
their Country, and ought 10 be accounted for to Parliament. 
It is therefore evident that with regard to fome Part of the

Sills, 1 do not Tec how any Man chat b honelt can fail of i74i- 
being- panAual, bccaufe it may be fent over to anfwet 
his Dra ughcs with ihe fame Paclcet that carries his Bills. 
And as to the difcretionary Power contended for, the Hon, 
Gentleman himfelf allowed, that it ought never to be made 
ufe of, but when the Diiference between one Bidder and 
another is trifling. Can it be faid that it was fo in this 
Cafe i Sir, the Diiference bewecn the Piopofafs of Mr Gore 
and his Friends, and thofe offered by Meifra Wilki-nfin and 
Mailman, was near one and a Half fir Cent, and this upoa 
i,Bz6,o39 /. the Sum that had been or was to "be remitted, 
amounted to above 27,591 /. Can this Difference be faid 
to be trifling ? I am fure, it will appear fo to no Man in 
EnghnJ but fuch a one as a Lord of our Treafory j and If 
this Contract efcapes our Cenfure, I am afraid, that fuch a 
Sum will very foon begin to look big even in the Eyes of 3 
Lord of our 'l>eafury ; for, by Jobwork, Extravagance, 
and Negleft. the Nation will very foon be fo reduced as to 
have very little Money to put into their Hands. This fa- 
tal Confequence we ought to prevent, if polTible ; and there- 
fore I Ihall be for agreeing to this Motion.'

' 1 am always inclined to fufpefl a Man who endeavours Ld_ QuaremtoB* 
rather to terrify than perfuade. Exaggerations and Hyper- 
boles are feldom made Ufe of by him who has any real Ar- 
guments to produce. The Reafonablenefs of this Motion, 
(of which I was convinced when I firft heard it, and of which, 
I believe, no Man can doubt who is not afraid of the Enquiry 
propofed by it) is now in my Opinion evinced by the weak 
OppoCtion which has been made by the honourable Gentle- 
man, to whofe Abilities I cannot deny this Atieftaiion, that 
the Caufe which he cannot defend has very little to hope from 
any other Advocate. 

' And furely he cannot, even by thofe who, whenever he 
fpeaks, fland prepared to applaud him, be thought to have 
produced any formidable Argument againll the Enquiry, who 
Jias only urg'd that it is inipofTioie 10 be performed, 

' Impoflibility is a formidable Sound to Ignorance and 
Cowardice ; but Experience has often difcovered, that it is 
only a Sound uttered by thofe who have nothing elfe to fay ; 
and Courage readily furmounis ihofe ObHactes that £nk ^c 
Lazy and Timorous into Dcfpair. 

■ That there are indeed Impoflibilities in Nature cannot 
be denied. There may be Schemes formed which no wife 
Man will attempt to execute ; becaufe he will know, that 
they cannot fucceed ; but furely the Examination of arith- 
metical Deduflions, or the Confideration of Treaties and 
Conferences, cannot be admitted into the Number of im- 
poISble Deligns ; unlefs, as it may fomeiimes tiappen, the 
Treaties and Calculations are themfeives unintelligible. 

• The only Difficulty that can arife, muft be produced by 

the Confufion and Perplexity of our publick Tranf^flions, the 

Inconfiftency of our Treaties, and the Fallacioulnefs of our 

I Eftimates ; but I hope no Man will urge thefe as Aigi ments 

I againlt the Motion. An Enquiry Ought to be promoted, that

not only difliciiU but impoffible ; I think theie are Argu- 
mcntj againft the Motion, which though perhaps not lironger 
in themfelves ;[for what Objefl ion can bettronger, ihaalm- 
pofTibility) ought at leaft more powerfully to incite us to op- 
pofe it.

fuffer the Dilgtace which always attenJs the Undertakers of 
Jmpoiribiliiies ) and from which the Powers of Raillery and

, ' They have indeed. Sir, with grcit Copioufnefs of

The Honourable Genileman, Sir, who firil mentioned to 
(lou the Impofiibility of this Enquiry, fpokc only according 

I the comnioii Acceptation of Words, and was far from in- 
ending to imply natural and philofophical Impoffibiliiy. He 
[teas far from intending to infmuate, that to examine any Series 
bf Tranfaflions, or perufe any Number of Papers, implied an 
'ibfurdity, or Contrariety to the ellablKhed Order of Na- 
tore ; he did not intend Co rank this Defign with ihofe of 
building in the Air, or pumping out the Ocean s be intended 
only to affen a moral or popular Impofiibility, to fhew tbat 
the Scheme was not praflicabic but by greater Number* 
than could be conveniently employed upon it ; or in a longer 
Space of Time than it was rational to aflign to it i as we lay 
it is impoffible to raifc Groves upon Rocks, or build Cities in 
Defarts ; by which we mean only to imply, that there is no 
Proportion between the Importance of the ElFeifi, and the 
Force of the Caufes which mull operate to produce it ; that 
the Toil will be great, and the Advantage little. 

' Id this Senfe, Sir, and nothing but Malice or Perverfe- 
ncfs could have difcovered any other, the Motion may be 
truly faid to be impoffible, but its Inipoflibility ought to be 
rather the Care of thofe who make, ihanof thofe that oppofe 
it i and therefore, I ilinll lay before the Houfe other Reafons, 
which unlefs they can be anfivercd, will determine me to 
vote again It it. 

' It cannot be doubted but the Papers which mull on this 
Occafion be examined, contain a great Number of private 
Tranfaftions, which the Inierefl of the Nation and the 
Honour of oar Sovcrci;;n require to be concealed. The 
Sytlem of Policy which the French have, within the laft 
Century, introduced into the World, has made Negotiation 
more neceffiry than in any proceeding Time, What was 
formerly petformed by Fleets and Armies, by Invarions, 
Sieges, and Battles, has been of late accomplifhed by more 
Clent Methods. Empires have been enlarged without Blond- 
filed, and Nations reduced to Dillrefs without the Ravages of 
hoflile Armies, by the Diminution of their Commerce, and 
the Alienation of their Allies. 

' For this Reafon, Sir, it has been neceflary frequently to en- 
gage in private Treaties, to obviate Dcfigns fometimes jullly, 
and at other Times perhaps unrcafonably, fufpetlfd. It h»S 
been proper to aft upon remote Suppofitions, and lo conclude 
Alliances which were only to be publickly owned, in Con- 

Voi.. XIV. c a fcquence 
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An. 15. Geo, 11. fequence Of MeafufM taken by fotne other Powers, which 
Meafures were fometimes laid afide, and the Treaty therefore 
v/as ivithout EIFeft. In fome of ihefe provifionary Contrafls, 
it is eafy to conceive, that Defjgns were formed not to the 
Advantage of fomc Powers, whom yet we do not treat as 
Enemies, which were only to be made pubiick by the Exe- 
cution of them : In others, perhaps, fome Conceffions were 
Tnade to us, in Confideration of the AfliAance that we pro- 
mifed, by which the Weaknefs of our Allies may be difco- 
vered, and which we cannot difclofe without making their 
Eneniies more infolcnt, and increafmg that Danger from 
which they apply to us for Security and Protection. 

* If to thisReprefentationof the Nature of [he Papers, with 
which our Offices have been hlled by the NegoLiattons of 
the lail ttveniy Years, any thing were necefTary to be added, 
it may be farther alledged, that it has been long the Practice 
f>f every Nation on this fide of the Globe, to procure private 
Intelligence of the Defigns and Expeftations of the neigh- 
bouring Poivets, to penetrate into the Councils of Princes 
and the Clofets ofMinillers, to difcover the Inllruftions of 
Ambafiadors, and the Orders of Generals, to learn the Joten- 
lion of Fleets before they are equipt, and of Armies before 
they are levied, and to provide not only againft immediate 
and viiible Holiilities, but to obviate remote and probable 
D.ingers. 

' Jt need not be declared in this AfTembly, that this can- 
iioC always be done without employing Men who abufe the 
Confidence repofed in thepn, a Praftice on which I Ihall not 
ai this Time (rouble the Houfe with'my Opinion, nor inter- 
rupt theprefenl Debate, by any Atlempt to juftify or con- 
demn it. This I think may be very reafonably alledged, that 
whether (he Employment of fuch Perfons be defenfible by the 
reciprocal Pradlice of Nations or not, it becomes aileaft thofe 
that corrupt them, and pay them for their Treachery, not to 
expofe them to Vengeance, to Torture, or 10 Kuin, not to be- 
tray thofe Crimfs which ihey have hired them to commit, or 
give [hem up to Punifhment, to which they have made them- 
lelves liable only by their Inlligation, and for their Advan- 
tage. 

* That privaie Compnfls between Nations and Sovereigns 
ought to be kept inviolably fecret, cannot be doubted by any 
Man who confidets, thai Secrecy is one of [he Conditions of 
ihofe Treaties, without which ihey had not been concluded 1 
and therefore that to difcover them is to violate them, to 
break down the Securities of human Society, to deilroy 
mutual Ttufl, and introduce into the World univerfal Con- 
fofion. For nothing lefs can be produced by a Difregard of 
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Aoie Ties which link Nations in ConTcderacies, and produce An. i;. Geo. II. 
Confidence and Security, and which enable the Weak by '74'- 
IjDioo to refift the Attacks of powerful Ambltioo. 

' How much it would injure the Honour of our Sovereign 
to be charged with the Diflblution of Concord, and tlie Sub- 
ve/lion of the general Bulwarks of publiclc Faith, 'u fuper- 
fluous CO explain. To know the Condition to which a Com- 
pliance with this Motion, would leduce the Britijh Nation, 
we need only turn our Eyes downwards upon [he hourly 
Scenes of common Life ; we need only attend to the Occur- 
rences which croud perpetually upon our View, and conlider 
the calamitous State of that Man of whom it is generally 
known, that he cannot be truiied, and that Secrets commu- 
nicated to him are in reality Icatler'd among M:inkind. 

' Every one knows that fuch a Man can expefl none of the 
Advantages or Pleafures of Friendlhip, that he cannot tran- 
fea AfFairs with others upon Tei ms of Equality, that he muft 
purchafe the Favours of thofe that are more powerful than 
himfelf, and frighten thofe into Compliance with his Defigns 
who have any thing to fear from him ; that he muit give 
uncommon Security for the Performance of his Covenants : 
that he can have no Influence but cfa^it of Money, which will 
probably become every Day lefs, that his Succefs will mul- 
tiply his Enemies, and that in Misfortunes he will be without 
Refuge. 

' The Condition of Nations colleftively confidered is not 
diffisrent from that of private Men, their Profperi ty is produced 
by the fame Conduft, and their Calamitiesdrawn upon them 
by the fame Errors, Negligences, or Crimes ; and therefore, 
fincc be that betrays Secrets in private Life indifputably for- 
feits his Claim to Truft, and ijnce he that can be no longer 
trufted is on the Brink of Ruin, I cannot but conclude that, 
as by this Motion all the Secrets of our Government aiuil be 
inevitably betrayed, my Duty to his Majefty, my I-ove of 
my Country, and my Obligations to difcharge with Fidelity 
the Truft which my Conilituents have conferred upoa me, 
oblige me to oppofe it. 

Mr Lytulton * fpoke next in Favour of the Inquiry. 

Sir, 

' It always portends well to thofe whodifpute on the Side Mr LjitcUca,! 
of Truth and Reafon, when their Opponents appear not 
wholly to be hardened againft the Force of Argument, when 
they feem dejirous to gain the Viflory, not by Superiority of 
Numbers but of Realon, and attempt rather to convince than 
to terrify or bribe. Tor tho' Men ate not in quell of Trutii 

c 3 them. 

• Stcrctuy to hia Royil Hifliueli ths Pibw. 
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A11.15-Geo.II. themfeUeE, not defiroas to point it oat 10 others ; yet while 
1741. iticy are obliged 10 (peak with an Appearance of Sincerity, 
they mud neceflaiily afTord ibe Unptcjudicec! and Attentive 
an Opportunity of dilcovcring the Right. While they think 
themfdves under a Necellity of Reasoning, they cannot but 
flieiv the Force of 3 jiift ATgumeat, by the Unluccersftilners 
of their Endeavouis to cor.lute it, and the PiapricCy of an 
ulerul and falutary Motion, by the flight Objeiiions which 
they raile againA it. They cannot but ikaA themfdves fome- 
times forced to difcover what they can never be expeiied to 
acknowledge, the Wealcners of their own Reafoi.s, by defert- 
ing them, when they are ptefled wjih contrary Affertiotw, 
and feeking a Subtetfoge in new Arguments equally incon- 
conclufive and cnntetnpttble. They fliow the Superiority o£ 
iheir Opponents, like other Troops, by retreating before 
them, and forming one Fortification behind another, in hopes 
of wearying thofe whom they cannot hope to repulle. 

' Of thii Conduft we have bad already an Inllacce 
in the prefent Debate ; a Debate managed with fueh Vi- 
gour, Order and Rcfolutionas fufHciently fliows the Ad- 
vantage of regular Difcipline long continued, and prove;, 
that Troops may retain their Skill and Spirit, even when 
they ate deprived of that Leader, to whofe InAmfiions and 
Example they were indebted for them. Whenfirll this Mo- 
tion was oifered, it feeins to have been their chief Hope to 
divert us from it by Outcries of Itnpollibility, by reprefentrng 
it as the Demand of Men unacquainted with the State of out 
Offices, or the Multiplicity nf Tranfaftions in which the in- 
defatigable InduHry of our MinJIlers has been employed ; and 
they have therefore endeavoured to perfuade us, that they 
are only difcouraging us from an in fuperahle Labour, and ad- 
vifing us to defilt from Meafures which we cannot live to ac- 
compli (h. 

' But when they foond. Sir, that their Exaggerations pro- 
duced Merriment inllead of Terror, that ihejr Opponent! 
were determined to try their Strength againft finpoflibility, 
that they were refolved to launch out into this boundlefs 
Ocean of Enquiry ; an Ocean of which ihey have been bold- 
ly told, that it has neither Shore nor Bottom, and that who- 
ever ventures info it mull be toft about for Life. When they 
difcDvered that ihis was not able to thalce our Refolution, or 
move UE CO any other Difpolttion, they thought it proper to 
explain away their Afferiion of ImpolTibility, by making a 
Kind of Diftinftion between Things impoffibie, and Things 
which cannot be perfurm'd ; and finding it nccefibry to en- 
large their Plea, they have now alTerted tliai this Enquiry it 
bath impgfiiblc and inE:tpedieiiC.

culled, and fliown la mean only a Difficuhy which the Un- 
fkilfulnefs of our Minilkrs lias produced ; for, Tratifaflions 
can only produce DifBcuIcies to the Enquirer, whea they ato 
coafufed ; and Cotifufion can only be [he Eftcft of Ignorance 
or Negleft. 

' Artifice is, iodeed, one more Source of Peiplexicy ; it 13 
the Intereil of that Man whofe Caufe is bad 10 Ipeak unin' 
lelligibly in the Defence of it, and of him whofe Aftiona 
cannot bear to be examined, to hide them in Diforder, to 
engage his Purfuers in a Labyrinth, that they may not trace 
liis Steps, and difcover his Retreat ; and wliiit Intricacies may 
be produced by Fraud, co-operacing with Subtilty, it is not 
polhble to tell. 

' I do not howewer believe, that all thd Art of Wicked- 
neli can elude the Eniguiriesof a £riVj/i& Parliament, qoickned 
by Zeal for the publick Happinels. The Sagacity of our 
Predeceffors has often dete^ed Ciimes concealed with mare 
Policy, than can be afcribed to thoCe whofe Condufl is now 
to be examined, and dragged the Authors of National Cala- 
mities to Puniftimeni from their darkeil Retreats, The Ex- 
pediency therefore of this Motion is now to be confiilered, 
and furely it will not require long Reflcftionto prove, that 
it is proper, when the Nation i-. opprelTed with Calamities, 
to enquire by what Milcondufl they were brought upon it ; 
when immenfc Sums have been raifed by the moil opprelTivC 
Methods of Exaftion, to aik why thry were demanded, and 
how they were expended ; when peoat Laws have been par- 
tially executed, to examine by what Authority tliey were fnf- 
pcnded, and by what they were enforced ; and when the Par- 
liament has for twenty Years implicitely obeyed the Direilion 
of one Man ; when it has been known throughout the Nation 
before any Quellion was propoled, how it would be decided ; 
to fearch out the Motive of that regular Compliance and to 
examine whether the Mioilter was reverenced for his Wifdom 
and Virtue, or feared for his Power, or courted far the pub-

' It cannot furely be thought inexpedient, to enquire into 
the Reafons for which our Merchants were for many Veari 
fuiTered to be plundered, or for which a War folicited by the 
general Voice of the whole Nation was delayed ; into the 
Reafons for which our Fleets were fitted out only to coaft 
upon the Ocean, and connive at the Departure of Squadron* 
■ad the Tranfpoitation of Armifs, to fuffer our Allies to be 
isTaded, and our Tuaders ruined and cnQsved. .

think it necelTary, the moft acute Sagacity may be eafily 
eluded ; Caufes may be very remote from their Confequences, 
ihc original Motives of a long Train of wiijked Meafures 
may lye hid in f^ime private Tranfailion of former Years, and 
thofe Advantages which our Enemies have been of laie fuffer- 
ed to obtain, were perhaps fold them at Tome /orgottco 
Congrefs by ibrne fecret Article. 

' Such are probably the private Tranfaftions which the 
Honourable Gentleman is fo much afraid of expofing to the 
Light ; Tranfaftions in which the Intereft of this Nation has 
been meanly yielded up hy Cowardice, or fold by Treachery ; 
in which Bri/ain has been confidered as a Province fubordi- 
nate to fome other Country, or in which the MiniAer has en- 
riched himfelf by the Sacrifice of the publick Rights. 

* It has been, indeed, alledged with fome Degree of 
Candour, that many of our Treaties were Provifions sgainit 
Invafions which perhaps were never intended, and calculated 
to defeat Meafures which otily our own Cowatdice difpofed 
,DS to fear. That iuch Treaties have been made, that of 
tiaiever is a fufficient Wiinefs ; but however frequently they 
may occur, they may furely be difcovered with verj' little 
Difadvantage to the Nation ; they will prove only the Weafe- 
Befs of thofe that made them, who were at one lime in- 
timidated by chimerical Terrors, and at another lulled into 
Confidence by airy Security. 

' The ConcefTions from Foreign Powers which have been 
likewife mentioned, ought furely not to be produced as Ar- 
guments againlt the Motion ; (or, what could more excite 
the CurioGty of the Nation. If, indeed, this Motion were in 
reality produced b/ Malevolence or Refcoitnent ; if none were 

espeCled 
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MtpeSed to concur in it but thofe who envied the Abilities, or An. i;. Ceo. IB 
had felt the Power of the late Minifter, it might be perhaps "T*'* 
defeated by fuch Infmuations ; for, nothing could more cer- 
tainly regain his Reputation, or exalt him to more abfolute 
Authority, than Proofs that he had obtained for us an/ Con- 
ceffions from foreign Powers. 

' If any advantageous Terms have been granted us, he 
mull be confefled to have fo for difcharged his Trail to his 
Allies, that he has kept them with the uimolt Caution from 
the Knowledge of the People, who have heard during alt hia 
Adminilbation of nothing but Subfidies, Submifiion, and 
Compliance paid to almoil every Prince on the Continent 
who has had the Confidence to demand them ; and if by this 
Enquiry any Difcovery to the Difadvantages of our Allies 
fhould be Aruck out, he may with great Sincerity alledge, 
that it was made without his Confent. 

' Another Objeflion to this Enquiry is, that the Spies 
which are retained in Foreign Courts may be detefted by it, 
that the Canals of our rR[elligence will be for ever flopped, 
and that we Ihall henceforth have no Knowledge of the De- 
figna of Foreign Powers, but what may be honellly attained 
by Penetration and Experience. Spies are, indeed, a Gene- 
ration for whofe Security I have not much Regard, but for 
whom I am on this Occafion lefs felicitous, as I believe very 
few of them will be alFefted by this Motion. 

' The Conduft of our Miniilers has never difcovered fuch 
an Acquaintance with the Deligns of neighbouring Princes, as 
could be fiifpefled to be obtained by any uncommon Methods, 
or ihey have very little improved the Ognort unities which 
early Information pnc into their Power ; for they have al- 
ways been baffled and deceived. Either they have employed 
no Spies, or their Spies have been direfled la elude them by 
falfe Intelligence, or true Intelligence has been of no Ufe ; 
and if any of thefe AiTertions be true, the publick will not 
foffer by the Motion. 

' It was jullly obferved by the Honourable Gentleman, 
that a Parallel may be properly drawn between a Nation and 
a private Man, and by Confequence between a trading Na- 
tion and a Trader. Let us therefore conlider what mult be 
the State of that Trader, who Ihall never infped or itate bis 
Accounts, who Ihall fulTer his Servants to traffic in the Dark 
with his Stock and on his Credit, and who ihall permit 
them to tranfad Bargains, in his Name, without enquiring 
whether they are advantageous, or whether they are per- 
formed. 

• Every Man immediately marks oat a Trader thus infatu- 
ated 
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An. 15. Geo, n. atetl as on the Brink of Baokruptcy and Ruin ; every one 
'74'- eaiily foreiee, that his Seivanis will take Advantage of h 
Credulity, and proceed hourly 10 grofler Fiauds ; that they 
will grow rich by betraying his Inierell, that they will negleA 
his Affairs to promote their own, that they will plunder him 
till he has nothing left, and feek then for Employment a- 
mong thofe to whom they have recommended chemlelves by 
felling their Trult. His Neighbours, who eafily forefee hia 
approaching Mifery, retire from him by Degrees, difLinice 
Their Bufinefs from his, and leave him to fall without involv- 
ing others in his Ruin. 

* Such mult be the Fate of a Trader whom Tdlenefa or ja 
blind Confidence in the Integrity of others hinders from at- 
tending CO his own Affairs, unlcfs he roufes from his Slumber 
and recovers from his Infatuation. And what is to be doneb; 
the Man who, having for more than twenty Years iegleaeij 
fo neccJTary an Employment, finds what mult oeceflarily 
be found in much lefs Time, his Accounts perplexed, his Cre- 
dit deprefled, and his Affairs difordered f What remains, but 
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that he fuffer Chat Diforder to proceed no farther, that he rc-J 
folutely examine all the Tranfaftlons which he has hitherto' 
overlooked, [hat he repair thofe Errori which are yet relrlev- 



Stble, and reduce his Trade into Method, that he doom thofe 
Scrvanis, by whom he has been robbed or deceived, to the 
Punillimem which they deferve, and recover from them that 
Wealth which they have accumulated by Rapacity andi^l 
Fraud. V 

' By this Method only can the Credit of the Trader Of 
ilie Naiiun be repaired, and this is the Method which the 
Motion recommends ;a Motion with which therefore every 
Man m.iy be expefled to comply who defires, that his Coun- 
try fliould once wore recover its Influence and Power, who 
tvifhes to fee Great Britain again courted and feared, and 
her Monarch confidered as the Arbiter of the World, thePro-J 
teftor of iKff true Religion, and the Defender of the Liberr] 
lies of Mankind- 



After Mr Philips'^ Speech, (Vol. XIU. p. 149) for tb 
Motion, Col. CbalmoHdcUy fpoke againfi it. 
Sir, 
' It has been in all foregoing Ages the Cullom for Meo 
Col. Cholmon- to fpeak of the Gavetnment with Reverence, even when 
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they oppofed its Mcafures or projefled ils Diffolution ; nor 
h!\s it been thought, Jri any Time before our own, decent or 
Patli.Tnuntary to give way to Satire or Inveflive, or indulge a 
feculent Imagitiatioii, to endeayDUi to level all Orders* by 
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contemptuous Reflcflions, or to court the Populace by echo- An. 15. Ceo. n. 
ing their Language or adopting thcit Sentiments. i74i. 

' This Method of gaining the Reputation of Patriot ifm hai 
been unknown till the prefect Age, and referved for the pre- 
lenc Leaders of the People, who will have the Honour to 
ftand recorded as the original Authors of Anarchy, the great 
Subverters of Order, and the firll Men who dared to pro* 
iioiiftce, that ali the Secrets of Government ought to be 
made publick. 

' It has been hiiherto underHood in all Nations, that thofs 
who were intrufted wiih Authority had likewlfe a Claim to 
Refpeft and Confidence, that they were chofen for the Su- 
periority of their Abilities and the Reputation of their Vir- 
tue i and that therefore it was reafonable to conJign to their 
Management, the Direflion of fuch Affairs asby ihsirown 
Nature require Secrecy. 

' But this ancient Do£trine, by which Subordination has 
been fo long prefcrvcd, is now 10 be fet afide for new Prin- 
ciples which may flatter the Pfide, and incite the PaiCons of 
the People : We are row to be told, that Affairs are only 
kept fecret, becaule they will not bear Examination i that 
Men conceal not thofc Tranfaflions in which they have fuc- 
ceeded, but thofe in which ihef have failed ; that they are 
only inclined to hide their Folhes oc their Crimes ; and that 
CO examine their ConduA in the moO open Manner is only to 
fecure the Intereft of the Publick. 

' Thus has the Nation been taught to expeft, that the 
Counfels of the Cabinet Ihould bedifperfed in the publick Pa- 
pers ; that their Governors (hould declare the Motives of 
their Meafu res, and difcover the Demands of our Allies, and 
Schemes of our Policy ; and that the People fhould be con- 
fuUed upon every Emergence, and enjoy the Right of inftruc- 
ting not only theii own ReprefencatJves but the MiniAers of 
the Crown. 

' In this Debate the Mention of fecret Treaties has been 
received with Contempt and Ridicule, the Minilfers have 
been upbraided with chimerical Fears, and unnecelTary Pro- 
TJfions againft Attacks which never were defigoed ; they 
have been alicdged to have no other Jntetell in View than 
their own, when they endeavour to millead Enquirers; and 
to have in reality nothing to k^ep fi<<m publick View btit 
their own Ignorance or Wickednefs. 

* It cannot furely be ferioufly alTerted by Men of Know- 
ledge and Experience, that there arc no Dcfigns formed by 
wi fe Govern men [f, the Succefs of which depends upon Secrecy) 
nor can it be alferEed, chiic the Enquiry now propofed will 

be- 
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Ao.i$.G(a.n.b;tT3y nothing from which our Enemies may receive Ad- 
»74»- vantage. 

' If we flioold fuppofe, that all our Schemes, are either 
fully accomplilhed, or irreirjevably defeated, it will not even 
then be prudent to difcover them, fitice they will enable our 
Enemies to form Cotjjeftures of the future from the pall, and ^ 
to obviate herea'ter the fame Defignc, when it fhaJI UH 
thought neceffary to refame them. ^ 

' But in reality nothing is more irrational ihan to fuppofo 
this a faferTime ihan any other forfuch general Difcoveries; 
for why fliould it be imagined, that our Engagements are not 
flill depending, and ojr Treaties yet in Force f and what 
can be more difhonourable or imprudent, than to deftroy at 
once the whole Scheme of foreign Policy, todiffolve our Ally 
ances. and dellrny the Effeils of fuch long and fuch expenfiv 
Negoiiations without lirft examining, whether they will 
beneficial or detrimental to us ? 

' Nor is it only with refpeft to foreign Affairs that Secrecy ii 
necelTary, there are undoubtedly many domeftic Tranfaflions 
which it is not proper to communicate lo the whole Nation, 
There is Hill a Faflion among us, which openly defires the 
Subverfion of ourprefent BOabiilhment ; a Faftion, indeed^H 
rot powerful, and which grows, I hope, every Day weakei^H 
but which is favoOred, or at leaft imagines itfelf favoured by 
thofe who have fo long diftinguilhed themfelves by oppofing 
the Meafures of the Government. Againft thefe Men, whofe 
Hop« are revived by every Commotion, who ftudioufly 
heighten every Subjeft of Difconient, and add their Outcries

broken ; nor can it be fuppofed, that this is done without the 
Aiiiliince of fome who are "received with Confidence among 
them, and who probably pafs for the molt Zealous of the 
Party.

I cannot therefore forbear to oifir my Opi- 
nion, that this Motion by which all the Secrets of our Go- 
vernment will be difcovered, will tend to the Confufion of 
the prefent Syftem of Europe, to the abfolute Ruin of our In- 
terelt in foreign Courts, nnd to the EmbarralTment of our do- 
jneftick Affairs.

The 
Supplies indeed will be granted, but National Grievances mufl 
go unredrefi'd. 

* It is as little pleaGng to me as to any Gentleman in thia 
Houfe to be engng'd in a perfonal Motion ; but when I coQ' 
fider this noble £^rl as the fulpedled Author of National Ca- 
lamity i when nothing is defir'd but a fair Enquiry into hil 
Conduf), to manifefl his Innocence, or dete£t his Guilt ;

' But, Sir, it is a conftitutiona] Appointment, always prac- 
tifed when high OfFeodcrs are to be called to Juflice. The 
noble Ear! himfelf has been the great Patron ■ of fuch Ap- 
pointments. It is a Committee of Enquiry which is only to 
proceed no farther than the Extent of their CoramilTion, re- 
vocable at your Pleafure. It is only to coIleiS and digeit ths 
Materials of Evidence, to produce FaAs fupported by fuch 
Evidence, Fa£ts afterwards to be canvafs'd, to undergo 3 
llri£t Examination in the Houfe, before you will found upon 
them a Vote of Accufation. 

■ Vou yourfelves are but Accufers, and your Accufation 
muft be carried to an higher AITembly for Tryal and 
Judgment. And it will not be an Enquiry into flight Fa3:, 
every little Error of Adminillration which human Prudence 
could not prevent, where the Party acculed may be unable to 
recollefl the Articles of bis Defence ; but into Fads of an 
high and enornnous Nature ; the Lofs of National Honour, 
publick Grievances, premeditated Schemes of Corruption to 
render the independent Branches of our Conllitution fubfervi- 
ent ID a Diflatonal Power ; a Power unknown to our Laws, 
and neceflarily dellrudiwe to the Liberties of the People ; a 
Power which mull be retrained at this Time by a ITtidl and 
eiFetiual Enquiry, or give me leave to (ay, it will be im- 
praflicable for any new Adminillration to carry on this Go- 
vernment wiih Reputation and Honour.

Defiance of Cenfuies fo fevere, and declare himfelf an Ad- 
verfary to a Motion offered, and vindicated, by the Men 
who have diiiingtiifhed themlelve^ in th incorrupt Age, as the 
only Lovers of their Couniry, the Patrons of dill relied In- 
tegrily. and the Adherents to deferted Truth. 

' But it has been very common among them, notwitIi-1 
Handing that Height of political Wildom, at which they 
have atriv'd, lo form chimerical Hopes, and to be over-^j 
thrown after they have founded a Triumph; What maybe^^ 
their Fate on (he prefent Occ^fion I am not able to forefee ; 
but Qiall make no Scruple to declare, that if their Declama- 
tions produce on others no greater Efftflj than upon me,^^ 
they have been only Shot fc.ittertd in the Air that have^H 
fallen lo the Ground without Ule and without Regard ; for^~ 
1 am yet hardy enough to affirm, that, in my Opinion, the 
Motion is neiiher jult in icfcif, nor proper in the prefent ^h 
State of our Ai]airs. ^H 

' In examining the Jcdice of this Motion, i am very far ^^ 
from intending to quellion, whether the Parliament has a 
Rrght to enquire into the Conduft of Affairs or the Diftribu- 
tionof Money ; this k Indeed a Right incontellable and facred, 
the Foundation of ail orher Rights, and the Palbdiuin ofj 
ourConilitutjon : It was by the timely Exertion of this great' 
Privilege, that our Ancellors have been fo often in former 
Ages refcued from Deftruflian, and by this our Polleriiy mull 
prefervc that Liberty which we Ihall not doubt to iranl'inir lo 
(hem without Violation ; unlefs Meafures are purfueJ very 
different from thole of the MinilUr, whofe Conduft we areJ 
now called upon lo examifie, * 

' But the Exertion of this Privilege, which is the lall 
Effort of our ConliilulJon, ought not, in my Opinion, to bo 
ptupofed on common Occaficmi;? for the Decifion of difput- 
able Quellions, or the Rcdreft o'f trifling Grievances, which 
ni.n' he remedied without the Solemnity of a Parllamentaty 
Inquiry, nnd without the univerfa! Al^rm which Proceedings 
fo aivlul fpread gver the Nation. The Crimct which engage

: Common-wealth, and which cmaot be leic utipunifli- 
without inciiing o\\icn 10 the fame Corruption by. the 
t'l'ofpefl of the fame Impunitj'. 

■ That the Veneration due to the Legillsture fhould be 
^ery Colidtoull)' prefetved will, I fappoie, Sir, be denied by 
bo Man, who conliden, that Obedience of the Many to the 
tew can lall no longer than Relpeft ; and as in private Life 
Man who dilturbs his Friendi wiih load Outcries and 
iriolent Efloits on tiiiling Occaiions, never fails cct became 
foniempiible, and to want the AlTillance in real Perplexity 
' Dillrefi, which he ufed fo earncllly to lequell without 
Jecellity : So in the Tranfaflion of publick Affairs, if the 
Parliament empioyb its utmoil Power, and afTcrts its higheH 
Privileges only to gratify Refenlment, or to punilli cafual 
Negligence or petty Mifcarriages, the matt folemn Afl of 
Legiflature may in time be conCdercd as an rmpty I'otm, 
od wiJl neither afford any Security to the Nation, nor pro- 
luce any Terror in wicked Minillers. 

lo moft Forms of Government, there is fome Poiver 
liich is never exerted, but upon the moft prefiirg Emer- 
enciesi fome Office which is never erefled but when the 
rublick is ia real Danger, and fome Refort to which no Ap- 
plication K made till every oiher Expedient has failed j and 
by thefc, great Advantages are often procured, and Affairs 
Ktrieved from a State almoU defpeiate, becaufe they are 
never proilituted for petty Purpofes ; and when they are 
thought necelTary every Man is convinced that Danger is al 
hand, incited by his Regard to his own Safely to contribute 
his utmoft Endeavours to thai of the Publick. 

' Such among us is the Inquiry that is propofed by thii 
Motion, which Prudence, therefore, direfb u^ to rrjefl as 
difpropor cloned to the Occafion : For, what Crime Is there 
charged with any Appearance of Jullice upon the noble Per- 
fbn, tnat can regfonablc faife an Alarm of Danger in the Na- 
tion, or incite the Parliament to a futmal Inquiry ? 

' Among all the Jnveflives that Artifice has invented or 
Malice uttered agalnll him, 1 remember none which could 
julUy be confideted as important enough to engage the At- 
tention of this AiTembly, or none but what he has on fome 
Occafion fully confuted ; and therefore, asl cannot think the 
Motion prudent with Regard to the Nation, in which it muft 
neceflarily produce fome Difturbance, I am likewife inclined 
to cenfure it as unjull with refpeft to him to whom it imme- 
diately relates.

The greaieit Pari of Mankind are tainted >viih Wick- 
cdnefs, and gratify their Pride, or their Envy, by crediting 
and fpreadiDg Reports which reduce others to a Level witii 
themfelves. Every Man has his Enemies, whofe particular 
Malevolence is too aftivc to omit any Opportunity of dellroy' 
ing that Reputation ifhich is, perhaps, brighter than their 
oivn. And thofe who are without any Partiality may be 
leafonably excused, if they are inclined to diArui him whofe 
Integrity they find fofpefled by others of equal Difcernmcnt 
with themfelves, and of whofe Motivte or Proofs they have 
no exafl Knowledge. 

* If this be the Condition of sMan wfao, on common Oc-' 
cafions, is by any Accident or Negligence eipofed 10 the 
Sufpicion of Men not more regarded for their Wifdom or 
their Vinuc than himfelf, what mull be the State of him 
whom the Legiflature of his Country thinks the proper Ob- 
jefl of publjck Inquiry i How loudly will his Enemies exult f 
and how boldly will liii Accufcrs forlell his Condemnation i 
What Clamours will the artful Leaders of the People excite 
againfi him ? and how widely will ihe Charge be fptead a- 
mong thofc whom, perhaps, the Anfwcr may never reach > 
It is not impoffible, that many of thofe whofe I'riendihip he 
has merited by good Ollices, who have hitherto adhered to 
hhn from rheir Opinion of his Virtue, may be bribed to at- 
tack him by the Profpeft of Populari[y, or frightened into 
Defertion by (he Fear of falling with him 1 and that though 
he Ihould be at lall acquitted by his Judges, he may fulFcr by 
his Trial alone the grealeU Evils that Condemnation can in- 
flift, the Lofs of his Reputation and his Friends, and be IcTc 
in Solitude and Infamy, without any Confolation but tha; of 
Tntioience.

Rewards, to Monuments and to Statues, 1 Ihall never 
confent, that the Trantjuilily of his Retirement (liould be 
interrupted hy a Profecuiion ; or that thofe whofe Arti/icea 
ie has fo often baffled, however fubile, and whofe Argu- 
ments he has fo often confuted, however fpecious, Ihould 
bave an Opportunity to revenge upon him iti hi^ Privacy the 
i>efeais which ihey have received from him, 

Mr Lyiteltan replied to the. following Effefl : Mr Ljttdta 

Sir, 
* That there ate Minds to which it would give no fmall 
Degree of Pain to be fufpefled of any enormous Wickednefs, 
tvhen I either examine my own Breafl, or obferve tlie Con- 
duA of my Friends I am fully convinced ; but Ihould never 
have difrovered, that human Nature was capable of fuch a 
I PaOton as the Fear of Sufpicion, had I only obtained my 
Knowledge of Mankind from the CootempUtioo of the late 
Miuifter and his AITociates. 

It is, indeed, a Degree of miniftcrial Effrontery at 
which every Man is not able to arrive, and at uhlch thofe 
who know not by what Gradations it has been attained wilt 
look with Ailoniftiment, for Men to fpeak and aft for 
twenty Years in Oppofition to the general Defires of the 
whole Nation, and often in open Deiiarce of their Petitions, 
' RemonHranccs and Menaces ; to hear themfelvei every Day, 
[without Fear and without Confutation, cenfured as the Vi- 
(Alators of the Conditution, the Plunderers of the publick 
Treafury, the Corrupiors of the Pailiament, and the Be- 
trayers of their Country j and to fee them while they enjoy- 
, ed the Reward of their Praflices, hug ihemfelves amidll the 
I HiHes of Mankind, and hear their Names mentioned in the 
molt opprobious Language, without Shame and without 
Anger; and yet when their Salaries are in quellion, when 
I they imagine, that they ihall have no Solace in their Infa- 
^ my, pretend to ftanlc at Danger to their Repoiation, and 
^■-noi only to abhor Guilt, but lo be afraid of Sofpicion.

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,i5.Geo.U. ' If tbe noble Perfon to whoiD this Enquiry relates 
'74<- reality, fludioas of Reputation, he has hitherto been very 

unfarianate in the Method by which he has endeavoured tt> 
acquire it i for perhaps, no Nation of the Earth ca.n fhow 
B IVlan fo univerfally abhorred, a Man on whom the gene- 
ral Execration! of human Kind have been fo openly dif- 
charged. 

* Yet this. Sir, is the Man whom his Adherents would 
now fcreen from the Malignity of Sufpicion, whofe Mind is 
too delicate to bear the Reproach of an Enquiry. I doubt 
not, indeed, but Deteilion will now affedl him in a different 
manner than when he ilood in this Houfe with his Hirelings 
about him, haranguing on the Benefits of an Extnfe, sod 
the Expedience of the Convention, when he fupported (he 
Farce of a Debate in the Prclence of Wreiche: whd had 
fold him their Voles, without hearing his Arguments, 
and who wctt equally prepared to approve contrary Mea- 
furec, if they had difcovered that he had changed his Incli- 
nation. 

" But though he may yet be fufceptibic of Terror, I am 
very far from imagining, that he can feel Shtme; and, 
therefore, think it unneceffiiry to prove what every Man 
knaw«, that if Sufpicion gave him any Pain he would foli- 
cite what the molt Ardent of his Advocates are now endea- 
Touring to avert. 

* He has, indeed, lefs to fear from an Enquiry than any 
of his Predeceflbrs fince ihey have generally endeavoured 
to engage their Party by fpecioua Appearances of publick 
Advantage ; but he has traded only to (he Power of Mo- 
ney. It is, therefore, urged with very little Propriety, 
that his Friends will farfake him on this Occalion, for 
(hough Danger may, indeed, feparate thofe whom only In- 
tercH has united, it cannot be conceived, that the Dread of 
Infamy, can deprive that Man of his Adherents whom it 
has for fo many Years been infamous to fupport. 

' It is now. Sir, in my Opinion, receffary to comply 
with the general Petition of the People, to ftiow that our 
Conlliiution, however ftiaken by the long continued Attacks 
of a dcfpocic Minifter, is not wholly deilroyed ; and that 
Guilt, however profperous, is not able to bid Defiance to 
the Laws. It is expedient to lay open to the King and the 
Nation the Sources of our prefent Calamities, by our Ap- 
probation of (he Motion now before us. 

The Queftion was [hen put, and carried in the Affirma- 
tive by faven Voice;.
